In  the  foregoing  Proceedings,  the 
Board  of  Revenue  submit  their  annual 
report  on  the  collection  of  the  revenue 
from  all  sources  during  the  year  (fasli  1283)  ending  the  30th  June  1874. 

2.  The  gross  amount  realised  was  Rs.  7,03,96,203,  being  Rs.  21,11,543  less 
than  the  collections  of  the  preceding  year ;  but,  inasmuch  as  the  collection  of  old 
arrears  affects  these  results^  a  fairer  idea  of  the  year  will  be  obtained  by  comparing 
as  below  the  actual  demand  for  each  year  under  the  two  great  classes  of  revenue : —

It  thus  appears  that  the  Land-revenue  demand  fell  off  to  the  extent  of  upwards 
of  13  lakhs,  and  that  the  deficiency  was  in  part  made  up  by  an  increased  buoyancy 
in  the  revenues  from  other  sources. 

3.  A  decrease  in  the  Land-reyenue  points  to  an  unfavorable  season ;  but  this 
subject^  as  well  as  that  of  prices  and  public  healthy  come  under  notice  in  the 
General  Administration  Report,  and  demand  here  no  special  remark.  It  is^  however, 
noted  that  the  ruling  prices  were  generally  far  in  excess  of  the  commutation  rates 
in  use  for  settlement  purposes. 

4.  The  Government  proceed  to  notice  briefly  the  results  under  each  head  in 
the  collection  of  the  revenue^  current  and  arrears.

Ryots'^  Holdings. — In  the  number  of  fresh  puttas  issued,  there  was  a  large 
i  ncrease  due  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  settlement  into  portions  of  the  Kistna, 
Nellore,  and  Tinnevelly  Districts.  The  area  and  assessment  of  the  holdings  showed

The  decrease  in  assessment  appears  as  Bs.  2,58,576,  but,  in  reviewing  the 
details  in  different  districts,  the  Board  point  out  that  the  decrease  in  the  Kistna 
District,  which  accounts  for  Rs.  1,96,611  of  this  total,  is,  to  a  great  extent,  nominal, 
owing  to  the  old  consolidated  assessment  on  wet  lands  in  certain  taluqs  having  been 
divided  into  land-assessment  and  water-tax.  The  effect  of  the  introduction  of  the  new 

settlement  into  Nellore  has  already  come 
G.  0..  dated  23rd  August  1873.  ^^^^^  ^^^  Government ;  but  they  notice 

now  that  the  increase  in  assessment  due  to  this  cause  is  given  as  Rs.  1,53,091,  while 
there  was  a  decrease  of  acres  5,906  in  the  area  of  the  holdings. 
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Remissions. — Remissions  of  all  classes  were  unusually  large  owing  to  the 
unfavorable  season.  Not  only  was  less  land  retained,  but  much  so  held  was  left 
uncultivated,  while  the  loss  of  produce  was  rery  great.  The  assessment  on 
occupied  lands  left  waste  amounted  to  Rs.  29,38,531,  including  the  charge  on  dry 
land  held  for  pasture  Rs.  7,55,528  were  remitted,  and  principally  on  land  classed 
as  irrigated,  of  which  the  supply  failed.  Special  relief  was  granted  in  the  Chingleput 
District,  of  which  the  irrigation  is  exceptionally  precarious,  but  nearly  half  the 
amount  was  on  dry  land.

7.  The  Government  presume  that  in  the  preparation  of  ^ the  table  showing 
'^  average  assessment  per  acre  ^'  the  manavari  or  rain-fed  lands  are  not  included 
under  "  wet,"  and,  w^th  reference  to  Malabar,  they  wish  to  be  informed  where  the 
area  and  assessment  on  cocoanut  plantations  appear  in  the  statement,  and  on  what 
data  the  area  of  wet  cultivation  is  based. 

8.  The  Extra  Sources  of  Revenue  are  six  in  number,  of  these  four,  viz.^  Abkari, 
Sea  Customs,  Land  Customs,  and  Stamps,  showed  a  considerable  increase,  while 
two,  (5)  Income  and  License-tax  and  (6)  Salt,  diminished.

(6) /S^a/^.— The  most  lucrative,  of 
all  extra  sources  of  revenue  produced 
Rs.  1,70,917  less  than  in  1872-73.  The 
total  consumption  was  less  than  it  has 
been  in  any  year  since  1862-63,*  but  the 
decrease  was  mainly  under  inland,  and 
was  probably  due  to  change  in  source 
of  supply  consequent  on  the  extension  of 
railway  traffic. 
The  Government  are  glad  to  note  that  the  stock  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the

962     ^^^^•'^^^  *^*  *^**»  ^^*^  *^^  exception  of 

8*405,367    South  Arcot  and  Tanjore,  it  was  fairly 

distributed  over  all  the  manufacturing 

districts.     The  accessibility  by  rail  of  Negapatam,  the  great  salt  depCt  of  Tanjore, 

causes  a  great  drain  on  the  sources  of  this  district,  and  the  manufacture  in  Sooth 

Arcot  was,  for  the  third  successive  season,  greatly  impeded  by  adverse,  weather. 

A  satisfactory  feature  is  the  small  per- 
centaget  of  wastage,   and  sanction  is 
accorded  for  writing  oflF  the  whole  quantity. 

The  greater  activity  in  manufacturing  and  storing  raised  the  charges  of  the 
year  considerably  above  those  of  1872-73,  in  which  the  quantity  manufactured  was 
small.  The  ratio  to  collections  in  the  year  under  review  was  12  per  cent.,  and  the 
net  revenue  was  Rs.  1,10,94,512. 

9.  The  collections  of  Current  revenue  under  all  sources  were  Rs.  6,58,95,855, 
or  92*7  per  cent,  of  the  demand,  and  by  the  end  of  October  1874  the  balance  was 
reduced  to  Rs.  11,84,148  or  17  per  cent,  of  the  demand, — a  good  result  in  an 
ordinary  year,  and  extremely  satisfactory  in  the  face  of  a  very  adverse  season. 

10.  Arrears  of  Revenue. — The  following  abstract  statement  shows  the

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By  the  end  of  October  the  balance  was  reduced  to  Rs.  13,82,683,  of  which 
amount  Rs.  1 1 ,67,688  aire  entered  as  recoverable  or  doubtful.  The  arrear  nominally 
standing  against  the  Zemindarnis  of  the  Nidadavole  and  Baharzhally  estates  will, 
under  the  Collector's  explanation,  be  written  off  together  with  the  other  items 
referred  to  in  paragraph  67. 

11.  The  Board  have  appended  to  paragraph  71  a  new  and  useful  statement 
showing  the  total  demand  (arrears  and  current),  remissions,  collections,  and 
balance  under  all  heads.  This  statement  which  carries  the  transactions  of  the 
year  down  to  the  end  of  October  1874  may  be  thus  abstracted : —

12.  The  charges  for  the  year  bore  to  the  collections  a  ratio  (7*7  per  cent.),  but 
little  differing  from  that  (7*4  per  cent.)  of  the  previous  year,  and  appear  to  have 
fallen  off  under  every  head,  except  Salt,  in  which  the  increase  is  satisfactorily 
accounted  for.    They  amounted  to  Rs.  53,82,467. 

13.  In  the  matter  of  coercive  pro- 
cess the  general  results  were  much  the 
same  as  in  fasli  1282  (1872-73);  but  the 
Government  notice  with  regret  the  large 
amount  of  property  sold  in  Chingleput. 
They  trust  that  the  measures  recently^ 
sanctioned  in  connection  with  the  new 
settlement  now  in  progress  will  effect  a 
speedy  amendment  in  this  district.

The  two  villa^a  under  Items  Nos.  1  and  2  are  reported  to  be  petty  yillagea  in 
the  Gmnsnr  taluq  in  the  district  of  Ghmjam.^  The  Clollector  of  Godayery  does 
not  explain  the  ciroamstanoes  under  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer 
eighteen  Tillages  from  Rjotwar  to  Rented.  He  will  be  reqnested  in  future  not  to 
introduce  any  such  changes  without  full  explanation  and  the  previous  orders  of  the 
BcMtfd.  The  transfer  of  four  villages  in  North  Arcot  from  Ryotwar  to  Shrotriem  is 
simply  nominal.  They  have  always  been  Shrotriems,  but  have  hilherto  been  enter- 
ed under  Ryotwar,  because  a  revenue  in  the  form  of  assessment  on  certain  lapsed 
Inamsand  waier-cess  on  dry  lands  in  them  was  collected  by  (Government.  They 
were  during  the  current  faui  properly  transferred  to  Shrotriem  at  the  instance  of 
the  Revenue  Settlement  Department.  In  Salem,  a  Hissa  village  enfranchised  was 
transferred  to  Shrotriem.  In  Bellary,  a  village  is  entered  as  having  been  trans* 
ferred  to  Cuddwah,  but  the  Collector  of  the  latter  district  has  not  included  it  in 
his  accounts.  Ue  will  be  called  upou  to  explain.  The  other  variations  do  not 
call  for  remark* 

4.  NuicBEB  OF  PuTTAfl. — There  were  on  the  whole  18,114  puttas  issued  dur- 
ing Fasli  1283,  above  the  number  in  the  preceding  year  as  will  be  seen  from  the

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5.  Th«  large  inoreaM  in  the  nnmber  of  fresh  putias  inraed)  is  dne  chiefly  to 
the  introduotioa  of  the  Revenue  Settlement  rates  in  the  Guntur  portion  of  the 
Eistna  District,  in  the  principal  division  of  Nellore,  and  in  some  of  the  taluqs  in 
Tinnevelly. 

6.  Season. — The  rain>fall  was  throughout  the  Presidency  less  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding year.  The  season,  however,  was  on  the  whole  fair  in  the  northern  districts ; 
but  in  the  southern  it  was  decidedly  bad.  The  southwest  monsoon  was  plenti- 
ful but  late ;  and  the  northeast  monsoon  failed  early  after  beginning  with  more  than 
ithe  usual  quantity  of  rain  in  October.  Scarcity  and  want  of  water  gave  great  cause 
for  anxiety  in  Chingleput,  South  Arcot  and  Madura,  and  was  only  a  little  less  felt 
in  North  Arcot,  Salem,  Coimbatore,  Tanjore,  Trichinopoly  and  Tinnevelly ;  but 
gome  remissions  and  a  few  relief  works  were  su£Bcient  to  stave  off  the  calamity  till 
a  better  season  removed  all  cause  for  anxiety.  The  southwest  monsoon  almost 
failed  in  Bellary  and  Eurnool,  but  timely  rain  fell  in  September.  The  seasons 
were  unfavorable  in  the  Nilgiris,  and  Tea  and  Coffee  suffered.  They  were  on  the 
whole  favorable  in  South  Canara,  but  not  quite  so  good  in  Malabar  : —

7.  Sanitary  Condition. — The  fasli 
was  on  the  whole  healthy.  It  is  marked 
by  the  almost  complete  absence  of 
cholera  which  appeared  in  a  few  districts, 
but  caused  only  282  deaths  as  against 
6,675  in  Fasli  1282.  Small-pox  and  fever 
were  the  prevailing  diseases.  The  former 
was  virulent  in  the  district  of  Malabar,* 
and  throughout  the  Presidency  and 
caused  more  deaths  by  12  per  cent,  than

in  the  preyious  Fasli.  The  Collector  of  Malabar  states' that  it  proved  very  destruc- 
tive  in  the  taluq  of  Ponani,  where  as  many  as  8,952  died  of  it.  It  is  said  to  hare 
been  endemic  in  the  taluq  for  the  last  two  years. 

Deaths  from  fever  were  on  the  whole  less  than  in  the  preyious  Fasli,  though 
the  number  was  considerably  larger  in  the  district  of  North  Arcot,  where 
there  was  no  rain  for  six  months  together.  Cattle-disease  was  not  severei  though 
it  was  general  in  several  districts.  The  mortality  among  cattle  was  less  in  this 
Fasli  than  in  the  previous  one,  though  the  cyclone  which  occurred  in  the  month 
of  May  1874  destroyed  a  vast  number  of  cattle  in  the  districts  of  Salem  and 
North  Arcot : —

15.  The  large  increase  in  the  assessment,  while  there  is  a  decrease  in  the 
area  in  Nellore,  is  due  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  settlement.  The  decrease 
in  assessment  is  large  in  Kistna,  Tinnevelly,  South  Arcot,  North  Arcot,  Salem  and 
Chingleput.  In  Tinnevelly,  it  is  for  the  most  part  nominal,  being  due  (1)  to  the. 
abolition  of  fixed  remissions  which  were  formerly  included  in  the  assessments  in 
the  two  taluqs  brought  under  Revenue  Settlement,  and  (2)  to  the  charge  for  water 
for  second  crop  on  single-crop  lands  being  now  shown  separately  instead 
of  being  included  in  the  assessment.  The  Collector  should  have  stated  the 
amount  of  increase  due  to  each  cause.  There  is  an  increase  in  area  in  this 
district.  The  decrease  in  assessment  in  the  district  of  Kistna  is  to  a  great  extent 
nominal,  being  due  to  the  consolidated  wet  assessment  in  the  taluqs  of  Repalli  and 
Bapatla  having  been  divided  by  the  Settlement  Department  into  land  assessment 
and  water -tax,  the  latter  being  shown  separately  in  the  accounts.  If  the  water- 
tax  be  included,  the  holdings  show  an  increase  of  Rupees  1, 55,000,  being  the 
result  of  the  introduction  of  the  new  settlement  in  the  Guntur  portion  of  the 
district.  The  decrease  in  area  is  due  to  relinquishments,  in  great  part  the  result 
of  the  same  measure.  In  South  Arcot,  North  Arcot,  Salem  and  Chingleput  the 
decrease  is  owing  to  relinquishments  on  account  of  the  very  unfavorable  nature 
of  the  season.  The  decrease  in  area  and  increase  in  assessment  in  Bellary  are  the 
net  result  of  relinquishment  and  new  occupation  of  land.  The  variations  in  the 
other  districts  are  not  important  and  do  not  call  for  remark.  It  may,  however, 
be  here  observed  that  the  holdings  entered  against  Godavery  do  not  include  those 
of  the  Bhadrachellam  Taluq  recently  transferred  to  that  district  from  the  Central

1,44,276  in  five  districts,  and  a  gross 
decrease  of  Rupees  99,190  in  nine  dis- 
tricts. The  largest  increase  ia  in  Tin- 
nevelly, and  is  accounted  for  by  the 
Fasaljasti  on  the  single-crop  lands  being 
now  separately  shown  in  the  returns, 
while  formerly  it  was  merged  in  the  assessment  as  above  noticed.  In  Tanjore, 
the  increase  is  due  to  the  abundance  of  rain  during  the  earlier  months,  and  to 
the  season  having  been  particularly  favorable  for  the  extension  of  wet  cultiva- 
tion.

42.  Sba  Customs. — The  trade  by  sea 
yielded  a  revenue  of  Rupees  31,05,865 
or  Rupeees  2,33,273  more  than  in  Fasli 
1282.  There  was  an  increase  of  Ra.

The  above  decrease  of  Rnpees  1,70,917  is  the  result  of  a  gross  increase 
of  Rupees  3,36,073  in  nine  districts,  and  a  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  5,06,990  in 
six  districts.  The  decrease  in  Qodavery  was  owing  to  the  closing  of  the  naviga- 
tion channel?  from  February  to  June,  that  in  Eistna  to  the  Brinjarees  having 
resorted  to  Nellore  where  new  salt  was  procurable,  that  in  South  Arcot  chiefly  to 
the  deficiency  of  stock  on  account  of  the  failure  in  the  manufacture  of  the  past 
three  Faslis  owing  to  most  untimely  rains,  and  in  Tinnevelly  to  some  wholesale 
merchants  having  discontinued  their  salt  trade,  and  to  the  Madura  customers 
who  brought  cotton  to  Tuticorin  having  taken  Railway  materials  for  return  loads 
instead  of  salt.  In  Malabar  the  decrease  is  ascribed  to  the  extensive  illicit  manu- 
facture of  salt  carried  on  in  sea-board  taluqs,  not  [only  for  domestic  purposes  of 
the  manufacturers,  but  also  for  clandestine  sale  in  inland  parts.  The  Collector 
states  that  as  the  manufacture  is  legal  and  mere  possession,  no  matter  in  what 
unreasonable  quantity,  is  not  penal,  it  is  impossible  to  put  a  stop  to  the  illicit 
trade.  The  increase  is  the  largest  in  Tanjore  and  Nellore.  In  the  latter,  it  is  due, 
as  already  explained,  to  better  salt  being  available  than  in  Eostna ;  and  in  the 
former  to  an  adequate  stock  of  salt  having  been,  unlike  last  year,  secured  in  the 
central  depdt  of  Negapatam  to  meet  the  growing  demand  of  the  Railway  trade. 
Almost  the  whole  increase  in  South  Canara  is  owing  to  the  transfer  of  duty  on 
salt  imported  from  Customs  to  Salt.

The  stock  in  some  districts  is  far  shoart  of  the  quantity  required  by  mle^ 
vi$i^  ttghteen  months?  supply ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  stock  above 
shown  is  not  all  that  is  available  for  Fasli  1284.  The  cultivation  season  does  not 
expire  with  the  close  of  the  Fasli,  and  no  effort  is  spared  to  procure  sufficient 
stock.  In  South  Arcot|  the  deficiency  is  due  to  a  series  of  bad  seasons;  in 
Tanjore,  efforts  to  develope  the  existing  means  of  manufacture  have  not  yet 
succeeded  so  as  to  make  them  commensurate  with  the  demand  for  inland  supply 
by  the  Railway ;  and  in  Malabar  the  supply  is  not  dependent  on  the  caprice  of 
tl^e  seasons.    In  the  other  districts,  the  supply  is  fairly  adequate. 

47.  The  usual  statement  showing  the  quantity  of  salt  which  Collectors 
recommend  to  be  written  off  the  accounts  of  Fasli  1383,  on  account  of  wastagOi 
is  subjoined. 
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48.  The  rate  of  wastage  in  the  retail  sale  materially  exceeds  the  usual  five 
per  cent,  in  Yizagapatam  and  Ghingleput ;  in  the  former,  owing  to  the  damage 
done  to  some  heaps  by  the  cyclone  of  1870,  and  in  the  latter,  owing  to  a  radical 
defect  in  the  system  of  storage,  which,  however,  has  been  since  corrected*  The 
wastage  on  salt  supplied  to  the  French  Government  is  probably  nominal  and 
due  to  the  system  of  supplying  them  by  measurement,  not  weight.  The 
Collector  will  be  requested  to  state  whether  this  is  so.  The  wastage  shown  in 
Column  4  of  the  above  statement  is  simply  the  quantity  represented  by  the  dis- 
count of  five  per  cent,  allowed  to  wholesale  merchants.  Hitherto  it  has  not  been 
usual  to  exhibit  the  discount  under  Wastage.  The  entire  quantity  sold  including 
the  discount  was  entered  under  Sales,  the  price  minus  the  discount  being  «hown 
as  the  sale-proceeds.  This  caused  the  anomaly  of  showing  the  price  in  the 
accounts  at  less  than  the  legal  monopoly  price.     The  Board,*  therefore,  directed

The  increase  is  chiefly   due  to  the  charge  for  manufacturer's  share  and  for 
storage  on  the  increased  quantity  manufactured  during  the  year,  and  to  an  expen>

— The  reyenue  realijsed 
by  the  sale  of  stamps  dnring  Fasli  1283 
amounted  to  Rupees  47,88,682.  Of  this, 
Rupees  31,35,595  were  derived  from 
Court  Fee  Stamps,  and  Rupees  16,53,087 
from  General  and  Non-judicial  stamps.

4,    The  cause  of  the  decrease  of  three  villages  in  question  is  as  follows  :— 

(1.)  The  lands  of  one  petty  village  in  Gumsur  were  sold  for  the  recovery  of  arrears  of  revenue, 
and  purchased  by  Government,  there  being  no  bidders. 

(2.)    The  ryots  of  another  petty  village  in  Gumsur  voluntarily  relinquished  the  lands. 

(3.)  In  the  Berhampore  Taluq  a  village  was  amalgamated  with  another  adjacent  village  by  the 
Survey  and  Demarcation  Department. 

6.  Three  ryotwari  villages  which  had  been  erroneously  included  under  the  head  '*  Joint 
rent*'  during  the  past  years  have  been  transferred  to  their  proper  head,  **  Byotwar.*' 

6.  PoTTAS.— The  number  of  puttas  held  during  the  year  was  38,289  against  38,149  of  the 
preceding  Fadi  1282,  showing  an  increase  of  ninety.  This  is  the  net  result  of  an  increase  of  345 
and  of  a  decrease  of  255.  The  increase  accrued  from  puttas  granted  to  new  ryots  who  had  taken 
up  fresh  lands  on  durkhast  or  otherwise.  The  decrease  was  owing  to  ryots  having  relinquished 
or  transferred  their  holdings,  and  also  in  consequence  of  (Government  having  bought  up  certain 
holdings  at  the  sales  for  arrears  of  revenue.  Two  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighteen  puttas  were 
altered,  owing  to  changes  having  occurred  either  in  the  holdings  or  to  holders  thereof,  while  35,276 
underwent  no  change.  As  was  the  case  in  the  Berhampore  Taluq  in  1282|  so  in  the  Gumsur  Taluq 
in  the  Fasli  under  report,  a  large  number  of  puttas  remained  in  the  names  of  persons  long  since 
deceased.    I  disposed  of  1,333  of  such  cases  in  the  last  JamabandL 

7.  SflASON.—* The  season  under  review  was  not  so  favorable  as  the  preceding  one.  The  partial 
failure  of  the  south-west  monsoon  affected  the  cultivation  to  such  an  extent  that  in  some  localities 
patches  of  land  were  left  uncultivated  and  there  was  at'  one  time  an  a((prehension  of  a  general 
scarcity  and  drought.  Those  fears  were  happily  dispelled  by  the  more  abundant  rain  which  fell 
during  the  north-east  monsoon,  and  the  ultimate  result  was  much  better  than  had  been  at  one 
time  anticipated.  The  general  outturn  of  the  crop  may  be  set  down  at  a  shade  over  half  the 
average.

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17*  Spsoial  TBOT>vcrB— Enclosure  B.  to  Statement  3. — ^The  entire  extent  of  oaltivation 
of  sogar-oane  and  cotton  thronghoat  the  district  compares  favorably  with  that  of  the  preceding 
Fasli  1282,  which  was  exceptionally  unfavorable  for  these  crops.  The  cultivation  was  not, 
however,  above  that  of  an  average  year.  The  indigo  cultivation  as  returned  shows  a  slight 
decrease  as  compared  with  the  preceding  fasli ;  bat  the  extent  of  cultivation  given  is  not  quite 
accurate,  as  it  does  not  include  the  cultivation  in  the  Chinna  Eimedy  Zemindari,  for  which  the 
return  has  not  yet  been  received.

18.  Peogressive  CovfLW— Enclosure  C.  to  Statement  3.— At  the  end  of  Fasli  1282 
there  were  1,708  Acres,  assessed  at  llupees  2,339,  held  on  progressive  cowle  tenure.  Of  these 
306  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  442,  were  brought  to  the  full  assessment,  and  65  Acres,  assessed  at 
Rupees  74,  were  relinquished  during  the  fasli  under  review.  The  extent  which  was  still  left 
under  cowle  tenure  was  therefore  1,337  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,823.

21.  Faticulabs  07  CnLTivATioN — Enclosure  E.  to  Stmtement  3.— Of  the  land  settled 
for,  viz.,  288,956  Acres,  assessed ab  Rupees  6,57,925, 110, 144  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,39,916, 
were  essentially  dry  land  ;  667  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,723,  were  cultivated  with  dry  crops, 
but  were  irrigated  ;  60  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  65,  were  dry  land  temporarily  converted  into 
wet^  and  on  which  a  Tirw^jasti  or  additional  assessment  of  Rupees  70  was  charged ;  and  the 
remaining  178,095  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  5,16,220,  were  usual  wet,  bearing  a  consolidated 
assessment. 

22.  Remissions— ff^afemen^  4. — Remissions  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  3,306  were  granted 
in  the  Berhampore  Taluq  to  874  ryots  in  thirty-six  villages  for  loss  of  crops  occasioned  by  the 
absence  of  seasonable  rains.  In  the  settlement  which  I  made  of  the  Gumsur  Taluq  I  refused  to 
grant  remissions  for  loss  of  wet  crops  grown  on  rain-fed  lands  ;  and  agreeably  to  the  instractions 
contained  in  paragraph  5  of  the  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  233,  dated  6th  February  1874,  and  in 
paragraph  3  of  6.  O.  thereon,  dated  14th  March  1874,  Mo.  343,  Revenue  Department,  I  am 
now  assessing  all  such  lands  newly  taken  up  with  dry  rates  instead  of  as  hitherto  with  wet  rates. 
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No  remissions  were  granted  for  loss  of  crops  in  the  Qumsor  and  Chicacole  Talaqs.    The  coirle 
remissions  during  the  fasli  amounted  to  Rupees  979  against  Rupees  1,228  in  the  preceding  fSudi. 

23.  Encloaure  A.  to  Statement  4. — The  whole  of  the  remissions  granted  for  loss  of  crops 
(Rupees  3,806)  were  on  irrigated  wet  lands.  Of  the  cowle  remissions  (Rupees  979)  Rupees  889 
were  granted  on  wet  land  either  irrigated  or  unirrigated,  and  Rupees  590  on  dry  land. 

24.  Entibj  Land  RBYflNus  Sbttlsximt. — ^The  entire  land  reyenue  demand  for  the  fasli 
under  notice  was  Rupees  11,82,736,  against  Rupees  11,94,769  of  the  preceding  fasli  (1282), 
showing  a  decrease  of  Rupees  12,033  as  detailed  and  explained  below.  It  will  be  seen  by  what 
follows  that  the  decrease  in  question  was  due  to  the  necessity  for  granting  remissions  in  the 
Berhampore  Taluq : —

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During  the  year  under  report  several  bands  of  Briiy'arieB  resorted  direct  to  the  Dowpada 
pans  without  going  to  Parvatipore  as  they  generally  used  to  do.  This  increased  the  sales  for  tht 
Central  Provinces  and  reduced  those  for  the  Yizagapatam  District.  Thus  the  increase  of 
revenue  from  Inland  consumption  and  decrease  in  that  from  Home  consumption  is  accounted  for. 
The  enhanced  rate  of  Salt  duty  also  contributed  to  the  increase  of  revenue  ;  but  the  novel 
restrictions  which  the  Bengal  authorities  have  imposed  on  the  salt  traffic  from  this  district  have 
tended  greatly  to  restrict  the  sales  for  the  Bengal  territory. 

34.  Bea  Cuatoma.—The  large  increase  of  Rupees  69,336  in  the  Sea  Customs  revenue  was 
owing  to  the  extraordinarily  heavy  ezportations  of  rice  and  other  articles  to  Foreign  ports. 
Rupees  15,22,680  worth  of  rice  was  exported  to  Foreign  ports  besides  other  lesser  commodities. 

35.  Judicial  Stamps— The  increase  of  Rupees  4,293  in  the  revenue  from  Judicial  stamps 
was  due  to  the  introduction  of  the  system  of  levying  fees  for  the  service  of  processes  by  means  of 
Court  Fees^ stamps. 

36.  Non- Judicial  or  Oeneral  Stamps. — The  comparatively  small  increase  in  the  revenue 
from  Non-Judicial  stamps  was  owing  to  the  provisions  of  the  Stamp  law  being  more  strictly 
enforced.  Several  insufficiently  stamped  documents  were  impounded  and  penalties  levied  thereon 
according  to  law.

41.  Under  the  above  explanation  I  trust  that  the  Board  will  be  pleased  to  obtain  the 
sanction  of  Government  for  writing  off  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  Rupees  1,490-6-3  as 
irreooverable. 
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42.  CoHPABATiYi  ynw  Of  CoLLioTioNs  f  BOK  ALL  SoTTRCis.— The  foUowing  abstract  shows 
the  collections  on  aecoont  of  revenue,  current,  and  in  arrears  during  the  fasli  under  revieWf 
as  compared  with  the  preceding  Fasli  1282  :— 
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43.  The  collections  contrast  unfavorably  with  the  preceding  fasli,  owing  chiefly  to  the 
gloomy  prospects  which  were  apprehended  early  in  the  year  in  consequence  of  which  the  Tahsil« 
daars  of  Berhampore  and  Gnmsnr  were  instructed  to  be  cautious  against  pressing  too  hard  on  the 
ryots*  A  somewhat  minute  examination  of  crops  was  also  instituted,  and  as  a  mattet  of  course 
the  ryots  for  some  time  buoyed  themselves  up  with  an  expectation  of  obtaining  considerable 
remissions^  notwithstanding  that  the  crops  eventually  turned  out  to  be.  good.  Besides  this  a 
Batta  establishment  was  specially  entertained  at  the  latter  part  of  the  Fasli  1282,  which  tended 
materially  to  facilitate  the  collections  during  that  year  ;  while  no  such  measure  was  provided 
during  the  year  under  notice  until  the  Board's  late  order,  authorizing  the  general  employment 
of  Batta  Peons  came  into  operation  quite  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

44.  CoBBCivs  Pbocxss — Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  8.— The  number  of  persons  against 
whom  coercive  measures  were  employed  was  18,161.  Rupees  40,728  worth  of  proiperty  was 
distrained,  and  Rupees  18,036  worth  sold,  as  follows :—

46.  RtciiPTS — Statement  9. — ^The  total  receipts  of  the  year  under  review  were,  as 
aforesaid  (vide  paragraph  42  8upra\  Rupees  30,36,869  against  Rupees  30,58,478  of  the  preced- 
ing year  1282,  showing  a  decrease  of  Rupees  21,609. 

46.  CHABais  OF  CoLLKTiovStatement  9.— The  total  charges  of  collection  for  the  year 
under  report  amounted  to  Rupees  2,44,463  against  Rupees  2,41,350  in  the  preceding  year  1282. 
showing  an  increase  of  Rupees  3,113,  which  is  the  net  result  of  a  gross  increase  of  Rupees  16,091t 
and  a  gross  decrease  of  Rupees  12,978. 

47.  Land  Rbvbhue  Ghabgeb.— Agreeably  to  paragraph  3  of  the  Board's  Proceedings  of  the 
18th  August  1874,  No.  2,295,  just  received,  I  have  excluded  from  the  land  revenue  charges  the 
reftmds  and  the  one-fifth  of  land  revenue  debi table  to  "  Law  and  Justice." 

48.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  7,133  in  the  salary  of  Collectors,  etc.,  was  chiefly  owing  to  the 
Collector's  salary  not  having  been  debited  during  the  latter  part  of  the  fasli  under  notice,  in 
consequence  of  my  having  drawn  only  deputation  allowance.  My  salary  as  the  District  Judge 
ofCuddapahis  debited  to ''Law  and  Justice."  The  absence  of  an  extra  Assistant  during  a 
greater  part  of  the  year  also  contributed  to  the  decrease  under  this  head. 

49.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,510  in  the  "Tent  and  House-rent  allowance  of  Collectors, 
etc."  was  due  to  the  absence  of  an  extra  Assistant  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  whereas 
there  was  an  Assistant  during  the  whole  of  the  preceding  year,  1282. 

60.  The  decreases  under  the  heads '' Huzur  and  Taluq  establishment"  and ''Saderward" 
are  comparatively  small  and  need  no  explanation. 

61.  The  increase  of  Rupees  840  in  the  ''  Medical  charges"  was  owing  to  the  travelling  and 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Hospital  Assistants  attached  to  the  Special  Assistant  Agent's  establish- 
ment having  been,  under  instructions  from  the  Accountant  General,  debited  to  this  head  under 
Land  revenue  instead  of  to  the  head  *  *  Law  and  Justice'*  as  had  been  hitherto  done. 

52.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,062  in  contingent  charges  was  owing  partly  to  the  services  of 
the  extra  establishment  entertained  for  the  extra  Assistant  having  been  dispensed  with,  and  partly 
to  the  smaller  amount  of  batta  paid  to  the  Huzur  Cutcherry  servants  and  of  hire  for  the  conveysnoe 
of  records  during  circuit. 
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63.  The  increase  of  Bapeea  1,098  in  the  item  *'  Land  Revenue.  MiBeellaneons.**  was  owing 
to  the  debit  of  a  large  amount  on  acoount  of  charges  for  the  service  of  revenue  process.  A  Batta 
establishment  was  specially  entertained  at  the  end  of  Fasli  1282  for  the  collection  of  the  arrears 
of  revenue,  and  their  remuneration  was  chiefly  paid  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  under  notice. 

64.  Abeabi  CHABass.— The  chief  item  of  Abk&ri  expenditure  was  the  payment  of  rewards  to 
informers  in  cases  against  Abk&ri  laws.  The  system  of  paying  these  rewards  has  been  more 
extensively  brought  into  force  towards  the  close  of  the  year  under  report  with  a  view  to  putting 
down  illicit  distillation*    The  amount  paid  as  rewards  during  the  year  was  Rupees  170. 

66.  Incohi*tax  CHAsais. — ^The  only  charge  incurred  on  account  of  Inconie-taac  was  Riqpees 
831,  being  the  refund  of  tax  over-paid  in  the  previous  year.  -     " 

66.  Si4  Custom  Chaboxs. — ^The  variations  in  the  Sea  Custom  charges  are  so  incdudderaUe 
as  not  to  call  for  an  explanation.  There  was  a  novel  charge  of  Rupees  64  on  account  of  fees 
paid  to  Sea  Custom  establishment  for  working  out  of  office-hours. 

67.  Salt  CHABexs.— The  only  items  calliDg  for  explanation  under  Salt  charges  are  *'  Pur« 
chase  of  salt'*  and  *'  Petty  Construction  and  Repairs."  Under  the  former  thei'e  appears  a  large 
increase  of  Rupees  13,003.  This  was  owing  to  a  large  amount  of  Eudivaram  due  for  Sfdt 
manufactured  in  the  previous  year  having  been  disbursed  during  the  year  under  report. 

68.  The  expenditure  on  Petty  Construction  and  Repurs  was  Rupees  12,621  against  Rupees 
14,810  in  the  preceding  year,  1282.  The  decrease  (Rupees  2,289)  as  compared  with  the  expend!- 
ture  of  the  preceding  year  was  the  result  of  a  smaller  allotment  ifaade  for  petty  works  during  the 
year  under  report. 

69.  Stamp  Chaboxs.— Among  the  charges  connected  with  the  Stamp  department  -ttiere  is 
a  decrease  of  Rupees  2,099  under  the  head  **  Discount  to  Licensed  Stamp  Vendors."    Iliis  WSK ' 
due  to  no  discount  having  been  paid  for  the  sale  of  Court  Fees  stamps. 

60.  NiT  Rivbnux. — ^The  total  charges  of  collection  (viz.,  Rupees  2^44,463)  come  to  8  per 
cent,  of  the  gross  collections.  Rupees  30,36,869.  Deducting  the  charges  of  collection  the  net 
revenue  was  Rupees  27,92,406. 

61.  MANurACTUBB  AND  Stobaqi  07  Salt — Statement  10. — ^The  quantity  of  salt  reoeived 
into  store  during  the  year  under  report  was  703,817  Maunds,  being  96,183  Maunds  less  than 
the  estimate  (800,000),  and  91,368  less  than  the  quantity  stored  in  1282  (viz.,  795,186). 
The  quantity  of  salt  in  store  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year,  1282,  was  1,262,066  Maunds,  and 
the  small  quantity  of  91  Maunds  was  the  gain  by  weighment,  etc.  The  total  quantity  in  store 
during  the  year  under  report  was  therefore  1,966,963.  Of  this  769,666  Maupds  vrere  sold, 
during  the  year,  and  24,253  written  off  as  wastage,  and  840  Maunds  destroyed  under.  tHei  order^ 
of  Government  and  Board.  There  were  thus  1,161,204  Maunds  in  store  at  the  end  of  the  year  - 
under  report.  Deducting  from  Una  the  wastage  of  28,404  Maunds  recommended  to  be  written  off 
in  the  last  report  on  which  orders  are  yet  to  come  there  remained  a  net  quantity  of  1,132,800 . 
Maunds  in  store.  The  actual  quantity  manufactured  during  the  year  was  649,629,  some  ot 
which  had  yet  to  be  stored. 

62.  Wastaoxov  8 aJsT^^  Statement  11. — The  wastage  of  salt  discovered  during  the  year 
under  report  was  43,636  Maunds  in  808,199  Maunds  in  681  heaps.  Including  the  wastage  ixr 
confiscated  salt,  viz.,  13  Seers  in  3  Maunds  and  13  Seers,  the  total  wastage  amounts  to  48,636 
Maunds  13  Seers  in  808,202  Maunds  13  Seers,  which  is  more  than  6  per  cent.  The  following  is 
the  Salt  Deputy  Collector's  explanation  on  the  subject : — 

"  One  hundred  and  forty*eight  heaps  of  salt  were  sold  at  Nowpada  during  the  fasli  under 
report,  of  which  81  heaps  were  manufactured  in  Fasli  1280  and  67  in  1281.  Thus  the  former 
had  been  in  store  for  four  years  and  the  latter  three.  The  wastages  were  therefore  Maunds  7,  S.  3, 
T.  62,  and  Maunds  6,  S.  2,  T.  6  per  cent,  respectively  :  165  heaps  were  sold  at  Ga^jam,  of  this  134 
were  manufactured  in  Fasli  1281  and  21  in  1282.  The  former  was  sold  in  the  third  year  after  it 
had  been  stored.  They  were  also  flooded  before  I  assumed  charge  in  Fasli  1282.  About  26,000 
Maunds  of  salt  not  stored  was  washed  away  at  the  time  which  has  been  duly  reported  upon. 
Besides,  this  salt  is  not  as  hard  as  that  produced  in  the  other  gullies.  Its  wastage  was  therefore 
Maunds  7,  S.  26,  T.  63  per  cent.  That  of  the  latter  was  Maunds  5,  S.  13,  T.  1,  which  I  think  could 
not  be  less,  considering  the  quantity  of  the  salt  and  the  care  with  which  it  had  been  stored.  The  . 
wastage  of  the  salt  sold  atltchapore  was  much  below  the  average,  and  calls  for  no  remarks  :  166 
heaps  of  salt  were  sold  at  Womeravilly,  of  which  146  were  manufactured  in  Fasli  1282  and  II  in 
1283.  The  wasti^e  of  the  former  was  Maunds  6,  S.  14,  T.  24  per  cent,  and  of  the  latter  was 
Maund  1,  S.  28,  T.  38.  I  beg  to  mention  here  that  I  examined  8  heaps  and  sold  14  during  the  year 
under  report  and  found  the  wastages  were  real." 

63.  Under  the  above  explanation  I  request  sanction  for  writing  off  the  accounts  the  above- 
mentioned  wastage  of  43,636  Maunds  and  13  Seers. 

64.  Statement  No.  12.— Statement  No.  12,  show&ig  the  Taluqwar  collections,  requires  no 
particular  remark. 
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65.    Intkbist. — The  following  statement  shows  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance  of

68.  Taluq  and  Villaoi  Accounts.— The  state  of  the  Taluq  and  Village  accounts  may  be 
sud  to  be  better  than  they  were  before,  but  they  still  require  a  good  deal  of  improvement.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  at  the  time  of  Jamabandi  to  bring  them  into  proper  order. 

6d.  Ruined  Tanks. — No  ruined  tanks  have  been  made  over  to  private  individuals  during 
the  year  under  report. 

70.  BouNDABT  Mabks.— No  reports  have  been  received  of  any  village  or  field  boundary 
marks  having  been  destroyed  or  displaced. 

71.  Examination  or  Taluq  Tbiasubiks.— Board's  Standing  Order  VIII.  of  1874.  directmg 
the  deputation  of  Treasury  Deputy  Collectors  for  the  examination  of  Taluq  Treasuries  and  accounts, 
was  received  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  under  report.  I  have  not  yet  found  it  convenient 
Iq  depute  jny  Treasury  Deputy  on  this  duty,  but  I  hope  to  do  so  in  the  course  of  the  current  year. 

72.  Costs  awabdid  to  Govbbnhsnt  in  Civil  Suits. — Referring  to  the  Board's  Proceedings 
0f  the  19th  October  1871.  No.  4.434.  I  beg  to  state  that  no  costs  were  awarded  to  Government  in 
CSVil^suits  in  the  fasli  under  review  ;  nor  have  I  been  able  to  discover  that  there  is  any  amount 
to  be  recovered  on  account  of  costs  awarded  to  Government  in  previous  years.  The  prescribed 
statement  has  not  therefore  been  sent.

Fuhlic  J7ea{/A.— The  public  health  has  been  remarkably  good  in  comparison  with  the 
previous  year.  There  has  been  no  cholera.  In  small-pox  the  deaths  were  about  33  per  cent,  less, 
in  fever  60  per  cent.,  and  in  other  causes  60  per  cent.  The  total  deaths  are  17,453  against  37,709 
of  Fasli  1282,  or  a  net  decrease  of  20,256.  Although  the  year  has  been  undoubtedly  very  healthy 
I  cannot  but  think  that  the  result,  namely  9*5  per  mille,  shows  that  the  registration  of  deatiis  is  still 
^hj  imperfect.    The  average  of  the  whole  Presidency  last  year  was  17  per  mille.

7.  V.  Ryots'  Holdings. — ^In  paragraph  8  of  the  Principal  Assistant's  report  the  Taluqwar 
details  of  ryots'  holdings  are  given.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  extent  of  wet  and  dry 
land  held  by  ryots  on  payment  of  assessment  direct  to  Government  was  Acres  82,833,  assessed  at 
Rupees  1,88,835  ;  the  relinquishments  during  the  year  Acres  5, 954«  bearing  an  assessment  of 
Rupees  12,770  ;  while  Acres  5,898,  assessed  at  Rupees  11,676,  were  subsequently  taken  up,result- 
ing  in  a  net  decrease  of  Acres  56,  assessed  at  Rupees  1,094— a  result  ascribed  by  tlie  Principal 
Assistant  Collector  to  the  demand  of  the  full  assessment  on  lands  held  at  reduced  rates  in  former 
years,  and  designated  ''Nagadmaf."  These  Nagadmaf  remissions  will  form  the  subject  of  a 
separate  report  hereafter. 

8.  VI.  Actual  Cultivatiok  amounted  to  Acres  71,099  against  74,213  Acres  in  the  previ- 
ous year  as  shown  below.  The  decrease  in  cultivation  is  nominal,  and  is  due  to  the  exclusion  of 
«<  Shamilat  Hunger"  from  the  actual  cultivation — Vide  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  30th  March 
1874,  No.  720.  Including  the  Shamilat  Hunger  in  the  returns  of  both  years  there  has  been  an 
actual  increase  of  cultivation  of  2,293  Acres.

Ahkdri. — The  increase  under  abkari  is  owing  to  an  increase  in  the  demand  and  con0e« 
quently  an  increase  in  the  collections. 
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Salt.^The  increase  in  salt  is  Bnpees  54,892,  and  is  chiefly  due  to  the  increased  sales  in  the 
new  Salt  Cotaor  at  Eonada,  where  they  amounted  to  Indian  Mannds  44,153  against  Indian 
Haonds  6,346  in  Fasli  1282. 

Wastage  in  Salt. — ^The  wastage  in  salt  during  the  year  amounted  to  Indian  Maunds 
17»159,  or  a  percentage  of  7-150  on  the  sales.  The  cause  of  this  high  percentage  is  explained 
by  the  Salt  Deputy  Collector  to  be  owing  to  the  damage  caused  to  some  heaps  by  the  cyclone  in 
November  1870,  and  to  thelong  time  that  some  heaps  have  been  on  the  platform — Vide  remark 
in  Column  10  of  Statement  No.  11.  The  wastage  ^in  salt  stored  previously  to  the  cyclone  is 
undoubtedly  very  high,  but  the  explanation  seems  sufScient ;  sanction  to  write  off  the  above  wastage 
is  therefore  requested. 

Sea  Owtoms.  —The  large  shipments  of  gingelly  to  Foreign  ports,  paying  a  duty  of  Bupees  3 
per  cent.,  is  the  chief  cause  of  the  increase  in  Sea  Customs  ;  the  quantity  exported  being 
Cwt.  288,420,  valued  at  Rupees  17,30,492,  against  Owt.  120,447,  valued  at  Rupees  7,22,985, 
in  the  previous  year. 

Ineome-'tax. — This  source  of  revenue  having  been  abolished  and  the  collections  represent 
the  tax  on  the  interest  on  Government  Securities  payable  before  its  abolition,  but  drawn  subse- 
quently thereto. 

Stamps.— In  last  year  the  sales  amounted  to  Bupees  l«39,633-l0-0  against  Bupees 
1,51,870-9-0  in  the  year  under  review,  or  an  increase  of  Bupees  12,236-15-0,  which  is  chiefly  in 
Court  Fees  and  Non-Judicial  stamps.  The  operation  of  the  new  rules  for  Process  Service  fees  ig 
stated  to  be  the  cause  of  the  increase  in  the  sales  of  Court  Fees  stamps,  ||and  the  increase  in  trade 
to  that  in  Non-Judicial  stamps. 

17.  XV.  Collections  or  all  Soubcxs  of  Bxvsnub. — ^The  following  comparative  statement 
shows  the  collections  of  land  revenue  and  extra  sources,  amounting  to  Bupees  22,44,011  against 
Bupees  22^01^024,  or  an  increase  of  Rupees  42,987,  the  causes  of  which  have  already  been  explained.

A  greater  portion  of  the  balance  on  the  permanently  settled  estates  is  due  by  the  Yurutla 
proprietor,  whoso  estate  I  have  attached  and  placed  under  management  for  the  realisation  of  the 
arrears,  as  reported  in  my  letter  of  the  8th  August  1874,  No.  1,155. 

The  Abk&ri  balance  is  due  by  Messrs.  Minchin  and  Co.,  who  will  pay  up  before  the  termina- 
tion of  their  lease.    The  other  items  are  trifling  and  do  not  call  for  special  remark. 

19.    XVII.  Abbiabs.— The  amount  of  the  arrears  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  is  Bupeei 
1,31,486,  of  which  Rupees  95,221  were  collected  and  Rupees  5,501  remitted  under  Board's 
Proceedings,  dated  8th  April  1874,  No.  786,  being  irrecoverable  balance  under  (1)  Land  Revenue, 
(2)  Abk&ri,  and  (3)  Income-tax.    The  total  amount  collected   and  written  off  is  thus  Rupees 
1,00,722,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  30,764.    The  balance  is   due  by  (I)  Jeypur  Zemindar 
Rupees  7,055,  (2)  Messrs.  Minchin  and  Co.  Rupees,  14,496,  (3)  Ryotwar  6,616  Rupees,  and  (4) 
Miscellaneous  and  Income-tax  Rupees  2,598,  total  Rupees  30,764.     The  amount  due  by  the 
Jeypur  Zemindar  is  in  coarse  of  collection.    The  amount  due  by  Messrs.  Minchin  and  Co.  is 
not  actually  an  arrear  under  this  head,  and  has  arisen  from  the  collections  paid  on  account  of 
arrears  having  been  credited  in  the  Treasury  accounts  to  current  collections,  and  the  arrears 
left  unliquidated  as  explained  in  the  Remark  column  of  the  statement  forwarded  with  my  letter, 
dated  11th  July  1874,  No.  1,009,  as  also  in  my  Abk^ri  report  for  the  quarter  ending  30th  June 
last,  dated  11th  September  1874,  No.  1,311.    The  discrepancy  noticed  will  soon  be  adjusted,  as 
I  am  in  communication  with  Messrs.  Minchin  and  Co.  on  the  subject.    The  ryotwar  arrears  are 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Principal  Assistant  Collector —  Fide  paragraph  20  of  his  report. 
Item  No.  4  will  receive  attention  during  the  current  year. 

20.  XYIII.  Abbbars  of  fbbvious  Faslis  ibbecovirablb. — ^The  irrecoverable  balance  is 
Rupees  2,106-15-0,  of  which  Bupees  1,918-5-11  were  recommended  to  be  written  off  in  the  Settle- 
ment Beport  for  Fasli  1282,  but  for  which  no  sanction  has  as  yet  been  received,  and  is  therefore 
included  in  the  present  report.  Of  the  remaining  sum  Rupees  6-2-4  is  an  excess  charge  for  water, 
which  I  shall  order  to  be  struck  out  of  the  Sub-Division  accounts;  while  Rupees  182-6-9  are  now 
recommended  to  be  written  off  for  reasons  given  in  paragraph  21  of  the  Principal  Assistant's  report. 

21.  XIX.  CoBBCivE  Pbocess. — Notwithstanding  the  favorable  nature  of  the  season  coercive

Adsistant^B  report,  as  also  in  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  8. 

'  The  remarks  of  the  Principal  Assistant  Collector  on  the  discrepancy  between  the  estimated 
value  and  that  realized  at  the  sale  of  land  are  very  tme^  and  as  attention  has  been  drawn  to  t&e 
snbjidct  it  is  hoped  that  the  great  discrepancy  will  not  ocaur  again. 

32.  XX.  Pboobss  Sbbvicb  Fund. — The  balance  remaining  undistributed  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fasli  was  Rupees  34«15-9,  the  receipts  during  the  year  amounted  to  Rupees  416«13-9, 
making  a  total  of  Rupees  451-12-6^  of  which  a  sum  of 'Rupees  372-2-4  was  disbursed  to  process 
serrers,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  79-10-2.

Land  Revenue. — ^The  land  revenue  decrease  is  in  the  salaries  to  establishment  not  being 
distributed  to  the  full  extent  in  consequence  of  acting  appointments  in  which  deputation  allowance 
instead  of  salary  was  disbursed  in  many  cases. 

Abkdri  and  Sea  Ottetoma. — ^The  variations  under  these  heads  are  trifling  and  call  for 
no  remark. 

Income-tax. ^^The  decrease  is  in  consequence  of  the  abolition  of  the  establishment  on  the 
cessation  of  the  tax. 

Bait — ^In  salt  the  decrease  is  in  consequence  of  expenditure  in  petty  constmctioii  and 
repairs  being  less  in  the  present  than  in  the  previous  year. 

8tampa.^lii  stamps  the  decrease  is  owing  to  the  reduced  rates  of  discount  allowed  to 
licensed  vendors  in  the  sale  of  Court  Fees  stamps  from  62  to  1  per  cent,  under  orders  of  Govern- 
ment, dated  27ih  November  1873,  No.  1,810. 

24.  2^X11.  YiLLAaB,  Taluq,  and  othbb  Accounts  are  reported  to  be  hixlj  kept ;  Bome  of 
the  Cumams,  however,  are  still  unable  to  write  English  figures. 

26.  Tynr  Iakds  acquibbd  by  Public  Sbbvahts.— No  fresh  acquisitiimfl  have  been 
reported  during  the  past  fasli. 

26.  XXIV.  Civil  Suits.— During  the  fasli  only  two  suits  to  which  Government  was  a  party 
have  been  before  the  Courts.  In  one  the  Court  of  First  instance  decreed  agidnst  the  Government. 
On  appeal  the  District  Court  remanded  the  suit  for  further  inquiry  and  the  case  has  not  been  jet 
disposed  of.  The  other  suit  is  still  under  trial  in  the  District  Court.  No  costs  have  there- 
fore been  awarded  to  Government,  and  the  statement  required  by  Board's  Brooeedings,  dated 
19th  October  1871,  No.  4,434,  is  blank.  The  sanction  for  defending  the  above  suits  at  the 
pubUo  expense  are  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  2nd  July  1873,  No.  1,166,  and  8th  Novembei*  1878, 
No.  2,278,  and  G.  0.,  dated  19th  November  1873,  No.  1.268,  respectively. 
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27.  XXV.  SoB-DivisioH  ov  Joint  uabilitiis.— No  action  has  been  taken  with  reference 
to  the  Board's  Gircolar  Order  XY.  of  1868,  as  no  applications  haye  been  receiyed  for  the  sab- 
division  of  whole  Inam  Tillages. 

28.  XXYI.  Manaqixbnt  ov  Falcondah  and  Honjabax  Estatis.— The  usual  report  of  the 
renters  of  Falcondah,  together  with  their  accounts,  is  herewith  forwarded.  From  these  it  will 
appear  that  their  demand  for  Fasli  1283  amounted  to  Rupees  1,62,894-13-9,  all  of  which  th^ 
collected  with  the  small  exception  of  Btipees  930,  and  this  too  without  trouble  of  any  kind.  A

The  outlay  on  irrigation  works  is  Bupees  4,589  against  Bupees  6,395,  or  a  decrease  of 
Bupees  1,806,  for  which  no  explanation  is  given  in  the  report,  I  have,  however,  asked  Mr.  Hackie 
to  inform  me  of  the  cause.  In  the  concluding  paragraph  of  Mr«  Mackie's  report  he  refers  to  the 
bad  condition  of  the  Falcondah  scl^ool  building.

6.  The  season  was  generally  favorable  and  consequently  there  was  no  occasion  to  grant 
remissions. 

Public  health  has  been  generally  good.  Small-poz  did  prevail  in  the  division,  and  the  total 
number  of  deaths  reported  amount  to  198.

With  regard  to  the  balance  the  property  of  the  defaulters,  both  movable  and  immovable,  has 
been  attached,  and  it  is  hqped  that  the  whole  of  the  balance  will  be  collected  soon.  Stringent 
orders  have  been  issued  to  the  Tahsildars  to  have  it  realized  at  once.

22.  XYII.  CoiBCiYE  Fbocbss. — In  3,133  cases  coerciye  measures  were  resorted  to.  Of 
these  cases  1,541  belong  to  Goigondah  and  1,592  to  Snrvasiddhi.  The  arrears  on  account  of 
which  property  was  attached  amounted  to  58,690  Bupees,  and  the  estimated  value  of  the  property 
attached  was  19,695  Bupees.  Bupees  2,623  only  were  realized  from  the  sale  of  such  of  the 
property  attached  as  was  sold. 

The  discrepancy  between  the  estimated  value  and  that  realized  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the 
large  amount  of  lands  attached  for  which  no  bids  were  received,  and  which  were  consequently 
knocked  down  to  Government  at  a  nominal  price.  This  has  been  the  case,  to  a  great  eifent,  in 
the  Survasiddhi  Taluq  where  land  has  a  value,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that  a  little  more  care  on 
the  part  of  the  Tahsildar  in  the  manner  in  which,  and  place  at  which  these  sales  are  conducted, 
would  treble  the  returns  under  this  head.  The  subject  deserves  the  careful  consideration  of  the 
Divisional  Officers. 

28.  XVIII.  Frooiss  Service  Fund. — ^The  amount  Collected  under  this  head  was  Bupees 
357-7-1,  which  has  been  paid  to  the  process  servers  with  the  exception  of  Bupees  67-2-9. 

24.  XIX.  Village  and  Taluq  Accoukts.— The  village  accounts  are  on  the  whole  fairly 
kept,  and  there  had  been  some  improvement  on  the  part  of  the  Cumams  in  giving  effect  to  the 
order  about  the  initialling  of  interlineations  and  alterations. 

The  Taluq  accounts  also  are  regularly  kept. 

25.  XX.  Lands  acquibed  bt  Public  Sebvants.— No  lands  have  been  acquired  by  any  of 
my  establishment  this  year. 

26.  XXI.  Sub-Division  of  Joint-IiUbilities.-*No  action  has  been  taken  with  reference 
to  the  Board's  Circular  Order  No.  XV.  of  1868. 

27.  XXIL  CoNDUOT  oi*  Public  Sbbvants.— The  settling  officer,  Mr.  J.  F.  Snaith,  has  left 
on  record  a  very  favorable  opinion  of  the  conduct  and  abilities  of  Mantha  Venkanna,  Tahsildar  of 
Survasiddhi,  at  the  time  of  settlement  and  now  acting  as  Sub-Division  Sheristadar.  In  the 
absence  of  any  record  as  to  the  other  subordinates  concerned  I  am  unable  to  make  any  remarks 
regarding  them.

(A.  D.  1878-74,)  together  with  the  prescribed  Statements. 

2.  Statbxint  No.  l.«-In  this  statement  the  stations  where,  and  the  offioere  hf  wKom^  tliA 
settlement  of  each  taluq  was  conduoted,  as  well  as  the  number  of  days  occupied  in  ttie  work  and 
the  number  of  puttas  distributed,  are  shown.  Tanuku  and  Peddapur  have  been  settled  by  myself ; 
Bfljabmundry  partly  by  Mr.  Horsfall,  and  partly  by  the  Deputy  Collector  on  General  Duty} 
Nursapur  and  Bhimaveram  by  the  latter  ofBcer ;  Ellore  and  Yemagudem  by  the  Acting  Head 
Assistant  Collector,  Mr.  Pearse ;  and  Amalapur  and  Ramaohendrapur  by  Mr.  Horsfidl.  The 
settlement  of  each  taluq  was  made  within  its  own  limits/  and  at  places  convenient  to  the  ryoii 
and  others  concerned.

Thirteen  villages  under  Byotwar  were  transferred  to  Bents  for  one  year,  and  five  villages  to 
Bents  tot  more  than  one  year.    One  was  added  to  Byotwar  from  Bents  for  one  year,  and  fifl^4iiBf 
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villageB  belonging  to  the  Bhadrachellam  and  Bekapalli  Taluqs  lately  transferred  from  the  Central 
Froyinces  were  added  to  Byotwar.  The  result  is  an  increase  of  forty- two  Tillages  under  Byotwar. 
The  five  villages  transferred  from  Byotwar  show  an  increase  of  the  same  number  under  Bents 
for  more  than  one  year.  Thirteen  villages  were  transferred  from  Byotwar  to  Bents  for  one  year, 
and  one  was  transferred  to  the  former  head  from  the  latter.    Sivagiri  and  CSiiduru,  which  were 

claimed  by  the  proprietor  of  Gutala  as  his,  but 
*  ^  wKoTSr*  ^"'^'••^^'  ^^  "*^  septtmber    ^j^.^^  ^^^  declined*  to  be  given  up  to  him, 

have  been  added  to  Bents  for  one  year,  thereby 
gtnng  a  net  increase  of  fourteen  villages  under  that  head. 

There  are  no  variations  under  other  heads. 

4.  The  number  of  puttas  for  the  current  year  is  62^164,  of  which  joint  and  single  rent 
puttas  are  176,  and  individual  puttas  are  61,988,  or  672  more  than  in  last  year. 

Of  the  61,988,  8,623  were  new  puttas  issued  on  account  of  lands  taken  up  newly  by  new 
persons,  and  to  replace  puttas  lost  or  destroyed.  Of  the  remaining  58,365, 18,975  were  renewed 
itt  consequence  of  the  usual  changes  in  holdings  and  of  the  grant  of  remissions. 

6,  SiASOX. — ^The  season  was  generally  favorable.  There  was  sufficient  rain  in  the  m<mth 
of  July,  though  there  were  some  localities  which  had  not  enough.  The  early  dry  crops  were  not 
io  good  as  they  ought  to  have  been  in  some  localities,  as  there  was  not  sufficient  rain  ;  while  in 
ottMrs  they  suffered  from  the  heavy  rains  in  October  just  when  they  were  about  to  be  harvested. 
The  runs  in  October  were  unusually  heavy.  The  tanks  in  the  upland  taluqs  received  oxdj  a 
aiftall  supply  of  water,  as  the  rains  in  the  early  months  were  insufficient  and  partial.  The  sub- 
ftquent  heavy  rains  breached  the  bunds  of  the  tanks  in  some  places  ;  a  large  remission  had, 
therefore,  to  be  granted.  The  supply  in  the  Godavery  was  not  sufficient  in  the  early  months, 
but  in  September  the  freshes  came  on  to  the  usual  height,  (17  feet  10  inches,)  and  the  irrigation 
under  the  anient  was  good.  The  season  was  on  the  whole  good,  and  the  yield  of  the  crops  fair, 
esB^ially  in  the  Delta. 

The  Mandapeta  and  Samulcotta  canahi  were  closed  during  the  year  without  sufficient 
previous  notice,  and  the  course  was  to  the  iigury  of  some  crop  cultivated  as  ''  Dalwa."

It  ia  very  gratifying  to  note  that  there  was  not  a  single  death  from  cholera,  though  397 
were  aaid  to  have  been  attacked  with  it,  and  that  there  ia  a  large  decrease  in  the  deatha  from 
amall-pox.  On  the  other  hand  there  has  been  an  increase  of  deatha  from  fever,  preaamably  from 
the  heavy  rains  in  October  laat.  The  mortality  among  cattle  in  the  year  under  review  waa  much 
less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  the  number  of  cattle  that  died  in  this  year  being  28,971  only 
against  47,639  in  the  year  before. 

8.  Statixbnt  No.  2. — ^This  statement  shows  the  average  prices  of  all  the  chief  agricultural 
producta  in  each  taluq  as  well  as  in  the  district.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  prices  of  every  article 
have  fallM  off  more  <«  less  owing  to  the  favorableness  of  the  season.

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Bt.  31|108  were  remitted  on  11,200  Acres  of  wet  land  left  waste  chiedy  from  want  of  irriga« 
tion  In  the  upland  talnqe,  and  in  the  upland  portions  of  Tannku  and  Bamaohendrapnr.  Bs.  124 
were  remitted  on  51  Acres  of  dry  land  in  the  Amalapnr  Talnq  by  Mr.  Horsfall.  The  land  is 
situate  do&e  to  the  sea  in  Eomaragiripatnam  in  the  taluq,  and  was  impregnated  with  saline  mattei^. 
It  was  not  fit  even  for  pasture.  They  might  probably  be  rendered  fit  for  Wei  cultiyation  if 
means  of  irrigation  are  provided.  The  remission  was  made  this  year  on  the  land-owners  agreeing 
to  relinquish  the  land  for  Fasli  1284,  and  I  request  that  the  Board  will  approve  of  the  same. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  increase  in  lands  given  up  and  taken  up,  mainly  due  to  the  new 
system  of  classing  any  land  irrigated  in  a  single  year  as  wet. 

The  increase  in  waste  remitted  is  due  to  the  tanks  in  the  upland  not  having  received  a 
sufficient  supply  of  water. 

The  decrease  in  actual  cultivation,  and  increase  in  waste  charged,  may  be  attributed  to  the 
change  of  system  in  entering  portions  of  fields  left  waste  under  waste  charged  in  {he  current  year 
instead  of  in  actual  cultivation  as  in  the  preceding  and  the  previous  years.

11.  The  whole  Bjotwary  land  nnder  occupation  is  710,101  Acres,  assessed  at  Bs.  14,29,451, 
eielnsiTe  of  waste  remitted  and  inclusive  of  waste  charged.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  12,866 
Acres,  with  an  assessment  of  Bupees  19,163-12-2,  than  the  entries  of  the  preceding  jear,  owing 
to  the  large  extent  of  waste  remitted.  Inclusive  of  this  item  the  extent  was  721,352  this  year 
against  724,196  in  last  year,  giving  a  decrease  of  2,844  Acres.  It  is  the  result  of  some  villages 
under  joint  rents  having  been  transferred  to  Bents  for  one  year  or  more,  and  of  some  increase  in 
the  holdings  under  Byotwar  for  usual  causes. 

12.  The  decrease  under  second  crop  assessment  is  chiefly  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Nursapur 
and  Nagaram  main  canals  in -the  Western  Delta. 

18.  The  increase  in  Water-tax  is  mainly  due  to  the  less  amount  of  remissions  granted  under 
that  head  this  year  than  in  the  last. 

14.  The  increase  in  Local-cess  is  ohiefly  due  to  the  increased  demand  of  revenue  under 
Byotwar  and  Miscellaneous. 

16.  The  increase  in  the  Village-cess  is  due  to  the  same  cause.  The  differences  in  MiKol- 
laneoos  items  as  per  Statement  No.  5  will  he  accounted  for  under  that  statement

The  increase  in  Sugar-cane  is  chiefly  in  the  Peddapur  Taluq  and  the  Pittapur  Division  under 
the  Yeleru  river,  and  may  be  attributed  to  timely  supply  of  water  from  the  river. 

The  decrease  in  Cotton  may  be  ascribed  to  the  moisture  of  the  ground  caused  by  the  heavy 
rains  in  October. 

The  increase  in  Indigo  is  owing  to  the  demand  of  the  article. 

EnohsuTt  C7.*-There  are  no  lands  held  on  progressive  cowle  in  the  disttict. 

EncloiUTt  2>.-*This  enclosure  shows  the  eitent  and  assessment  of  portions  of  fields  left 
waste,  which  are  included  under  Waste  charged.  The  waste  was  shown  till  last  year  under  Actual 
cultivation,  but  under  Board's  Proceedings  of  the  30th  March  1874,  No.  720,  it  has  now  been 
included  in  Waste  charged.  The  partial  waste  during  the  year  under  report  is  76,478  Acres,  or 
nearly  VVthsof  the  actual  cultivation. 

EncloBiure  E. — ^This  statement  shows  in  one  view  the  whole  of  the  area  brought  under 
irrigation  on  which  a  charge  is  made  for  water  supplied.  The  additional  assessment,  where  there 
is  any,  has  been  entered  under  Water- tax,  as  laid  down  in  Board's  Proceedings  of  the  18th  August 
1874,  No.  2,206,  paragraph  4.  The  Inam  and  Zemindari  lands  irrigated  free  of  charge  are 
shown  at  the  foot  of  the  statement.  The  extent  is  85,232  Acres,  or  3,067  Acres  more  than  the 
extent  up  to  last  year;  the  increase  being  attributable  to  somo  more  land  claimed  as  usual  wet 
up  to  last  year  having  been  disposed  of  as  such  during  the  year  under  report. 

19.  Statement  No.  4.— This  shows  the  remissions  granted  from  the  assessment.  They 
amount  to  Bupees  40,006-5-0,  of  which  Bupees  28,178-14-4  represent  the  local  cess  included  in 
the  settlement  of  the  assessment.  Of  the  remainder  Bupees  7,051-5-4  were  remitted  for  loss  of 
crop  mostly  from  want  of  water  in  the  upland  portion.  Rupees  3,561-15-3  represent  the  difference 
of  wet  and  dry  assessment  of  wet  lands  cultivated  with  dry  crops  under  tanks.  This  remission 
oocorrt 4  in  B^jahmundry  and  Temagudem  Taluqs,  and  in  the  upland  portion  of  the  Bamaohendra- 
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pur  Taluq.  There  was  not  sufficient  water  in  the  tanks  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  and  the 
settling  officers  have  felt  it  their  duty  to  remit  the  wet  portion  of  the  assessment,  and  I  request 
the  course  will  receive  the  Board's  sanction. 

20.  Statement  No.  6  exhibits  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance  of  land  revenue,  etc.,  and 
miscellaneous  items  for  Fasli  1283. 

The  nature  of  each  item,  and  particulars  of  the  mode  of  settlement,  are  shown  in  a  separate 
Memorandum  appended  to  the  above  statement. 

The  increase  of  Rupees  7,041  under  Jodi  on  Service  Inams  is  chiefly  from  the  demand  on 
excess  in  unenfranchised  Service  Inams  due  for  the  past  and  present  fastis  being  charged  in 
this  fasli. 

The  increase  of  Rupees  3,602  under  Revenue  from  rented  villages  is  due  to  the  increased 
number  of  rented  villages  for  reasons  given  under  Statement  No.  1. 

The  increase  of  Rupees  1,846  in  land  cultivated  but  not  included  in  the  Jamabandi  may  be 
attributed  to  the  issue  of  certain  puttas  after  Jamabandi  for  lands  for  which  they  could  not 
have  been  granted  at  the  Jamabandi  because  the  appeal  time  had  not  expired,  or  the  appeals  had 
not  been  disposed  of  at  the  time. 

The  increase  in  the  assessment  of  poramboke  lands  is  owing  to  larger  extent  of  land  culti- 
vated without  permission,  and  to  higher  rates  of  prohibitory  assessment  charged  on  them. 

The  decrease  of  Rupees  456-8-0  under  Sequestered  Inams  is  owing  to  the  collections  in  the 
villages  of  Sivagiri  and  Ghiduru,  in  the  Ternagudem  Taluq,  having  been  credited  this  year  to 
Revenue  from  rented  villages,  and  owing  to  the  release  from  attachment  of  certain  Inams  in 
consequence  of  the  issue  of  title-deeds. 

The  large  increase  (Rupees  43,297)  under  Elents  of  islands  situated  in  rivers  is  due  to  the 
higher  bids  obtained  at  auction  sales  in  consequence  of  the  high  price  of  tobacco  at  the  time  the 
islands  were  sold,  and  in  consequence  of  some  islands  sold  up  to  last  year  together  having  been 
separately  sold  this  year. 

The  decrease  of  Rupees  288  under  Commission  on  private  estates  under  Circar  management  is 
owing  to  the  commission  on  the  Eesanakurru  and  Eapileswarapuram  estates  not  having  been 
credited  till  after  the  close  of  the  fasli. 

The  increase  of  Rupees  12,284  under  Water-tax  onZemindari  and  Inam  lands  may  be  attri- 
buted to  the  increased  contract  of  40,000  Rupees  entered  into  by  the  Zemindarnis  of  Nidadavole 
and  Baharzhally  estates. 

The  increase  under  sale  of  Waste  lands,  etc.,  is  owing  to  some  applications  for  redemption  of 
quit-rent  having  been  received  in  the  Narsapur  Taluq  and  the  money  having  been  paid  in  advance. 

The  Ghilakalamma  Ghervu  in  Pentapadu,  in  the  Tanuku  Taluq,  has  been  sold  under  Board's 
Proceedings  of  4th  February  1871,  No.  540,  as  it  was  useless  as  a  tank  and  was  fit  for  cultivation. 
The  sum  realized,  viz..  Rupees  3,736-14-0,  is  shown  under  Sale  of  tanks  under  "  Other  items/' 

The  additional  assessment  on  Inam  punjah  was  Rupees  573-10-3. 

21.  Statement  No.  6.— This  statement  shows  each  permanently  settled  estate  and  Inam  and 
Shrotriem  and  single  rented  village  in  the  district,  with  its  demand,  collection,  and  balance,  both 
arrear  and  current. 

The  number  of  Zemindari  and  Inam  and  Shrotriem  villages  is  the  same  as  in  last  year  with 
one  exception.  The  Bhadrachellam  Taluq,  transferred  from  the  Central  Provinces,  has  been 
added.  The  number  of  single  rented  villages  is  55  against  36  in  last  year,  as  explained  in  para- 
graph 3  of  this  report.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  3,331-10-5,  the  result  of  an  increase  of 
Rupees  3,519-5-9,  the  prolK>rtionate  peishcush  of  the  Bhadrachellam  Talaq  for  three  months  from

26.  The  increase  in  the  sale  of  waste  lands  is  owing  to  several  applicants  at  Palcole  having 
pud  the  redemption  money  this  year  in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  the  titlo'deeds. 

27.  The  increase  in  the  Abk4ri  is  owing  to  the  addition  of  Bs.  1,138  of  the  newly  trans* 
ferred  talnq  of  Bhadrachellam,  and  to  the  fee  paid  on  a  greater  number  of  licenses  issued  this  year 
for  the  sale  of  European  liquors.  The  large  decrease  in  Salt  may  be  attributed  to  the  clomng  of 
the  main  channels  from  February  to  June,  whereby  boat  merchants  made  no  purchases  during 
those  months. 

28.  The  large  increase  in  Sea  Customs  is  due  to  large  ezportations  of  rice,  gingelly*oil 
seeds,  and  horse-gram  to  Mauritius  and  other  ports. 

29.  The  increase  in  Court  Fees  stamps  is  due  to  the  new  system  of  Process  Fees  by  stamps. 

30.  The  decrease  in  Non- Judicial  stamps  is  owing  to  the  increased  purchases  of  stamps  last 
year  for  the  Abk&ri  agreements  and  mnchilkas  in  consequence  of  the  lease  having  been  renewed. 
There  was  no  neoesnty  for  the  stamps  this  year.

36.  Of  the  arrear  demand  of  Rupees  2,25,180,  Rupees  29,167  are  recoverable.  Rupees 
1,35,061  doubtful,  and  Rupees  42, 839  have  been  classed  as  irrecoverable  this  year.  The  recover- 
able balance  will  be  soon  collected,  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  that  end.

42«  The  only  item  in  the  aboye  memorandum  which  requires  explanation  is  the  water-tax 
due  for  Fasli  1271  by  the  Zemindarnis  of  Nidadayole  and  Baharzhally  estates.  As  stated  in 
my  letter  to  Board  of  Beyenue  on  the  14th  December  1872,  No.  391,  the  husband  of  the  Zemin- 
darnis (since  dead)  agreed  in  Fasli  1272  that  he  would  pay  the  balance  of  Fasli  1271,  (the 
amount  is  Bupees  10,320-2-9,  not  10,764  as  stated  before,)  and  any  amount  oyer  28,488  per 
annum  from  Fasli  1272,  if  the  Goyemment  should  so  decide.  My  letter  was  recorded  in  Proceed- 
ings of  Goyemment,  dated  18th  Jane  1873,  Beyenue  Department,  No.  626.  The  Goyemment, 
howeyer,  say  nothing  of  the  arrear  of  Fasli  1271,  though  in  paragraph  3  of  their  Proceedings 
ihey  expressed  their  willingness,  as  an  act  of  grace,  to  accept  Bupees  28,488  per  annum  as  a 
composition  of  the  annual  water-rate  due  up  to  the  close  of  the  present  fasli  year  1282.  No 
doubt  the  Zemindarnis  are  benefited  by  this  concession,  but  it  does  not  apply  to  Fasli  1271 ;  for 
the  temporary  contract  of  Bupees  28,488  was  entered  into  for  and  from  Fasli  1272.  In  Fasli 
1271  Bupees  16,005-14-1  were  demanded  on  the  Nidadayole  estate,  and  Bupees  15,968-11-7 
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were  collected^  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  17-2-6  yet  to  be  collected.  In  the  Bahanhally 
estate  the  demand  was  Bapees  ll»087-7-6,  and  deducting  the  small  collections  the  balance  left 
is  Bupees  10,320-2*9  according  to  the,  Taluq  accounts.  Taking  the  demand  to  have  been  made 
on  all  the  land  at  li  Bupees  per  acre,  the  rate  in  force  in  Fasli  1271  to  usual  wet  lands,  the 
area  irrigated  would  be  Acres  16,630  in  the  Baharzhally  estate.  Seeing  that  the  area  exempted 
is  25,718  Acres  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  afrear  should  be  written  off,  and  I  suppose  the 
Oovemment  never  intended  to  collect  it. 

43.  I  request  sanction  for  writing  off  Bupees  42,839,  as  detailed  in  the  memorandum  from 
the  accounts. 

44.  Statimint  No.  S-^Enchaure  A. — Coercive  processes  were  issued  in  871  villages 
against  10,941  defaulters  for  the  recovery  of  Bupees  2,82,853.  Property  was  attached  to  the 
value  of  2,18,090  Bupees,  but  property  actually  sold  was  only  of  the  esti abated  value  of  Bupees 
87,882,  which  realized  Bupees  37,451,  the  sale  proceeds  of 'land  being  13,237,  and  thosOvOf 
personal  property  Bupees  24,214.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  in  each  item  under 
this  head  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  but  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  new  33  stem  of  employing 
batta  peons  the  arrears  will  be  more  readily  paid  hereafter.

4.  SsAsoN. — ^The  season  was  on  the  whole  favorable  in  the  year  under  review,  though  the 
rains  were  scanty  at  the  commencement  of  the  cultivation  season,  which  affected  chiefly  the 
upland  villages  of  the  Rajahmundry  and  Ramachendrapur  Taluqs,  where  remissions  to  the  eztens 
of  Rupees  7,018  and  1,968,  respectively,  had  to  be  given  on  account  of  lands  left  waste  entirely. 
In  the  Delta  villages  of  Ramachendrapur  and  Amalapur  the  wet  cultivation  was  successfully 
carried  on  owing  to  the  numerous  irrigation  works  in  those  taluqs.  There  was,  however,  some  lost 
owing  to  excess  of  water  consequent  on  the  heavy  rains  in  October.  This  affected  also  the  cotton, 
indigo,  and  red-gram  of  the  Ramachendrapur  and  Amalapur  Taluqs.  In  the  Rigahmundry  Taluq, 
however,  these  crops  escaped  without  damage.  The  other  early  dry  crops,  such  as  gingelly,  korra, 
and  chama  also  failed.  The  jonna  yielded  only  a  moderate  outturn.  The  summer  dry  crops,  such 
as  Bengal  gram,  black  and  green  gram,  and  horse-gram  all  yielded  a  fair  return. 

5.  Sanitary  Condition. — The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Sub-Division  was  on  the  whole 
good:  322  cases  of  cholera  are  shown  against  Rajahmundry  under  the  head  of  "Attacked,''  with 
only  ih  ee  deaths.  '1  his  seems  incredible.  Diarrhoea  may  perhaps  have  prevailed  and  may  have 
been  mistaken  for  cholera,  as  has  often  been  the  case  before.  A  few  cases  are  recorded  to  have 
occurred  also  in  the  Ramachendrapur  Taluq,  but  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  those  two  were  cases 
of  diarrhoea.  The  scourge  of  cholera  is  rarely  so  slightly  felt  in  any  locality  where  it  has  once 
broken  out.  Deaths  from  small-pox  were  few,  being  590  against  1,263  in  last  year.  Those  from 
fever,  etc.,  were  rathet  more  numerous  and  show  an  increase  of  245  over  last  year.  This  is 
attributable  to  the  excessive  dampness  caused  by  heavy  rains  in  October,  as  the  increase  is  wholly 
in  the  Delta  Taluqs  of  Ramachendrapur  and  Amalapur.

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  oultivation  (ryots'  holdings)  to  the  extent  of  Acres  953,  with  an 
inereaito^  HoWeyer,  of  Rupees  1,908  oyer  last  year.  This  arises  from  a  large  extent  of  lands  of 
fen  valae  haying  been  relinquished,  while  others  of  greater  yalue  but  of  smaller  extent  were 
taken  up. 

The  increase  in  the  second  crop  assessment  is  due  to  increased  cultiyation  owing  to  sufficient 
tnppljr  of  iratet  both  in  the  tanks  and  canals  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

The  deivease  under  '^Additional  assessment"  is  only  nominal,  the  item  haying  been  included 
in  wtttet*tar  and  second  crop  assessment  under  orders  of  the  Board  of  Beyenue,  conyeyedin 
No.  264,  dated  24th  February  1873. 

The  decrease  in  the  water-tax  is  chiefly  in  the  Bamachendrapur  Taluq,  there  being  a  falling 
off  of  Rupees  3,280  in  that  taluq,  owing  partly  to  the  large  remissions  granted  this  year,  and 
partly  to  a  reduction  in  the  extent  of  land  irrigated  arising  from  insufficient  supply  of  water  at 
tiie  commencement  of  the  cultiyation  season. 

The  increase  under  **  Local  Fund"  and  "Village  Fund"  arises  from  the  increased  reyenue 
of  the  year,  chiefly  from  the  increased  rents  on  lunkas,  which  amount  to  Rupees  1,11,343  against 
.  Bupees  79,8liB  of  last  year. 

The  fluctuations  under  remissions  and  miscellaneous  items  will  be  explained  further  on.

The  remissions  on  account  of  loss  of  crop  were  in  most  cases  occasioned  by  want  of  water. 
The  heavy  rains  of  October  caused  also  damage  to  a  certain  extent. 

The  remission  on  account  of  the  second  item  under  **  Occasional*'  is  due  to  a  great  portion  of 
the  wet  lands  of  upland  villages  having  been  cultivated  with  dry  crops  owing  to  the  absence  of 
seasonable  rain  at  the  commencement  of  the  fasli*  The  decrease  under  Other  items  caUs  for  no 
remarks.

Sugar-cane  is  cultivated  chiefly  in  the  Ramachendrapur  and  Amalapur  Taluqs,  the  extent 
cultivated  in  the  Bajahmundry  Taluq  being  only  8  Acres  against  Acre  1  of  last  year.  The  remain- 
ing area  is  pretty  nearly  equally  divided  between  the  other  two  taluqs.  The  cultivation  of  cotton 
and  indigo  is  carried  on  chiefly  in  the  Rajahmundry  Taluq,  where  Acres  1,604  and  Acres  706  are 
under  the  cultivation  of  these  products  respectively.  The  indigo  cultivation  is  almost  nil  in  the 
other  two  taluqs,  there  having  been  only  Acres  6  against  Acres  721  of  last  year  cultivated  in  the 
Amalapur  and  none  in  the  Ramachendrapur  Taluq.  In  the  latter  there  were  Acres  130  under 
oultivation  last  year,  but  the  heavy  rains  of  October  prevented  the  culture  of  this  plant  in  the 
IhUh  Talnqs.

The  total  revenue  of  the  Fasli  1283  comes  up  to  Rupees  17,71,018,  an  increase  of  Rupees 
44,476  over  last  year.  The  decrease  in  the  Ryotwar  arises  from  the  remissions  granted  this 
year  as  explained  in  paragraph  8.  The  increase  in  Miscellaneous  items  is  accounted  for  in  the 
succeeding  paragraph.  The  decrease  under  Income-tax  is  due  to  the  abolition  of  the  Act.  The 
increase  under  Stamps  appears  to  be  the  result  of  the  ruling  that  all  fees  for  serving  processes 
should  be  received  in  Court  Fee  labels.

The  increase  in  Jodi  arises  chiefly  from  the  demand  on  excess  in  Service  Inams  due  for  the 
past  and  present  faslis  being  charged  in  this  fasli. 

The  increase  in  the  second  item  is  due  to  the  increased  cultivation  of  second  crop  with  anient 
water. 

The  increase  in  rents  on  lunkas  is  chiefly  in  the  Amalapur  Taluq,  where  the  lunkas  fetched 
Rupees  78,738  against  Rupees  55,168  of  last  year.  There  was  a  small  increase  also  in  the  other 
taluqs.    This  is  attributable  to  the  high  price  of  tobacco  in  the  latter  part  of  Fasli  1282  when 
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the  lonkas  were  sold  for  Fasli  1283.  The  prices  were  Rapees  42  ftgainst  Rupees  32  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  decrease  under  unassessed  Zerojati  is  due  to  the  want  of  seasonable  rain  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  fasli. 

The  decrease  in  the  tax  on  trees  in  Ashalminha  lands  is  owing  to  the  reduced  rates  at  whidi 
they  were  taken  by  the  ryots  this  year,  they  having  considered  last  year's  taxation  too  heavy. 

The  decrease  in  ''  Sundry  Items*'  arises  chiefly  from  a  decrease  in  the  rents  of  Inams  under 
attachment,  several  of  them  having  been  released  on  the  receipt  of  title-deeds.

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  Permanently  settled  revenue,  which  is  due  to  the  decreased 
amount  of  arrears  that  remained  to  be  collected  at  the  beginning  of  the  fasli  under  review. 
There  is  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  collections  of  the  current  demand  under  this  item  as  com- 
pared with  the  previous  fasli.  There  is  a  balance  against  the  Gopalpuram  estate  of  Bupees 
1,159  remaining  uncollected  at  the  close  of  the  fasli  out  of  a  peishcush  of  Rupees  18,540,  as  the 
proprietriz  is  dead  and  the  succession  is  contested  in  the  Civil  Courts.  The  increase  under  all 
other  items  show  that  the  collections  have  been  more  promptly  made  this  year.  At  the  close

The  introduction  of  the  new  settlement  in  the  Guntur  portion,  and  the  alterations  sanctioned 
by  the  Board  in  the  clubbing  of  villages  to  suit  the  scheme  for  the  re-organization  of  village  esta- 
blishments, caused  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  villages.  The  only  change  in  tenure  among  tiie 
Tillages  was  due  to  the  purchase  of  Swama.  The  Zemindar  of  Venkatagiri  sold  it  to  the  Govern- 
ment on  condition  that  an  annual  reduction  from  his  peishcush  of  Rupees  11,800  was  made.  The 
arrangements  were  completed  so  late  in  the  year  that  I  considered  it  best  to  collect  the  revenue 
in  the  same  way  the  Zemindar  had  done  in  the  year  before,  and  therefore  the  dry  and  garden 
lands  were  given  out  at  the  usual  money-rent,  and  the  wet  lands  were  given  to  the  cultivators  on 
the  sharing  system.  The  Board  in  their  Proceedings,  No.  1,643,  dated  23rd  August  1873, 
sanctioned  the  adoption  of  this  course  for  Fasli  1283. 

4.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  puttas  has  been  caused  by  the  cultivation  of  new  lands 
and  by  the  sub-division  of  fields.  The  issue  of  so  large  a  number  of  fresh  puttas  (115|239)  m 
owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  rates  of  ^assessment  in  the  Guntur  portion  of  the  distnot.

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The  monsoon  set  in  early  with  flhowers  of  rain  in  April  and  May;  but  the  rain  waB  insufficient 
until  August,  and  I  was  very  anxious  about  the  early  dry  crop.  From  then  till  November  the 
season  was  promising. 

6.  The  dry  crops  was,  on  the  whole,  an  average  one.  The  early  crops,  **  Sazza  **  and ''  Gidda 
Jonna,  "  produced  well  on  the  whole.  The  staple  dry  crop,  '*  Jonna,  "  was  less  than  an  average 
one  in  most  taluqs.  In  a  few  it  yielded  a  good  outturn.  The  other  dry  crops  were  generally  fair. 
The  wet  lands  under  tanks  in  the  upland  taluqs  suffered  much  from  want  of  sufficient  and  timely 
rains  ;  but  in  most  cases  there  was  a  crop,  though  a  poor  one.  The  taluqs  under  the  irrigation 
of  the  anient  were  generally  well  supplied  with  water,  except  in  the  case  of  a  few  villages  in 
Bapatla  and  some  in  Gudivada  Taluqs.  In  the  latter  the  incompleteness  of  works  of  irrigation 
and  drainage  retarded  the  cultivation.  The  Dalwa  cultivation  in  Eaikalur  suffered  much  from 
want  of  water.  It  is  undertaken  at  the  end  of  the  season  when  the  channels  are  low.  The  lands 
under  the  tanks  in  Divi,  which  depend  solely  upon  the  floods  of  the  Eistna,  were,  as  is  now 
often  the  case,  left  waste,  as  the  river  never  rose  high  enough  to  fill  them. 

7.  Sanitabt  Condition.— The  subjoined  statement  gives  the  mortality  of  the  year  and  its 
eauses.  Public  health  was,  on  the  whole,  better  during  Fasli  1283  than  in  the  previous  FaslL 
Cholera  made  its  appearance  in  Bapatla  and  Bepalli  Taluqs,  and  continued  for  a  short  time  most 

fortunately  as  it  was  of  a  very  bad  type.  There 
is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
small-pox.  The  only  head  under  which  there  is 
an  increase  is  ''Deaths  from  fever."  It  was  very  bad  in  the  taluqs  of  Nandigama,  Bezwada, 
Falnad,  Vinukonda,  Narsarowpett,  and  Sattenapalli.  The  heavy  downpour  of  rain  in  October  was 
probably  the  cause  of  it.  In  Bapatla,  where  it  does  not  generally  occur,  it  was  very  bad ;  but  the 
deaths  in  the  dry  part  were  more  numerous  than  in  the  wet.  Cattle  disease,  though  not  of  a  virulent 
type,  prevailed  in  many  of  the  taluqs.     The  loss,  on  the  whole,  was  less  than  in  the  previous  fasli  :-^

8.  No.  2.  Statbkbnt  showinq  thb  avkeaoii  pbicxs  ot  Obain. — ^Tho  prices  of  th«  staple 
grains  were  generally  high.  The  increased  price  of  "Sazza"  is  attributable  to  the  increased 
demand  for  it  in  consequence  of  the  partial  failure  of  the  "  Jonna  crop."  Horse -gram  was  ohe^» 
owing  to  the  fair  yield  of  the  crop. 

9.  No.  3.  Statbuemt  or  Btots'  Holdings  and  Gultitatton. — ^The  abstract  statement 
giren  below  exhibits  the  occupation  of  Faslis  1282  and  1283.  Under  the  head  "  Occupation 
of  Fasli  1282,  according  to  the  accounts  furnished  by  the  Settlement  Department,**  there  is  an 
apparent  decrease  of  1,834  Acres  in  extent.  This  is  land  left  unclassified  by  the  Settlement  Depart* 
inent  on  one  of  two  grounds,  viz.,  Ist,  that  the  occupation  was  temporary,  or,  2ndly,  that  there 
was  great  difficulty  in  demarcating  in  detail  lands  situated  in  unsurveyed  blocks  over-grown  with 
ihick  jungle.  The  apparent  increase  of  Rupees  3,27,689-0-9  in  water-tax  is  owing  to  the 
flonsolidated  wet  rates  of  assessment  that  used  to  be  charged  in  the  taluqs  of  Bepalli  and  Bapatla 
having  been  divided  by  the  Settlement  Department  into  the  land  assessment  and  the  water-tax. 

.The  increase  is  merely  a  transfer  from  the  head  "  Assessment "  to  "  Water-tax."    The  decrease 
in  aMOBBment  subtracted  from  the  above  increase  gives  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  1,66,342-6-4^ 
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which  is  approzimately  ihe  increase  calculated  on  by  the  Settlement  Department  As  19»106 
Acres  o?er  and  above  the  lands  taken  np  were  relinquished  during  Fasli  1283  there  would  have 
been  a  decrease  of  Rupees  28,020-9-2  in  the  revenue  but  for  the  new  rates,  and  so  the  result 
is  that  the  occupied  area  is  less  in  Fasli  1283  than  in  Fasli  1282  by  20,939  Acres,  while  there  is 
an  increase  of  Rupees  1,27,821-18-2  in  revenue  : —

10.  The  following  statement  shows  the  particulars  of  lands  given  up  and  taken  up  during 
Fasli  1288  for  the  Masulipatam  and  Chmtur  portions  separately.  From  this  it  will  be  observed 
that  of  the  decrease  in  cultivated  area  of  Acres  19,105,  assessed  at  Bupees  28,020-9-2,  caused 
by  the  lands  given  up  over  and  above  those  taken  up,  Acres  16,765,  assessed  at  Rupees  8,274-14*69 
are  the  relinquishments  in  the  Ghmtur  portion.  It  may  be  said  the  financial  result  of  the  new 
settlement  is  a  decrease  in  the  cultivated  area  of  Acres  15,7664-1,834—17,699,  and  an  increaia 
in  revenue  of  Bupees  1,47,067-7-11.  There  are,  however,  certain  lands  which  the  ryots  hate 
relinquished  for  Fasli  1284  under  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  952,  dated  6th  June  1873,  which 
have  not  been  entered  as  lands  relinquished,  some,  if  not  all  of  which  it  is  probable  under  the 
lerms  of  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  443,  dated  27th  February  1874,  will  not  finally  be  given  np ; 
while  some  alroady  relinquished  for  Fasli  1283  may  be  again  taken  up.  It  is  worthy  of  remark 
that  a  comparison  of  lands  relinquished  with  those  taken  up  in  the  Onntnr  portion  of  tha  district 
shows  a  decrease  of  Acres  16,765,  while  the  decrease  in  assessment  is  only  Bupees  8,274- 14-5. 
The  reason  why  the  revenue  is  disproportionate  to  the  area  is  that  a  large  breadth  of  dry  land 
in  Bepalli  Taluq  was  given  up  and  wet  land  taken  up  in  lieu  of  it.  The  decrease  in  Bandar 
portion,  which  amounts  to  6,759  Acres,  assessed  at  Bupees  26,744-8-9,  chiefly  occurp  in 
Gudiwada  Taluq  and  is  the  result  of  scanty  supply  of  water  for  irrigation  as  abeady  obserrcd. 
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11.  A  memorandam  showing  the  revenue  derived  from  Swama  is  appended.  The 
ment  of  dry  and  garden  lands  is  included  in  Statement  No.  3,  and  the  assessment  of  wet  lands  and 
miscellaneous  items  is  entered  in  Statement  No.  6.  The  profit  to  Government  is  therefore  Rupees 
6,216,  but  as  there  are  more  lands  to  be  cultivated  which  are  being  taken  up  by  the  [ryots  I  expect 
the  result  next  year  will  be  more  flAvorable  still: —

12.  The  following  abstract  indicates  the  particulars  of  waste  remitted  and  charged  on  lands 
in  occupation  in  Fasli  1283.  The  amount  remitted  chiefly  occurs  in  the  taluqs  of  Bandar,  Gudi- 
wada,  Bezwada,  and  Nandigama.  The  tanks  in  Divi  are  fed  by  the  floods  of  the  Eistna^  which  of 
course  cannot  be  counted  on.  The  lands  under  them  were  left  almost  entirely  waste,  as  the  river 
did  not  rise  sufficiently  high  to  reach  more  than  two  of  the  tanks.  The  defective  irrigation  in 
Gudiwada,  and  the  want  of  rains  in  Bezwada  and  Nandigama,  were  the  prominent  causes  which 
induced  the  settling  officers  to  grant  the  remissions  there.  The  waste  charged  consists  of  lands 
left  fallow  intentionally  reserved  for  pasture^  and  left  waste  from  causes  not  beyond  the  control  of 
the  Futtadars: —

13.  The  subjoined  is  an  abstract  exhibiting  the  settlement  of  Fasli  1283  as  contrasted  with 
that  of  the  previous  fasli,  remissions  as  per  Statement  No.  4  being  deducted  and  miscellaneous  items 
as  per  account  No.  5  added. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  the  increase  in  Ryotwar  revenue  amounts  to  Rupees  1,56,167*14-3, 
and  the  increase  in  Miscellaneous  revenue  to  Rupees  35,973-3-3. 

14.  The  decrease  under  ''Second  crop  assessment"  is  owing  to  less  Dalwa  cultivation  in 
Gudiwada,  and  to  want  of  sufficient  rains  to  raise  a  second  crop  under  the  tanks  in  the  upland  taluqs. 

16.  The  large  decrease  in  Land-cess  is  owing  to  the  Road-cess  on  certain  Zemindaries  and 
Inams  chargeable  for  Fasli  1283  not  having  been  settled  by  the  end  of  the  Fasli ;  also  to  the  fact 
that  a  large  part  of  road-cess  of  1281,  as  well  as  of  Fasli  1282^  was  collected  in  1282. 

16.  The  increase  under  '*  Village  Service  Fund"  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the  beris  of 
Fasli  1283. 

17.  The  decrease  in  Remissions  and  increase  in  Miscellaneous  items  will  be  noticed  in  their 
appropriate  places. 

18.  Enclosure  B. — Cultivation  of  sugar-cane  is  not  made  in  this  district.  The  extent  of 
land  under  indigo  and  cotton  cultivation  is  shown  in  the  following  statement  :— -

The  decrease  is  due  to  the  falling  off  in  the  prices  of  these  articles,  as  the  demand  for  them 
was  much  less  when  compared  with  that  of  previous  faslis. 

19.  Encloaure  (7.— There  are  no  lands  held  under  progressive  cowle  in  the  district  at 
present. 

20.  Enclosure  D. — ^Remission  for  partial  waste  was  granted  by  the  officer  who  conducted 

the  settlement  of  Bezwada  Taluq.  This  remis- 
sion was  granted  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
Board's  Standing  Order,  No.  137*1.  Bezwada 
is  a  settled  taluq.  The  fields,  for  portions  of 
which  remission  was   granted,   are  generally 

small,  and  the  extents  left  waste  are  very  small ;  in  some  cases  a  few  cents.  It  was,  therefore, 
impossible  for  me  to  ratify  the  settlement  of  the  Divisional  officer  even  under  the  spirit  of  Board's 
Proceedings,  No.  858,  dated  30th  May  1872,  paragraph  5,  and  I  have  disallowed  this  remission 
and  passed  orders  that  the  amount  involved  is  to  be  included  in  the  dowle  of  Fasli  1284  under 
*'  Miscellaneous  Items**  and  collected  at  once. 

21.  Enclosure  E. — Under  the  head  '*  Usual  wet,  bearing  a  consolidated  wet  assessment,''^ 
lands  under  the  tanks  and  jungle  streams  in  upland  taluqs,  and  the  lands  under  the  spring  channela 
of  Bapatla,  are  entered.  The  new  Water-tax  rules  sanctioned  by  Government  for  the  Oodavery  and 
Eistna  Deltas  do  away  with  the  distinction  of ''  Usual  wet*'  and  *'  Dry  converted  into  wet." 
Therefore  all  wet  lands  in  the  Delta,  for  which  a  water-tax  is  charged  in  addition  to  land  assess- 
ment, are  shown  under  the  head  ''  Usual  wet,  subject  to  a  separate  charge  for  water." 

22.  The  subjoined  is  a  statement  showing  the  principal  sources  of  irrigation,  and  the  extent 
and  assessment  of  the  ayacut  and  occupation  under  them.  The  remissions  granted  are  deducted^ 
and  the  net  revenue  derived  from^them  is  shown.  Under  the  head  "  Hill  streams"  is  shown  the 
eultivation  and  assessment  due  to  the  river  Naguleru  in  Palnad  and  the  Muneru  in  Nandigama 
taluqs,  as  well  as  that  due  to  other  jungle  streams.    The  lands  under  tbe  Chmdlakamma  wellff  and 
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many  of  the  jungle  streams  in  the  Guntur  portion,  hare  been  transferred  to  dry  by  the  Settlement

24.  No.  4.  Statement  showing  thb  Pabtioulabs  ow  Bemissions.*-No  remission  was 
granted  for  dry  lands.  The  aggregate  amount  of  wet  remissions,  both  occasional  and  usual,  is 
Bupees  1,09,396-13-3  against  iiupees  2,25,573-11-1  in  the  last  fasli,  showing  a  diminution  in 
remission  of  Bupees  1,16,176-13-10. 

25.  Shamilat  Sunjer. — This  is  the  remission  noticed  in  paragraph  20  ;  as  it  has  been 
once  given  it  appears  in  the  accounts. 

26.  Lo88  of  Produce. — Under  this  head  a  sum  less  by  Bupees  1,17^712  than  in  last  fasli 
was  allowed.    In  no  case  was  it  granted  vrithout  careful  inquiry. 

27.  Hemisaiona  to  pi^ivileged  Clasaes.^The  "  Vandra"  remissions,  which  used  to  ^e 
granted  to  privileged  classes,  having  been  done  away  with  on  the  introduction  of  the  new  settle- 
ment  there  is  a  decrease  of  Bupees  3,870. 

28.  Twragati  Bemisaion.^This  was  sanctioned  by  Government  to  prevent  the  ryots 
giving  up  lands  heavily  assessed  by  the  Settlement  Department  in  the  newly  settled  taluqs.

4^261,-^Thi8i8a  new  item  of  remission  granted  in  the  taluqs  of  Narsarowpett,  Palnad,  and 
Yinukonda  under  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  952,  dated  6th  June  1873,  as  the  rough  puttas  of  the 
Settlement  Department  were  issued  after  the  cultivation  season  had  set  In. 
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81.  Vandra  of  Swarna  Village. — This  remiseioB,  an  allowft&oe  to  certain  Cuniam% 
BrabminSy  and  influential  ryots  of  the  village  of  Swarna,  was  granted  according  to  the  practice  of 
the  Zemindar. 

82.  Salaries  of  Village  Servants. — The  amoant  is  nearly  the  same  as  that  collected  last 
fasli.    The  decrease  of  Rupees  13  needs  no  remark. 

83.  Salaries  of  Munsifs. — ^The  decrease  of  Bupees  92  is  the  saving  of  the  pay  of  vacant 
appointments. 

34.  Salaries  and  [Bussums  of  Ournams.— The  increase  of  Rupees  127  is  due  to  the 
increase  of  the  demand. 

85.  Special  Bemission  to  Curnams. — The  increase  of  Rupees  124  is  due  to  the  increase 
of  cultivation  by  the  Cumams  in  Gudiwada  Taluq  who  are  entitled  to  a  '^  Bad  remission.** 

86.  The  increase  of  Rupees  18  in  the  remission  usually  granted  on  account  of  the  charitable 
tope  of  Malras  Eondalrow  is  due  to  the  increase  of  its  assessment  according  to  Settlement  rates. 

87.  Vandra  allowance/or  Village  Servants. — The  lapse  of  the  allowance  hitherto  made 
in  certain  cases  accounts  for  the  decrease  of  Rupees  318. 

88.  Bad  Inams. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  5,  being  very  little^  calls  for  no  remark. 

89.  In  the  Bandar  portion  the  land-cess  and  village-cess  are  deducted  from  the  assessment 
as  they  were  included  in  it  by  the  Settlement  Department:  the  collection  falls  short  of  the  amounts 
of  the  previous  fasli     This  is  due  to  the  decrease  in  occupation  in  these  four  taluqs.

48.  Peishcuth.— The  decrease  is  due  to  the  dedaction  made  in  the  peishcosh  of  Baya* 
▼eram  and  Cbevendra  Zemindaries  under  the  orders  of  Government  on  account  of  lands  taken  np 
for  public  purposes—  Vide  G.  0.,  Nos.  185  and  749,  dated  30th  January  1873,  and  18th  June 
1874,  respectively. 

49.  Jodi  <md  Quit-rent  of  Inam  Fillages.—Tba  increase  is  owing  to  the  issae  of 
renewed  title-deeds  by  the  Inam  Commissioner  in  certain  cases.  The  lands  being  classed  wet 
instead  cf  dry  the  quit-rent  was  raised.

52.  Abkdri.— The  small  increase  is  the  amount  of  die  proceeds  of  confiscated  liquor. 

53.  /noome-fosp.^The  decrease  needs  no  explanation. 

64.  Salt— The  decrease  is  attributable  to  the  Brii\iaries  resorting  to  Nellore  where 
new  salt,  which  they  prefer,  is  said  to  be  procurable.  This  accounts  for  the  falling  off  in  the 
siJes  of  Ghinna  Gaqjam,  as  the  salt  there  is  old  and  not  of  a  good  quality.  The  sales  in  Nisam- 
patam  fell  short,  as  the  carriage  of  salt  by  canal  as  far  as  Muktyala  was  impeded  by  want  of 
enough  of  water  in  the  river  and  as  the  trade  in  salt  at  Juggayapett  was  dull.

69.  Bhrotriem.'^The  decrease  is  due  to  the  difficulty  of  realizing  the  arrears. 
00.    Bf/otwar.'^TbB  increase  is  due  to  the  increased  demand. 

61  •    Miecellaneous.'^The  above  is  also  the  cause  of  the  increase  under  this  head. 

62.  Abkdri. — ^The  increase  is  the  result  of  punctual  collection.

71.  Enclosure  A. — ^This  shows  the  extent  to  which  coercive  process  was  had  recourse  to 
during  the  fasli  under  report.  Processes  were  issued  against  4,897  defaulters  for  the  recovery  of 
Rupees  77,296.  The  property  attached,  real  and  personal,  was  valued  at  Rupees  5-J,Hl6.  The 
estimated  value  of  the  property  sold  was  Rupees  7.021,  but  it  fetched  Rui>ees  5,544  by  sale.  The

78.  The  cause  of  the  decrease  in  sales  having^already  been  explained  needs  no  further  remark* 

79.  The  wastage  of  salt  is  34,741  Maunds  at  about  5  per  cent.  The  wastage  of  Fasli  1282 
was  9,970  Maunds,  which  will  be  written  off  the  accounts  under  Board's  Proceedings^  No.  2,296, 
dated  18th  August  1874.  I  request  that  the  Board  will  be  pleased  to  permit  the  former  quantity 
being  written  off  the  accounts.    There  were  no  exports  of  this  commodity  by  sea. 

80.  Statement  No.  12. — ^This  statement  shows  the  Taluqwar  particulars  of  the  demand  and 
collection  of  the  various  sources  of  revenue. 

81.  Examination  of  Taluq  and  Villaox  Accounts. — In  the  four  taluqs  I  settled  the  accounts 
of  each  taluq,  and  the  accounts  of  a  large  number  of  villages  of  each  taluq  were  examined* 
Wherever  there  were  deviations  from  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Manuals  they  were  pointed  out  to 
the  Curnams  and  Tahsildars  concerned,  with  a  warning  for  their  future  guidance.  On  the  whole 
they  are  prepared  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Manuals.

84.  The  balance  outstanding  at  the  close  of  Fasli  1282  was  Rapees  108-8-4.  Suit  No.  161 
of  1871,  which  was  at  first  decreed  in  favor  of  Government  by  the  Monsif  of  Bezwada,  was 
appealed  against  and  remanded  for  a  review.  The  District  Mnnsif,  in  passing  the  subsequent 
decree,  charged  each  party  with  his  own  costs.  This  amount,  Rupees  13-11-0,  is  therefore 
deducted,  and  the  remaining  sum,  Rupees  94-13.4,  is  given  in  the  column  showbg  the  balance  at 
the  beginning  of  the  fasli. 

85.  The  plaintiff  in  Suit  No.  209  of  1873,  on  the  file  of  Earempudi  District  Munsif  8 
Court,  is  reported  to  have  no  property,  whereon  process  of  execution  could  issue.  I  request  that 
the  Board  will  be  pleased  to  permit  me  to  write  off  the  accounts  the  amount  outstanding  in  this 
case.  Rupees  12-10-0.  Steps  are  being  taken  towards  the  speedy  realization  of  the  remaining 
sum  of  Rupees  127-7-1 : 

86.  Intboduction  ov  thb  Sbttlsmiht  in  the  Guntur  PORTioN.*-The  settlement  of  the 
whole  district  is  now  complete.  The  introduction  of  it  in  the  Guntur  portion  in  the  year 
under  report  was  made  without  any  difficulty.  In  a  few  villages  the  people  at  first  refused  to 
receive  their  puttas,  and  their  clamour  was  great ;  but  a  little  consideration  and  the  example  of 
the  other  villages  was  in  each  case  sufficient  to  make  them  change  their  minds. 

87.  The  result  of  the  settlement  I  deem  satisfactory.  The  dry  land  relinquished  is  a  large 
extent,  but  it  is  not  material  when  the  healthy  increase  in  wet  cultivation  is  considered,  and  I  do 
not  doubt  but  that  in  a  few  years  it  will  be  all  taken  up  again. 

88.  The  dry  assessment  was  in  many  instances  so  low  that  the  ryots  could  well  afford  to 
hold  more  land  than  they  could  caltivate  to  advantage  and  to  pay  the  assessment  of  it  out  of  their 
other  lands,  and  so  much  land  that  has  not  been  as  productive  as  it  might  will  be  in  future 
turned  to  good  account.  While,  again,  there  was  a  very  natural,  however  baseless,  fear  at  work 
with  some  of  the  ryots  that  the  land  would  not  bear  the  assessment  put  upon  it  by  the  Settlement 
Department ;  they  had  no  data  to  go  upon,  no  calculations  to  convince  themselves  of  what  the 
relation  between  the  Government  assessment  and  the  value  of  the  crop  was,  and  consequently 
were  afraid  to  hold  the  doubtful  lands  and  run  the  risk  of  bankruptcy. 

89.  This  will,  in  a  very  short  time,  cure  itself ;  for  I  am  sure  that  the  rates  are  not  higher 
than  the  land  will  bear. 

90.  Conduct  of  Subobdinatk  Officbbs. — I  have  been  well  pleased  with  the  subordinate 
officers  who  have  worked  with  me  in  the  district.

7.  Sbasok. — In  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  rain  was  scanty,  but  the  early  crops,  sajja, 
korra,  gidda  jonna,  and  mokka  jonna  were  raised  to  a  limited  extent,  and  on  the  rain  in  August 
and  subsequent  months  these  crops  succeeded  in  the  Sattenapalli  Taluq,  and  in  Guntur  and 
Bapatla. 

The  dry  paddy  crops,  velvadam,  jelama,  and  budama  also  gave  a  partial  outturn,  while  the 
variga,  which  is  the  staple  dry  crop  of  the  country,  from  the  unfavorableness  of  the  season  gave  a 
deficient  yield.  The  cholum  crop  is  said  to  have  suffered  from  excessive  rains  in  October  and  to 
have  yielded  but  a  scanty  return.  This  is  stated  by  the  Bapatla  and  Guntur  Tahsildars,  but  I  can 
say  from  observation  that  its  appearance  was  more  than*usually  fine  in  most  parts  of  the 
country. 
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For  pulse  grains  the  seMon  was  good  and  more  favorable  than  the  previoos  year.    All  kinds 
of  grain  made  a  good  onttom. 

The  wet  paddy  erop  under  the  tanks  in  Sattenapalli  gave  a  good  retnm  ezoept  in  two 
fillagee,  Dodlera  and  Parikapad,  where  cnltiYation  was  not  attempted  and  remission  of  Rupees

8.  Sanitabt  Condition.— The  public  health  was  much  affected  by  small-poz  in  the  three 
taluqs  of  the  Sub-Division,  and  fever  and  guinea-worm  in  Sattenapalli  and  Guntur  but  without 
great  mortality. 

Cholera  broke  out  in  a  few  villages  of  Bapatla.  My  Hospital  Assistant  was  there  and 
afforded  aid  with  medicines.  After  a  small  loss  of  life  the  disease  disappeared.  It  was  said  to 
have  been  owing  to  a  coasting  steamer,  with  cholera  on  board,  having  an(*hored  a  night  at  the 
place  ;  but  the  cholera,  at  any  rate,  did  not  appear  till  a  week  or  more  after  the  vessel's  departure. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  disease  among  cattle  called  "  Guraka  and  Domma^**  which  caused 
the  destruction  of  a  considerable  number  in  Sattenapalli. 

There  was  also  a  loss  of  cattle  from  deficient  pasture  from  failure  of  rains  in  the  beginning 
of  season. 

9.  Statbxbnt  No.  2  shows  a  small  increase  in  the  price  of  paddy  in  the  year  and  decrease 
in  that  of  oholum,  and  the  prices  of  pulse  were  on  the  whole  reduced. 

10.  Statbxbnt  No.  3. — ^It  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  abstract  that  there  was  a  decrease 
of  Acres  4,691  Cents  70  in  the  extent  of  cultivation  and  a  net  increase  of  Rapees  40,671-13-7  in 
the  assessment.  These  results  are  due  to  the  increase  in  the  relinquishments  and  to  the  enhance- 
ment of  rates  of  assessment  by  the  introduction  of  the  new  settlement  of  the  Acres  32,072  Cents  72, 
assessed  at  Rupees  71,273-13-2,  entered  as  relinquishments  ;  Acres  24,403  Cents  9,  assessed  at 
Rupees  57,016-11-1,  are  absolute  relinquishments  ;  and  Acres  7,589  Gents  7,  assessed  at  Rupees 
14,108-3-7,  are  transfers^  to  which  are  added  Acres  80  Cents  56,  assessed  at  Rupees  148-14-6, 
lands  taken  up  for  public  purposes ;  thus  the  total  demand  for  the  current  fasli  amounted  to  Rupees 
12,58,169-2-2,  after  deducting  remissions  on  account  of  full  waste.  Rupees  8,812-8-10,  and  inclu^ 
ding  water-rate  on  dry  crops,  Rupees  1,559-7-5. 
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Enclosure  B.  shows  that  the  total  area  on  which  cotton  was  cultivated  was  Acres  93,986 
Gents  97,  assessed  at  Bupees  1,13,557-13-7,  being  a  decrease  of  Acres  9,368  Cents  50,  assessed 
at  Bupees  45,961-14-4,  below  the  figures  of  last  year. 

The  cultivation  of  indigo  this  year  was  Acres  13,351  Cents  48,  assessed  at  Bupees 
23,206-10-6,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  Acres  9,407  Cents  33,  assessed  at  Bupees  16,311-13-4, 
against  the  figures  of  last  year. 

This  result  is  due  in  both  cases  to  the  want  of  rains  in  due  time,  and  to  the  depression  of  prices* 
Enclosure  0.  is  blank.

16.  CoiBOivi  UiASUBKS.— Enclosure  A.  in  Statement  No.  8  shows  the  extent  to  which 
coercive  process  was  employed  in  the  collection  of  revenue  in  Fasli  1283.  Processes  were  issued  in 
161  villages  against  1,774  defaulters  for  the  recovery  of  Bupees  19,578-11-8.    Property  was 
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ftttaohed  to  the  estimated  yalae  of  Rupees  2,161-4-10,  but  the  amount  realised  from  the  propWy 
actually  sold  was  Rupees  1,201-11-9,  of  which  Rupees  371-6-7  were  the  sale  proceeds  of  land 
and  Rupees  830-5-2  of  personal  property. 

The  Taluq  and  Village  accounts  were  examined  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  Settlement  by  the 
officers  who  conducted  it  in  the  different  taluqs. 

Seyeral  changes  hare  taken  place  among  the  officials  of  the  Sub-Division.  The  Tahaildar 
at  Guntur,  a  very  efficient  officer,  T.  Venkatachellum  Funtulu,  died  suddenly  of  a  carbuncle  in  the 
neck.  The  Deputy  Tahsildar  at  Fonnoor  has  died  since  the  expiration  of  the  fasli  of  a  lingering 
disease. 

The  Tahsildar  at  Bapatia  has  since  retired  under  the  fifty-fire  years*  rule  after  a  rery  long 
period  of  service.  The  Sheristadar  at  Bapatia  V.  Nagabushana  Row,  has  been  appointed  Deputy 
Tahsildar  at  Mangalagherri. 

The  Sub-Sheristadar^  P.  Jwalarangam  Funtulu,  is  an  officer  of  much  experience  and 
deserving  of  promotion. 

G.  Ni^abushanam  belonging  to  my  office  has  this  year  passed  the  Revenue  and  Criminal 
Tests,  which,  together  with  the  Special  Tests  previously  passed,  will  render  him  eligible  for 
promotion. 

I  can  report  as  favorably  as  last  year  with  respect  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Sub-Division. 

It  has  still  to  be  observed  that  no  Mahomedans  are  forthcoming  for  public  employ.  They 
have  but  few  opportunities  for  education  in  their  own  schools,  and  they  do  not  seem  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  Fublic  or  Mission  Schools  so  much  as  others.

Deducting  the  area  relinquished  outright,  viz.,  35,254  Acres,  assessed  at 
Bupees  52,070,  and  adding  the  area  newly  taken  up  for  cultivation,  amounting  to  31,334  Acres, 
bearing  an  assessment  of  Bupees  39,102,  the  net  holding  for  the  year  is  905,491  Acres,  valued 
at  Bupees  18^63^581,  showing  a  decrease  of  5,906  Acres  in  the  area,  but  an  increase  of  Bupees 
1,58,091  in  the  assessment,  owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  rates  of  assessment  in  the  six 
taluqs  of  the  Principal  Division.    The  area  relinquished  is  4  per  cent.,  while  the  area  taken  up 
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18  8  per  cent,  on  the  holding  of  lasfc  year.  The  percentage  of  area  taken  np  dnring  the  year 
was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year;  but  a  greater  proportion  of  land  was  relinquished  this 
year,  as  the  percentage  for  last  year  was  only  3.

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(4.)  Salt — ^Tfae  Salt  revenae  shows  an  increase  in  inland  sales^  and  a  decrease  in  Home 
sales.  The  former  is  attributed  to  the  better  quality  of  salt  manufactured.  The  Salt 
Deputy  Collector  is  unable  to  account  for  the  decrease  in  Home  sales,  except  by  the  supposition 
that  some  of  the  salt  entered  under  the  head  ''  Inland  "  was  really  sold  in  the  district.  There  is 
no  reason  to  suspect  fraud. 

(5.)  The  quantity  in  store  at  the  beginning  of  the  fasli  was  9{  lacs  of  maunds.  Adding 
the  quantity  received  into  store  during  the  year  amounting  to  about  7j^  lacs,  and  deducting  the 
quantity  sold  amounting  to  6|  lacs,  the  balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  about  10^  lacs  of  maunds.

Deducting  Rupees  4,977^  the  collection  of  which  is  suspended  on  account  of  the  claim  of  the 
Rqah  of  Vencatagiri  for  compensation,  the  actual  balance  outstanding  is  Rupees  2,96,006,  whicH 
is  12i  per  cent,  on  the  demand  against  10  per  cent,  in  the  previoas  year.

Tho  returns  sent  in  by  the  Tahsildar  do  not  tally  with  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance 
Statements.  Hence  the  adjustments  above  shown  were  rendered  necessary,  and  the  requisite 
instructions  have  been  issued  to  the  Tahsildar  on  the  subject.

Deducting  therefrom  Rupees  229-9-3  since  collected^ 
and  Rupees  11,010-13-6  written  off  under  the  orders  of  Government,  dated  20th  February  1874, 
No.  232,  on  Rupees  11,240-6-9,  there  remains  a  sum  of  Rupees  42,022-6-4  already  recom* 
mended  for  remission,  as  the  requisite  sanction  to  write  it  off  has  not  yet  been  received. 

(I.)  I  have  only  to  explain  the  circumstances  under  which  the  sum  of  Rupees  18,027-4-1, 
abown  in  the  statement  given  in  paragraph  22,  are  considered  irrecoverable. 

(2.)  Shrotriems, — ^The  amount  to  be  written  off  under  this  head  is  only  one  Rupee  in  the 
Shrotriem  village  of  Advanam  Narayana  Eattubadi,  in  the  Rapur  Taluq.  The  quit-rent  in  this 
Tillage  was  wrongly  entered  at  first  at  9  Rupees  instead  of  Rupees  8.

Bupees  264-15-0  were  collected  on  account  of  process  service  for  payment  to  Batta  Peons 
entertained  under  the  orders  of  the  Board,  conveyed  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  24th  April  1874, 
No.  971.  The  collections  being  made  in  June  1874,  and  payments  made  in  the  ensuing  month, 
the  expenditure  if  blank  for  the  fasli  under  report. 
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5.  Seasons.*— The  seasons  were  not  no  the  whole  unfavorable,  though  much  alarm  and  a 
considerable  rise  in  prices  were  caused  in  Ongole  by  the  drought  which  continued  up  to  the  latter 
part  of  August;  and  the  rain-fall  throughout  the  Sub-Division  was  much  less  than  in  the  preceding 
year.  Notwithstanding,  the  tauks  received  a  fair  supply  of  water ;  this  is  evident  from  the 
amount  of  wet  remissions  granted  being  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  although  the  wet 
cultivation  has  increased  by  about  600  Acres.  All  the  dry  crops  yielded  a  fair  return^  except  sqja 
and  korra  in  a  few  villages  of  the  Ongole  Taluq,  from  want  of  seasonable  rain  ;  and  jonna  in  the 
Eandukur  Taluq,  which  suffered  over  most  of  the  taluq  from  want  of  rain,  and  in  a  small  area 
near  the  Cusbah  was  severely  damaged  by  the  kind  of  blight  known  as  "  Sakka  Tegulu  "  and 
"DompuTegulu."

Small-pox  and  fever  were  prevalent  all  over  the  Sub-Divi- 
sion. In  the  Ongole  Taluq  small-pox  prevailed  throughout  the  year,  and  was  fatal  in  many  cases: 
in  the  village  of  Mungamur  alone  the  deaths  being  more  than  thirty  in  December  1878.  Fever 
visited  all  the  taluqs,  but  there  was  little  or  no  loss  of  life  from  it  in  the  Eandukur  Taluq.  In 
Eanigiri  Taluq  it  was,  I  believe,  worse  than  usual  in  November  and  December — the  regular  fever 
season.  Twenty-five  deaths  from  fever  were  reported  in  June  1873  in  the  Ongole  Taluq,  and  no 
serious  cases  since.  I  believe  there  was  really  no  cholera ;  only  a  single  death  was  reported  as 
having  been  caused  by  that  disease:  this  death  occurred  in  Ongole  in  June  1873.  Cattle  disease 
was  prevalent  in  all  the  taluqs  :  in  Eandukur  and  Ongole  Taluqs  cattle  died  chiefly  from  what  are 
locally  known  as  "Gudepettu,"  '^Musera,"  "Domma,"  and  *'Pedda  Chidalu.*'  Besides  the 
epizootics  above  enumerated  '*  Ghalekuntlu  "  and  "Saraku  "  were  prevalent,  but  these  were  not 
fatal. 

7*    Prices  or  Agbicultubal  Products. — ^The  subjoined  statement  exhibits  the  average 
ff ieea.of  the  principal  grains  as  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year.    It  will  be  observed 
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therefrom  that  the  prices  of  all  grains  have  risen  in  the  year  under  report  considerably.    The 
rise  in  prices,  I  belieye,  is  attributable  to  the  large  demands  from  the  adjacent  districts: —

8.  Btotb'  Holdings.— The  subjoined  statement  exhibits  the  ryots'  holdings  for  Fasli  1283. 
It  will  be  observed  therefrom  that,  in  the  year  under  report,  the  extent  of  the  ryots'  holdings  is 
Acres  387,652,  with  an  assessment  of  Rupees  5,81,489  ;  while  the  extent  of  the  previous  year 
was  Acres  388,745,  bearing  an  assessinent  of  Rupees  5,81,605.  These  figures  show  a  decrease 
of  Acres  1,093,  assessed  at  Rupees  116.  The  decrease  is  due  to  relinquishments  in  the  Kanigiri 
and  Eandukur  Taluqs;  in  the  former  Acres  1,000,  assessed  at  Rupees  791,  and  in  the  latter 
Acres  475,  with  an  assessment  of  Rupees  168  : —

9.  Actual  Cultivation. — ^The  actual  extent  of  cultivation  in  Fasli  1283,  as  T?ill  be  seen 
from  the  annexed  statement,  was  321,703  Acres,  assessed  at  Bupees  4,89,086,  against  324,038 
AcreSy  bearing  an  assessment  of  Bupees  4,89,512  of  the  previous  fasli.  This  shows  a  decrease 
of  3,336  Acres  in  extent,  and  Bupees  426  in  assessment.  The  decrease  is  mainly  in  dry  cultivation 
in  the  Eandukur  and  Kanigiri  Taluqs,  (in  the  former  1,919  Acres,  assessed  at  Bupees  2,048»  and 
in  the  latter  1,229  Acres,  assessed  at  Bupees  965).  As  a  set  off  to  this  large  fall  in  dry  assess- 
ment there  was  an  increase  in  the  wet  cultivation  in  the  Ongole  Taluq  to  the  extent  of  555  AcreSi 
assessed  at  Bupees  3,219  :—

11.  It  will  be  seen  that  no  remission  was  granted  on  dry  lands  in  either  fasli.  In  the 
fasli  under  report  dry  waste  in  all  the  three  taluqs  was  more  than  in  the  previous  fasli.  and  the 
wet  waste  was  less,  except  in  Eandukur  where  there  was  a  slight  increase.  The  total  amount 
remitted  was  Rupees  11,446,  being  Rupees  2,789  less  than  what  was  remitted  in  the  previous  year. 
With  the  exception  of  Bupees  93  all  the  amount  remitted  was  remission  granted  on  entire  wet 
numbers  left  waste  The  exceptional  remission  was  granted  in  six  villages  of  the  Ongolo  Taluq. 
In  AUur  Bupees  3-4-9,  assessed  on  a  portion  of  a  wet  number,  was  remitted,  as  that  portion  was 
quarried  away  by  the  Department  Public  Works.  In  all  other  cases  remissions  were  allowed,  as 
the  entire  field  measured  more  than  4  Acres,  and  the  waste  preponderated  over  the  cultivated 
portion.  The  usual  remission  of  Bupees  48  was  given  on  account  of  the  salaries  of  the  Munsifs 
of  Tammavaram,  Timmanapalem.  Medaramitta.  and  Bodduvaripalem  in  the  Ongole  Taluq.  No 
remission  was  granted  at  the  Jamabandi  for  withered  crops  ;  but  subsequent  to  the  settlement 
Bupees  876-9-4  (Bupees  322-0-6  in  Eandukur  and  Bupees  504-8-10  in  Ongole)  were  remitted 
on  this  account.  Tirvakammi  remissions  (which  is  a  remission  of  the  difference  between  the  wet 
rate  and  the  highest  dry  rate)  was  given  to  the  extent  of  Bupees  711-12-6  in  the  Eandukur  and 
Ongole  Taluqs  in  accordance  with  Bevenue  Circular,  No.  33.  of  the  28th  June  1869.  on  lands  which 
had  been  transferred  from  the  head  of  **  Wet"  to  that  of  ^'  Dry**  by  the  Settlement  Department.

16.  Quit-rent  on  Shrotriems  had  hitherto  been  a  fixed  sum;  but  the  Proceedings  of 
Goyemmenty  No.  543,  dated  24th  March  1871,  sanctioning  the  transfer  of  the  resumed  or 
relinquished  minor  Inams  in  Zemindaries  and  FoUiems  to  the  proprietors  on  a  reduced  Taram 
assessment  to  be  added  to  the  quit-rent  or  peishoush,  has  made  this  item  a  fluctuating  one. 
The  increase  of  Bupees  61  under  this  head  is  owing  to  the  resumed  and  relinquished  Inams 
in  some  of  the  Shrotriems  in  the  Eanigiri  and  Eandukur  Taluqs  being  transferred  to  the 
Slurotriemdars,  with  an  addition  of  the  reduced  assessment  on  such  Inams  to  the  quit-rent  on  the 
seyeral  Shrotriems— Fie2d  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  1,857,  dated  18th  September  1872^  and  the 
Collector's  docket,  No.  1,197,  of  the  28th  May  1873.  The  small  increase  in  the  Byotwar  reve- 
nue needs  no  remark.  There  was  no  change  in  the  Abk&ri  revenue,  as  the  Abk&ri  farms  of  the 
district  were  rented  for  three  faslis  from  Fasli  1282.  The  abolition  of  the  Income-tax  from  April 
1873  is  the  cause  of  the  decrease  under  that  head.  No  explanation  is  necessary  for  the  slight 
increase  in  the  Bead  Fund.  Under  the  head  of  Land  Bevenue,  Miscellaneous,  there  is  an 
increase  of  Bupees  7,171-5-3,  and  a  decrease  of  Bupees  737-10-8,  which  gives  a  net  increase  of

16.  Items  No8.  1  and  2  fluctuate  with  the  Byotwar  revenue,  and  as  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  that  revenue  there  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in  these  two  items.  The 
decrease  in  Item  No.  8  is  due  to  the  transfer  of  minor  Inams  in  some  of  the  Shrotriem  villi^es 
in  the  Kanigiri  and  Eandukur  Taluqs  to  the  Shrotriemdars  in  accordance  with  the  order  of 
Government,  No.  543,  dated  24th  March  1871.  Survey  excesses  in  Inams,  in  about  twelve 
villages  of  the  Eanigiri  Taluq,  were  charged  for  in  the  fasli  under  report,  as  the  accounts  from  the 
Settlement  Department  were  received  only  in  this  fasli.  Some  cases  in  the  Ongole  Taluq,  which 
were  under  inquiry,  were  finally  disposed  of  in  the  fasli  under  report ;  and  hence  the  increase 
in  Item  No.  4.  The  increase  in  Item  No.  7  b  duetto  heavy  prohibitory  assessment  being  charged 
in  all  cases  of  unauthorized  cultivation,  however  small  in  order  to  repress  the  tendency  of  ryots 
to  cultivate  without  permission.  Lands  covered  with  trees  were  generally  given  on  Cowle  puttaSi 
and  hence  the  decrease  in  Item  No.  8  and  increase  in  Item  No.  12.  In  the  year  under  report* 
no  commission  was  charged  for  sale  of  distrained  property  as  there  were  no  such  sales ;  hence 
the  decrease  in  Item  No.  IS.  The  increase  in  Item  No.  17  is  the  charge  on  survey  excesses  in 
Bhalerow's  Inams  in  Chundy.  Some  of  the  Cheyroot  farms  in  the  Kandukur  Taluq  were  rented 
in  the  fMli  under  reporti  and  hence  the  increase  in  Item  No.  20  is  the  eharge  mainly  levied  m 
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encroaohments  on  Govornmont  lands  by  prickly-pear,  partly  also  on  enclosures  for  straw  stacks, 
cattle  pens,  etc.,  fenced  by  hedges  of  other  materials  erected  on  snch  lands.  The  increase  in 
Items  Nos.  5,  6, 10,  15,  16  and  21,  and  the  decrease  in  Items  Nos.  9,  11  and  19  call  for  no 
special  remarks. 

17.  DiMAND^  Collection,  ahd  Balance  or  Rbvenub.— The  subjoined  statement  shows  the 
demand,  collection,  and  balance  of  revenue  for  Fasli  1283.  It  will  appear  therefrom  that  the 
balance  due  on  the  Slst  July  1874  was  Rupees  44,056-6-7.  This  is  considerably  more  than 
double  the  balance  of  last  year  on  the  corresponding  date,  viz.,  Slst  July  1873.  The  percentage 
of  collections  in  the  fasli  is  93-96,  while  it  was  97*68  in  Fasli  1282.  The  greatest  portion  of 
the  balance  is  in  the  Eandukur  Taluq  as  shown  below,  and  the  cause  of  such  a  high  balance  is 
almost  entirely  due  to  the  loss  on  jonna  and  sazza  crops  suffered  in  the  Eandukur  and  Ongole 
Taluqs  :—

— A  statement  prepared  in  the  prescribed  form  showing  the 
agricultural  statistics  of  the  three  taluqs  of  the  Sub-l)ivision  is  herewith  submitted.  From  inqui- 
ries made  at  the  Jamabandi,  and  from  the  Tahsildars'  reports,  it  appears  that  the  entries  in  th# 
Addangal  have  been  from  time  to  time  verified. 

27.  Statbof  Boundaey  Maeks. — Prom  the  returns  received  from  the  Tahsildars,  which  are 
herewith  submitted,  it  appears  that  all  the  boundary  marks  in  the  Kanigiri  Taluq  were  in  good 
order.  In  thirteen  villages  of  the  Ongole  Taluq  1,242  marks  were  damaged  and  2,013  have 
disappeared.  These  numbers  appear  to  be  the  same  as  shown  in  the  last  yearns  return.  In  thirty- 
seven  villages  of  the  Kandukur  Taluq  1,1 19  marks  have  disappeared  and  191  were  damaged. 
This  shows  that  greater  care  is  bestowed  on  the  preservation  of  the  marks  in  the  taluq. 

28.  Absence  of  the  Sub-Collbctob  from  the  Sub-Division. — ^The  Sub-Collector  waa 
absent  from  his  division  on  the  whole  for  forty-nine  days,  that  is  from  1st  to  24th  July  and  8th 
August  to  1st  September  1873.     On  both  occasions  he  went  to  Nellore  on  general  duty. 

29.  ViLLAOB  AND  Taluq  ACCOUNTS. — The  Village  accounts  have  been  generally  prepared 
according  to  the  forms  and  instructions  contained  in  the  Manual.  The  Taluq  accounts  were  as 
prescribed  in  the  Manual  and  were  also  neatly  kept  in  the  three  taluqs. 

30.  Conduct  of  Subordinates. — I  am  glad  to  repeat  my  favorable  report  of  last  year  as 
to  the  conduct  of  my  Sheristadar  Toke  Jeyaram  Nayudu,  and  of  the  Tahsildars  and  Leputj 
Tahsildars.

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I  HAvs  the  honor  to  sabmit  my  Report  on  the  Settlement  of  this  district  for  Fasli  1283  or 
A.  D.  1873-74,  with  the  prescribed  Statements. 

2.  Flacxs  WHBBi  THs  sETTLiMSNT  WAS  MADE.— > Statement  No.  I  shows  the  places  at  which 
the  settlement  was  made  by  each  officer,  and  the  period  occupied  by  the  same.  The  settlement 
was  commenced  in  November  and  completed  in  April.  It  was  conducted  at  two  or  more  places 
within  the  limits  of  each  taluq.  I  settled  four  taluqs,  viz.,  Fennakondah/ Hindupur,  Madaksira 
and  Dharmaveram,  belonging  to  the  Head-Assistant  Collector,  who  in  return  settled  two  talnqs, 
Bellary  and  Anantapur,  of  which  the  former  belonged  to  myself,  and  the  latter  to  the  Sub- 
Collector.  The  Sub-Collector  conducted  the  settlement  of  four  of  his  taluqs,  viz.,  Gooty,  Adony, 
Aloor  and  Tadpatri.  The  Deputy-Collector  on  General  duties  settled  Hospett,  HoovinhadgaUi, 
Kudlighi  and  Harpanhalli  Taluqs,  all  four  in  his  own  charge,  and  the  additional  Deputy-CoUeetor 
settled  Baidrug  which  is  under  his  charge.

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There  is  an  actual  increase  in  the  talaq  of  Kndlighi  of  four  yillages,  owing  to  the  landi  belong- 
ing to  those  Tillages  having  been  newly  cnltirated  this  year.  Bat  there  is  a  decrease  of  three  villages 
named  ChowdeswarahaU  Siddapur  and  Narsapnr,  in  the  Adony  Talnq.  These  small  villages  were 
sitnated  so  dose  to  other  large  villages  as  io  admit  of  their  amalgamation  with  the  latter,  as 
proposed  by  the  Bevenne  Survey  Department.  This  was  carried  out  under  the  Orders  of  the  Board, 
Miscellaneous  Nos.  6,305  and  5,479,  dated  21st  and  28th  August  1873,  respectively.  In  the 
same  taluq,  another  village  called  Madara,  which  was  formerly  a  hamlet,  was  made  a  separate 
village  on  the  proposal  of  the  Survey  Department,  and  under  the  above  Board's  Order,  No.  5,479 ; 
ihe  net  decrease  therefore  in  this  taluq  is  two  villages.  One  villi^e  in  the  Tadpatri  Taluq  was 
transferred  to  the  Cuddapah  District  owing  to  its  being  almost  surrounded  with  villages  belonging 
to  that  district.  This  was  done  on  the  proposal  of  the  Bevenue  Survey  Department,  and  under 
the  Orders  of  the  Board  of  Bevenue,  Miscellaneous  No.  3,242,  dated  28th  May  1873.  Thus  there 
is  a  net  increase  of  one  in  the  Government  villages.  There  has  been  no  change  in  villages  of 
other  descriptioDS. 

4.  Pdttas.— The  total  number  of  puttas  as  shown  in  Statement  No.  1  is  1,46,455.  The 
net  increase  of  puttas  is  8, 139,  which  is  chiefly  due  to  the  transfers  of  lands  by  puttadars  to  their 
co-sharers,  to  the  issue  of  separate  puttas  under  the  decrees  of  Civil  Courts,  and  to  the  etdti« 
vation  of  waste-lands.  There  is,  however,  a  decrease  of  240  puttas,  the  actual  increase  being 
8,879. 

5.  SiAsoH.— The  season  on  the  whole  was  less  favorable  than  in  the  previous  year*  The 
total  failure  of  the  early  rains  was  felt  generally  throughout  the  district.  But  the  later  rains 
were  favorable  for  the  cultivation  of  the  later  crops.  The  subjoined  Statement  shows  the  monthly

One  of  these  tanks  had  no  irrigable  area  under  it ;  dry  assessment  has  been  therefore  ordered  to

Salaries  of  the  Huxur  and  Taluq  establishmenta.^^  Under  this  head  there  is  a  decrease  of 
Bupees  1,946-8-1.  This  is  owing  to  the  non-payment  of  salaries  of  a  suspended Tahsildar  and  a 
Sub -Magistrate  who  went  on  privilege  leave  within  the  year. 

Sadenoard. — Under  this  head  there  is  a  small  increase  of  Bupees  138-11-6  due  to  tiie 
purchase  of  things  with  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  officers. 

Medical  Charges. — Under  this  head  there  is  a  decrease  of  Bupees  276-5-10.  The  Colleoior'i 
Apothecary  was  absent  on  privilege  leave  :  his  pay  for  that  period  was  debited  to  the  Military 
Department,  hence  the  decrease. 

Contingencies.— There  is  an  increase  of  Bupees  1,870  under  this  head,  due  to  the  payment 
of  the  salary  of  the  temporary  establishment  in  this  year  as  well  as  charges  on  account  of  batta 
to  establishment  and  extra  tentage. 
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Jff  AO^nofieotftf.— Under  this  head,  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupee  2,438-15-7.  Service  labeli 
for  the  Printintr  OflBce  are  now  debited  to  Printing.  Whereas  the  cost  was  debited  to  Land 
Revenue  in  laflt  yea^. 

Abkdri  ( onlingenoies. — ^Tbere  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  105-2-0.  No  Abkiri  Machilkas 
were  registered  in  Fasli  1283  whereas  one  was  registered  in  Fasli  1 282,  in  consequence  of  the 
death  of  an  old  cpntractor  ;  hence  the  decrease. 

Lieomt'fox  — 'W^ve  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  1,248-6-6.  This  is  due  to  the  abolition  of  the 
establishment  entertained. for  the  perfo^m«noe  of  the  duties  connected  with  the  Income-tax  which 
has  ceased  to  be  charged-  since  April  1873. 

S^amp«.— There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  3,988-9-8.  This  is  attributable  to  the  reduction  of 
the  rate  of  discount  on  the  sale  of  Court  Fees  Stamps  and  to  the  prohibition  of  th^  sale  by 
Stam|>  Vendors  during  the  year  under  report. 

32.  Of  the  old  arrears  of  Rupees  23,961-6-1,  Rupees  7,559-7-9  are  now  recommended  to  be 
written  off  as  irrecoverable.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  Rupees  18,401-14-4,  of  this  amount 
Rupees  15^896-0-11  was  recommended  last  year  to  be  written  off ;  sanction  however  has  only 
lately  been  received  \vid»*.  Board*s  Proceedings,  No.  2,295,  dated  18th  August  last,  received  on 
the  14th  September  L874,)  orders  will  be  issued  to  write  off  the  amount  in  the  Demand,  Collection, 
and  Balance  Statement  for  September  1874.  The  remainder  Rupees  2,505-13-5  may  perhaps' be 
recovered.  Strict  orders  have  been  issued  for  its  collection.  Particulars  of  arrears  now  recom- 
mended to  be  written  off  are  given  in  the  Statement  marked  R.  Of  the  total'  amodnt 
Rupees  7,559-7-9^  Rupees  5,324'13-2  relate  to  the  Jodi  of  the  village  servant^;  out  of  this 
Rupees  630-15-5  are  irrecoverable  on  account  of  death,  poverty,  and  other  causes.  The  remaindler 
is  Rupees  4,693-13-9.  This  consists  of  Rupees  818-5-2  payable  on  Ihams  placed  under  attach- 
ment in  Consequence  of  the  dismissal  of  the  village  servants,  and  also  in  consequence  of  their 
voluntarily  giving  up  the  Inams  through  inability  to  pay  the  Jodi  charged  on  them.  Many  of 
these  Inams  remained  uncultivated  this  year  owing  to  the  want  of  timely  rain,  and  some  on  account 
of  the  poorness  of  the  soil.  It  was  therefore  found  impossible  to  collect  the  Jodi  charged  on  them. 
The  remaining  amount  Rupees  3,875-8-7  is  also  irrecoverable.  It  was  left  uncollected  owing  to 
the  insufficiency  of  the  emoluments  of  the  village  servants,  as  stated  in  my  letter.  No.  101,  dated 
6th  April  1873.  Deducting  the  amount  of  Jodi,  viz..  Rupees  5,324-13-2  from  the  total  amount 
of  Rupees  7,559-7-9  above  shown,  there  remains  a  balance  of  Rupees  2,234-10-7  which  is 
irrecoverable.    All  means  of  collecting  it  having  proved  abortive. 

83.  As  directed  in  pari^raph  8  of  the  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  17th  June  1869,  No. 
4,345,  an  abstract  shewing  the  fasliwar  particulars  of  arrears  remaining  unadijasted  at  the  cloae 
of  the  fasli  is  appended.

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4.  During  the  fasli  under  report,  no  changes  took  place  in  the  number  or  tennre  of  Inam 
Tillages  consisting  of  sixty-five  mowsa  arid  thirteen  hamlets.  As  in  the  previoas  fasli,  fifty-eight 
of  these  paid  a  fixed  Jodi  to  Government^  and  the  remaining  seven  were  enjoyed  free. 

The  number  of  Government  villages  and  hamlets  in  Fasli  1282  was  626  and  472  respectively. 
In  the  fasli  under  report,  there  was  a  decrease  of  two  in  the  former,  and  an  increase  by  the  same 
number  in  the  latter  on  account  of  the  following  changes  i^^ 

(1.)  Jagannathapoor,  a  mowsa  villttge,  was  transferred  from  the  Tadpatri  Taluq  of  this 
district  to  Poolivendla  Taluq  of  the  Cuddapah  District — Vide  Government  Order,  No.  489, 
16th  May  1873,  Revenue  Department. 

(2.)  Narsapur  and  Siddapur,  mowsa  villages,  in  the  Adony  Taluq,  were  amalgamated  with 
Isvy  mowsa  in  the  same  taluq,  and  registered  as  two  of  its  hamlets.

The  Tillages  of  Halsangootta^  Parlapally,  eto.,  belonging  to  the  Pattikonda  Taluq,  in  the 
Kumool  District,  were  transferred  to  the  Adony  Taluq,  under  Government  Order,  No.  316,  6ih 
Maroh  1874,  Revenue  Department.  But  the  changes  were  not  effected  in  the  accounts  of  this 
fasli  for  reasons  assigned  in  this  Office  letter,  No.  163,  dated  29th  April  last 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  Statement  that  some  puttas  of  the  Aloor  Taluq  were  distri- 
buted in  the  Adony  Taluq.  This  was  done  only  in  the  case  of  two  puttas  in  one  village  not  far 
from  Adony,  owing  to  the  failure  of  attendance  of  the  Village  Officers  and  Puttadars  at  the  last 
station  of  the  Aloor  Taluq.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  puttadars  and  puttas  is  not  so  great  as  to  need  any  special 
remark,  the  principal  and  usual  causes  being  the  taking  up  of  fresh  lands,  the  addition  of  one 
tillage  from  the  Bellary  Taluq,  and  also  the  splitting  up  of  single  puttas  into  two  or  more. 

6.  The  season  was  on  the  whole  a  favorable  one  for  cultivation,  but  not  more  favorable 
than  that  of  the  preceding  fasli.    The  Moongary  rains  failed  generally  throughout  the  division. 

Public  health  was  generally  good.  Dengue  fever  which  was  prevalent  in  the  preceding  fasli 
did  not  appear  in  the  fasli  under  review. 

7.  There  was  no  appearance  of  epidemic  diseases,  hence  no  Statement  is  annexed.

The  number  of  deaths  from  ordinary  fever  and  dengue  in  Fasli  1282  was  2,429.  In  the 
fasli  under  report,  the  number  was  less  by  481.  This  is  attributable  to  the  favorable  nature  of 
the  season.    The  deaths  were  attributable  to  no  extraordinary  causes* 

In  the  last  Settlement  Report  it  was  remarked  tbat  the  similarity  between  the  numbers  of 
attacks  and  deaths  from  fever  as  registered  in  the  Aloor  &nd  Adony  Taluqs,  rendered  these  returns 
unreliable.  I  have  to  endorse  this  opinion  again  in  this  fasli.  The  omission  is  due  to  careless- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  Taloq  ofiScials  in  checking  the  correctness  of  the  Returns  from  the  villages 
notwithstanding  the  issue  of  strict  orders  on  the  subject.  The  Tahsildar  of  Aloor,  however,  reports 
that  the  Accounts  received  from  his  villages  and  his  abstracts  prepared  therefrom,  are  accurate. 
This  may  be  true,  but  the  internal  evidence  of  the  Returns  points  to  a  contrary  conclusion.  Strict 
orders  enforcing  careful  scrutiny  and  revision  on  the  part  of  the  Taluq  officials  hare  bem 
reiterated. 
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9.    The  felloving  Statement  shows  the  extent  to  which  cattle  murrain  prertuled : — 
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The  namber  of  deaths  among  cattle  was  796  more  than  that  in  the  preoediiig  UAL  IMieaaa 
extended  this  year  to  the  Aloor  and  Adony  Taluqs  which  were  free  from  it  in  the  two  pveoeding 
faslis.  Fewer  cattle  died  in  the  Gooty  and  Tadpatri  Taluqs  owing  to  the  fiskvorable  natore  of  the 
climate.  In  the  Anantapnr  Taluq,  the  number  of  deaths  was  more  than  doable  that  in  t)i^ 
previous  year.  The  ryots  of  the  twenty-seven  villages  where  the  mortality  occurred  suibred 
extremely  by  the  loss  of  their  cattle. 

Medicine  was  available  for  use  in  all  the  taluqs,  but  the  ryots  do  not  appear  to  hare  ocnfi- 
dence  in  its  efficacy.    Many  prefer  to  follow  their  own  treatment.

The  decrease  in  the  price  of  Paddy  was  very  small,  and  calls  for  no  special  remark. 

The  decrease  in  the  price  of  Gholum  was  due  chiefly  to  a  good  yield  in  the  Hingary  season. 

The  rise  in  the  price  of  Sigjaloo,  Baghi,  and  Horse-gram  can  be  attributed  only  to  thd 
inadequacy  of  the  supply,  arising  from  failure  of  the  early  rains,  to  the  demand  which  continued 
steady. 

Other  grains  such  as  DhoU,  Green-gram,  etc.,  known  by  the  Generic  name  of  **  Akkady  Dha- 
nyam**  and  which  are  not  shown  in  this  Statement  as  not  forming  staples  of  consumption,  were 
sold  very  dear,  owing  to  the  failure  of  Moongary  rains.

The  irrecoverable  amount  of  Bupees  3,466  consists  chiefly  of  «Todi  shown  as ''  Mamool  Ehatla'* 
(quit-rent  on  Service  Inams  annually  written  off  for  special  reasons)  and  of  the  balances  due  on 
Pntta  and  Inam  lands  sold  for  arrears  and  bought  in  by  Government. 

The  collection  of  revenue  in  the  Aloor  and  Adony  Taluqs  was  very  slow  during  the  earlier 
kistSi  and  large  balances  were  outstanding.  The  Tahsildars  of  those  two  taluqs  attributed  the  cause 
to  {he  want  of  demand  for  Cotton  in  the  former  taluq,  and  to  the  Survey  and  Demarcation  work 
being  in  progress  in  the  latter.  The  latter  course  was  to  some  extent  true»  as  the  attention  of  the 
village  officials  was  thereby  withdrawn  from  the  work  of  collection.  Stringent  measures  were 
adopted  by  this  Office^  and  the  submission  of  daily  reports  of  collection  directed,  and  the  arrears 
were  thus  reduced.

The  amount  of  property  sold  in  the  Aloor  Taluq  was  nearly  double  that  sold  in  the  preceding 
&sli.  This  was  on  account  of  the  leniency  shown  by  the  Tahsildar  of  that  taluq  towards  ryots 
at  the  beginning  of  the  kists  in  allowing  them  time  until  demand  for  Cotton  should  put  them  in 
fimds.  As  soon  as  this  came  to  my  predecessor's  notice,  he  issued  orders  for  the  prompt  collection 
of  arrears,  as  nothing  in  the  character  of  the  season  called  for  any  special  indulgence.  The  ryots 
consequently  had  heavy  demands  to  liquidate  at  once,  and  property  had  to  be  attached  and  sold  in 
the  cases  of  those  who  failed  to  pay. 

32.  No  new  lands  were  acquired  either  by  the  Huzoor  or  Taluq  officials  in  the  fasli  under 
report.    This  Statement  is  therefore  blank,  and  is  not  annexed* 

33.  SxTBOBDiNATis.— The  circumstance  of  my  being  merely  in  a  very  temporary  charge  of  the 
division,  precludes  my  expressing  any  very  decided  opinion  regarding  my  subordinates,  other  than 
those  who  have  come  more  immediately  under  my  supervision.  With  the  employes  in  my  Office. 
I  have  had  no  fault  whatever  to  find.  I  endorse  with  considerable  pleasure,  the  good  opinions 
which  I  find  on  record  concerning  the  Sheristadar  D.  Eristna  Rao.  The  present  report  has  been 
necessarily  compiled  in  the  main  by  him,  and  I  hope  it  may  be  considered  a  not  discreditable 
specimen  of  his  efficiency  and  carefulness,  regarding  which,  as  also  his  personal  character,  I  have 
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every  reason  to  be  much  pleased.  My  Head  Clerk  Hanamnntha  Rao  is  a  promising  man,  and 
most  careful  and  attentive.  I  have  also  to  express  my  satisfaction  with  the  Clerk  in  charge  of 
the  Magisterial  Department^  Oomerkhan. 

As  regards  the  Tahsildars^  I  do  not  think  I  should  record  any  opinion.    They  have  all  during 
my  time  worked  well  and  regularly.

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I  HATi  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Settlement  and  Collections  of  this 
District  for  Fasli  1283,  together  with  the  prescribed  accounts  and  statements. 

— Statement  No.  1  shows  the  number  of  days 
occupied  in  the  settlement  at  each  station,  the  number  of  villages  settled,  the  officer  conducting 
the  Jamabandi,  and  the  number  of  puttas  distributed.

The  rain^fall  was  slightly  less  this  year.  The  Pennair,  Papagni,  Eander,  and  Chayair 
rivers  were  in  fresh  in  the  months  of  August,  September,  October,  May,  and  June.  Large  tanks 
received  a  full  supply  of  water.

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  Land  Revenue  inclusive  of  Miscel- 
laneous beriz,  amounting  to  Rupees  36,756.  This  is  chiefly  due  to  the  unfavorable  character  of 
the  season  as  I  have  already  explained.  The  large  decrease  of  Rupees  18,271  under  the  head  of 
Fasaljasti,  and  that  of  Rupees  14,293  under  Miscellaneous,  is  also  the  result  of  a  bad  season. 
When  dry  land  was  cultivated  with  wet  crops  the  assessment  was  hitherto  entered  under  the  head 
of  Tirvajasti.  In  Board^s  Proceedings,  No.  2,295,  dated  14th  August  1874,  it  is  directed  that 
prohibitory  assessment  should  alone  be  entered  under  the  head  of  Tirvajasti,  and  that  water-rate 
should  be  shown  separately.  The  column  Tirvajasti  for  this  year  is  therefore  left  blank,  and 
the  item  Prohibitory  assessment,  which  is  Tirvigasti,  as  that  term  is  now  interpreted  by  the  Board, 
IB  entered  under  Miscellaneous.

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Remissions  granted  on  Shamilat  or  partially  waste  land  is  included  in  Remissions  on  entire 
fields  of  waste,  consequently  the  column  for  Fasli  1283  against  Item  No.  1  in  the  aboye  statement 
is  left  blank.  The  large  increase  in  Items  Nos.  2,  4,  and  5  is  owing  to  scanty  early  rains  and 
excessive  later  rains  notwithstanding  that  wet  land  has  been  cultivated  with  dry  crops,  and  has 
been  charged  with  dry  assessment.  The  decrease  under  Item  8  is  attributable  to  the  small  culti- 
vation of  second  crops  and  to  the  lapse  of  rights  to  usual  remissions.  The  small  increase  in  Item  3 
is  owing  to  the  destruction  of  seeds  by  heavy  rain.  Of  the  total  amount  of  remissions  granted 
this  year,  vis.,  Rupees  20,536,  or  Rupees  930  above  that  of  last  year.  Rupees  16,543  are  on 
account  of  irrigated  lands,  while  Rupees  3,993  were  allowed  on  dry  lands.

From  the  above  it  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  14,300  on  the  whole. 
The  decrease  of  Rupees  13,297  in  Item  No.  4,  *' Cultivation  subsequent  to  Jamabandi,''  occurs 
more  particularly  in  Cuddapah,  Jamalmadugu,  Proddatur,  and  MadanapalU  Taluqs,  where  the 
Bettlement  was  not  completed  till  late  in  the  year.  The  decrease  in  Item  Mo.  15  is  owing  to  decrease 
in  second  crop  cultivation  owing  to  want  of  water.    In  Items  Nos.  2,  3,  6,  7,  10,  11,  14^  and  18, 
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the  cbanges  being  of  a  trifling  nature,  they  need  no  remarks.  The  increase  in  Item  I  is  dae  to 
the  conversion  of  two  Shrotriem  Tillages  to  two  Government  villages  as  explained  in  paragraph  ^^ 
and  their  qnit-rent  is  added  to  this  item.  In  Item  No.  5  the  decrease  is  owing  to  very  many 
cases  of  concealed  cultivation  having  been  brought  forward  during  the  current  Fasli.  In  Item 
No.  8,  **  Rent  of  Topes/'  the  considerable  increase  of  Rupees  6^008  is  owing  to  the  season  having 
been  favorable  to  fruit  trees.  The  decrease  in  Item  No.  9  is  due  to  some  of  the  Inams  having 
been  released  from  attachment  during  the  fasli  under  report.  In  Item  No.  16  the  increase  is 
attributable  to  the  recovery  of  rent  on  C.  class  lands  due  by  the  Railway  Company  for  the  current 
as  well  as  for  past  faslis.    The  decrease  in  Item  No.  13  is  due  to  the  scanty  rains. 

19.  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balancb  op  Current  Revenue.— The  following  statement 
shows  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance  under  several  sources  of  revenue  for  Fasli  1283.

23.    In  paragraph  23  of  the  last  year's  Jamabandi  Report  the  Board  were  informed  of  the 
confusion  in  the  Cuddapah  Taluq  accounts.    The  Additional  Deputy  Collector  has,  with  some 
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difficolty,  determined  the  amount  of  arrears  recoverable  and  irrecoverable.  That  officer's  report 
on  the  subject  reached  me  a  short  time  ago.  As  I  intend  to  make  a  special  report  on  the  subject 
I  have  not  included  the  irrecoverable  balances  of  that  taluq  in  this  report.

From  the  above  it  will  be  observed  that  the  extent  actually  cultivated  was  this  year  larger 
by  Acres  1,115,  assessed  at  Rupees  412,  while  the  revenue  was  smaller  by  Rupees  2,925  than  in 
last  fasli.

There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,200  over  the  charges  of  the  preceding  year.  The  increase  in 
Item  2  is  owing  to  the  deputation  allowance  drawn  by  the  Collector,  Head  Assistant,  and  Deputy 
Collectors^  and  that  in  Item  3  is  due  to  Divisional  OtScers  haying  travelled  more  than  in  the 
last  year.  The  increase  in  Item  4  is  due  to  the  disbursement  of  arrears  of  salary  and  to  deputa- 
tion  allowance  drawn  by  substitutes  appointed  in  lieu  of  Tahsildars  when  on  privilege  leave,  and 
on  special  duties.  The  purchase  of  Service  Postage  stamps  has  caused  an  increase  in  Item  No.  8. 
1^0  charges  have  been  made  under  the  head  of  Abkdri  and  the  consequence  was  the  decrease  in 
Item  No.  9.  The  abolition  of  discount  on  purchases  of  Judicial  stamps  for  some  time  in  the  year 
was  the  cause  of  decrease  in  Item  No.  10,  and  lastly  the  non-existence  of  Income  •tax  establish- 
ment during  the  year  has  shown  a  decrease  in  Item  11. 

32.  Examination  op  Taluq  and  Village  Accounts. — ^The  taluq  and  village  accounts  have 
been  examined  as  usual  and  found  to  be  correct,  with  the  exception  of  those  in  Cuddapah. 

33.  Examination  of  Cash  Accounts,  stc,  by  thb  Tsiasubt  Deputy  Collector. — ^The 
Deputy  Collector  in  charge  of  the  Treasury  has  examined,  during  the  year,  the  cash  accounts  of 
Fullampet,  Froddatur,  and  Cuddapah  Taluqs  under  the  Standing  Order,  No,  8  of  1874  (283-2.) 
From  the  reports  received  I  find  that  the  mistakes  in  the  accounts  of  the  first  two  taluqs  are  not 
of  a  grave  nature.  In  the  Cuddapah  Taluq  accounts  important  omissions  and  grave  mistakes 
have  been  discovered.

None  of  the  taluqs  have  been  settled  beyond  their  respective  limits. 

4.  Variation  in  the  Number  and  Tenure  of  Villages — ^The  total  number  of  ryotwari 
villages  in  the  Sub-Division  is  401  against  403  in  last  year,  the  changes  having  taken  place  in  the 
Royachoty  and  Kadiri  Taluqs.  The  villages  of  Mallepalli  and  TimmanayanipoUiem  have  been 
transferred  to  Kadiri  from  the  taluqs  of  Fulivendla  under  G.  0.,  No.  1,056,  of  the  2nd  October 
last ;  while  the  village  of  Somayasulapalli  was  amalgamated  with  that  of  Vepulakunta  with 
reference  to  the  Board*s  Froceedings,  dated  19th  February  1873,  No.  1,019,  Miscellaneous. 

The  hamlet  of  Kondagattupalli  attached  to  the  village  of  Fatnam  has  been  constituted  a 
separate  Tillage  under  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  of  the  17th  July  1873,  No.  4,468, 
Miscellaneous. 
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6.  The  villages  of  Matampalli  and  Tarpuvarigi,  in  the  taluq  of  Royachoty,  have  been  formed 
into  one  village  now  called  Masapet ;  while  the  village  of  Kasivanikalva  has  been  joined  to 
Fadamatavariga  now  called  Royachoty. 

The  villages  of  Subbarow  Agraharam  and  Vedallacheravoo  together,  and  those  of  Inayati 
Sagaram  and  Pemmadipalli  together,  have  been  constituted  into  two  villages  instead  of  four.  These 
changes  have  been  carried  out  under  the  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  1,019,  dated  19th  February 
1874. 

There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year  under  the  head  of  Shrotriem  villages.

7.  The  number  of  puttas  for  Fasli  1283  is  60,716,  or  greater  than  that  of  the  previous 
year  by  2,733.  The  number  of  new  puttas  issued  during  the  year  is  1,892  against  2,008  in  the 
previous  year  ;  while  under  the  head  of  Old  puttas  there  is  an  increase  of  685  over  that  of  the 
last  year.  The  number  of  old  puttas  that  have  remained  unaltered  is  43,265  against  42,580  in 
last  fasli.

8.  This  increase  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  transfers  of  joint  holdings  by  Puttadars  to  their 
co-sharers,  to  the  issue  of  puttas  to  persons  claiming  ownership  undei  Civil  Court's  certificates, 
and  to  the  durkhasts  for  lands  on  which  prohibitory  rates  were  imposed  in  the  previous  years. 

9.  I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  resided  within  the  precincts  of  my  division  during  the  last  year, 
except  on  two  or  three  occasions  when  I  went  to  Madras  for  the  late  Agricultural  Exhibition  an(} 
to  Cuddapah  to  attend  the  Sessions  and  to  examine  the  records. 

10.  The  season  was  not  so  favorable  for  agricultural  operations  as  in  the  past  fasli, 
The  rain-fall,  though  copious,  was  untimely,  being  too  late  for  the  first  crop  and  too  earl^  for  th^ 
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■econd  crop  fldasona.    The  monthly  fall  of  rain  during  the  year  is  shown  in  the  following  abstract 
in  a  comparative  view: —

IK  It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  quantity  of  rain-fall  in  the  taluqs  of  the  Sub- 
Division  is  33-103  in  excess  of  that  of  Fasli  1282  by  6  872.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  heavy 
rains  in  September  and  October  last  which  were  not  very  advantageous  to  the  ryots,  as  the  first 
crop  suffered  from  too  much  moisture,  and  the  failure  of  rains  in  March  and  April  proved  detri- 
mental to  the  second  crop  just  at  a  time  when  it  was  about  to  come  to  maturity.  The  rains 
of  May  and  June  were  only  beneficial  for  the  first  crop  cultivation  of  the  current  Fasli.  Several  of 
the  tanks  in  the  Sub-Division  have  been  damaged  during  the  year  owing  to  the  excessive  downi- 
pour  of  rain  in  October  last  and  some  40  tanks,  both  Circar  and  Dusbundum,  were  breached.

13.  The  rains  in  the  taluqs  of  Voilpaud  and  Royachoty  have  been  but  partial.  Under  the 
head  of  Tanks  fully  supplied  there  is  a  decrease  of  657  against  an  increase  of  1,591  in  last  year  ; 
while  under  the  head  of  Tanks  partially  supplied  there  is  an  increase  of  462  against  a  decrease  of 
1, 133  in  the  past  year. 

14.  The  yield  of  crop  during  the  year  is  generally  more  satisfactory  than  in  the  previous 
year,  though  full  crops  have  not  been  reaped  under  any  source  of  irrigation.  In  some  parts  of 
the  taluqs  of  Royachoty,  Kadiri,  and  Voilpaud,  sazza,  oil-seeds,  and  raggy  in  wet  fields  suffered 
from  bjight,  known  as  •*  Cheda"  and  *•  I^ukkateguloo,"    The  heavy  rains  of  October  have  rendered 
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dry  grains,  espeeially  at  Voilpaad,  less  profitable  than  otherwise.  Owing  to  the  failure  of  rains  in 
March  and  April  paddy^  raggy,  and  jonna  in  some  parts  of  the  division  have  entirely  withered 
away. 

The  average  yield  of  crop  under  tanks  and  channels  is  nine  and  twelve-sixteenths  against 
eight  and  nine  in  last  year,  and  the  dry  crop  generally  has  been  as  good  as  that  of  the  previous 
year.    The  crop  under  wells  has  fared  very  well. 

15.  PuBUC  Health. — The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district 
during  the  year  under  report  in  comparison  with  the  last  fasli  : —

16.  The  public  health  was»  on  the  whole,  not  good.  The  taluqs  in  this  division  happily 
escaped  any  visitation  of  cholera  during  the  year,  except  at  Royachoty  where  only  four  deaths 
appear  to  have  taken  place  for  the  whole  fasli  from  this  epidemic.  The  number  of  men  attacked 
with  fever  is  considerably  larger,  being  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  in  last  year;  while  the 
extent  of  mortality  under  tKe  head  is  6,500  against  4,600  in  the  previous  ohe.  The  fever  has 
been  reported  to  be  of  a  very  malignant  type,  and  to  have  proved  particularly  fatal  in  the  taluq  of 
Madanapalli.  Small-pox  has  also  prevailed  especially  in  the  Voilpaud  Taluq^  and  the  total  loss 
under  this  head  is  nearly  four  times  as  much  as  in  last  year. 

17.  Farm  Cattlb. — ^The  sudden  and  heavy  falls  of  rain  have  generally  exercised  a  very 
evil  influence  on  the  health  of  cattle.  From  the  statement  hereunder  given  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  extent  of  mortality  under  the  head  of  Goats  and  Sheep  is  31, 108  against  16,293,  or 
nearly  double  that  of  last  year ;  while  the  number  of  deaths  among  bullocks  and  buffaloes  is 
greater  than  the  previous  one  by  3,410.  lu  the  Royachoty  Talaq  alone  the  loss  among  cattle 
generally  is  14,427  against  2,072  during  the  past  fasli.  The  annexed  statement  exhibits  the 
number  of  deaths  among  cattle  in  a  comparative  view  :— -

18.  There  has  been  a  slight  fluctuation  in  the  prices  of  food -grains  during  the  year  under 
report,  except  borse-gram,  aricalu,  and  Raggy,  the  values  of  which  have  risen  to  a  small  extent. 
Prices  of  the  wet  grains  have  remained  nearly  stationary,  and  would  have  fallen  low  if  it  were 
not  for  the  decrease  of  dry  cultivation  consequent  on  the  failure  of  timely  rains  and  for  the 
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exportation  of  this  articl*  to  the  parts  of  Mysore  territory,  where  the  want  was  maoh  felt.  The

20.  It  will  thus  be  observed  that  the.  extent  of  occupation  for  the  jear  under  report,  minus 
the  amount  of  remissions  granted  at  the  Jamabandi,  is  Acres  587,650,  assessed  at  Rs.  5,51,765, 
against  Acres  586,133,  assessed  at  Rupees  5,54,653,  exhibiting  a  decrease  of  Rupees  2, 888-3»10 
including  dry  and  wet^  which  is  due  to  the  increase  of  remissions  under  ''Waste  "and 
**  Withered  crops  "for  reasons  already  stated.  Lands  to  the  extent  of  Acres  12,875,'  assessed  at 
Bupees  9,237,  were  relinquished  by  the  ryots  during  the  year  against  Acres  21,870,  assessed  at 
Rupees  15,548,  in  the  previous  one  ;  while  the  durkhasts  amounted  to  Acres  15,315,  assessed  at 
Rupees  10,728,  against  Acres  17,324,  assessed  atRupees  7,915,  which  exceeds  that  of  last  year  in 
css^fipient  by  Rupees  2t813,  which  is  owing  to  lands  haying  been  taken  up  more  extensively. 
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21.  Under  the  heads  of  Tirwajasti  and  FasaljaBti  there  is  a  large  decrease  of  Bapees  1,386  and 
11,519  respectively,  which  is  entirely  due  to  the  want  of  water-supply  in  the  tanks  on  the  failniv 
of  rains  at  the  first  crop  season.  The  net  land  revenue  after  deducting  remission,  which  are  a 
little  more  than  last  year,  amounts  to  Rupees  5,84,280-1-6  against  Rupees  6,00,837-15-10  in  last 
year,  showing  a  decrease  of  Rupees  16,557-11-4.

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87.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  extent  of  sugar-cane  and  cotton  and  a  decrease  in  that  of 
indigo,  which  is  mostly  grown  in  a  few  villages  of  the  Royachoty  Taluq,  but  no  extensive  cultiva- 
tion of  this  product  is  made  in  the  Sub-Division  as  the  soil  generally  seems  to  be  unsuited  to  it. 
Cotton  and  sugar-cane  have  been  more  extensively  cultivated  in  the  Kadiri  and  Madanapalli 
Taluqs  respectively  during  the  past  year,  and  the  increase  under  the  former  head  is  Rupees  769  ; 
while  that  under  the  latter  is  Rupees  2,838  over  that  of  Fasli  1282.

It  will  be  seen  that  no  remission  of  Shamilat  waste  has  been  granted  in  the  Royachoty  Taluq. 
In  the  remaining  taluqs  this  indulgence  was  shown  only  to  such  ryots  as  have  cultivated  small 
portions,  leaving  a  larger  extent  of  a  number  waste  owing  to  insufficiency  of  irrigation,  and  the 
remissions  were  only  granted  where  absolutely  necessary.

31.  From  the  above  it  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  large  increase  of  Rupees  664  under 
the  head  of  *'  Perished  crop*'  over  that  of  the  past  year.  This  was  granted  chiefly  in  the  taluq  of 
Hadanapalli  where  the  water-supply  failed  sooner  than  was  anticipated  and  the  crops  have  there* 
fore  either  partly  or  fully  withered  away. 

32.  The  increase  of  Item  No.  4  is  due  to  the  grant  of  remission  of  the  wet  assessment  in 
excess  either  of  the  highest  dry  rate  or  of  the  adjacent  rates  when  dry  crops  were  raised  in  wet 
fields  owing  to  the  deficiency  of  water.  This  indulgence  was  shown  only  in  exceptional  cases  as 
directed  in  paragraph  2  of  the  Board's  Standing  Order,  No.  XX.  of  1872,  the  provisions  of  which 
have  been  more  widely  promulgated  among  the  ryots  daring  the  year  under  report. 

33.  The  decrease  in  Item  No.  6  is  chiefly  on  account  of  the  decrease  of  cultivation  in  landi 
which  are  allowed  a  constant  half  remission  of  assessment.    The  other  items  need  no  remark.

37.  The  decrease  in  Item  No.  I  is  owing  to  some  of  the  Inams  haying  been  relinquished  on 
the  ground  of  unfitness  of  soil  or  inability  to  oultivate,.  while  the  increase  in  Item  No.  2  is  on 
account  of  Service  Inams  payable  with  *'  Hungami**  or  temporary  Jodi  having  boon  more  exten- 
sively brought  under  cultivation  than  in  last  year. 

38.  There  is  a  large  decrease  of  Rupees  6,635  in  Item  No.  4,  which  includes  also  the 
unauthorized  cultivation  during  the  year.  This  decrease  is  only  nominal,  as  the  excess  in  last  year 
is  due  to  the  early  settlement  of  the  Royachoty  Taluq  where  the  cultivation  after  Jamabandi 
amounted  to  Rupees  6,632  against  2,059  this  year.

41.  There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  465  under  the  head  of  Fines,  whioh  were  imposed  obiefly 
in  order  to  enforce  ready  eoUeetions  of  revenue,  as  other  punishments  of  village  servants  have, 
under  the  recent  orders  of  the  Board,  been  found  ineffectual,  and  when,  however,  it  is  remembered 
that  there  are  village  servants  in  the  Sub-Division  eiyoying  Rupees  1,52,914  Inam  the  total 
amount  of  fines,  viz..  Rupees  1,449-6-2,  is  not  large. 

42.  The  excess  in  Item  No.  14  is  due  to  the  increase  of  remisaouons  at  tbe  Jamabaadi,  befpre 
which  the  collections  were  made  according  to  the  past  year's  kiatf. 

43.  The  decrease  in  Items  Nos.  15,  16,  and  17  is  owing  to  the  water  supply  having  faM« 
partial  in  some  parts  of  the  taluqs.    The  other  items  do  not  eali  for  any  special  remark. 
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44.  The  item  of  Maramut  taffrick  has  been  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Department,  and 
no  collection  have  been  made  under  this  head.  The  District  Engineer  has  been  addressed  on 
this  subject,  since  it  does  not  appear  that  any  steps  have  been  taken  for  the  collection  of  this  item 
for  the  last  two  years. 

45.  Out  of  the  total  of  all  the  miscellaneous  sources  of  revenue  Rupees  33,200  is  derived 
from  irrigated  land  against  Rupees  40,890  in  last  year,  and  Rupees  23,116  from  unirrigated  lands 
in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous  fasli  by  Rupees  3,3-47. 

46.  There  is  no  increase  or  decrease  under  the  head  of  "Shrotriem  demand,  *'  being  Rupees 
7,850-2-4,  of  which  Rupees  6,599-3-7  have  been  collected  during  the  year,  leaving  a  balance  of 
Rupees  1,250-14-9  against  Rupees  2,294-10-6  in  the  preceding  year. 

47.  Of  this  balance  Rupees  665-2-0  has  been  collected  in  July  last,  leaving  a  remainder  on 
the  1st  August  last  of  Rupees  585-12-9  against  Rupees  1,021-10-6  in  the  past  year.  Steps  have 
been  taken  for  the  speedy  recovery  of  this  balance.

49.  Under  the  head  of  "Land  Revenue'*  the  current  demand  for  Fasli  1283  is  Bupees 
6,50,895,  of  which  Rupees  6,02,610  has  been  collected  during  the  fasli  under  notice,  leaving  a 
balance  on  the  Ist  July  last  of  Rupees  48,285  against  Rupees  80,389  in  the  preceding  year. 
This  balance  has  been  reduced  by  subsequent  collections  in  July  to  a  sum  of  Rupees  26,914 
outstanding  on  the  Ist  August  last,  or  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  by  Rupees  5.911. 

The  largest  balances  were  in  the  Madanapalli  and  Voilpaud  Taluqs,  which  were  those  settled 
last.  Much  of  this  balance  has  since  been  collected,  and  the  zeal  with  which  all  the  Tahsildara 
have  made  the  collections  is  commendable.  Matters  in  this  respect  are  more  satisfactory  than  in 
last  year. 

50.  The  large  decrease  under  the  head  Income-tax  is  owing  to  the  abolition  of  that  Act 
on  the  1st  April  1873,  A  sum  of  Rupees  5-6-0  had  been  credited  to  current  demand  of  Income* 
tax  in  the  Royachoty  and  Voilpaud  Taluqs.  This  has  been  collected  on  pensions  due  before  the 
abolition  of  the  Act,  but  drawn  subsequently.  This  entry  is,  I  thinks  wrong  ;  under  any  circum* 
stances  there  could  only  be  an  arrear  demand  and  not  a  current  one,  and  the  requisite  alteration  in 
the  accounts  has  accordingly  been  made,  but  I  am  further  of  the  opinion  that  no  Income-tax 
whatsoever  could  be  imposed  on  pensions  drawn  after  the  abolition  of  the  Act,  though  due  for  a 
period  when  the  Act  was  in  force.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  rule  under  which  no  tax  was 
levied  on  the  salaries  of  Government  officials  drawn  the  month  after  the  abolition  of  the  tax,  but 
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dae  for  the  last  month  of  its  existence.  The  amount  appears  to  have  been  credited  by  the  Tahsildar 
under  the  orders  of  the  Treasury  Deputy  Collector,  and  the  matter  is  therefore  submitted  for  your 
orders. 

51.  The  demand  under  Abk&ri  is  the  same  as  last  year,  as  the  farm  was  rented  for  three 
years,  and  every  month's  kist  is  regularly  collected  without  a  balance. 

52.  The  total  of  old  balances  under  all  sources  of  revenue  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  under  report  is  Rupees  88,666-2-1,  including  the  arrears  of  Income-tax,  amounting  to 
Rupees  559-14-11.  Of  this  amount  Rupees  78,774-3-9  have  been  collected  during  the  fasli, 
leaving  a  balance  on  the  Ist  July  last  of  Rupees  10,091-14-4  against  Rupees  7,954  in  the  past 
year.  The  collections  in  July  have  reduced  this  balance  to  Rupees  9,293-10-3.  Out  of  this 
sum  Rupees  3,555-6-6  including  Rupees  30-4-0,  and  Road-cess  of  Rupees  478-9-3,  are  now 
recommended  for  remission  as  irrecoverable.

66.  Process  were  issued  for  realizing  arrears  of  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  21,046-12-2, 
of  which  a  great  portion  was  paid  before  the  property  was  actually  put  up  to  auction.  The 
number  of  processes  exhibits  an  increase  of  1,445  over  that  of  the  past  year.  Under  the  head  of 
Personal  property  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  630-13-5,  while  the  sales  of  immovable  property 
exceed  that  of  last  year  by  Rupees  1,807-0-2. 

67.  The  total  amount  of  collections  during  the  year  is  Rupees  7,89,208-6-2,  or  in  excess  of 
that  of  last  fadi  by  Rupees  3,350-0-2,  and  the  amount  disbureed  is  Rupees  82,738-10.6,  'showing 
a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  8,338-8-6  when  compared  with  that  of  the  past  year. 
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58.  Under  the  heada  of  Salaries,  eto.^  of  the  Settlement  and  Surrey  Departments  there  is  a 
falling  off  of  Bupees  ll^QTS,  as  a  great  portion  of  the  establishments  employed  at  Eadiri  and 
Boyachoty  haye  left  for  other  talnqs  owing  to  the  completion  of  their  operations.  The  decrease 
of  Bnpeea  1,236  under  the  head  of  Discount  of  stamps  is  due  to  the  decrease  of  sales  as  well  as  to 
the  lowering  of  the  rates  of  discount. 

59.  Inavs  ov  Ruinxd  Paqodas. — No  Inam  lands  attached  for  seryice  in  Pagodas  haye  been 
incorporated  with  the  Ooyernment  ayacut  on  account  of  their  abandoned  state  for  upwards  of 
twelye  years  during  the  past  year, 

60.  The  following  statement  shows  the  particulars  of  such  tanks  as  have  their  ayacuts  (Ciroar 
and  loiam)  in  excess  of  Rupees  5,000  each*:—

61.  No  mined  tank8  have  been  made  oyer  for  priyate  enterprise  durii^  the  year  under 
report. 

62.  The  TiJuq  and  Village  accounts,  some  of  which  have  been  examined  by  me  at  the 
last  settlement,  haye  been  generally  kept  in  pretty  good  order.  The  bcorrectness  of  some  of  the 
yillage  accounts  is  due  to  the  appointment  of  new  Gumams  consequent  on  the  death  or  dismissal 
of  the  former  incumbents,  and  to  the  impossibility  of  procuring  able  persons  to  do  the  work  without 
an  Tt^^wi  or  a  sufficient  emolument  in  cash,  the  payment  of  which  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  Inam 
holder. 

63.  I  have  made  periodical  inspections  of  the  rain  gauges,  as  well  as  the  registers  kept  in 
the  Taluq  Gusbahs.  There  haye  been  slight  discrepancies  between  the  registers  kept  at  Madana- 
palli  Taluq  Gutcherry  and  at  the  Public  Works  Bange  office  and  at  Eadiri.  I  haye  found  this 
discrej^^ancy  still  more  marked,  there  being  generally  an  excess  of  exactly  one  inch  in  the  Gutcherry 
oyer  that  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  gauge.  As  a  general  rule  the  rain  gauge  kept  in  the 
Cusbah  town  is  by  no  means  a  test  of  the  rain  which  falls  in  the  taluq.  Owing  to  the  way  in  which 
this  Sub-Diyision  is  cut  up  by  hills  the  rain  is  frequently  confined  to  one  or  two  yalleys.  It  would, 
I  think,  be  of  great  use  if  a  rain  gauge  were  kept  at  each  Police  Station; 

64.  Mysore  Bhoojunga  Bow,  the  3rd  Glerk  in  my  office,  reports  that  an  extent  of  Acres  4-24-0, 
asseased  at  Bupees  19-11-0,  possessed  by  his  ancestors  at  Labhum  Gheruyoo  in  the  Boyachoty  Taluq, 
has  been  now  discoyered  by  him  to  be  his  property.  Putta  has  been  in  his  name,  but  as  he  was 
a  boy  when^his  &t&er  (the  son  of  Butcha  Bow,  Golonel  Munro*s  Sheristadar)  died  ;  this,  together 
with  other  property,  has  been  fraudulently  kept  from  him. 

Eswarapragada  Bama  Bow,  Taluq  Sheristadar  of  Yoilpaud,  states  that  an  extent  of  land,  mea- 
suring Acres  90-34-0,  assessed  at  Bupees  305-8-3,  situated  in  the  Nellore  District,  had  not  been 
brought  to  notice  in  the  last  Settlement  Beports.  With  these  exceptions  no  lands  haye  been  newly 
acquired  by  public  seryants  in  the  Sub-Diyision  during  the  year  under  report. 
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65.  Conduct  or  Hnzus  and  Taluq  OmcuLs.— The  Huzor  Sheristadar,  Teperoomal  Cfiettjr,' 
Btill  continues  to  give  me  entire  satisfaction,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  whatever 
change  may  have  taken  place  is  a  change  for  the  better.  In  my  last  report  I  had  no  fault  to  find 
with  him,  and  since  then  I  have  found  him  even  more  zealous  and  willing  to  work.  His  thorough 
knowledge  of  Ihiglish  and  of  revenue  work  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  me.  Rama  Row,  the 
Head  Clerk,  also  deserves  my  commendation.  He  does  his  work  quickly  and  thoroughly.  He  is 
very  well  acquainted  with  JE^glish,  and  had  he  only  passed  the  higher  standard  examinations 
would  be  the  best  man  I  know  of  for  a  Tahsildar*s  post.  He  is^  however,  young  and  will.  I  hope^ 
qualify  for  this  appointment  before  long.  The  other  ofSce  Clerks  are  young  men,  they  have  givea 
me  satisfaction  and  will,  I  trust,  with  experience  become  valuable  officers. 

Ramanjooloo  Naidoo,  the  Tahsildar  of  Madanapalli,  has  not  given  me  satisfaction.  His  case 
has  been  reported  to  the  Board  of  Revenue  and  he  will,  I  hope,  soon  be  allowed  to  retire. 

Raghavendra  Row,  the  Tahsildar  of  Voilpaud,  has  been  doing  a  little  better  work  during  the 
year.     He  is,  however,  still  apathetic  and  requires  a  good  deal  of  rousing. 

Ramanujoo  Row,  the  Tahsildar  of  Royachoty,  is  very  active  and  zealous.  His  kists  have  been 
well  collected  and  he  knows  his  taluq  thoroughly.     I  have  been  satisfied  with  his  work. 

Amee  Eristna  Row,  Tahsildar  of  Eadiri,  has  done  very  good  work  indeed.  His  taluq  is  the 
best  managed  of  any  in  the  Sub-Division,  and  though  the  people  are  an  unruly  lot  he  has  kept 
them  well  ift  order.  In  criminal  cases  he  has  done  very  good  service.  During  a  portion  of  the 
year  under  report  he  was  acting  as  Deputy  Collector,  his  locum  ienena  being  Runga  Row,  the 
Cuddapah  Sub-Magistrate.  This  is  this  officer's  first  experience  of  a  Tahsildar*s  post,  but  he  will 
I  trust  in  time  prove  efficient.  With  my  Taluq  Sheristadars  I  am  not  very  well  satisfied. 
Tiroovengada  Charloo  of  Royachoty  is  the  best,  but  the  Government  have  refused  to  grant  him 
Magisterial  powers.  His  revenue  work  he  does  well,  and  I  have  been  generally  satisfied  with  him. 
Narasinga  Row  of  Eadiri  is  of  very  little  use.  Since  his  reduction  from  aTahsildar*s  post  he  has 
done  little  good,  and  I  can  scarcely  hope  for  any  improvement ;  he  also  has  no  Magisterial  powers* 
Bama  Row  of  Voilpaud  is  sickly  and  will  not,  I  fancy,  ever  recover  his  health  thoroughly.  It  would 
be  to  the  interests  of  the  public  service  were  he  to  retire  on  a  third  pension,  for  which  he  is 
qualified.  Nagesha  Row  of  Madanapalli  is  hasty  and  not  always  clear-headed.  He  has  once  or 
twice  acted  temporarily  as  Tahsildar,  but  on  each  occasion  during  his  few  days  of  charge  has 
managed  to  commit  some  blunder.  The  conduct  of  the  other  taluq  servants  deserves  no  special 
remark.  Some  of  the  Revenue  Inspectors  will  retire  next  year  under  the  55  years*  rule,  and  I  hope 
to  replace  them  by  younger  and  more  active  men.

I  HAYi  the  honor  to  report  on  the  Settlem^ent  of  the  District  for  Fasli  1283  (1873«74),  and 
to  sabmit  the  prescribed  Statements. 

2.  There  has  been  no  change  in  the  number  and  tenure  of  Tillages. 

3.  The  settlement  was  conducted  by  the  officers  in  respectire  charj^e  of  the  taluqs,  and  i^ 
not  less  than  three  stations  in  each. 

4.  FuTTAS.— Fresh  puttas  were  issued  in  15,053  cases  i^ainst  27,230  in  1872-73,  when 
the  new  rates  of  assessment  were  introduced,  into  the  Fattikonda  Taluq.  In  71,103  cases  th^e 
old  puttas  were  confirmed  without  alteration,  and  in  4,124  thej  were  modified  bj  additional 
entries.  The  number  of  miscellaneous  puttas  amounts  to  1,802  against  7,510  in  the  previous 
year. 

5.  SiAsoN.^The  marginal  statement  shows  the  rain-fall  as  compared  with  1872-73.     Tho 

season  was  generally  favorable  for  agricultural 
operations  in  all  the  taluqs  except  Eoilkuntla^ 
and  the  outturn  of  the  different  crops  was,  on 
the  whole,  better  than  in  1872-73.  In  Koil- 
kuntla  the  early  rains  were  extremely  defi* 
cient,  so  much  so  that  the  laboring  classes 
were  reduced  to  distress  for  want  of  employ- 
ment, and  it  was  found  necessary  to  carry  out 
relief  operations,  to  enable  them  to  tide  over 
their  difficulty,  until  the  later  crops  were  har- 
vested. Bupees  10,950  on  road  works,  ao^d 
Rupees  235-12-11  on  relief  houses,  were  thus 
expended  between  September  and  Januaij.

7.  Pbicis.— The  price  of  jonna,  the  staple  article  of  food  in  the  district,  was  higher  than 
last  year  in  Nundial,  Cumbum  and  Markapur,  and  lower  in  the  other  five  taluqs.  Daring  the 
first  six  months  there  was  a  brisk  demand  for  the  article,  caused  chiefly  by  the  distress  which 
prevailed  in  Eoilkuntla,  but  towards  the  beginning  of  January  the  price  fell  from  Bupees  177  to 
160  a  garoe,  and  in  March  it  fell  again  to  152  Bupees.  The  average  for  the  district  is  the  same 
as  in  1872-73. 

8.  There  is  a  small  declme  in  the  prices  of  the  other  food-gruns,  amounting  (in  the  second 
tort  paddy)  to  29*7  per  cent.  The  .commutation  rates,  however,  are  still  lower  than  the  market 
prices.

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10.  There  is  a  small  increase  in  holdings  of  Acres  7,514,  and  in  assessment  of  Bs.  7,448. 
The  former  is  distribated  over  all  the  taluqs  except  Pattikonda,  where  a  large  extent  of  land 
(Acres  28,923)  was  relinquished  in  conseqaence  of  the  high  rates  of  assessment  imposed  by  the 
Settlement  Department.  In  this  talnq  there  is  a  net  decrease  of  about  Acres  6,250  in  the  hold- 
ings, although  there  is  an  increase  of  Bupees  2,584  in  the  assessment.  In  the[irrigated  area,  out 
of  1,229  Acres  relinquished  for  the  whole  district,  more  than  |ths,  or  Acres  928^  occur  in  this  one 
taluq.  These  lands  were  formerly  assessed  at  Rupees  3,392,  while  in  the  settlement  the  assess- 
ment has  been  raised  to  Bupees  4,893. 

11.  Actual  G(jltivation  and  Wastb. — ^96*71  per  cent,  of  the  holdings  was  actually  culti* 
yated  against  96*93  per  cent,  in  the  preyious  year.  Of  the  area  left  waste  3*18  percent,  is  under 
dry,  and  'I  per  cent,  under  wet. 

12.  Wasti  Bbmittbd  and  Chabqbd. — No  remission  was  granted  on  dry  waste.  Under  wet 
the  assessment  (Rupees  4,229)  was  charged  on  864  Acres,  and  Bupees  2,740  remitted  on  entire 
fields  left  waste  from  want  of  water  (Acres  408).  On  portions  of  fields  left  waste  Bs.  156-7-9 
were  remitted,  as  shown  in  Statement  No.  4. 

13.  The  total  amount  thus  remitted  is  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  charge  giyen  up  in  1872-7d. 
The  decrease  is  due  entirely  to  the  fayorable  character  of  the  season.

15.  Partial  Waste. — Bemission  was  granted  only  in  three  taluqs  after  full  inquiry.  The 
remission  on  Shayy  does  not  call  for  remark.  The  Teerwakami  remissions  was  granted  on  wet  lands 
sown  with  dry  crops,  owing  to  the  ruined  condition  of  the  irrigation  works.  This  remission  is 
chiefly  confined  to  Koilkuntla,  Cumbum  and  Markpaur,  and  will  disappear  when  the  new  settle- 
ment is  introduced. 

16.  The  remissions  granted  under  the  Tope  rules  and  to  Dasabandam  Inamdars  generally  yary 
with  the  cultiyation.  The  sum  of  Bupees  62-12-6,  appearing  under  the  head  of  Pagoda  allowance, 
is  the  assessment  remitted  on  certain  lands  in  Bamalkota  and  Nundial  Taluqs  assigned  to  Hindoo 
temples  in  lieu  of  money  allowances  formerly  paid  from  the  treasury.  In  last  year's  report  it  was 
recommended  that  the  remission  should  be  discontinued,  and  the  former  money  payment  reyerted 
to  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  G.  O.,  dated  27th  September  1872,  No.  I936I.  No  orders  haye 
been  received  on  the  subject. 

17.  Fixed  Remiaaiona. — These  are  usual  remissions  granted  in  the  Cumbum  and  Markapur 
Taluqs,  and  amount  to  Bupees  3,028-1-11,  or  649  more  than  last  year,  as  explained  in  Statement 
No.  4.  The  increase  occurs  in  Markapur,  and  is  attributed  to  a  large  extent  of  these  lands  which 
were  left  waste  last  year  haying  been  cultiyated  in  the  year  under  reyiew* 
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18.  The  following  statoment  shows  the  net  Ryotwar  settlement  as  compared  with  Fasli  1282. 
After  deducting  the  remissions  detailed  in  the  preceding  paragraphs,  and  the  Land  and  Village- 
cesses  included  in  the  assessment  in  the  fonr  talnqs  of  Eomool  proper,  the  net  Ryotwar  demand 
amounts  to  Rupees  14,78,845-14-4,  or  Rupees  34,710  more  than  the  previous  year  : —

81.  More  than  4-ths  of  the  arrears  is  due  by  ryots  whose  real  and  personal  property  have 
been  attached  and  sold,  but  did  not  fully  meet  the  Government  demand.  During  the  past  few 
years  stringent  measures  appear  to  have  been  taken  to  collect  the  old  balances,  and  there  is 
now  no  arrears,  at  least  under  Land  revenue,  outstanding  beyond  Fasli  1276.  The  arrears  due 
for  that  year  amounts  to  only  Annas  11*8.

The  subject  was 
referred  to  in  the  Special  Fund  Report  of  1872-73,  but  no  orders  have  yet  been  passed  regarding 
the  remission  of  the  arrears,  although  the  report  itself  has  been  separately  reviewed  by  the  Board*

I  hoped 
the  measure  would  have  been  a  warning  to  the  other  Gumams,  but  it  seems  to  have  had  little 
effect,  as  the  collections  are  now  smaller  than  ever. 

10.  A  Statement  of  the  monthly  collection  is  annexed,  by  which  the  Board  will  observe 
that  during  the  incumbency  of  Mr.  Sooryamoorti  Pillai,  the  collections  were  much  higher  after 
he  looked  into  the  matter  himself  by  my  orders  in  the  month  of  September.  They  decreased 
again  afterwards^  and  this  year  up  to  date  they  are  very  unsatisfactory,  as  shown  below.  I  con* 
sider  the  Tahsildar  is  to  blame  for  this  neglect,  as  the  department  is  under  his  special  supervision, 
and  am  very  much  astonished  at  the  remarks  of  theDeputy-GoUector  praising  him  and  the  Curnam 
in  paragraph  24.

4.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  taluq  during  the  year  under  report  was  comparatively 
good.    There  were  no  epidemics. 

6.  The  average  Bazaar  prices  of  principal  grains  are  given  in  Statement  No.  2  under  the 
several  heads  therein  provided.  The  price  of  all  the  chief  grains  of  food  rose  in  the  year  under 
report,  owing  partly  to  bad  seasqn  in  the  Mofussil,  and  to  export  of  grain  in  large  quantities  to 
the  famine-stricken  districts  in  Bengal.

7.  Annexed  is  a  Statement  showing  the  demand  and  collections  in  Fasli  1283,  under  the 
liead  Land  Revenue,  audit  shows  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  323-13-6  under  Demand  and  of 
Rupees  29,138-9-2  under  Collections.  The  demand  under  Shrotriem  Jodi  remained  the  same,  and 
the  increase  in  collections  is  owing  to  large  collections  of  the  arrears.  The  decrease  in  demand 
under  the  head  Quit-rent  is  owing  to  remission  of  quit-rent  on  lands  CRupees  203-6-9)  purchased 

. . .  ^  ,  .   i«..  by  Government  in  public  auction  held  for  arrears 

Q.  0..  No.  884  of  nth  Jniy  1874.  ^j  revenue,  and  on  lands  purchased  by  Munici- 

pality (Rupees  60-8-0)  for  Madras  Water  Works.  The  latter  will  be  collected  under  orders  of 
Government  as  per  margin.  The  increase  in  collections  is  due  to  the  exertions  of  the  collecting 
staff.  The  certificate  fees  shows  a  large  increase,  and  this  result  is  attributable  to  increased 
number  of  applications  from  landed  proprietors  for  certificates.  The  Revenue  Process  Fees  show  a 
decrease,  and  indicates  that  rate-payers  are  paying  in  the  arrears  briskly  to  avoid  paying  the 
Process  Services  Fees.  The  increase  in  the  Palmyrah  rents  is  nominal,  as  the  collection  in  1282  did 
not  represent  the  whole  demand  for  that  year,  as  explained  in  the  last  Settlement  Report.  The 
variations  in  Items  7  to  10  are  trifling,  and  call  for  no  remarks.  The  increase  in  rents  of  tama- 
rind trees  is  owing  to  a  larger  number  of  trees  having  borne  fruit  in  the  year  under  report.  There 
is  a  small  increase  in  the  amount  of  interest  on  revenue  arrears.    It  mqirires  no  explanati<m.

Item  No.  4  is  the  difference  of  quit-rent  reduced  from  1}  to  }  pagoda  rate,  under  G.  0., 
No.  350,  dated  21st  March  1873,  on  grant  land  No.  622.  in  Tondiarpet. 

Item  No.  5  needs  no  explanation. 

Item  No.  6  is  the  total  amount  of  quit-rent  arrears  on  lands  in  Nungambakam  tank  bed 
erroneously  charged  with  quit-rent. 

Item  No.  7  is  the  quit-rent  arrears  on  lands  in  Chetput  tank  bed  relinquished,  as  directed  by 
the  Board,  in  their  Proceedings,  No.  19  of  dth  January  1871. 

Item  No.  8  comprises  ground-rent  for  Fasli  1280.  It  is  due  from  petty  traders  in  firewood 
from  the  Hofossil.  It  is  irrecoverable,  as  these  squatters  on  the  government  lands  are  reported 
to  have  suffered  loss  in  trade,  and  left  Madras  long  ago.  Deducting  therefore  the  total  of  these 
items  from  the  balance  of  Rupees  15,823-12-2,  there  is  left  a  balance  of  Bupees  11,809-12-10  to 
be  accounted  for. 

This  sum  is  the  accumulated  arrears  of  four  fasli  years  1279,  1280,  1281  and  1282  and  steps 
^ill  be  adopted  to  collect  such  portions  of  them  as  caa  be  collected,  and  to  recommend  the  rest 
to  be  written  off  the  accounts. 

11.  In  the  fasli  under  report  30,540  notices  demanding^  Bupees  85,402-9-7  were  served, 
warning  the  defaulters  to  pay  up  the  arrears,  8,729  warrants  or  second  demands  were  issued 
demanding  Bupees  31,295-0-11.  Personal  property  was  distrained  in  204  cases  only  to  the 
value  of  Bupees  1,183-0-7,  and  of  these  204  cases,  property  to  the  value  of  Bupees  188-7-9,  in 
fifty  cases,  was  9old  by  auction;  the  rest  of  the  property  having  been  released  on  payment  of  the 
arrears  before  the  date  of  its  sale.  The  fifth  demands  or  orders  for  attachment  of  real  property 
iprere  issued  in  580  cases  to  recover  Bupees  7.059-9-0,  and  lands  of  the  estimated  value  of  Rupees 
72.614  were  attached.  Properties  were  sold  in  eighty-six  cases.  Government  purchased  in 
twenty-nine  cases  lands  of  the  estimated  value  of  Bupees  643  for  Bupees  29.  In  the  remaining 
f^iy-seven  cases  the  sales  realized  Rupees  8.526.

13.  Stamping  Wkjqbts  and  Msasubbs — The  collections  during  Fasli  1283  amounted  to 
Rupees  3,606-6-0,  being  Rupees  309-15-0  less  than  those  in  1282.  The  decrease  is  due  to  the 
belief  gaining  ground  among  traders  that  it  is  not  compulsory  to  have  weights  and  measures 
stamped.  The  subjoined  Statement  shows  the  work  done  in  this  department.  The  charges  of 
this  department  amounted  to  Rupees  1,128  on  account  of  Fixed  Establishment,  and  Rupees  20-2-0 
on  account  of  Contingencies,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  2,458-4-0,  in  favor  of  Government : —

— In  this  department  a  small  establisbment  was  retained  till  30th  Septem- 
ber 1873  to  collect  arrears  and  also  to  close  the  accounts.  Rupees  4,215-9-7  were  collected  during 
Fasli  1283,  being  arrears  of  assessment  for  official  year  1872-73,  and  Rupees  3,924  were  remitted 
under  G.  0.,  No.  232  of  20th  February  1874, 

15.  Stamps. — The  revenue  in  this  department  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees  34,308-2-6  in 
Fasli  1283  over  Fasli  1282.  The  annexed  Statement  shows  the  revenues  of  the  two  Faslis  1282 
and  1283  side  by  side  under  the  two  principal  classes  of  stamps.  Judicial  or  Court  Fees  and  Non- 
judicial. <  A  Miscellaneous  head  also  appears  in  the  Statement,  and  under  it  are  included  penalties 
collected  and  forwarded  by  the  High  Court  of  Judicature  under  the  Stamp  law,  value  of  papers 
collected  from  parties  who  were  given  fresh  stamped  papers  in  lieu  of  spoiled  stamps  of  the  same 
value.

16.  Abeabi. — ^In  this  department  the  five  Futtai  Arrack  godowns  beyond  the  High  Court 
limits  and  situated  at  Saint  Thomas'  Mount,  Palaveram,  Papanchavady,  Madura  Voil  and  Mada- 
varam  were  rented  as  usual  to  the  Contractors  of  the  previous  Fasli  1282  upon  an  increased  dowle 
of  14  Gallons,  as  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Revenue,  in  their  Proceedings,  No.  1,092,  dated  24th 
June  1873,  while  the  fifty-seven  Puttai  Arrack  shops  within  the  High  Court  limits  were  rented  in

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20.  Out  of  the  arrears  at  the  beginning  of  Faali  1283,  Rupees  9,575-14-10  were'collected  in 
Fasli  1283  and  Rupees  169^2-8  were  remitted,  as  directed  in  Revenue  Board's  Proceedings, 
No.  232,  dated  20th  February  1874,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  95-12-0'which  has  also  been 
since  ordered  to  be  written  off  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Revenue^  No.  2,295,  dated  l^th 
August  1874.

I HAYB  the  honor  to  submii  the  Jamabandi  Report  for  Fasli  1283»  together  with  the  prescribed 
number  of  Statements. 

2.  The  names  of  the  officers  who  conducted  the  settlement,  and  the  stations  occupied 
bj  them,  are  given  in  No.  1.  I  had  assigned  one  of  the  taluqs  in  the  Principal  Division,  viss., 
Sydapet,  to  Mr.  Deputy  Collector  Jones,  but  in  consequence  of  the  heavy  failure  of  dry  crops,  etc., 
there,  resulting  in  the  grant  of  special  remissions,  I  deemed  it  advisable  eventually  to  settle  the 
taluq  myself,  so  that  the  whole  of  the  Sub  and  Principal  Divisions  were  settled  by  the  Sub-Collec- 
tor and  myself  respectively. 

3.  The  average  time  occupied  in  completing  the  Jamabandi  of  each  taluq  was  thirty-one 
days,  and,  as  a  rule,  the  settlement  was  conducted  in  more  than  two  places  with  as  little  incon- 
venience as  possible  to  the  ryots.     The  Jama- 

.  Hgh,y^.gl.td.y.-F«J.p«graphi7.  ^^^.  of  the  Trivellore  Taluq  occupied  loDge«t- 

this  was  unavoidable  owing  to  the  very  large  claims  preferred  for  remission  in  its  southern  and 
western  portions,  rendering  a  re-ezamination  of  many  villages  there  absolutely  necessary. 

4.  The  total  number  of  villages  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  though  there  has  been  a 
slight  variation  in  the  number  held  under  each  tenure.  There  is  an  increase  of  one  village  under 
Amani,  and  a  corresponding  decrease  under  the  head  Shrotriem,  owing  to  Vembakam,  an  unen- 
franchised Sbrotriem  in  the  Conjeveram  Taluq,  having  been  resumed  for  default  of  payment  of 

quit-rent  and  placed  under  Amani  management 
'^Pr^e?£S:L"V:f^id\'"'''""'^    '"""'*•    P^-^diug  the  introduction  of  a  Fieldwar  settle- 

ment.  This  village  has  already  been  demarcated

5.  Some  important  territorial  changes  also  took  place  during  the  year  by  transfer  of  villages 

from  one  taluq  to  another  in  the  Sub-Division

Zomindari 17  Chingleput  villages,  sixty-seven  in  number,  lying

^°  "  °^ " **  ever  freshes  occurred,  were  transferred  to  Madu- 

rantakmn,  and  twenty-three  villages  of  the 
latter  taluq,  lying  between  the  Palar  and  Gheyar,  were  transferred  to  Coiy everam  for  similar  reasons^ 
Thus  the  Sub-Division  taluqs  have  all  now  well-defined  natural  boundaries. 
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6.  The  total  number  of  Byotwar  pattas  this  year  was  57,487  against  55,803  last  year,  show- 
ing an  increase  of  1,684.  The  number  of  new  puttas  issued  this  year  was  2,842.  In  42,334 
pattas  the  beriz  was  different  from  last  year,  and  in  26,512  cases  pattas  were  produced  and  alter- 
ations made,  while  in  16,822  instances  the  holders  did  not  come  forward  and  produce  them.  In 
12,311  puttas  no  change  whatever  occurred. 

7.  Season. — ^The  season  of  the  past  year  presents  a  most  unfavorable  contrast  to  that  of 
Fasli  1282,  the  total  registered  rain-fali  being  inches  29*56  against  inches  78*13  of  the  previous 
year,  and  an  average  fall  of  43*65  ;  and  scarcely  any  rain  fell  in  May,  June  and  July,  resulting 
in  a  disastrous  failure  of  dry  cultivation.  As  a  necessary  sequence  of  such  an  inadequate  fall  too 
the  tanks  in  the  district  received  a  very  insufficient  supply,  in  some  cases  none  at  all.  The  only 
exceptions  to  this  state  of  things  were  the  tanks  at  the  Bed  Hills  and  Sholaveram,  both  of  which 
are  fed  by  the  Gortilliar.  The  great  Chembrambakam  tank  even  did  not  receive  a  full  supply, 
owing  to  the  anient  at  Eesaveram  at  the  head  of  the  Coovam  not  having  had  the  damages  it 
sustained  in  1872  repaired  till  late  in  the  fasli.  What  remained  from  the  past  year's  supply, 
with  the  little  water  received,  sufficed  to  raise  Samba  in  a  large  portion  of  the  ayacut;  but  as  the 
season  advanced  the  supply  failed,  and  a  good  deal  of  Navaray  and  second  crop  became  withered 
(Shavi),  or  yielded  a  very  small  outturn,  thereby  necessitating  large  remissions.  The  following 
abstract  gives  the  rain-fall  of  the  year  as  registered  at  head  quarters: —

8.  Public  Health. — Public  health  was  indifferent,  though  there  is  nothing  special  to  note. 
The  district  has  enjoyed  perfect  immunity  from  cholera  and  other  epidemics  of  severe  type  ; 
according  to  Mortuary  returns  small-poz  and  fever  appear  to  have  prevailed  to  a  greater  extent 
this  year  than  last.  It  is  hoped  that  the  efforts  which,  are  now  being  made  by  the  Local  Fund 
Boards  to  improve  the  Vaccine  staff  will  have  the  effect  of  checking  the  former  disease.  Cattle 
epidemics  of  one  kind  or  another  prevailed  all  over  the  district,  and  severely  at  Streepermatoor 
and  in  its  neighbourhood.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Thacker  the  Board  of  Revenue  deputed 
Mr.  Pritchard,  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  the  Body  Guard,  to  render  the  necessary  medical  aid,  and  the 
prompt  measures  adopted  by  him  were  very  successful. 

9.  Prices. — Statement  No.  2. — Prices  of  all  food  grains  were  again  higher  this  year, 
owing  to  the  unfavorable  season,  not  only  here  but  in  some  of  the  southern  districts.  The 
average  price  of  first  and  second  sort  paddy  per  garce  was  Rupees  147,  or  88  per  cent,  more  than 
the  commutation  rate,  and  20  per  cent,  over  that  of  last  year.  On  the  ten  years*  average, 
however,  the  price  this  year  indicates  a  fall  of  16  per  cent.,  or  Rupees  26  per  garce.

12.  Actual  Cultivation. — The  actual  cultivation  this  year  amounts  to  Acres  387,719, 
assessed  at  Rupees  11,20,429,  being  a  decrease  of  Acres  42,056,  assessed  at  Rupees  83,036. 
The  bulk  of  this  decrease  occurs  in  the  nunjah  (Acres  14,464)  cultivation,  amounting  to  Rs.  49,405; 
while  the  decrease  in  the  punjah  (Acres  27,592)  cultivation  amounts  to  Rupees  33,631.  This 
falling  off  is  due,  as  already  remarked,  to  the  failure  of  the  south-west  monsoon,  and  the  very 
partial  supply  of  water  which  the  north-east  monsoon  brought  to  the  tanks  generally. 

13.  The  total  extent  of  dry  and  wet  waste  charged  this  year  amounted  to  Acres  12,987, 
assessed  at  Rupees  19,080,  chiefly  on  lands  situated  in  beds  of  tanks,  except  in  the  Suttiavedu 
division  under  the  Eambakum  range,  and  part  of  Ponnery  Taluq,  where  full  assessment  was 
charged  even  on  ordinary  waste,  because  the  villages  comprised  in  these  tracts  are  not  only 
lightly  assessed  but  had  also  a  fair  average  supply  of  water,  chiefly  from  hill  streams  and  springs.

16.  The  remissions  granted  on  dry  waste, 
and  on  portions  of  dry  and  wet  fields,  are  special 
concessions,  which  the  Board  were  pleased  to 
sanctiont  this  year  on  my  recommendation.  They 
have  been  a  great  boon  to  the  ryots  in  a  sea- 
son of  drought  like  the  past,  and  amount  to 
Rupees  1,12,739.  If  to  this  sum  we  add 
Bupees  367  remitted  on  dry  shavy  and 
Bupees  26,333  remitted  on  account  of  dry 
partial  crop,  the  total  special  remissions 
amount  to  Bupees  1,39,439,  or  Bupees  61,000 
less  than  the  amount  estimated  by  me,l 

17.  Great  care  was  taken  prior  to  making  these  remissions.  The  Board*s  order  on  the 
subject  was  received  while  I  was  settling  the  Trivellore  Taluq.  I  at  once  suspended  the  actual 
Jamabandi  work  for  a  time,  and  deputed  the  Assistant  Collector,  the  Tahsildar,  Deputy 
Tahsildar,  the  Taluq  Sheristadar,  and  some  of  the  subordinates  of  my  own  office  to  azmaish  the 
villages  where  the  claims  were  considerable*  I  also  examined  some  myself.  In  cases  where  the 
claims  were  very  heavy  the  villages  were  examined  by  more  than  one  officer,  and  in  some  cases 
by  three.  Mr.  Crole  also  had  similar  examination  made  in  the  taluqs  of  the  Sub-Division  before 
granting  these  remissions,  as  explained  in  his  letter  of  the  16th  February  last.  No.  86,  printed 
in  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  416,  of  the  24th  idem  ;  and  all  that  could  be  done  to  protect  the 
interests  of  Government,  without  unduly  impoverishing  the  ryots,  was  I  believe  really  done. 

18.  Special  Pboducts — Enclosure  B.  in  No,  3.^The  extent  of  sugar-cane  and  cotton 
cultivation  is,  as  usual,  so  insignificant  as  to  call  for  no  remark.  The  extent  of  land  cultivated 
with  indigo  shows  a  net  decrease  of  Acres  1,832,  assessed  at  Bupees  9,093,  against  the  cultivation 
of  the  past  fasli,  which  is  of  course  due  to  the  unfavorable  season. 

19.  Pboobessivb  Cowxe — Enclosure  C.  in  No.  3. — No  progressive  cowles  are  now  running, 
those  existing  at  the  commencement  of  the  fasli  having  been  brought  to  full  assessment,^  and  no 
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new  ones  have  been  issned  this  year.  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  any  necessity  in  fatnre  to  grant 
such  cowles,  as  land  of  late  years  has  risen  so  much  in  value,  except  in  the  cases  of  tracts  covered 
with  prickl;-pear,  where  the  Board's  recent  orders  will,  of  coarse,  be  followed. 

20.  Enclosure  D.  to  Statement  No.  3. — ^The  marginal  abstract  gives  the  Taloqwar  particu- 
lars of  remissions  granted,  and  the  amount  charged  on  portions  of  fields  left  waste.  It  calls  for 
no  remarks  here,  as  I  have  already  explained  the  circumstances  and  authority  under  which  the 
induIgeiiC^  was  extended  to  the  ryots  this  year. 

21.  Enclosure  E.  to  Statement  No.  3. — This  abstract  gives  the  extent  of  cultivation, 
waste  charged,  and  areas  on  which  Taervajasti  (additional  assessment)  and  Fasa^'asti,  second 
crop  assessment,  etc.,  were  collected.  The  amount  entered  under  the  head  "Water-tax  on 
Government  land,  etc./'  (Column  6),  comprises  the  entire  water  charge  collected  at  fixed  rates. 
Vide  parAgraph  4  of  Board's  Prooeedings,  dated  18th    and  Teervajasti  calculated  in  the  Ordinary  way, 

Aagast  1874,  No.  2,295.  viz.,  difference  between  the  dry  and  the  ac^join- 

ing  wet  assessment.  Fixed  rates  of  water  charge  having  been  lately  sanctioned  by  the  Oovern« 
ment  for  the  district  this  last  mode  of  calculating  water  charge  will  cease  from  the  current  fasli. 

22.  The  following  abstract  gives  the  general  result  of  land  revenue  as  compared  with  the 
past  fasli,  and  shows  a  net  decrease  of  Rupees  4,20,412  after  deducting  remissions  of  all  kinds  ; 
this  is  due  not  only  to  the  large  remissioAs  that  were  found  necessary  to  be  given  this  year  oa 
account  of  the  season,  but  also  to  diminished  cultivation  in  putta  holdings,  and  in  cultivation 
after  Jamabandi ;  the  decrease  under  the  former  amounting  to  Rupees  2,'64,102,  and  under  the 
latter  to  Rupees  28,286.  The  decrease  of  fiupees  30, 128  under  the  head  Road  Fund  is  not  due 
solely  to  diminished  holding,  but  also  to  the  cess  entered  in  last  year's  account  having  included 
the  demand  of  two  Faslis  1281  and  1282,  as  explained  at  paragraph  22  of  the  report  of  Fasli 
128  2.

The  caltiyation  under  the8e  works  has  been  less  than  last  year  as  was  to  be  expected  in  such 

a  season.  The  only  exoeptions  were  the  tanks

less  fed  by  river  channels,  bat  even  here  the

in  a  good  year,  is  trifling  if  compared  with  the  outlay  ;  and  I  may  remark  here  that  if'  water  is 
available  for  extension  of  cultivation  after  the  wants  of  the  town  of  Madras  have  been  fully  sup- 
plied, which  is  a  question  for  consideration,  such  extension  must  be  chiefly  made  by  cutting 
channels  to  neighbouring  villages  contemplated  by  the  project ;  for  (he  unoccupied  nunjah  now 
capable  of  being  irrigated  by  this  tank  is  of  indifferent  quality,  usually  high,  lying  and  scattered 
in  patches. 

24.  BixissiON. — Statement  No.  4. — The  remissions  under  all  heads,  with  the  exception  of 
those  given  on  account  of  waste  already  commented  on,  amount  to  Rupees  1,91,912,  showing  a  net 
increase  of  Rupees  1,38,024,  the  bulk  of  which  is  owing  to  remissions  on  account  of  Shavy  and 
short  crop  ;  Rupees  7t»,242  under  the  former  and  Rupees  61,277  under  the  latter.  The  appended

6.  Fluotuations  in  tbb  Number  and  Tanueb  of  YiuiAGbs. — ^There  has  been  no*  variation' 
in  the  total  number  of  villages  which  remained  as  in  the  preceding  fasli,  but  the  number  of 
Shrotriem  villages  was  reduced  by  one  which  iias  transferred  to  the  head  Amani.  This  village  is' 
the  Shrotriem  village  of  Venpakam  in' the  Conjeveraip  Taluq,  which '^as  resumed  under  the  orders' 
of  the  Board  of  Revenue,  dated  15th  February  1873,  No.  216,  as  the  arrears  were  not  paid  before 
the  1st  July  1873.  With  the  above  exception  there  was  no  chango  in  the  tenures  of  villsbges^

SETTLEMENT  REPORT  OP  CHINGLEPUT. 


7.  SsASOV.— The  season  was  entirely  unfavorable  owing  to  the  failure  of  timely  rain.  In  fact 
no  rain  worth  speaking  of  fell  in  the  first  five  months  of  the  caltivation  season,  i.e.,  from  April  to 
August,  and  the  consequence  was  that  a  great  portion  of  the  ryots*  holdings,  both  nunjah  and 
punjah,  had  to  be  left  wtote  in  all  the  taluqs.  More  rain,  however,  fell  towards  the  coast  than 
inland.    The  freshes  in  the  Palar  were  also  not  so  full  as  could  be  desired. 

8.  Sanitaby  Condition. — ^The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Sub-Division  was  good.  There  were 
no  cases  of  cholera,  nor  any  epidemic  visited  the  Sub-Division  during  the  year  under  report. 

9.  Loss  of  Cattle. — ^The  mortality  among  cattle  from  vekkai  and  other  epidemic  diseases 
was  inconsiderable,  and  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  taluq  of  Madurantakum  alone  was  large. 

10.  Pbiois  of  Grain. — ^The  subjoined  statement  will  show  the  average  prices  of  all  grains 
for  the  year  as  compared  with  those  of  last  year.  It  will  be  seen  from  that  statement  that  the 
prices  of  all  grains  rose  high.  The  increase  which  varies  from  4  to  59  per  cent,  is  attributable  to 
the  unfavorable  character  of  the  season  : —

12.  The  total  extent  of  land  in  such  holdings  at  the  beginning  of  the  fasli  under  report  waa 
Acres  273,545,  assessed  at  Rupees  7,83,915,  of  which  Acres  6,954  of  punjah  land,  assessed  at 
Bupees  11,319,  and  1,228  Acres  of  nunjah  land,  with  an  assessment  of  Bupees  4,100,  were  relin- 
quished ;  and  8,229  Acres,  bearing  an  assessment  of  Bupees  22,923,  transferred  by  sale  and  others 
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wise  :  1,811  Acres  of  ponjah  land,  assessed  at  Bapees  2,586,  and  937  Acres  of  nnnjah  land^  assessed 
at  Rupees  3,060,  were  newly  taken  up  ;  and  6,177  Acres,  with  an  assessment  of  Rupees  18,678, 
were  obtained  by  sales  and  other  means.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  extent  of  land  in  the 
holdings  of  rjots  at  the  close  of  the  fasli  under  report  was  Acres  266,059,  assessed  at  Rupees 
7,69,897»  being  a  decrease  of  7,486  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  14,017.  The  large  decrease  of 
Acres  6,375,  assessed  at  Rupees  10,424,  under  punjah  is  chiefly  due  to  the  relinquishment  of  more 
punjah  lands  on  account  of  the  ryots*  inability  to  cultivate  ;  the  extent  newly  taken  up  under  this 
head  daring  the  year  being  co  Dparatively  very  small.  There  is  also  a  decrease  of  1,111  Acres 
assessed  at  Rupees  3,593,  in  the  nunjah  extent.  This  is  also  mainly  the  result  of  the  relinquish* 
ment  of  waste  lands  for  which  remission  was  refused  in  previous  faslis.  The  failure  of  early  rain 
has  also  partially  operated  on  the  decrease. 

13.  *  Actual  Cultivation. — A  statement  of  actual  cultivation  in  the  fasli  under  report 
compared  with  that  of  the  preceding  one  is  given  below,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that,  during  the 
fasli  under  report,  there  is  a  falling  off  in  every  item,  the  total  amounting  to  Rupees  59,000  in 
round  numbers,  the  decrease  in  the  extent  being  20,000  Acres  also  in  round  numbers.  No  special 
remark  is  called  for  for  this  extraordinary  decrease,  as  the  season  as  described  in  paragraph  7  was

14.  Special  Products. — ^The  cultivation  of  special  products  is  given  in  Enclosure  B.  to 
Statement  No.  3.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  increase  of  384  Acres  in  the  culti* 
vation  of  indigo,  resulting  in  a  decrease  of  814  R«pees  in  the  assessment.  The  cultivation  of 
sugar-cane  and  cotton  being  small  calls  for  no  remark. 

16.  PRoaRKSsivB  CowLVS. — No  assignment  was  made  ander  this  head  during  the  year  under 
reference. 

16.  Waste  Gharoed  and  Waste  Remitted. — Subjoined  is  a  statement  showing  in  detail  the 
extent  of  waste  charged  and  of  waste  remitted,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  large 
decrease  of  Rupees  86,207  in  waste  charged,  while  under  the  head  of  waste  remitted  the  increase 
is  unusually  large,  amounting  to  Rupees  1»15,494.  The  decrease  in  the  former  item  is  owing 
principally  to  the  relaxation  of  the  rule  charging  dry  waste,  including  Shamlat  as  well  as  wet 
Shamlat  waste.  It  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  extent  of  land  under  actual  culti- 
vation during  the  year  under  report  was  smallei;.  than  that  in  the  preceding  fasli.  The  remission  on 
Accotmt  of  waste  was  more  that  twenty-five  times  larger  than  that  granted  last  year.    This  large 
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increase  is  due  to  the  very  liberal  remissions  granted  this  year  for  dry  and  wet  land8~(entire  fel  def 
iBft  waste  under  the  orders  of  Government,  dated  tSth  March  1874,  No.  360.  Revenue  Departmente-

39.  The  collections  on  account  of  current  demand  was  77  per  cent,  in  Fasli  1282,  while  that 
in  Fasli  1283  amounts  to  80  per  cent,  within  the  fasli,  and  the  collection  on  account  of  arrears  in 
Fasli  1282  was  54  per  cent.,  while  that  in  1283  was  73  per  cent.  The  collection  up  to  the  end  of 
August  is  91  per  cent,  of  the  current  demand  and  76  per  cent,  of  the  arrears.  This  (for  the 
Cbingleput  District)  satisfactory  result  is  mainly  due  to  the  exertions  of  Seethapathy  Maidoo, 
Acting  Tabsildar  of  Madurantakum,  for  the  collections  in  the  other  two  taluqs  have  not  been 
creditable. 

40.  Balancb. — ^The  balanco,  both  on  account  of  current  demand  and  arrears  at  the  end  of 
August,  amounted  to  Rupees  1,53,562,  of  which  Rupees  8,172  have  been  recommended  to  be  written 
off,  and  about  Rupees  4,938  have  been  entered  as  doubtful.  The  net  balance  that  remains  to  be 
collected  is  Rupees  1,40,452. 
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41.  CovBCiTi  Pbocbss. — Becourse  to  this  process  has  been  had  to  a  greater  extent  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  year  under  report  both  real  and  personsi 
property,  valued  at  Rupees  83,489,  were  attached  in  917  villages,  out  of  which  property  worth 
Rupees  85,423  was  sold* 

42.  Ibbscovibabli  Balance. — Subjoined  is  a  statement  of  the  irrecoverable  balance  which 
I  recommend  to  be  written  off  the  accounts,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  amount 
recommended  is  Rupees  8,172-5-6.

43.  Taluq  Accounts.— The  Taluq  accounts  were  generally  found  to  have  been  properly 
kept,  but  I  should  not  omit  to  mention  here  that  in  several  cases  there  is  a  serious  disparity 
between  the  taluq  balance  and  that  entered  in  the  village  accounts.     I  have  issued  stringent 
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orders  to  the  TahsUdars  to  adjust  these  differences  at  ao  early  date,  and  also  in  August  deputed 
my  Sheristadar  to  make  a  beginning  in  the  Conjeveram  Taluq. 

44.  YiLLAOi  Accounts. — ^These  accounts  are  in  the  main  properly  kept»  but  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement. 

45.  Remarks  on  thi  Qualifications  ov  Offici4L8  of  the  Sub-Division. — ^My  own  estab- 
lishment has  with  one  exception  (that*  of  the  Head  Clerk  now  on  leave)  given  me  every  satisSaction. 
N.  Krishna  Ayyangar,  the  Sheristadar,  is  a  useful,  hard-working,  and  prombing  official,  and 
Acting  Head  Clerk  Ramasawmy  Ayyar,  who  was  promoted  a  few  days  ago  to  be  Taluq  Sheristadar 
of  Madurantakum,  and  Acting  Sub-Magistrate  of  Ofcramarur  is  a  most  experienced  and  trust- 
worthy Revenue  Officer  and  a  clever  Accountant,  as  well  as  a  man  of  very  superior  abilities.  His 
departure  on  bis  well-earned  promotion  is  a  great  loss  to  the  office. 

As  to  the  Taluq  establishments  I  have  to  observe  a  steady  improvement  in  all  grades  except 
the  Revenue  Inspectorate,  and  even  there  the  remark  applies  to  the  taluqs  of  Conjeveram  and 
Chingleput  only.  Seethapathy  Naidoo,  Acting  Tahsildar  of  Madurantakum,  promises  to  turn  out 
everything  that  is  desirable  in  a  Tahsildar.  He  is  very  laborious  and  energetic,  perfectly 
upright  and  strict  yet  perfectly  fair,  and  the  state  of  his  collections  in  a  taluq  which  his  prede- 
cessor made  over  to  him  with  very  heavy  arrears  stamps  him  as  already  a  first  class  Revenue 
officer. 

y.  Dorasawmy  Ayyar,  Tahsildar  of  Conjeveram,  held  his  taluq  to  which  he  was  transferred  at 
his  own  request  from  Bellary  for  little  more  than  half  the  fasli  and  he  consequently  labored  under 
serious  disadvantages,  especially  in  coping  with  the  large  balances  outstanding  ;  still  I  have  every 
reason  to  be  thoroughly  satisfied  with  him  and  consider  him  well  worthy  of  promotion  to  Deputy 
Collector. 

I  close  these  remarks  by  observing  that  Parthasarady  Mudali,  late  Deputy  Tahsildar  of 
Otramarur,  was  after  a  long  course  of  inefficiency  and  worse  compelled  by  the  Board  to  retire, 
and  Ealunder  Buksh  Saib,  Sheristadar  of  Conjeveram^  was  promoted  to  a  Sub-Magistracy  in 
South  Arcot.  As  fieur  as  the  Conjeveram  Taluq  is  concerned  there  is  as  little  cause  to  regret  the 
latter  as  the  former  arrangement.

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I  HAYS  the  honor  to  Babmit  my  Report  on  the  Annual  Settlement  of  the  district  for  the  past 
Fasli  1283  (A.  D.  1873-74)  accompanied  by  the  nsual  Statements  from  No.  1  to  9,  with  their 
enclosures,  etc.,  in  the  prescribed  forms  as  per  enclosed  list. 

2.  The  settlement  of  the  district  was  commenced  on  the  8th  January  1874  in  the  Gudiat- 
turn  Taluq  by  the  Sub-Collector,  Mr.  Sewell^  and  was  concluded  by  the  General  Duty  Deputy- 
Collector  lyaloo  Naidu  Garu  on  the  2nd  July  1874. 

3.  Statement  No.  1.  shows  the  arrangement  made  for  the  settlement  of  the  district,  and 
other  particulars  connected  therewith.  The^Deputy-CoUector  seems  to  have  occupied  a  period  of 
four  months  and  thirteen  days  in  the  settlement  of  the  Wandewash  Taluq  alone,  as  the  ''  Azimoish* ' 
or  examination  of  '*Shayi*'  or  withered  crops  was  in  progress  at  the  same  time,  for  which  remis- 
sion of  assessment  was  needed. 

4.  The  subjoined  Statement  will  show  the  variations  in  the  number  and  tenure  of  the 
Tillages  of  this  district  as  compared  with  the  preceding  years.  The  causes  of  decrease  of  two

5.  The  number  of  fresh  puttas  issued  during  the  fasli  is  8,268,  the  number  of  old  puttas  in 
which  modifications  were  made  is  Rupees  1,02,377,  and  the  number  which  remain  unaffected  is 
Rupees  87,811.  The  first  two  items  show  an  increase  over  the  figures  of  the  previous  fasli,  the 
cause  of  which  may  be  stated  to  be  not  only  the  ordinary  transfers  in  consequence  of  sales,  succes* 
sions,  and  inheritance,  but  also  the  great  number  of  transfers  voluntarily  effected  by  the 
original  Futtadars,  owing  to  progress  in  the  demarcation  operations  for  fear  of  providing  demar- 
cation stones  for  lands  in  the  possession  and  enjoyment  of  others  whose  desire  and  applications  for 
transfer  had  been  previously  evaded  for  several  years  by  former  occupants. 

6.  Sb^80N.---I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  season  of  the  past  fasli  was  as  unfavorable 
as  the  year  preceding,  if  not  worse.  While  the  one  was  noted  for  a  superabundance  of  rain,  the 
latter  was  characterized  by  protracted  drought.  There  was  an  insufficient  fall  of  rain  during  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  which  resulted  in  a  scanty  outturn  of  the  early  dry  crops  ;  and  the  later 
wet  crops  suffered  from  a  total  failure  in  the  water-supply,  and  in  consequence,  the  crops  actually 
dried  up  and  withered  to  a  great  extent,  as  will  be  seen  further  on  from  the  large  amount  of  re- 
mission granted  for  ''Shavi.*'  From  November  until  the  first  week  of  Hay,  there  was  an  entire 
absence  of  rain  throughout  the  district,  and  a  scarcity  of  water  was  generally  felt  even  for  drinking 
purposes  too.  In  fact,  even  the  springs  in  wells  at  last  began  to  fail  ;  there  was  a  deep  and 
universal  anxiety  as  to  the  state  of  the  district.  Fortunately,  however,  in  the  first  week  of  Hay, 
the  whole  district  was  favored  with  an  abundant  fall  of  rain,  and  this  most  valuable  and  timely 
boon  to  the  people  effected  a  thorough  change  in  the  season  and  a  marvellous  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  district.  Ever  since  then,  there  have  been  frequent  heavy  falls  of  rain  throughout 
the  district  ;  every  tank  is  full,  every  field  is  under  cultivation,  and  the  country  at  present  exhibits 
every  where  an  extremely  satisfactory  appearance.  So  far  as  I  am  at  present  able  to  predict,  the 
current  fasli  (1284)  is  likely  to  be  a  most  prosperous  one  for  the  ryots.  The  following  Statement 
gives  a  comparative  view  of  the  rain-fall  of  the  district  for  the  past  five  years.  Omitting  the  rain- 
fall in  Fasli  1282  which  was  excessive,  there  was  a  decrease  of  about  10  inches  of  rain  in  Fasli 
1283  as  compared  with  Faslis  1280  and  1281.  In  the  current  year  from  the  2nd  of  Hay  up  to 
the  present  date,  there  has  been  an  average  fall  of  49  inches  throughout  the  district  and  the  North- 
east Honsoon  has  not  yet  broken.

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7.  Public  HeaUh.'-Below  is  given  a  Statement  of  deaths  daring  the  year  tinder  report, 
and  its  predecessor,  from  the  three  chief  diseases,  Cholera,  Small- pox  and  Fever.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  notice  that  the  district  eiijoyed  a  perfect  immunity  from  Cholera.  From  the  informa- 
tion I  have  received,  I  do  not  believe  that  the  two  cases  entered  in  the  Return  were 
true  cases  of  Cholera.  I  think  they  were  merely  cases  of  Bowel  Complaint,  misnamed  Cholera 
by  the  ignorant  Village  Officers,  who  reported  the  deaths,  and  not  unnaturally  mistook  the 
real  nature  of  the  malady.  This  favorable  result  is  to  a  certain  extent  due  to  the  greater 
Attention  that  is  now  generally  paid  to  sanitary  arrangements,  and  to  the  vigilance  displayed 
by  Revenue  officials  throughout  the  country  in  carrying  out  the  orders  which  have  of  late 
been  repeatedly  issued  for  the  sanitation  of  towns  and  villages,  especially  on  the  occasions  of  the 
great  periodic  feasts  and  festivals  in  places  like  Tripati,  Sholinghur,  Ealastri,  and  Triton! ,  where 
at  stated  seasons  thousands  of  pilgrims  and  devotees  congregate  from  all  parts  of  the  country  for 
A  number  of  days  together.  These  occasions,  until  very  lately,  used  to  be  marked  almost  invariably 
by  an  outbreak  of  cholera,  which  spread  and  carried  death  in  every  direction  with  the  pilgrims  as 
they  returned  to  their  homes.  Now  however  there  can  be  no  doubt  on  account  of  the  excellent 
sanitary  arrangements  made  by  the  officials  on  the  spot,  it  has  been  the  pleasing  duty  of  Revenue 
officers  to  report  the  successful  conclusion  of  great  feasts  for  several  successive  years  without  the 
X)ccurrence  of  even  a  solitary  case  of  cholera.

From  Small-pox  there  has  been  an  increase  of  1,899  deaths.  The  Local  Fund  Board  has 
given  this  subject  its  deep  and  anxious  consideration,  and  are  hopeful  that  the  Government  will 
place  the  working  of  ^the  department  more  completely  in  its  hands  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case. 
At  present  there  can  be  no  doubt  the  operations  of  the  Vaccine  Department  are  perfectly  useless 
as  a  check  on  this  dreadful  disease.  It  may  be  supposed  at  first  sight,  that  with  regard  to  the 
mortality  from  fever,  the  large  decrease  of  4,922  is  favorable  for  the  year  under  report.  The 
decrease  however  is  really  due  to  the  enormous  increase  of  deaths  under  this  head  in  the  preceding 
^ear,  which  was  unusually  unhealthy.  Leaving  therefore  this  exceptional  year  out  of  the  calcula- 
tion, if  comparison  be  made  with  Fasli  1281^  the  number  of  deaths  from  fever  in  the  current 
fasli  shows  an  actual  increase  of  3,058,  which  is  believed  to  be  due  to  the  entire  failure  of  rain 
for  nearly  six  months  of  the  year.  Mortality  under  this  head  was  numerous  in  the  usually  feverish 
parts  of  the  district  adjoining  the  hills.  Fever  medicine  was  freely  distributed  from  the  established 
dispensaries,  and  through  the  Dressers  attached  to  the  various  offices.  Therefore,  in  point  of 
public  health  too,  the  year  under  report  was  a  very  unfavorable  one. 

8.  Fabm  Stock. — ^The  suljoined  Statement  will  show  an  increase  of  mortality  among  cows, 
Miocks  and  bnflaloeS;  snd  a  dmrea^e  among  sheep.    The  increase  is  doe  to  the  mmsual  drought 
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of  the  year,  and  the  consequent  want  of  pasturage  and  water  for  cattle.  The  decrease  under  the 
head  **  Sheep"  is  due  to  the  very  large  number  that  perished  in  the  preceding  year  from  the 
effects  of  the  excessive  fall  of  rain  in  that  year.  Dr.  Thacker's  cattle  medicine  was  within  the 
reach  of  every  farmer,  and  every  precautionary  measure  was  adopted  to  separate  sick  cattle  from 
the  healthy.  But  the  ryots  in  by  no  means  a  small  number  of  instances  seem  to  have  adhered  to 
their  own  way  in  treating  their  sick  cattle.  They  often  objected  to  take  the  medicine  we  offered 
them,  declaring  that  so  far  from  palliating,  it  aggravated  the  symptoms  in  their  opinion,  and  was 
unsuited  to  the  cattle  of  the  country.

9.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  Statement  given  below,  that  the  prices  of  all  food-grains  rose 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  its  predecessor.  This  is  attributable  to  the  unfavorable  cha- 
racter of  the  season  resulting  in  scanty  produce,  and  to  great  demand  from  the  Western  Coast  and 
from  Bengal  on  account  of  the  famine.  The  increase  in  the  prices  of  dry  grains  is  greater  than 
those  of  wet.  This  is  owing  to  dry  crops,  especially  Cholum  and  Cumboo,  having  suffered  more 
than  the  wet  on  account  of  insufficient  rain  early  in  the  season,  and  to  the  consumption  of  dry 
grains,  especially  Raggy,  being  proportionately  larger  than  that  of  the  wet  by  most  of  the  culti- 
vating and  lower  classes  who  form  the  majority  of  the  population.  The  prices  of  Fasli  1283 
however  were  lower  than  the  average  prices  of  the  last  ten  years.  The  very  high  rise  in  the 
prices,  the  constant  demand  for  grain  from  outside,  and  the  consequent  decrease  in  the  stock  in 
store,  caused  in  February  last  serious  apprehensions  in  some  quarters  of  a  famine  in  this  district, 
and  without  announcing  what  I  was  doing,  I  considered  it  prudent  quietly  to  prepare  and  keep 
in  readiness  lists  of  relief  works  to  be  taken  in  hand  in  each  taluq  if  the  worst  come  to  the  worst, 
but  the  most  opportune  and  copious  nun  which  fell  in  the  first  week  of  May  throughout  the 
district,  put  a  stop  to  all  further  anxieties^

10.    Byots*  Holding. — ^The  Statement  No.  3  shows  the  extent  of  land  relinquished,  sold,  or 
transferred,  and  that  taken  up  for  fresh  cultiyation.    Th^  Statement  overleaf  shows  the  result  of 
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ryots'  holdings  in  Fasli  1283,  as  compared  with  Fasli  1282.  The  decrease  of  Rapees  33,520  is 
owing  to  extensive  relinquishments  on  account  of  the  unfavorable  nature  of  the  season.  The 
relinquishments  in  Fasli  1283  however  were  less  than  in  its  predecessor.  But'the  extent  of  lands 
taken  up  afresh  was  also  on  the  decrease.  This  was  owing  to  tfnziety  of  ryots  with  regard  to  the 
very  unpromising  appearance  of  the  season:—

11.  Enolosore  C.  in  Statement  No.  8  shows  the  single  case  of  progressive  Cowle  in  this 
district.  One-fonrth  of  the  assessment  on  the  actual  ooltiTation  has  been  charged  this  year  as  per 
G.  O.,  dated  14th  March  1873,  No.  311. 

12.  Wabti  CHA.BaiD  AND  BixiTTiD. — A  Comparative  Statement  of  the  waste  charged  and 
remitted  is  given  below,  from  which  will  be  seen  that  under  both  heads  there  is  an  increase. 
The  increase  under  *'  Waste  charged"  is  owing  to  no  remission  of  assessment  having  gene- 
rallj  been  granted  nnder  the  roles  for  portions  of  fields  left  waste  to  a  large  extent, 
owing  to  deffoiencj  of  water-supply  in  oases  of  wet  lands,  and  to  no  remission  whatever  being 
granted  for  dry  fields.  The  above  increase  also  includes  the  waste  charged  on  account  of  neglect 
of  ryots.  The  increase  of  Bupees  28,484  nnder  the  head  "  Waste  remitted"  is  presumably  due 
to  a  decrease  in  the  cultivation,  which  was  the  consequence  of  the  long  continued  drought,  the 
scanty  supply  of  water  in  tanks,  and  the  deficiency  of  rain-fall: —

13.  Enclosure  D.  to  Statement  No.  3  gives  taluqwar  information  regarding  "  portions  of 
fields  left  waste,"  and  "  lands  ploughed  but  not  sown,"  which  were  charged  or  remitted.  The 
Statement  overleaf  gives  the  same  in  abstract.  The  cause  of  charging  portions  of  fields  left  waste 
has  been  stated  in  paragraph  12,  above.  Lands  ploughed,  are  generally  charged  nnder  the  rules. 
The  remission  of  Rupees  6-4-1  on  two  acres  of  dry,  and  Rupees  316-0-7  on  eighty-one  acres  of  wet 
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Undbleft  waste  in  poiiiMfl  of  fields,  wm  spaouiUy  gmted  ia  mms  where  by  m  aet  or  omissicm  m 
the  part  ef  the  tyot,  they  were  rendered  finfit  fer  evdtiratioii^  soeh  as  laads  in  which  pits  were  dag 
for  earth  required  for  tank  repairs,  lands  silted  np,  cut  through  by  floods,  etc.  The  remission  of 
Bdpees  688-9-8  for  portions  of  wet  fields  ploughed  but  not  sown,  was  also  granted  under  the  abore 
circumstances.

The  subjoined  Statement  shows  in  a  comparative  view  the  Land  Bevenue  and  Remissions  of 
Faslis  1282  and  1283.  Vbe  decrease  in  the  Bjots*  holding  is  attributable  to  the  unfavorable 
^haiactsi  of  theiieason  as  noticed  above.  1%e  same  cause  has  brought  about  the  decrease  under 
the  heads  of  second  crop  md  additional  assessment.

15.  AoTUAL  ^Cultivation. — In  tbe  following  Statement  is  given  the  extent  luid  assessment 
of  actual  cultivation  during  the  year  under  report  as  compared  with  the  preceding  fasli.  It 
will  be  seen  therefrom  that  the  cultivation  of  Fasli  1283  shows  a  decrease  of  Acres  48,9  0  assess- 
ed at  Rupees  84,289  as  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  the  unfavorable  nature  of  the  season.  I  must  here  mention  that  the  extent  of  actual 
cultivation  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  Statement  Vo.  3,  does  not  tally  with  that  given  in 
Statement  No.  1,  which  accompanied  the  Administration  Report  for  the  past  official  year  1873-74.

extent  of  cultivation  returned  with  the  Administration  Report,  whereas  the  present  Statement  only 
shows  the  actual  cultivation,  leaving  out  the  portions  of  fields  left  waste,  as  directed  in  Board^s 
Proceedings,  No.  720,  dated  30th  March  1874.  This  order  was  received  too  late  to  admit  of  the 
preparation  of  the  Cultivation  Returns  to  accompany  the  Administration  Report  in  accordance 
with  the  instructions  therein  contained.  Strict  orders  however  were  issued  to  the  Tahsildars  in 
ipojrsuance  of  the  above  order  on  its  receipt,  and  I  trust  that  the  two  Beiurns  of  the  current  year, 
(Fasli  1284  or  official  year  1874-75)  will  correspond  with  each  other.  I  regret  that  under  the 
above  circumstances,  I  have  been  unable  this  year  to  fulfil  the  intentions  of  the  Board  in  thia

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16.  By  a  comparison  of  the  figures  given  in  Statement  No.  1,  (551,746  Acres)  which  accom- 
panied the  Administration  Report  for  the  past  official  year,  and  in  Statement  No  3,  (637,298 
Acres)  herewith  sent,  it  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  difference  or  decrease  of  14,447  Acres  in 
the  latter.  Statement  D  however  shows  only  an  extent  of  9,409  Acres  of  portions  of  fields  left  waste 
and  ploughed  but  not  sown,  both  charged  and  remitted,  leaving  Acres  5,038  to  be  accounted  for. 
The  inclusion  of  this  extent  in  the  Administration  Statement  No.  1  is  explained  by  the  Tahsildars 
concerned  to  have  occurred  on  account  of  certain  unauthorized  cultivation  having  been  added  to 
the  *'Futcut'*  cultivation.  This  may  be  wrong  in  cases  where  such  unauthorized  cultivation 
made  before  the  end  of  the  official  year  has  not,  at  the  time  of  the  settlement,  been  granted 
under  the  Durkhast  Rules  to  the  cultivator  or  other  ryot,  and  a  putta  issued  under  the  recent 
Orders  of  the  Board,  conveyed  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  15th  June  last.  No.  1,456.  I  shall  send 
orders  to  the  Tahsildars  to  guard  against  such  errors  being  hereafter  committed.  But  in  the 
cases  in  which  the  above  order  is  made  applicable,  the  cultivation  which  was  not  included  in 
Administration  Statement  No.  1  must  find  place  in  the  Jamabundi  Statement  No.  3.  I  am 
doubtful  therefore  whether  even  in  future  years,  it  will  be  possible  to  expect  any  correspondence 
between  the  two  Statements  above  referred  to.  Of  course  such  differences  may  be  easily  explained 
in  the  Accounts,  and  in  the  Settlement  reports. 

17.  Special  producie. — From  the  Statement  given  below,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has 
been  a  decrease  iii  the  cultivation  of  the  special  products  in  this,  as  compared  with  the  preceding 
year.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,616  in  Sugar-cane  cultivation  is  attributable  to  want  of  water 
in  the  tanks,  while  that  of  Bupees  1,794  in  Cotton,  and  22,032  in  Indigo  cultivation^  is  due  to 
absence  of  rain  : —

18.  Remiasiona. — Statement  No.  4  which  accompanies  this  report  gives  in  a  comparative 
view  the  particulars  of  remissions  under  the  various  heads  both  for  the  past  and  present  revenue 
years.  Its  Enclosure  A  shows  the  particulars  of  Dry  and  Wet  remissions.  I  shall  now  proceed 
to  notice  such  of  the  items  of  remissions  as  call  for  special  comment. 

19.  Shavi  or  withered  crops. — The  amount  of  Shavi  remission  during  the  present  year  is 
Rupees  49,075,  which  exceeds  that  of  the  past  by  no  less  than  Rupees  48,680.  The  cause  of  this 
large  remission  I  must  repeat  is  the  long  continued  drought  during  the  fasli,  as  is  fully  stated 
under  the  head  of  **  Season.**  In  the  Arcot  Taluq  alone,  the  remissions  under  this  head  amounted 
to  Rupees  28,409.  Mr.  Sewell,  the  Sub-Collector,  who  conducted  the  settlement  of  this  taluq, 
previously  visited  some  of  the  important  tanks,  and  after  thus  satisfying  himself  of  the  real  state 
of  the  crops,  granted  the  remission.  The  Wandewash  Taluq  comes  next,  where  Rupees  10,376 
were  remitted  for  Shavi  by  Deputy-Collector  lyaloo  Naidu  who  must  undoubtedly  have  satisfied 
himself  of  the  real  necessity  for  the  concession.  A  sum  of  Rupees  9,224  was  remitted  under 
this  head  in  the  Walliyah  Taluq,  the  settlement  of  which  was  conducted  by  me.    My  enquiries 
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at  the  settlement  fully  satisfied  me  of  the  loss  of  crops  omng  to  want  of  water.  These  three 
talnqs  which  are  situated  on  almost  one  level,  forming  the  lowland  portion  of  the  district,  seem 
to  have  suffered  more  than  the  other  taluqs  from  drought.  The  remission  under  this  head  in  the 
other  taluqs  of  the  district  being  comparatively  small  needs  no  special  mention  here.  These 
remissions  were  granted  on  previous  '' Azimoish*'  or  examination  of  the  fields,  and  that  too 
strictly  for  "  Hazar  shavi,"  or  where  the  withered  crops  were  actually  seen  on  the  ground  by  the 
Azmoishdars.  Though  in  the  interests  of  Oovernment,  and  with  a  view  that  no  door  for  fraud 
might  be  left  open,  this  strict  rule  was  observed  by  me,  yet  I  am  by  no  means  beyond  the  mark 
when  I  say  that  owing  to  neglect,  or  inability  on  the  part  of  the  ryots  to  preserve  the  shavi 
crops  until  their  inspection,  nearly  a  third  as  much  as  what  has  already  been  remitted,  was 
charged  under  this  head.  I  can  assure  the  Board  that  in  granting  the  large  remission  under  this 
bead  this  year,  every  care  has  been  taken  to  guard  against  fraud,  and  in  one  case  where  the 
conduct  of  a  Revenue  Inspector  was  open  to  suspicion  in  this  matter,  I  have  duly  punished  him . 

20.  CowLB  Rbhission. — ^The  remission  of  Rupees  38-15-11  under  this  item  was  granted 
for  the  Village  of  Arunodyam,  in  the  Falamanair  Taluq,  which  is  the  only  village  of  this  tenure  in 
the  district.    This  village  is  entirely  inhabited  by  Christians  attached  to  the  American  Mission. 

21.  TiBWA  CaMMi.— The  sum  of  Rupes  1,221  entered  as  remitted  under  ibis  head  shows  an 
increase  of  Rupees  312  over  the  past  year.  This  is  due  to  want  of  water  which  caused  the  ryots 
to  cultivate  dry  crops  on  wet  lands  for  which  dry  assessment  was  charged,  remitting  the  difference. 

22.  FussuL  CuMHi  OR  Bhoqanashty. — The  remission  under  this  item,  in  the  present  fasli 
is  Rupees  1,894  against  Rupees  239  in  the  last  season,  thereby  showing  an  increase  of  Rupees 
1  655.  The  largest  amount  remitted  being  in  the  Wallsyah  Taluq.  The  cause  of  this  increase  is 
the  insufficiency  of  water-supply  in  the  tanks  which  materially  affected  the  2nd  crop  cultivation. 

23.  Crops  dkstrotbd  aftbb  sHOOTraG  out. — The  sum  of  Rupees  204  entered  under  this 
head  was  remitted  in  the  Taluq  of  Wallajah  alone,  where  plants  after  sprouting,  werr^eWroyed 
by  rains  and  floods. 

24.  The  fixed  remission  of  1,221  Rupees  under  items  2  and  3  calls  for  no  notice. 

25.  The  remission  of  Rupees  191  under  the  head  "  Share  of  Shrotriem  proceeds  '*  is 
granted  to  the  Village  of  Kondapoliem,  in  the  Wall^ah  Taluq,  which  is  half  Government  and  half 
Zemindari  Shrotriem  Village. 

26.  Mera  Bemimon.—Tho  remission  on  account  of  Mora  to  Village  Officers  of  Rupeees 
1,06,473  in  the  present  year,  against  Rupees  1,02,156  in  the  past,  shows  an  increase  of  Rupees 
3,317.  This  is  due  to  arrears  of  Mera  from  faslis  1280  to  1283  on  Land  Revenue  made  over 
in  lieu  of  ready  money  allowances  to  Hindu  and  Mahomedan  Religious  Institutions,  having  been 
under  orders  of  Government  paid  during  the  current  fasli. 

27.  Miacellaneaua  Items.— The  accompanying  Statement  No.  6  gives  the  varioufir  items  of 
Miscellaneous  Demand  for  the  present  fasli.    A  comparative  abstract  of  the  particulars  is  hereto 
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annexed  for  ready  reference.  I  shall  notice  below  the  variations  in  each  of  the  items  composed  in  the 
Statement :  —

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28.  Item  No.  1,  Personal. — The  increase  of  Rupees  3,921  under  Personal,  and  the  de- 
crease of  Rupees  4,900  under  Service  Inams,  are  due  to  nearly  the  same  cause  viz.,  that  certain 
Eitttubadi  and  Valavadi  Inams  under  the  latter  head  were  enfranchised  and  Title-deeds  issued 
during  the  present  year,  especially  in  the  Taluqs  of  Chittoor,  Chendragherry,  and  Palamanair, 
and  consequently  transferred  to  the  former  head. 

29.  The  decrease  of  Rupees  533  in  the  item  **  Dasabandham*'  is  partly  due  to  a  decrease  in 
the  extent  of  cultivation  owing  to  the  unfavorable  nature  of  the  season,  as  in  some  cases,  the  Jodi 
is  fixed  on  actual  cultivation,  and  partly  to  a  few  Inams  under  this  head  having  been  resumed 
owing  to  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Inamdars  to  fulfil  the  conditions  of  the  grant. 

30.  Item  No.  2,  I'ax  on  trees  on  assessed  and  unassessed  lands. — The  increase  of  Rupees 
886  is  attributable  to  a  larger  number  of  trees  having  commenced  to  bear  fruit  in  this  year  than  in 
the  past,  and  to  their  having  consequently  been  brought  under  assessment. 

31.  Item  No.  6,  Land  cultivated  hut  not  included  in  the  Jamahundi. — The  decrease  of 
Rupees  9,835  under  this  head  is  partly  due  to  a  decrease  in  the  cultivation  owing  to  bad  season, 
jQmd  partly  to  the  fear  naturally  entertained  by  the  ryots  of  the  charge  of  prohibitory  assessment 
pn  unrecorded  occupations. 

32.  Hems  Nos.7  to  11. — ^The  trifling  variations  in  these  items  call  for  no  comment. 

33.  Item  No.  13,  Bent  of  gardens^  e^c.^The  increase  of  Rupees  1,546  is  due  to  certain 
gardens  and  topes  having  become  fruitful  this  year,  and  rented  out- 

34.  Item  No.  16,  Collections  frortk  Village  Service  Inams  for  offices  vacant. — The 
increase  of  Rupees  1,051  under  this  head  is  partly  due  to  a  large  number  of  Village  offices  having 
this  year  been  either  temporarily  or  permanently  vacated,  than  in  the  past,  for  offences  committed 
by  the  office  holders,  or  by  deaths,  and  to  the  vacancies  not  having  been  filled  up  for  some  reason 
or  other^  and  partly  to  the  emoluments  of  certain  obsolete  Village  N^tam  or  ShrofiTs  offices  having 
been  credited  to  Government. 

35.  Item  No.  17,  Revenue  from  sequestered  Inams. — ^The  decrease  of  Rapees  2,299  is 
due  to  a  smaller  number  of  cases  of  attachment  of  Dasabandham,  etc.,  Inams  for  non-fulfillment 
of  the  conditions  of  the  grant  having  occurred  in  the  present  than  in  the  past  year. 

36.  Items  Nos.  18,  and  ).9  Revenue  from  Hill  Villages  and  slopes  of  Hills. — ^The  decrease 
is  due  to  a  diminution  in  the  cultivation  owing  to  prevalence  of  fever  in  the  Hilly  tracts,  and  to 
the  bad  season. 

37.  Item  No.  29,  Rent  on  Palmyra  Trees.-^Tke  decrease  of  Rupees  437  has  arisen  mainly 
from  objections  raised  by  the  Toddy  Renters  of  the  district  to  the  leasing  out  of  the  fruits  and  leaves 
of  Palmyra  Trees,  especially  in  the  Oudiattum  Taluq,  which  they  contended  was  prejudicial  to  their 
revenue,  and  the  question  having  been  pending  before  the  Board  of  Revenue, until  it  was  too 
late  in  the  year  to  rent  them  out  on  receipt  of  the  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  1,754,  dated  9th  July 
1874,  on  the  subject. 

38.  Item  No.  Z\^  Rent  on  fruit  trees. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,463  is  attribi^table  to 
the  trees  having  been  less  fruitful  in  this  than  in  the  past  year  owing  to  the  bad  season. 

39.  Item  No.  40,  Oomfnission  on  the  sale  of  distrained  Property.— The  increase  of 
Rupees  116  under  this  head  is  due  to  increased  sales  under  Act  VIII.  of  1865  in  the  ^emindaries 
and  Minor  Estates. 

40.  Item  No.  41,  Commission  on  Private  Estates  under  Circar  management.-^The 
increase  of  Rupees  2,001  in  this  item  is  due  to  two  years  commission  (Faslis  1282  and  1283)  oq 
^he  Naragunti  and  Ami  ^states  having  been  brought  to  account  during  the  current  fasU. 
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41.  Item  No.  43,  Revenue  Fines. — The  decrease  of  Rapeee  401  is  i^ttribatable  to  heavy 
fines  being  dispensed  with,  and  sabstituted  by  suspensions  and  other  ponishments,  in  accordance 
with  the  views  of  the  Board  on  the  subject. 

42.  Item  No.  45»  Excess  collections  over  the  Demand. — ^The  decrease  under  this  head 
indicates  that  an  improvement  has  commenced  with  the  Village  Officers  in  their  irregular  practice 
of  making  collections  in  excess  of  the  demand. 

43.  Item  No.  46,  Water-tax  on  Zemindari  and  Inam,  etc.,  lands.-^The  large  decrease  of 
Rupees  8,827  is  partly  due  to  a  larger  number  of  cases  of  evasions  of  water-rate  brought  to  light  by 
the  Settlement  Department  having  been  disposed  of  in  the  Chittoor  Taluq  ^during  the  past  year 
than  in  the  present,  and  partly  to  the  unfavorable  nature  of  the  season. 

44.  The  accompanying  explanatory  Memorandum  attached  to  Statement  No.  5  gives  the 
particulars  of  the  ''  Other  items." 

45.  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  6  shows  the  particulars  of  Dry  and  Wet  for  the  items 
therein  contained. 

46.  Sundry  soubces  of  Rkvenue — Abkari. — From  the  annexed  Statement  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  Abk&ri  demand  for  the  current  fasli  which  is  Rupees  2,99,274,  against  Rupees  3,12,105 
in  the  past,  shows  a  decrease  of  Rupees  12,831.  This  is  attributable  to  the  entire  separation  of 
the  toddy  contract  from  the  Arrack  renters  daring  the  fasli  under  report,  while  for  eight  months 
of  the  previous  fasli  it  was  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Corbett  and  Morison  who  hold  the  manage- 
ment of  the  excise  system  of  arrack.  This  circumstance  in  addition  to  the  rise  in  the  prices  of 
articles  of  food  owing  to  the  bad  season  of  the  yeaV,  forced  the  drinking  portion  of  the  public  to 
have  recourse  to  toddy  more  extensively  than  arrack,  and  this  seems  to  have  caused  a  diminution 
in  the  issue  of  the  latter  from  the  distilleries  and  hence  in  the  demand.  Besides,  under  the 
management  of  Messsrs.  Corbett  and  Morison,  only  Palmyra  toddy  was  sold  which  was  only  avail- 
able during  certain  months  of  the  year,  whereas  the  present  Toddy  Contractors  supply  the  drinkers 
almost  throughout  the  year  with  Cocoa,  Falm,  etc.,  toddy.

69.  Ryotwab. — The  amaant  of  Bupeeft  23,677-10-0  entered  as  irrecoverable  under  Ryotwar^ 
consists  of  no  less  than  Rupees  18,869,  for  the  recovery  of  which  there  is  nio  means  whatever,  the 
putta  lands  of  the  defaulters  having,  been  sold  under  the  Act,  either  purchased  by  Government 
for  a  nominal  price  for  want  of  bidders,  or  the  sale  proceeds  in  cases  where  the  purchases  were 
made  by  private  parties^^  not  being  sufficient  to  cover  the  arrears.    The  remaining  sum  entered 
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M  irrecorerable  is  composed  of  several  small  items,  the  causes  of  which  are  given  against  each 
item  in  the  Enclosure  A  above  referred  to. 

60.  MisoiLLANiocs.— Out  of  the  sum  of  Ri^ees  2,857-13*3  entered  as  irrecoverable  under 
this  heady  the  largest  item  which  calls  for  notice  is  the  sum  of  Rupees  720-2-4,  Item  No.  14  in 
Enclosure  A.  This  sum  forms  a  portion  of  Rupees  1,072-13-5  being  Par  abort  Mera  recom« 
mended  as  irrecoverable,  as  per  paragraphs  66,  72,  and  74  of  the  Jamabundi  Report  of  Fasli  1275, 
and  ordered  to  be  written  off  the  Accounts  in  G.  0.,  No.  2,244,  dated  25th  September  1867  ;  but 
when  adjusting  the  accounts  of  that  fasli,  the  amount  in  question  was  through  an  oversighi 
included  in  the  arrears  demand  of  Fasli  1275,  instead  of  bringing  the  same  under  items  to  be 
written  off.  The  causes  for  entering  the  other  items  as  irrecoverable  are  given  opposite  each  item, 
and  they  require  no  special  comment  here. 

61.  The  several  Settlement  Officers  have  made  careful  inquiries  about  the  sums  in  question, 
and  they  were  fully  satisfied  that  the  amount  is  really  irrecoverable.  I  request,  therefore,  that 
early  orders  may  be  passed  to  write  off  the  amount  from  the  accounts. 

62.  I  beg  to  remind  the  Board  that  the  sanction  of  Government  has  not  as  yet  been 
communicated  to  me  to  write  off  the^sum  of  Rupees  5/271-9-3  recommended  as  irrecoverable  in 
my  last  Jamabundi  Report,  and  request  early  sanction  for  the  same. 

63.  The  amount  of  Rupees  1,324-2-7  entered  as  irrecoverable  under  the  head  of  Income- 
tax  is  made  up  of  the  sums  noted  in  the  margin. 
Of  the  amount  of  Rupees  347-3-9  belonging  to 
1872  73,  Rupees  83-5-0  are  to  be  written  off 
from  the  accounts  owing  to  the  same  having  been 
erroneously  included  in  the  demand,   and  the 

remaning  Rupees  263-14-9  of  1872-73,  and 
Rupees  976-14-10  of  1870-71  and  1871-72  making  a  total  of  Rupees  1,240-13-7  is  irrecoverable, 
because  some  of  the  Tax-payers  have  left  their  usual  places  of  residence  for  places  unknown, 
and  others  have  been  reduced  to  extreme  poverty,  so  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  their  taxes. 
These  sums  were  recommended  to  be  written  off  in  the  respective  Income-tax  Reports  of  the 

years  1870-71,  1871-72,  and  1872-73  noted  in 
the  margin.     I  request,    therefore,   that  early 
sanction   may   be  accorded   to    write  off   the 
accounts  the  amount  of  Rupees  1,324-2-7  above  referred  to. 

64.  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  8  gives  the  extent  to  which  coercive  measures  were 
adopted  for  the  recovery  of  the  arrears  of  revenue  during  the  year  under  report.  It  will  be  seen 
from  the  annexed  Statement  that  in  2,070  villages,  and  against  63,827  ryots,  processes  were  issued 
to  the  amount  of  Rupees  2,62,564.  The  estimated  value  of  lands  attached  is  Rupees  25,156, 
whereas  the  value  of  lands  actually  sold  is  Rupees  15,0)0.  Personal  property  was  attached  to 
the  value  of  Rupees  66,709,  an4  sold  to  Rupees  15,100.

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65.  The  above  figures  do  not  include  the  operfttipns  of  the  Wandewash  Taluq,  from  which 
No.  8  Statement  and  its  Enclosure  A  have  not  as  yet  been  received^  though  repeated  orders  and 
reminders  were  sent  to  the  Tahsildar,  and  to  tjie  General  Deputy-Collector  who  is  in  charge  of« 
and  who  ccMdducted  the  settlement  of  the  said  taluq. .  As  I  do  not  wish  to  make  any  further 
delay  in  the  submission  of  this  my  report,  I  have  closed  the  General  Statement  No.  8  and  its 
Enclosure  A  without  those  of  the  said  taluq. 

6(y.  If  the  processes  issued  in  that  taluq  were  included  in  the  above,  I  am  aware  that  the 
extent  to  which  coercive  measures  had  been  had  recourse  to  in  the  current  year,  would  be  greater 
than  in  the  preceding  fasli.  This  is  undoubtedly  owing  to  the  unfavorable  nature  of  the  season, 
which  resulting  in  scanty  produce,  made  the  ryots  unable  to  pay  their  dues  as  freely  as  they 
otherwise  would. 

67.  There  were  no  batta  peons  during  the  year  to  assist  the  village  officers  in  making  their 
collections. 

68.  I  trust  however  that  in  future  years  an  improvement  may  be  noticed  in  the  payment 
of  their  kists  on  the  part  of  the  ryots,  and  in  making  collections  through  their  own  exertions  on 
the  part  of  the  village  revenue  officers. 

69.  Statement  No.  9  gives  the  particulars  of  gross  collections  and  charges  under  different 
heads  of  revenue.  The  causes  of  the  variations  in  the  collections  having  already  (from  para- 
graph^  52  to  57  above)  been  explained,  I  do  not  recapitulate  the  same  here.  I  shall  therefore 
proceed  4^0  consider  the  items  of  '*  Charges/' 

70.  Be  funds. — The  increase  of  Rupees  355  under  Refunds  is  due  to  large  refunds  of  excess 
collections  made  to  ryots. 

71.  Salaries  of  Collectors,  6^c.— The  increase  of  Rupees  14,716  on  account  of  salaries 
of  Collectors,  etc.,  is  due  to  the  full  salary  of  the  Sub -Collector,  etc.,  having  been  disbursed  dur- 
ing the  present  year,  while  only  deputation  allowance  was  paid  in  the  past. 

72.  Tent  and  Eouse-reni  allowance  of  Collectors,  etc. — The  decrease  of  Rupees  224 
nnder  the  head  tent  and  house-rent  allowance,  is  attributable  to  only  one  Assistant  Collector 
having  been  in  the  district,  and  that  too  for  only  nine  months  of  the  year. 

73.  Huzoor  and  2'aluq  Establishment-^'lhe  decrease  of  Rupees  1,551  under  this  head 
is  due  to  deputation  allowance  instead  of  the  full  salary  of  some  of  the  ^m;oor  and  Taluq  officials 
having  been  disbursed  during  the  year. 

74.  SADABWABD.-^The  increase  of  Rupees  250  is  owing  to  purchase  of  Dufter  cloths,  etc., 
for  the  use  of  the  Collector's  office,  etc. 

75.  Mbdical  ohabqes. — ^There  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  393  under  this  head.  This  is  due 
to  the  Hospital  Assistants  attached  to  the  Collector's  and  other  Divisional  offices  having  had  to 
move  more  frequently  with  the  Circuit  offices  in  this  year  than  in  the  past. 

76.  CoNTXNQENCiES. — The  increase  of  Rupees  914  in  this  item  is  due  to  the  payment  of  the 
salary  of  the  additional  temporary  establishment  sanctioned  in  G.  0.,  No.  52,  dated  15th  January 
1873. 

77.  MisoxLXAKBons.— The  decrease  of  Rupees  5,578  under  this  head,  is  attributable  to  the 
abolition  of  the  Revenue  process  peons  during  the  fasli. 

78.  Abxaei  xstablishvbnt, — ^The  amount  paid  under  this  head  is  the  arrears  of  salary  due 
to  the  establishment  entertained  when' the  Abk&ri  Farm  of  the  sub-division  was  temporarily  under 
Government  management  under  the  old  system  when  the  renters  became  defaulters. 

79.  CoNTiMoiNcixs. — The  decrease  of  Rupees  128  under  this  head  is  due  to  a  larger 
number  of  engagements  with  sub-renters  having  been  registered  in  Fasli  1282,  than  in  the 
current  fasli. 

80.  Income-tax. — The  decrease  under  this  he^d  is  owing  to  the  abolition  of  the  Inoome- 
iaz  establishment. 
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81.  Stamps.  Cohhisbion  or  Diboount  to  Licsnbbd  Stamp  Vbndobs. — ^Tho  decrease  of 
2,432  Rupees  is  due  to  the  redaction  in  the  rate  of  discount  to  licensed  Tendors  daring  the  year. 

82.  ConTiNOENCiis. — The  small  increase  of  11  Rupees  is  due  to  the  conveyance  of  stamps 
to  talnqs  from  the  Huzoor  treasury. 

83.  Enclosure  B.  gives  the  particulars  of  lands  acquired  by  public  servants  in  the  district, 
«nd  calls  for  no  remarks. 

84.  Enclosure  G.  shows  the  extent  of  land  granted  on  Gowle  for  public  and  private  topes 
under  the  Tope  Rules  ;  and  calls  for  no  remark. 

86.  The  results  of  the  transfer  of  wet  lands  into  dry  owing  to  the  want  of  means  of  irriga- 
tion are  given  in  the  enclosure  D.»  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  in  seven  villages  Nunjah  lands 
to  the  extent  of  Acres  36*11  assessed  at  Rupees  198-9-3  were  transferred  to  punjah  with  an 
assessment  of  Rupees  49-8-2.  This  shows  a  loss  of  Rupees  149-1-1  to  Government.  But  the 
impracticability  of  supplying  water  to  these  lands  from  the  existing  sources  of  irrigation,  has  been 
duly  ascertained  after  full  and  careful  enquiry. 

8tf.  The  subjoined  Statement  shows  the  results  of  irrigation  under  the  various  sources  both 
for  past  and  present  years.  It  will  be  seen  that  under  the  Fonnai  aniout  there  was  a  net  decrease 
of  Rupees  8,457  wheii  compared  with  the  figures  of  the  past  fasli,  and  Rupees  6,639  when 
compared  with  the  Ayacut  or  the  cultivable  area.  The  revenue  under  the  Palar  Anient  also 
exhibits  the  large  decrease  of  Rupees  29,851.  There  is  a  slight  increase  under  the  Cheyar  Anient. 
Under  the  Eaveripak  and  Mamandoor  Tanks  also  there  is  a  decrease  of  revenue  during  the  year, 
though  a  slight  increase  is  seen  under  the  Cheduperi  Tank.  The  general  decrease  of  revenue 
under  almost  all  the  important  sources  of  irrigation  of  the  district,  is  due  to  the  long  continued 
drought  of  the  year  under  report  :-^

87.     RuiNiD  TANKs.*Tbe  accompanying  Statement  gives  the  particulars  of  ruined  tanks 
made  over  to  priyate  enterprise,  and  it  requires  no  comment, 
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88.  Civil  Suits. — A  Statement  in  the  prescribed  form  showing  the  Demand,  Collection  and 
Balance  of  costs  awarded  by  Courts  in  favor  of  Government  in  suits  brought  against  them, 
accompanies  this  report.  It  will  be  seen  from  it  that  the  entire  demand  on  account  of  costs 
both  arrears  and  current  is  Rupees  74-14-6,  of  which  a  sum  of  only  Rupees  3-6-0  has  been 
recovered,  leaving  Rupees  71-8-6  yet  to  be  recovered.  Reminders  have  been  sent  to  the  Vakeels 
concerned  to  recover  the  balance  as  soon  as  possible,  and  a  sum  of  Rupees  26-11-0  has  been 
since  collected. 

89.  With  reference  to  the  Board's  Standing  Order,  No.  VIII.  of  1874,  which  was  received 
in  the  month  of  March  last,  I  beg  to  state  that  although  no  Treasury  was  inspected  by  the 
Treasury  Deputy-Collector  during  the  remaining  portion  of  the  fasli,  the  Taluq  Treasuries  of 
Vellore  and  Walligah  were  examined  by  Mr.  Marjoribanks  in  the  month  of  July  last.  He  would 
have  then  gone  on  to  inspect  the  Treasury  at  Arcot,  but  a  sudden  heavy  fresh  came  down  the 
Palar,  and  prevented  him  from  crossing  the  river.  I  shall  give  the  particulars  of  this  examin- 
ation as  also  of  the  other  treasuries  which  may  be  inspected  during  the  course  of  the  current  Fasli 
1284  in  my  next  Settlement  Report. 

90.  Taldq  and  Yillaqi  Accounts.*— These  accounts  were  examined  by  the  officers  who 
conducted  the  settlement  of  the  several  taluqs,  and  the  results  are  generally  satisfactory.  Any 
defects  found  in  the  examination  have  been  duly  pointed  out  to  the  Tahsildars  concerned  with 
necessary  instructions  to  remedy  the  same  at  once.  On  the  whole,  I  am  of  opinion  that  year  by 
year  the  state  of  Village  and  Taluq  Accounts  is  improving. 

91.  The  Sub -Collector's  Settlement  Report  for  Fasli  1283  is  herewith  forwarded,  and  it 
calls  for  no  remarks. 

92.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  very  favorably  on  the  general  conduct  of  my  Revenue 
subordinates.  The  Sub-Collector,  and  the  Head-Assistant  Collector,  were  changed  so  repeatedly 
during  the  year,  that  I  really  am  unable  to  record  my  opinion  of  the  services  they  rendered  me  ; 
and  my  Assistant  Mr.  Cox  who  is  a  most  hard-working,  zealous  young  officer  was  deputed  to  act 
as  Head-Assistant  in  the  South  Arcot  District  early  in  the  year,  and  has  only  just  returned  to 
the  district.  His  prolonged  absence  of  seven  months  during  which  I  had  no  additional  aid, 
necessarily  threw  upon  me  a  heavy  amount  of  extra  work.  I  have  with  deep  regret  to  record  the 
loss  I  have  sustained  in  the  untimely  death  of  my  late  able  and  upright  Sheristadar  A .  R.  Sampath 
Row  than  whom  I  did  not  know  a  more  honest  and  sealous  public  servant.  I  had  confidently 
looked  forward  to  seeing  him  hold  a  very  high  position  in  the  service  of  Government  His  death 
may  be  attributed  mainly  to  his  submitting  to  the  barbarous  treatment  of  Native  Physicians. 
His  successor  Eistnasami  Iyer,  late  Tahsildar  of  Walligah»  continues  to  deserve  the  high  character 
with  which  he  came  to  me.  He  is  working  most  efficiently  and  sealously,  and  I  look  forward  to 
his  advancement  in  due  season.  Amongst  the  Tahsildars,  I  am  glad  to  mention  very  favorably 
y.  Sreenivassa  Charri,  Tahsildar  of  Wall%jah,  who  is  indefatigable  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 
Varadarigya  Reddi  as  Tahsildar  of  Arcot  is  doing  as  good  work  as  he  formerly  did  in  the  Ami 
Jaghire.  Ghutravurthi  Ninar  at  Palamanair,  and  Prakasam  Naidji  at  Vellore  are  also  both  first 
rate  Tahsildars.

There  is  a  decrease  of  one  village  in  Vellore  Taluq  which  is  owing  to  the  transfer  of 
Eodayanji  to  Tripatore  Taluq,  in  Salem  District,  subsequent  to  the  settlement  of  Fasli  1282  as 
per  Notification  of  Qovemment,  published  in  Fort  St.  Qeorge  Gazette,  dated  8th  March  1873. 
There  is  also  an  increase  of  one  village  in  Qudiattum  Taluq  owing  to  the  transfer  of  Mettupoliem, 
a  hamlet  of  Sikarajapuram  of  Wallajah  Taluq,  to  the  former  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Demarca- 
tion Department. 

4.  FuTTAS. — The  total  number  of  puttas  distributed  in  the  fasli  was  67,356  against  67,274 
of  the  previous  fasli.  The  increase  being  only  eighty-two  needs  no  explanation.  A  memorandum

There  was  a  decrease  respectively  of  837  and  10,445  under  the  heads  of  New  and  Unaltered 
puttas,  and  an  increase  of  11,364  under  the  head  of  Altered.  The  decrease  under  the  first 
item  was  owing  to  a  less  extent  of  land  than  that  in  the  previous  faali  having  been  newly  taken 
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np  under  cultivaUon.    The  increase  and  decrease  on  the  2nd  and  3rd  items  were  owing  especiallj 
to  nameroos  relinquishments,  acquisition^  transfers  and  sub-divisions  of  joint  holdings. 

6.  Skason.— The  season  in  the  fasli  under  report  was  unfavorable,  rain-fall  scanty  and 
unseasonable.  Wet  and  most  of  the  dry  crops  only  yielded  50  per  cent.  Cholum  suffered  much  for 
want  of  rain.  The  rain-fed  tanks  received  very  little  supply  of  water  in  most  cases,  and  they 
became  quite  drj  long  before  the  harvest  season  of  the  wet  crops  commenced.  Even  the  big 
tank  of  Doosi  Hamandoor  which  is  a  river-fed  tank  did  not  receive  a  satisfactory  supply  of  water. 
The  supply  of  water  as  regards  some  villages,  the  lands  of  which  are  irrigated  by  anient  and 
river  channels,  was  fair.  There  were  some  freshes  in  Falar  and  Bahoonadi  owing  to  the  rain- 
fall in  the  west.

A  very  heavy  fall  of  rain  ocearred  on  4th  and  6th  May  last.  The  extent  of  it  and  the 
damage  eansed  by  it  to  the  commanications  and  irrigation  works,  etc.,  were  specially  'reported  on 
by  Mr.  fiioe,  in  his  letter  No.  421,  dated  14th  May  1874. 

7.  Sahitabt  Co^DiTioH.— The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Sab-Division  daring  the  year 
nnder  report  was  more  favorable  than  in  the  previoos  year.  There  was  no  Cholera.  There  was  an 
increase  of  242  fatal  cases  of  Fever  in  Qudiattam  and  126  of  Small-poz  in  Arcot.  In  the  month 
of  February  last,  the  Tahsildar  of  Gadiattam  having  reported  that  Fever  prevailed  in  the  hilly 
tracts  of  his  talaq,  the  Dresser  attached  to  this  Office  was  sent  with  the  necessary  supply  of  medicine. 
He  stayed  there  till  the  disease  had  abated,  bat  I  donbt  that  the  abatement  was  to  any  great  extent 
dne  to  his  stay  there,  as  he  admits  that  the  people  greatly  prefer  the  treatment  of  their  own 
practitioners.

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8.  Cattle. — ^The  Betarns  receiyed  from  the  talaqs  show  as  per  annexed  abstract  Statement 
that  there  was  an  increase  of  mortality  among  cattle  in  Arcot  and  Vellore  Talaqs.  This  was 
owing  to  the  deficient  fall  of  rain,  and  to  the  storm  of  May  last.  By  instructions  given  by  the 
Settlement  Officer  at  Jamabandi  and  by  subsequent  takids,  the  Village  Officers  have  been  repeatedly 
and  strictly  enjoined  to  separate  the  healthy  from  the  sick  cattle,  and  to  make  free  use  of  the 
medicine  supplied  to  them.  A  few  cases  of  attention  to  these  orders  and  none  of  remissness  have 
^ince  been  reported  to  me  by  Tahsildars.

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Notwithstanding  the  relinquishment  of  a  less  extent  of  land  than  in  the  preyions  faali, 
there  was  a  falling  off  of  Acres  12»685,  assessed  at  Rupees  18,645  in  the  holdings.  This  was 
owing  to  the  ryots  practice  of  ostensibly  relinquishing  their  lands  in  anticipation  of  a  bad  season 
and  taking  them  up  again  in  anticipation  of  a  good  one.  From  the  above  table  you  will  see  that 
about  one-sixth  of  all  the  land  under  occupation  at  the  beginning  of  Fasli  1282  has  since  been 
relinquished,  and  about  half  as  much  taken  up  again.  I  trust  that  a  steady  application  of  the 
durkhast  rules  for  the  future  will  put  a  stop  to  this  irregular  state  of  things. 

Under  the  head  of  *'  Lands  given  up  '*  and  Lands  taken  up,  Acres  3,411,  assessed  at  Rupees 
11,611  relate  to  lands  sold  and  transferred.  One  thousand  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  2,291 
relate  to  lands  which  become  unfit  for  cultivation,  and  those  taken  up  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Works.  Acres  14,887,  assessed  at  Rupees  22,133  were  relinquished,  and  Acres  3,202, 
assessed  at  Rupees  5,780  were  durkhasted  for  against  Acres  7,739,  assessed  at  Rupees  13,720  in 
last  year.

There  was  an  increase  under  both  the  items,  vis.,  Waste  charged  and  Waste  remitted.  The 
former  was  in  Vellore  and  Gndiattum  Taluqs  and  the  latter  in  Arcot  Talaq.  Oat  of  Acres 
4,737,  assessed  at  Rupees  27,209  of  wet  waste  remitted,  Acres  4,610,  assessed  at  Rupees  26,328 
relate  to  Arcot  Taluq,  Acres  126,  assessed  at  Rupees  870  to  Vellore  Taluq,  and  Acres  2,  assessed 
at  Rupees  10  to  Gudiattum  Taluq.  The  necessity  for  the  grant  of  such  large  amount  of  remis- 
sion was  owing  to  some  tanks  which  had  breached  during  the  cyclone  of  Hay  1872,  not  having 
been  repaired  as  yet  for  want  gf  funds  and  to  insu£5cient  supply  of  rain.  The  bad  state  of  the 
season  in  Arcot  Taluq  having  been  brought  to  notice  by  the  late  Tahsildar.  Mr.  Sewell 
inspected  in  person  some  of  the  tanks  in  the  month  of  December  last,  and  found  most  of  the 

rain-fed  tanks  quite  dry.  A  sum  of  Rupees  34^ 
was  also  remitted  on  13  Acres  of  dry  land  in 
Vellore  and  Gudiattum  Taluqs  as  per  margin. 
This  appears  to  be  chiefly  on  account  of  lands 
taken  up  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

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There  wm  no  remission  granted  for  Stala  Commi  or  portions  of  fields  left  waste.  Under  the 
head  of  Shayi,  Bapees  28,409-7-2  relate  to  Arcot  and  the  rest  to  Gadiattnm.  The  necessity  for 
the  grant  of  remission  on  account  of  shavi  was  owing  to  the  failure  of  rain  in  the  months  of  January 
to  April,  the  fall  in  the  first  half  of  the  fasli  having  been  poor.  The  rem  ission  granted  on  account 
of  Payamali  was  so  small  that  it  needs  no  remark.  As  the  Bo  ard  of  Revenue  have  authorized 
the  levy  of  dry  assessment  on  wet  lands,  when  cultivated  with  dry  crops,  owing  to  want  of  water 
and  as  the  rain-fall  had  been  insufficient^  there  was  an  increase  under  the  item  of  Tirwa  Cummi;

At  the  close  o!  the  fasli  the  collections  amoanted  to  88^  per  cent.,  but  the  sabseqaent  collec- 
tions have  raised  the  percentage  to  92.  Oat  of  the  balance.  Rupees  34,814-15-9  belong  to 
Bjotwari,  Rupees  20,308-9-3  to  Miscellaneous,  and  the  rest  to  Jodi  on  Shrotriems,  etc.  Under 
this  last  or  third  minor  item,  the  greatest  portion  of  the  balance  belongs  to  the  Shrotriems  of 
Mangadu  and  Yengalattoor  in  Arcot  Taluq  which  are  already  under  attachment  for  arrears  of 
Jodi  due.

The  difference  between  the  demand  of  the  last  and  that  of  the  current  faslis  being  small 
in  all  but  Cases  Nos.  3,  10  and  18,  no  explanation  is  given.  The  increase  in  the  Item  No.  3  was 
due  to  the  large  amount  of  prohibitory  assessment  levied  on  land  cultivated  without  permission, 
and  to  the  amount  of  fasli  and  Tirwajasti  collected  on  lands  cultivated  after  Jamabundi  being 
included  in  it.  As  regards  Item  No.  10  the  increase  was  owing  to  some  of  the  Notam  Maniem 
lands  having  been  fully  assessed  in  cases  in  which  the  offices  were  abolished  on  the  occurrence  of 
vacancies.

On  29th  February  1872,  the  Tahsildar  of  Arcot  requested  the  Collector  by  an  Arzi  to 
transfer  the  wet  lands  in  question  to  dry^  as  the  river  channel  which  used  to  irrigate  them  was  not 
in  good  condition.  Mr.  Cruickshank  who  was  then  in  charge  of  the  CoUectorate,  forwarded  the 
Arzi  to  Mr.  Knox  for  disposal  at  the  time  of  Jamabundi  of  Fasli  1282.  Mr.  Knox  accordingly 
transferred  the  lands  to  Dry,  but  on  condition  of  their  being  re- transferred  to  Wet  when  the 
channel  should  be  repaired.  Through  mistake  this  was  omitted  in  last  year's  Jamabundi  report. 
The  transfer  in  Vellore  was  made  by  you  at  the  time  of  Jamabundi.  The  particulars  of  the 
transfer  in  Gudiattum  Taluq  are  not  known.    Tahsildar  has  been  called  upon  for  a  report.

detailed.  A  large  extent  of  Taliary  Inam  land,  in  Ghellambram  Taluq,  hitherto  entered  in  the 
pnttas  of  those  village  officers,  but  of  which  the  assessment  was  annually  remitted,  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Inam  Ayacut;  under  Orders  of  Government,  dated  20th  February  1874, 
No.  234,  and  Board's  Miscellaneous  Proceedings,  dated  25th  idem.  No.  1,340.  There  was  also 
a  larger  extent  of  land  relinqaished  in  the  current  fasli  than  in  the  previous  one,  owing  to  the 
unfavorable  character  of  the  season.  The  total  number  of  puttas  above-mentioned,  viz.,  2,70,809 
comprises  1,84,915  puttas  remaiuing  unaltered,  and  77,055  old  puttas  modified  by  additionij 
entries,  as  well  as  8,839  fresh  or  renewed  puttas.    (  Fide  columns  4  to  7  of  Statement  No.  1). 

6.    The  season  of  Fasli  1283  has  been  unfavorable  thoroughout  the  district  as  the  Board  are 
Ko.

*     '  ^  margin.    From  the  annexed  Comparative  Table 

of  the  ridn-fall  for  the  official  years  1872-73  and  1 873-74,  a  marked  decrease  will  be  observable 
in  the  rain-fall  of  the  latter  year.  From  April  to  July  the  rain-fall  was  scanty,  and  Eambu  crops 
therefore  failed  to  a  very  serious  extent.  The  cultivation  of  Varagu  crops  on  dry  land  and  wet 
crops  on  wet  and  dry  lands  commenced  in  August  and  September  ;  but  as  there  was  very  little  or 
no  rain  in  December  and  January,  just  at  the  time  when  the  Paddy  and  Varagu  crops  were  about 
to  come  to  maturity,  they  withered  in  many  places,  while  in  others  the  produce  was  very  short —

7.  The  pnblio  healtii  was  generally  good  daring  the  fadi.  The  mortality  from  Cholera, 
Fever,  and  other  dlBeases  has  been  much  less  than  in  the  previons  year.  From  Small-pox  the 
mortidity  iras  mnoh  greater,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  Statement,  which  shows  the  number 
of  deaths.  This  increase  is  reported  to  hare  occurred  chiefly  in  the  three  taluqs  of  Trroamalai, 
Kallakurohi  and  Trikalore.  Ferer  and  other  diseases  were  prevalent,  but  the  mortality  was 
much  less.  The  death  rate  in  the  year  under  report  is  shown  to  be  about  1*4  per  cent,  of  fjie 
population.  The  number  of  births  reported  amounts  to  25,662,  agamst  25,826  in  Fasli  1282, 
the  decrease  being  164.

8.  Cattle  diseases  known  as  ^^Vekkai"  and  ^'Adappan*'  were  prevalent  in  almost  every 
taluq,  but  the  mortality  was  not  considerable.  In  Trikalore  and  Kallakurohi  Taluqs  sheep  were 
attacked  with  diseases  called  ^'Monnai"  or  **  KolW  and  *' Kurie.*^  Owing  to  the  occur« 
rence  of  a  severe  storm  on  the  6th  May,  a  great  number  of  cattle  and  sheep  were  killed  in  the 
Trinamalu  Taluq.  The  number  is  reported  to  exceed  80,000.  A  special  report  on  this  matter 
will  shortly  be  submitted.

In  spite  of  the  very  large  increase  of  about  40  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  persons  suocesB- 
fully  vaccinated,  there  was  a  great  increase  in  the  mortality  from  Small-pox,  as  noticed  in  para- 
graph 7  supra. 

10.  The  average  prices  of  all  the  principal  grains  are  detailed  in  Statement  No.  2,  and  in 
the  subjoined  comparative  abstract  a  large  increase  in  the  ruling  prices  of  Fasli  1283  a9  compared 
with  the  average  prices  for  the  last  ten  years  is  observable  as  regards  Cholam,  Eambu,  Baggy^ 
and  Horse-gram,  while  there  is  an  increase  in  the  price  of  every  £nd  of  grain  as  compared  with 
that  of  Fasli  1282.

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12.  The  extent  of  land  relinquished  this  year  far  exceeds  that  of  fasli  1282.  The  increase 
in  relinqmshment,  of  Acres  9,691  assessed  at  Bupees  9,483  is  entirely  in  dry  lands.  The  item. 
''Belinquishment,  transfer,  etc.,''  is  inclosiye  of  all  lands  transferred  from  one  head  to  another, 
and  from  one  person  to  another,  as  also  those  in  the  two  villages  transferred  to  the  North  Aroot 
District  during  the  fasli  under  report. 

13.  The  decrease  in  the  extent  of  land  taken  up  on  darkhast  is  like  the  increase  in  the 
remissions  granted  on  waste  lands,  and  the  large  decrease  in  the  extent  actually  cultivated,  attribut- 
able to  the  bad  season.  The  result  of  the  Revenue  Settlement  of  Fasli  1783  aa  compared  irith  that 
of  Fasli  1282  is  detailed  in  the  annexed  Statement  A.,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  3,18,503  Bupees 
under  ''Byotwar"  and  8,232  Bupees  under  ''Miscellaneous"  amounting  in  all  to  Bupees  3,26,735. 
The  muin  cause  of  this  large  decrease  was  the  unfavorable  character  of  the  season,  as  already 
Explained,  which  necessitated  large  remissions.

14*  This  decrease  is  distribnted  oyer  the 
eight  taluqs  in  the  district  as  noted  in  the 
margin.  Each  Tahsildar  has  entered  a  remark 
that  the  decreaae  in  hh  taluq  is  due  to  the 
unfayorable  character  of  the  season.

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16.  Three  has  been  a  net  decrease  of  Acres  859  of  Nmgah  land  and  of  1,312  mpeesof  f  _ 
ment  under  these  Irrigation  soarces,  and  an  increase  in  the  water-rates  on  dry  land  of  Bupees 
5,828.  Deducting  the  decrease  in  Nunjah  lands  and  in  second  crop  assessment  from  the  incrieaae 
in  water-rate  on  dry  land^  there  is  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  4,222  over  the  amowt  realized  in 
FasU  1282.  In  the  fasli  under  report,  the  new  anient  at  Kattumailur,  for  the  first  time  fielded 
a  small  reyenue  of  718  Rupees,  while  owing  to  certain  improvements  effected  in  the  distributive 
works  under  the  Kinnanur  and  Mdmatht^r  anicuts,  the  revenue  from  water-rate  on  dry  land  was 
increased  by  over  5,000  rupees.  The  decrease  in  the  cultivation  of  Nuigah  lands  has  arisen 
from  relinquishments  of  lands  under  some  of  these  irrigation  works  and  also  from  th#  isj^j^fer  of 
412  acres  assessed  at  Rupees  2,386  in  the  Ghedambram  Taluq  from  Government  to  uam  Ayaeilt 
as  Taliary  Liam,  under  the  orders  of  Government,  quoted  in  par^liaiih  6  of  Ihif  i ' 
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17.  No  tanks  were  made  over  in  the  fasli  to  priTate  indiyidoals  under  the  Ruined  Tank 
Bules.  A  small  tank,  in  the  Village  of  Morakunam,  Tindivanam  Taluq,  was  made  over  during  the 
fasli  under  report  to  the  Reverend  Mr.  Scudder,  under  the  Board*B  sanction,  conveyed  in  their 
Proceedings  of  14th  October  1871,  No.  4,397,  but  the  order  was  not  carried  into  effect  in  Fasli 
1281 9  bect^use  until  March  1872,  the  Reverend  gentleman  did  not  re-pay  the  sum  of  Rupees  110 
expended  by  Department  Public  Works  on  the  tank.  The  re-payment  of  which  was  a  condition 
precedent  to  the  transfer  of  the  tank  to  him.  In  April  1872,  however,  he  was  put  in  possession 
of  the  tank,  but  owing  to  some  misconception  in  the  taluq  the  original  pymaish  assessment,  together 
with  water  rate,  was-collected  in  Fasli  1282,  instead  of  the  reduced  rate  of  2^  rupees  per  acre, 
and  on  Mr.  Scudder*s  complaining  to  Mr.  Sullivan,  the  Head-Assistant  Collector  was  requested  to 
issue,  and  did  issue,  orders  to  assess  the  lands  irrigated  by  the  tank  with  the  consolidated 
assessment  of  2^  rupees  from  Fasli  1283.  In  spite  of  his  orders,  howeveri  the  Tindivanam  Tahsil- 
dar  has  sent  in  a  blank  Return  of  revenue  under  Ruined  tanks  made  over  to  private  parties — from 
which,  if  it  be  correct,  it  may  be  presumed  that  during  a  second  year,  faith  has  not  been  kept 
wiih  Mr.  Scudder. 

18.  As  the  season  of  Fasli  1283  was  exceptionally  unfavorable,  a  general  remission  of 
assessment  on  dry  lands  throughout  the  district  was  granted  with  the  sanction  of  the  Board,  as  con- 
▼eyed  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  11th  March  last.  No.  1,670,  and  20th  May  1874,  No.  1,183. 
Remission  of  assessment  on  Nunjah  lands  and  of  water-rate  was  also  necessitated,  as  detailed  in 
the  following  abstract : —

The  balance  of  Bapees  2,043  which  has  been  realized  in  July  and  August  last,  makes  up  the  total 
demand  of  Bapees  8,599. 

30.  The  decrease  of  Bapees  6,831,  ander  **  Jodi  on  Shrotriem  Villagea'^  is  dae  to  tiie 
smaller  amoant  of  arrears  which  were  oatstanding  in  the  beginning  of  Fasli  1283  as  compared 
with  Fasli  1282,  and  to  a  portion  of  [the  carrent^demand  having  been  realized  after  the  close  of 
the  fasli. 

31.  The  decrease  ander  '*  Byottoar'*  and  *'  Mieoellaneoua  Items  **  of  Bapees  8,04.574  and 
Bapees  68,569,  respectively,  .is  attribated  to  the  smaller  amoant  of  arrears  to  be  collected  in  the 
beginning  of  Fasli  1283  and  to  portions  of  the  carrent  demand  having  been  collected  after  the  close 
of  the  fasli.  To  these  caases  mast  be  added  the  large  decrease  in  the  carrent  demand,  as^already 
explained. 

In  spite  of  the  anfavorable  natare  of  the  season,  the  Board  will  observe  that  the  Collection 
under  the  foar  items  jast  noticed,  up  to  31st  August  1874,  bears  a  percentage  of  97*36  of  the  total 
demand.  The  collections  within  the  fasli  amounted  only  to  87*78  per  cent,  thereof.  This  per- 
centage would  have  been  much  larger  had  it  not  been  for  the  necessity  of  holding  in  abeyance, 
until  sanction  was  received,  the  demand  of  Punjab  assessment  in  many  localities,  as  approved 
by  the  Board,  in  their  Proceedings  of  11th  February  1874,  No.  292,  and  for  the  lateness  of  the 
date  on  which  the  said  sanction  was  received,  viz.,  the  25th  May,  so  that  a  large  proportion  of 
the  Punjab  assessments  throughout  the  district  had  to  be  levied  during  the  month  of  June  and 
subsequently.  The  actual  balance  of.  the  current  demand  outstanding  on  the  1st  instant  amount- 
ed to  76,889  rupees,  as  detailed  in  column  6  of  Statement  No.  7.  This  amount  is  distributed 
*over  the  eight  taluqs,  as  entered  below  :—

For  the  realization  of  the  recoverable  portion  of  this  balance,  stringent  measures  are  being 
adopted. 

32.  The  decrease  of  Bupees  29,664  in  the  collection  of  Abkari  revenue  is  due  entirely  to  a 
much  smaller  amount  of  arrears  outstanding  at  the  commencement  of  Fasli  1283,  than  in  the 
beginning  of  Fasli  1282.  The  current  demand  was  Bupees  1,94,005,  or  Bupees  2,767  in  excess 
of  the  demand  of  Fasli  1282.  Of  the  former  sum,  Bupees  1,80,319  were  collected  within  the 
fasli,  and  the  balance  13,686  has  been  since  paid  up. 


33.  The  increase  of  Bupees  3,132  under ''Sea  Customs ''  occurred  chiefly  at  the  Port  of 
Porto  Novo,  from  the  export  of  Paddy  and  Bice  to  Ceylon,  where  the  demand  for  them  was  greater 
than  in  the  previous  fasli.

The  decrease  is  attributed  to  there  haying  been  no  stock  of  old  salt  in  hand  at  the  begin- 
ning of  Fasli  1283  in  the  Merkanam  and  Eillai  Divisions,  as  reported  in  paragraph  34  of  the 
Settlement  Report  for  Fasli  1282,  and  to  the  out  turn  of  salt  having  been  very  partial  in  the 
Merkanam  Division  owing  to  the  heavy  storm  of  May  1874.  The  whole  stock  of  old  stock  in 
hand)  and  available  for  saloon  the  1st  July  1873  was  only  20,168  UEaunds,  valued  at  Rupees 
40,336,  and  that  was  in  the  Gundalam  Division.

40.  The  out-turn  would  have  been  still  greater  had  it  not  been  for  the  damage  by  the  storm 
of  the  5th  and  6th  May  last  to  the  salt  which  was  being  scraped,  and  was  about  to  be  received  into 
store  at  the  Merkanam,  Kandadu  and  Chunampat  pans.  The  quantity  destroyed  by  the  storm  has 
been  estimated  at  49,200  Maunds,  as  reported  in  my  letters  to  the  Board,  dated  llth  and  12th 

May  1874,  Nos.  223  and  227,  and  recorded  in 
their  Proceedings,  noted  in  the  margin.  There 
was  also  damage  done  to  the  salt  fit  to  be 
scraped  in  the  Eumblimodu  and  Manavari 
stations  of  the  Gundalam  division  by  the  heavy  rains  of  the  26th  and  27th  May  1874.  In  spite 
of  all  these  losses,  the  out-turn  of  salt  in  the  fasli  under  review  was  considerably  in  excess  of 
that  produced  in  eight  out  of  the  preceding  eleven  faslis,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  unfortu- 
nate accidents,  above  alluded  to,  there  would  have  been  no  necessity  to  apply  for  additional  salt 
from  the  Chingleput  District,  as  was  the  case  (vifJe  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  Slst  July  1874, 
No.  2,038).  The  Board  will  therefore  see  that  there  was  not  wanting  a  general  endeavour  on  the 
part  of  the  Salt  Department  to  develop  the  salt  mauufacture  during  the  fasli  under  review. 

41.  Statement  No.  7.— Out  of  the  entire  demand  of  Rupees  40,10,893  from  all  sources  of 
revenue  for  Fasli  1283,  a  sum  of  Rupees  36,40,895  was  collected  within  the  fasli,  leaving  a 
balance  of  Rupees  3,69,998  on  the  1st  July  1874,  which  was  further  reduced  by  subsequent  col- 
lections in  July  and  August  last,  to  Rupees

42.  The  total  arrears  outstanding  on  the  1st  July  1873  amounted  to  Rupees  1,49,631,  of 
which  Rupees  74,968  were  collected  and  Rupees  18,924  were  written  off  the  Accounts  within  the 
fasli.  Deducting  the  aggregate  of  these  items,  amounting  to  Rupees  93,892,  from  the  total 
arrears,  there  remained  on  the  1st  July  1874,  a  balance  of  Rupees  55,739  which  was  reduced  to 
Rupees  64,294  by  subsequent  collections  up  to  3l8t  ultimo.

From  this  amount  now  sanctioned  to  be  remitted,  however,  a  sum  of 
Rupees  338-11-1  realized  subsequent  to  the  recommendation  for  remission  and  Rupees  842-1-4 
which  have  to  be  transferred  from  *' Ryotwar"'  to  *' Land  Cess,"  amounting  in  all  to  Rupees 
1,180-12-5,  should  be  deducted,  and  the  balance  Rupees  30,085-0-7  only  written  off  the  Accounts.

46.  Stringent  orders  have  been  issued  to  the  Tahsildars  of  Tindivanam,  Cnddalore  and 
Villaporam  for  the  early  adjustment  before  the  end  of  October  of  the  recoverable  arrears  so  dis- 
creditably left  uncollected  from  Faslis  1272  and  1273,  and  I  will  address  the  Board  again  if  the 
Tahsildars  still  continue  to  neglect  the  collection  of  these  long  standing  arrears. 

47.  Statement  No.  9.— The  gross  collections  as  per  Statement  No.  9,  amounted  to  Rupees 
87,16,863.14-10  and  the  charges  to  Rupees  3,55,852-8-0  leaving  a  surplus  of  Rs.  33,60,011-6-10, 
the  charges  being  9^  per  cent,  of  the  receipts.  The  various  items  of  charge  as  compared  with 
the  past  year  are  given  in  this  statement.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  explain  some  of  the  most 
important  differences. 

48.  (A.)  Salary  oi  Golliotobs,  etc.,— The  increase  of  Rupees  708-7-6  under  this  head, 
is  mainly  due  to  the  entertainment  during  a  portion  of  the  fasli  of  two  additiooal  Deputy- 
CoUectorSi  one  for  Railway,  and  the  other  for  Remission  duties. 

49.  (B.)  TiKT  AND  HonsB-BiNT  ALLOWAJMCBS. — The  decrease  of  Rupees  875-0-4  under  this 
head  is  due  to  the  allowance  having  been  drawn  in  Fasli  1283  by  one  Assistant  Collector  only,  while 
in  Fasli  1282  the  allowance  was  drawn  by  two,  Messrs.  Rough  and  Thomson. 

50.  (C.)  HusxTB  AND  Talttq  Establishments.  —Under  this  item  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees 
473'  13-1  which  is  due  to  the  decrease  in  the  payment  of  deputation  allowance  in  Fasli  1283 
to  the  officers  on  the  Huzur  and  Taluq  establishments. 

51.  (D.)  Sadbbwabd. — Last  year  Dufter  cloths  were  purchased  for  arranging  Taluq  records 
under  special  sanction,  conveyed  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Revenue,  dated  8th  February 
1873,  No.  806.  No  such  charge  was  incurred  during  the  year  under  report.  Hence  a  decrease 
of  Rupees  318-10^3. 

52.  (E.)  Mbdical  chabqbs. — ^The  decrease  under  this  head  is  owing  to  the  saving  in  the 
salary  of  the  Hospital  Assistant  attached  to  the  Sub-Collector's  office  in  consequence  of  his  death 
in  the  latter  purt  of  Fasli  1283. 

53.  (F.)  CoNTiNOBNCiis. — ^Tho  increase  of  Rupees  183-4-1  under  this  head  is  owing  to  the 
increased  payment  of  batta  to  the  Taluq  establishments  as  well  as  to  the  establishments  of  addi- 
tional Deputy-Collectors  employed  on  Remission  and  Railway  duties. 

54.  (G.)  MisoELLANBOTTs.^-The  large  decrease  of  Rupees  32,553-11-4  under  this  item  is 
owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  amount  collected  as  Process  Service  Fees  for  the  service  of  Processes 
under  Act  U.  of  1864,  and  the  consequent  decrease  in  the  amount  paid  to  the  Process  Servers. 
The  cause  of  this  falling  off  in  the  issue  of  Processes  was  the  holding  in  abeyance  the  collection  of 
the  revenue  during  the  last  months  of  the  fasli. 
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55.  (A.)  Lakd  Costohs  continqikcies. — The  increase  of  Bnpees  566-1-0  under  this  item  if 
dae  to  the  increased  payment  of  rewards  to  informers  in  cases  of  smuggling  by  land  having  been 
debited  to  this  head,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Government  of  India»  dated  6th. 
June  1873,  communicated  in  the  Accountant-General's  Circular  No.  13,  dated  7th  July  1873. 

66.  ({.)  Salt,  pubchabb  of  salt  and  manufactubbbb*  shabb. — ^The  increase  of  Bupees 
33,944-6-7  is  due  to  the  increased  manufacture  and  consequent  increased  payment  of  Coodivarum. 

67.  (y.)  Ohargtafor  conveying  and  storing  salt. — The  increase  of  Bupees  3,749-10-11 
is  also  mainly  due  to  the  increase  in  the  manufacture  of  salt  during  the  fasli. 

68.  (k.)  Charges  for  exporting  aalt^ — Under  this  item,  there  is  a  decrease  of  Bupees 
1,634-13-2,  which  is  attributaole  to  a  saving  in  the  cost  of  transport  of  salt  to  Pondicherry  for 
the  French  Government,  the  salt  having  been  supplied  from  Gundalam  instead  of  from  Merkanam 
where  none  was  available. 

69.  (I.)  Freight  on  salt  imported. — ^The  increase  of  Bupees  29,737-9-6,  under  this  item 
is  due  to  the  charges  incurred  in  connection  with  the  import  of  salt  from  Covelong  to  this  district 
in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the  manufacture  in  this  district  in  fasli  1282. 

60.  {m.)  Petty  Construction  and  Repairs. — The  increase  of  Bupees  10,802-11-0  under 
this  item»  is  due  to  tne  execution  of  more  worKS  and  repairs  in  connection  with  salt  in  Fasli  1282. 

61.  (n.)  Stamps,  Discount  to  Licensed  Stamp  Vendors. — Under  this  item,  there  is  a 
decrease  of  Bupees  2,174-0-6,  which  is  due  to  the  reduction  of  the  discount  allowed  to  Licensed 
Stamp  Vendors  on  the  sale  of  Court  Fees  labels  from  3  to  1  per  cent,  as  per  Government  Order, 
Bevenue  Department,  dated  28th  February  1873,  No.  232. 

62.  (o.)  Be/unds. — ^The  increase  of  Bupees  1,469-3-0,  under  this  item  is  attributable  first 
to  the  larger  payment  of  refunds  on  presentation  of  certificates  from  Courts,  under  Section  13  of 
Act  VII.  of  1870 ;  secondly,  to  the  larger  refunds  of  the  values  of  damaged  General  Stamp  papers 
and  Court  Fees  Stamps  under  Section  46  of  Act  XVIII.  of  1869,  and  Government  Order,  dated 
24th  April  1872  ;  and  thirdly,  to  the  payment  of  refunds  of  Surplus  Process  Fees  ordered  by  the 
District  and  Subordinate  Judges,  under  Orders  of  Government,  Judicial  Department,  No.  976  of 
23rd  June  1873. 

63.  The  public  servants  noted  below  are  reported  to  have  acquired  landed  property  in  the 
fasli  under  report  to  an  extent  of  Acres  206*31,  assessed  at  Bupees  732-8-6.  Of  the  land  acquired 
by  the  Additional  Deputy-Collector,  Vencata  Soobier,  a  separate  report  will  be  submitted  as  soon 
as  certain  information  called  for  is  received  i-^

entries  in  the  Fymaish  Begister,  and  of  the  entries  in  Adangal  Account  No.  4^  and  Chittah  No.  6 
and  individual  Ledger  No.  13,  was  made  before  settlement  was  actually  commenced,  and  the  results 
were  duly  recorded  in  each  Account,  in  each  village,  and  final  orders  passed  by  me  at  the  Settle* 
ment.  In  this  way  the  accuracy  of  the  Village  Accounts  was  carefully  tested  and  many  blunders 
and  wrong  entries  in  tarams,  etc.,  that  had  been  going  on  for  several  years  were  corrected,  and 
the  conduct  of  the  Cumams  noticed.  In  both  the  Cuddalore  and  Villapuram  Taluqs,  the  Gulti- 
yation  Account  No.  1  is  generally  kept  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  manner.  Examination  clearly 
showed  that  in  many  cases  monthly  examinations  of  cultivation  had  not  been  made  nor  the 
Account  No.  1  written  up  month  by  month,  but  at  the  time  of  preparing  the  Adangal  Account,  the 
Cultivation  Account  No.  1 ,  was  written  up  from  the  results  of  the  Adangal  examination.  In  all 
these  cases  the  date  of  harvest  and  the  kind  of  crops  cultivated  were  invariably  omitted  to  be 
entered  in  No.  1  Account.  The  Cumams  and  ReveDue  Inspectors  were  warned  against  the 
repetition  of  these  irregularities  in  the  keeping  of  this  important  account ;  but,  I  am  afraid,  so 
long*  as  the  inspecting  stafi*  is  as  insufficient  as  at  present,  any  great  improvement  cannot  be 
expected  in  the  present  state  of  things.  The  Taluq  Accounts  were  kept  in  fair  order.  AH 
interpolations,  interlineations,  and  erasures  in  the  Village  and  Taluq  Accounts  were  regularly 
attested. 

65.  A  copy  of  the  Sub-Collector*s  report  on  the  settlement  of  his  division  is  herewith 
submitted. 

66.  Bemarks  on  the  conduct  of  Subordinates.— During  the  five  months  which  elapsed 
between  my  [return  from  furlough  and  the  end  of  the  fasli,  I  received  hearty  assistance  and 
co-operation  from  the  Acting  Sub-Collector  Mr.  Lister,  the  Acting  Head- Assistant  Collector  Mr. 
Eough,the  Assistant  Collector  Mr.  Thomson,  and  the  General  Duties  Deputy-Collector  Stri  Baliah. 

67.  The  Tahsildars  of  Trikalore  and  Trinamalai,  Atmanada  Mudali  and  Gholam  Eader 
and  the  Acting  Tahsildar  of  Cuddalore  Vencataramiah  who  is  the  confirmed  Tahsildar  of  Trikalore, 
discharged  their  duties  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  I  regret  I  cannot  say  the  same  of  the  Tindi- 
vanam  or  Villapuram  Tahsildars  Mr.  Dique  and  Sreenevassa  Iyengar. 

68.  The  Acting  Head  Sheristadar  Eanakasabai  Mudali  had  a  great  deal  of  very  hard  work 
thrown  on  him  during  the  Jamabundi  owing  to  the  remissions  given  and  the  necessity  for  closely 
scrutinizing  the  Village  Accounts,  and  in  justice  to  him,  I  feel  bound  to  record  that  he  never  spared 
himself  but  worked  unceasingly.

I  HAYS  the  honor  to  report  on  the  Settlement  of  the  3  (three)  taluqs  forming  the  Sub-Difi* 
sion  of  South  Arcot  for  Fasli  1283,  and  to  forward  the  usual  Accounte  connected  with  the  same. 

2.  1.  Flacxs  whibbi  thb  Jamabukdi  was  hbld. — The  Jamabundi  was  conducted  by  me 

at  the  stations  noted  in  the  margin.    It  was  com- 
VirdaoheUam.       Chiana  Mlem/  menced  on  the  20th  January  and  was  concluded 

Kaiiakarohi.  Amxnapett. '  ou  the  9th  May,  but  the  period  actually  spent 

in  the  settlement  of  villages  was  forty-three 
days,  as  shown  in  Statement  No.  1. 

3.  II.  No.  oir  FuTTAS. — The  total  number  of  puttas  distributed  in  the  fasli  was  97,392, 
or  less  than  the  number  distributed  in  the  previous  fasli  by  1,514.  The  decrease  is,  as  usual,  due 
to  relinquishments  of  entire  holdings,  to  the  smaller  number  of  applications  for  fresh  puttas,  and 
partly  to  the  inclusion  in  one  putta  of  all  the  holdings  in  cases  where  one  ryot  held  more  than 
one  putta  in  a  village.  In  the  Chellambram  Taluq,  where  such  fluctuations  are  rare  and  not  con* 
siderable,  there  is  a  decrease  of  347  in  the  total  number  of  puttas  issued  in  this  fasli  below  that 
of  1282,  and  this  arises  from  200  puttas  hitherto  issued  for  the  lands  selected  as  Taliary  Maniem, 
in  the  old  Chellambram  Taluq,  not  having  been  issued  in  the  present  year.  These  lands  were 
granted  as  Taliary  Maniem  in  G.  0.,  dated  20th  February  last.  No.  234,  and  have  been  transferred 
from  Ayen  to  Inam. 

4.  ni.  SiAsoisr. — ^The  season  of  Fasli  128S  was  unfavorable  for  agricultural  operations,  and 
peculiarly  so  for  the  cultivation  of  dry  grains,  chiefly  Yaragu  and  Baggy.  The  rain-fall  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  iksli  when  the  eJEtrly  dry  crops  require  rain  was  very  inadequate,  and  the  conse- 
quence was  a  very  partial  yield  of  Eambu  and  the  different  kinds  of  pulses.  This  inadequacy  of 
rain  was  followed  by  a  still  more  serious  failure  in  the  later  months  of  the  year  and  the  later  sow- 
ings among  which  are  Yaragu  and  Saggy,  the  staple  articles  of  food  to  the  mass  of  the  people  fared 
very  badly.  They  had  all  tolerable  though  insufficient  sowing  rains  in  August  and  September  to 
commence  with,  but  in  November  there  was  very  little  rain,  and  none  at  all  in  December,  and  as 
these  crops  are  on  the  ground  for  four  months,  there  was^an  almost  universal  partial  failure,  the 
loss  being  heaviest  in  Yaragu  which  is  reaped  almost  last  of  all  the  crops.  As  regards  Nunjah 
crops  except  in  the  greater  portion  of  the  Chellambram  Taluq,  in  which  the  Goleroon  freshes  and 
not  the  rains  affect  the  cultivation,  the  insufficiency  of  rain  in  the  later  months  of  the  year  resulted 
in  the  failure  of  paddy  and  in  a  slight  decrease  in  the  extent  of  cultivation.  The  subjoined  State- 
ment shows  the  fall  of  rain  in  these  two  taluqs  in  October,  November  and  December  of  Fasli  1283, 
as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  fasli :—

6.  IV.  Sanitary  CoiiDiTioN. — Public  health  was  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  although  Small- 
pox prevailed  in  Porto  Novo  and  generally  in  the  Kallakurchi  Taluq  in  the  month  of  April.  Addi- 
tional vaccinators  were  employed  in  both  places,  and  prompt  measures  were  adopted  to  check  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  but  in  Kallakurchi  a  few  lives  are  reported  to  have  been  lost  owing  to  Small- 
pox and  Fever.  In  all  three  taluqs  drinking  water  became  scarce  towards  the  middle  of  March,  in 
Tillages  situated  in  elevated  tracts.  Wells  and  ponds  were  cleared  so  as  to  secure  a  supply  at  the 
first  fall  of  rain.  Cattle  however  fared  a  little  worse.  They  suffered  from  Adappan  and  Vekkai  in 
Cusbah  and  Nallur  firkas,  in  Virdachellam;  in  Chellambram  400  head  of  cattle  died  of  these 
diseases,  and  in  Kallakurchi,  in  villages  lying  at  the  foot  of  the  Hills  and  on  the  banks  of  the 
Fennar,  sheep  and  cattle  perished  from  the  intense  cold  caused  by  the  unusual  fall  of  rain  in  May 
which  was  accompanied  by  a  strong  gale.  They  also  suffered  from  scarcity  of  drinking  water 
towards  the  end  of  the  fasli  in  all  three  taluqs. 

6.  V.  Faicis  Of  AaaiouLTtrsAL  Pbodugb.— The  average  prices  of  all  sorts  of  grain,  and  of  dry 
grdnsin  particular  for  Fasli  1283  were  considerably  above  the  average  prices  that  obtained  in  the 
past  ten  years^  and  still  higher  compared  with  the  average  of  the  previous  fasli.  Second  sort  Paddy 
was  25  per  cent,  dearer  than  last  year.  The  prices  of  Cholam,  Kambu,  B«ggy  and  Horse- 
gram  rose  respectively  92,  148,  134,  and  52  per  cent.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  price  of 
Varagu,  the  staple  food  of  the  masses,  of  88  per  cent.  Prices  were  at  their  highest  in  January, 
February  and  March  after  the  failure  of  rain  in  December,  so  much  so,  that  the  Tahsildar  of  Kal- 
lakurchi and  one  or  two  other  officers  in  the  division  considered  a  famine  to  be  impending.  This 
rise  in  prices  was  due  to  an  unfavorable  harvest,  and  to  the  steadiness  with  which  the  export  trade 
was  kept  up  both  ^by  sea  in  the  Chellambram  Taluq  and  inland  to  Salem  from  the  Kallakurchi 
Taluq,  but  not  to  any  actual  want  of  grain  in  the  country.  These  circumstances  rendered  it  neces- 
sary to  watch  the  state  of  the  Kallakurchi  Taluq  with  the  utmost  vigilance,  and  as  the  taluq  was 
peculiarly  under-officered,  a  temporary  establishment  of  one  Deputy  Tahsildar  and  two  Revenue 
Inspectors  was  employed,  the  former  to  relieve  the  ^ahsildar  of  his  routine  duties  at  the  Cusbah, 
and  the  latter  with  the  Tahsildar  to  be  constantly  itinerating  in  the  interior  of  the  taluq.  Special 
reports  on  the  state  of  each  village  inspected  were  submitted  from  time  to  time  by  all  these  officers, 
but  not  a  single  case  of  actual  distress  occurred,  and  as  the  fall  of  rain  in  May  and  June  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  very  slight  reduction  in  prices,  the  fasli  passed  away  without  any  serious  distress. 

7.  Statement  No.  2  shows  the  average  prices  of  the  different  grains  as  compared  with  the 
previous  fasli,  and  with  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years. 

8.  VL  Btotwar  Holdinqs,  Variations,  xtc— An  abstract  compiled  from  Statement  No.  3 
is  subjoined,  which  will  show  the  holdings  of  the  ryots  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fasli  1283,  the  varia- 
tions therein  daring  the  fasli,  and  the  holdings  at  the  end  of  the  fasli  as  compared  with  the  same 
in  1282.

9.  The  total  of  ryotwar  holdings  at  the  commencement  of  Faeli  1283  was  Acres  4,03,738 
assessed  at  Rupees  11,86,461-7-5  against  4,15,141  acres  assessed  at  Rapees  12,11,473-5-10  in 
Fasli  1282;  a  deduction  of  Acres  23,992  assessed  at  Rupees  54,812-6-3  for  lands  relinquished, 
transferred,  and  taken  up  for  public  purposes  or  rendered  unfit  for  cultivation;  and  an  addition  of 
Acres  15,367  assessed  at  Rupees  37,903-11-2  for  lands  taken  up  on  Darkhast  and  obtained  by 
transfer,  have  brought  the  holdings  at  the  conclusion  of  the  fasli  to  Acres  3,95,113  assessed  at 
Rupees  11,69,552-12-4.  There  is  thus  a  decrease  of  8,625  acres  assessed  at  Rupees  16,908-11-1  in 
the  holdings  at  the  close  of  the  fasli,  which  is  owing  to  the  lands  resigned  not  having  been  made  up 
for  under  the  corresponding  head  *'  Lands  taken  up  on  Darkhast"  and  to  there  being  a  difference  of 
Acres  518  assessed  at  Rupees  1,127-3- 1  between  lands  transferred  and  its  corresponding  item  *' Lands 
obtained  by  transfer.*'  This  latter  difference  is  the  result  of  the  transfer  to  Inam  intheChellam- 
bram  Taluq  of  all  the  lands  hitherto  enjoyed  by  Taliaries  under  Ain,  which  were  formally  assign- 
ed as  Liam,  in  G.  0.,  No.  234,  dated  20th  February  last.  This  extent  being  once  deducted  from 
Futkut  there  can  be  no  corresponding  addition  as  in  the  case  of  transfer  Rarzinamahs,  Sales,  etc. 

10.  The  slight  increase  in  Darkhasts  and  a  small  decrease  in  Rarzinamahs  are  attributable 
to  the  peculiarly  favorable  character  of  the  season  of  1282,  in  which  Darkhasts  for  1283  were  pre- 
vented, and  to  the  commencement  of  the  season  of  1283  itself  not  having  been  such  as  to  justify 
any  apprehensions  of  the  great  insufficiency  of  rain  that  actually  followed.  The  rule  that  the 
IkSeessment  on  lands  cultivated  without  permission  becomes  payable  at  once,  may  have  caused  an 
increase  in  Darkhasts  while  as  regards  the  decrease  in  Rarrinamahs  it  may  be  observed  that  die 
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disoontinuanoe  of  Swoya  jasti  Futtas  in  Fasli  1281  gradually  left  ryots*  puttas  free  of  unprofita- 
ble and  inferior  lands  which  are  generally  resigned  immediately  afterwards.  To  the  beria  thus 
obtained  a  sum  of  Rupees  16,058-10-8  being  second  crop  assessment,  and  another  sum  of  Rupees 
83,637-8-4  being  Teerva  Jasti  or  water-tax  have  to  be  added  to  obtain  the  gross  ryotwar  beria  of 
the  fasli,  which  will  thus  amount  to  Rupees  12,699248-15-4. 

11.  VIII.  Fasal  Jasti  and  Teerva  Jasti.— Under  the  head  of  2nd  crop  assessment  there  is 
a  very  slight  increase  of  Rupees  193-3-10,  which  is  the  result  of  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,164-8-7 
in  Ghellambram  Taluq,  and  a  decrease  of  Rupees  971-4-9  under  this  head  in  Kallakurchi  and 
Virdachellam.  The  water-supply  in  Ghellambram  in  villages  depending  on  the  Goleroon,  etc., 
anicuts  was  ample,  and  hence  the  increase  of  nearly  1,200  rupees  under  Faeal  Jasti  in  that  taluq. 

12.  Under  the  head  of  Teerva  Jasti  there  is  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  2,732-1-7.  The 
increase  is  chiefly  in  the  Ghellambram  Taluq  where  it  amounts  to  Rupees  3,070-11-4.  In  Virda- 
chellam there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  79-11-9,  and  in  Kallakurchi  a  decrease  of  Rs.  418-6-6. 
The  increase  in  Ghellambram  is  due  partly  to  the  satisfactory  state  of  all  the  river-fed  sources  of 
irrigation,  a^id  to  recourse  having  been  had  by  the  ryots  to  the  Grovernment  sources  of  water  oonse* 
quent  on  the  failure  of  rains.  A  Gomparative  Statement  of  Revenue  derived  from  these  two  items 
in  Faslis  1282  and  1283  is  annexed:—

13.  IX.  Cultivation. — In  tbe  extent  of  cultivation,  there  is  a  total  decrease  below  that  of 
last  year  of  Acres  12,745,  or  nearly  3^  per  cent.,  of  which  1 1^700  almost  the  whole  is  in  Punjab 
and  a  very  small  extent,  viz.  1,056  acres  is  in  Nunjah.  The  decrease  in  Punjab  cultivation 
is  greatest  in  Kallakurchi  where  it  amounts  to  7,111  acres  and  arises  from 'the  insufficiency 
of  rain  for  the  cultivation  of  Punjab  in  the  oponing  months  of  the  fasli  (0*20  inches  in  July  and 
1*7  in  August)  when  Eambu,  Varagu,  and  Raggy  and  the  pulses  are  all  sown  here  ;  this  large 
decrease  is  decidedly  suspicious,  but  the  Revenue  st  iff,  in  Kallakurchi  Taluq,  is  avowedly  insufficient 
for  satisfactory  administration,  and  as  long  as  the  controlling  authorities  refuse  to  remedy  a  state 
of  things  which  is  acknowledged  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  to  apply  the  simple  remedy  of  assigning 
to  Kallakurchi  Taluq,  the  notoriously  inadequate  establishment  employed  in  taluqs  of  similar 
size  and  importance,  we  must  be  content  in  the  main  to  take  what  revenue  the  Curnams  choose 
to  give  us;  this  question  is  wholly  distinct  from  the  general  one  which  has  been  under  considera* 
tion  for  a  year  or  two  of  increasing  subordinate  Revenue  agency;  Kallakurchi  Taluq  requires 
to  be  brought  up  to  the  average  strength  at  once,  and  to  get  the  increased  establishment  in  addi- 
tion when  that  is  given  to  other  taluqs  ;  it  is  very  possible  that  this  decrease  is  due  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  increasing  dishonesty  of  unchecked  Gurnams  whose  opportunities  will  be  considerably 
enlarged  this  fasli,  by  the  power  they  will  acquire  of  charging  second  crop  wet  assessment  or  not 
at  their  pleasure.  Tbe  decrease  in  Nunjah  cultivation  is  very  little  in  Virdachellam  Taluq  being 
only  36  acres,  and  the  rest  is  in  Kallakurchi  and  Ghellambram  and  is  attributable  in  the  former 
taluq  to  the  insufficiency  of  water-supply  in  rain-fed  sources  of  irrigation,  and  in  tbe  latter  to  one 
or  two  irrigation  works  having  been  out  of  repair.

15.  In  each  kind  of  crop  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  extent  cultivated;  the  falling  off  ia 
greatest  in  the  case  of  Cotton.  This  is  grown  most  extensively  in  Virdachellam  Taluq  and  almost 
the  whole  of  the  decrease  is  in  that  taluq.  While  the  decrease  in  the  extent  cultivated  is  Acres 
19,814,  that  in  the  assessment  is  only  Rupees  7,300  which  is  accounted  for  partly  by  the  difference 
in  the  quality  of  the  land  cultivated  with  this  crop.  Cotton  is  shown  generally  as  an  **  Ottadam  '* 
or  mixed  crop  with  Varagu,  and  as  Varagu  is  not  grown  on  the  same  land  for  two  successive 
years,  there  is  naturally  a  difference  in  the  quality  of  land  cultivated  with  cotton.  It  would 
appear  also  that  in  the  preparation  of  statistics  of  crops,  a  portion  only  of  the  field  cultivated  is 
taken  into  account  in  the  case  of  mixed  crops  for  each  different  product  raised.  This  must  of 
course  lead  to  inaccuracy  in  the  quantity  of  land  entered  as  cultivated  with  cotton.  Still  there  is 
no  doubt  a  large  decrease  in  cotton  cultivation  for  1283  which  is  in  a  great  measure  owing  to  the 
unfavorable  character  of  the  season.  I  am  however  inclined  to  think  that  last  year's  figures  are 
incorrect,  and  that  the  decrease  in  the  extent  cultivated  is  not  more  than  3,000  acres.  In  indigo 
there  is  a  decrease  of  4,448  acres.  The  decrease  is  common  to  all  three  taluqs,  and  results  from 
the  serious  failure  of  rain  in  December  and  .January,  the  months  in  which  this  crop  is  most  gene- 
rally  grown.  In  the  case  of  Sugar-cane,  the  decrease  is  very  trifling,  being  96  acres,  and  does  not 
call  for  any  remark.  There  is,  however,  an  increase  of  Rupees  851  in  the  assessment  of  land 
cultivated  with  Sugar-cane,  which  must  beheld  to  be  due  to  lands  of  a  superior  quality  having 
been  substituted  for  comparatively  inferior  lands  on  which  the  crop  was  raised  in  the  previous  year. 

16.  XI.  Pbbmanbnt  soubces  of  Irrigation. — During  the  fasli  under  report,  the  Kattu- 
mailur  anient  across  the  Mayuranathee,  a  tributary  of  the  Manimuktha  river,  in  the  Virdachellam 
Taluq  has  been  added  to  the  permanent  sources  of  irrigation  in  this  Division  This  anicut  is 
intended  to  supply  the  two  villages  of  Sapaukum  and  ^agar.  Theresas  not  much  irrigation, 
however,  from  the  anicut  in  question  in  the  fasli,  and  the  increase  of  revenue  derived  is  very  trifling 
being  Rupees  58,  and  the  extension  in  cultivation  is  but  one  acre.  This  is  owing  to  supply 
channels  to  tanks  not  having  been  completed  yet.  A  large  extension  in  cultivation  and  a  further 
increase  of  revenue  is  anticipated  for  Fasli  1284.  With  this  exception,  there  have  been  no 
changes  in  the  sources  of  irrigation  or  villages  supplied  therefrom. 

17.  A  Comparative  Statement  of  the  revenue  derived  from  these  sources  in  1282  and  1283  is 
subjoined  : —

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18.  These  figures  do  not;  include  the  extent  on  which  Easser  and  Fasal  Jasti  are  charged,  hut 
only  the  amount  of  assessment  under  these  heads  and  hence  with  a  decrease  of  2  acres  only  in  the 
extent  irrigated,  there  is  a  net  increase  in  the  revenue  over  that  of  the  past  year  amounting  to 
Rupees  770. 

19.  The  decrease  of  686  acres,  with  a  revenue  of  1,697  rupees  under  the  Coleroon  anient  is 
caused  hy  the  transfer  of  411  acres  assessed  at  Rupees  1,996  from  Ayen  to  Taliary  Maniem  ;  and  by 
the  remission  for  Nunjah  waste  granted  on  account  of  certain  irrigation  channels  having  been  out 
of  order. 

20.  The  decrease  of  394  acres  assessed  at  Rupees  498  (the  proper  assessment  is  Rupees 
1,637,  but  the  additional  revenue  derived  as  Kasser  and  Fasal  Jasti  Rupees  1,139  is  deducted 
from  this)  under  the  Shetiatope  anient  has  been  caused  partly  by  remission  for  waste  and  partly 
by  relinquishments  and  revenue  sales  for  arrears  in  which  the  lands  were  purchased  for  Govern- 
ment. 

21.  Under  the  Keeranur  anient  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,375  in  the  Chellambram 
Taluq,  which  is  mostly  in  Kasser,  and  which  is  reduced  by  a  decrease  of  757  rupees  in  Virda- 
chellam  to  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  768  ;  it  seems  strange  that  Virdachellam  which  is  nearer  the 
anient  should  show  a  decrease,  while  there  is  an  increase  in 'the  more  distant  Chellambram  and  the 
ryots  of  Kummapuram  are  constantly  complaining  of  the  unfair  distribution  of  water,  and  urging 
that  their  village  was  better  off  before  the  masonry  anient  was  constructed. 

22.  I  think  it  is  a  great  pity  that  more  attention  is  not  paid  to  the  prompt  carrying  out  of 
anient  subsidiary  works  ;  this  anient  was  constructed  four  or  five  years  ago,  and  a  stone  saying 
who  built  it,  and  who  were  the  local  persons^^es  at  the  time  was  duly  inserted  in  the  walls,  but  the 
more  insignificant,  but  not  less  important  question  of  carrying  off  the  water,  whose  progress 
the  anient  was  designed  to  arrest,  seems  to  have  escaped  attention  ;  and  when  I  joined  the  Sub- 
Division,  three  years  ago,  water  did  not  flow  even  in  the  main  channel  on  the  north  ;  the  increase 
of  revenue  from  this  anient  has  been  about  3  per  cent,  on  the  outlay,  but  it  looks  more  in  the 
above  Statement  of  remunerative  works,  because  the  whole  Nunjah  beriz  in  the  villages  irrigated 
from  it  and  not  the  increase  only  has  been  credited  to  it. 


23.    It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  in

the  Virdachellam  Taluq  there  is  an  increase  of 
Rupees  2,139,  in  the  Kasser  revenue  derived 
from  the  M^mathiir  Anient.  This  anient  was 
completed  in  Fasli  1280,  and  year  afler  year, 
there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  revenue 
derived  under  it,  as  shown  in  the  margin. 


24.  XII.  Public  and  Private  Topes. — The  extent  of  land  occupied  by  Private  and 
Public  Topes  under  the  Tope  Rules  was  Acres  695-7  assessed  at  Rupees  1,386-8-2  at  the  commence- 
ment of  Fasli  1283.  Of  this  an  extent  of  Acres  46*51  assessed  at  Rupees  87-10-1  was 
charged  with  full  assessment  as  the  fixed  period  of  twenty  years  had  expired  ;  and  another  extent 
of  Acres  49*62  assessed  at  Rupees  114-1-5  held  as  Tope  was  partly  cancelled  from  the  grant  for 
the  failure  of  the  grantees  to  conform  to  the  Tope  Rules,  and  partly  relinquished  owing  to  the 
poverty  of  the  soil.  These  deductions  and  an  addition  of  Acres  24*48  assessed  at  Rupees  48-4-6 
for  new  Tope  grants  made  during  the  fasli  in  Kallakurchi  and  Virdachellam  have  reduced  the 
extent  under  plantation  at  the  close  of  the  fasli  to  Acres  623*52  assessed  at  Rupees  1,233-1-2. 
Taluqwar  particula]^a  of  this  are  given  in  the  subjoined  Statement : —

25.  XIII.  BiMissioN. — No.  4  is  the  Statement  of  remissions  granted  in  Fasli  1288  tl 
compared  with  Fasli  1282.  Under  the  head  of  **  Occasional  remissions**  there  is  an  increase  of 
Bapees  42,424-7-7.  The  total  remissions  under  this  head  amount,  to  Rupees  449401-9-7  for 
1283,  of  which  25,252-15  was  for  Pui^'ah  partial  loss.  In  the  Virdachellam  Taluq,  in  the 
Bownagherrj  and  Streemushnum  Divisions  of  Chellambram  Taluq,  and  in  all  but  eighty-one 
villages  of  the  Kallakurchi  Taluq,  a  remission  of  the  three  last  kists,  amounting  to  5  Annas  ill 
the  rupee,  was  granted  to  all  Futtadars  whose  beriz  exclusive  of  Boad  Cess  did  not  exceed  Bupeea 
25  on  all  lands  cultivated  with  Varagu.  The  object  of  the  limitation  as  to  crop  was  to  guard 
against  indiscriminate  remission  in  cases  where  although  the  yield  was  generally  below  the 
average,  yet  no  real  hardship  was  likely  to  follow,  as  the  other  Puigah  grains  did  not  on  the  whole 
fare  so  badly  as  Varagu.  By  the  time  that  the  failure  of  Punjab  crops  became  known  and  it 
was  determined  to  grant  special  remissions,  almost  all  the  crops  were  off  the  ground,  so  that 
even  a  general  inspection  was  impossible.  I  ascertained  by  careful  enquiry  that  Varagu  had 
failed  most  of  all  the  crops.  Moreover,  on  all  Punjab  lands  cultivated  with  other  grains,  there 
was  ample  time  to  grow  a  2nd  dry  crop  as  Horse-gram  for  instance,  on  land  previously  cultivated 
with  Eambu,  and  thus  to  make  up  for  the  partial  loss  of  one  crop. 

26.  The  restriction  as  to  Putta  beriz  was  necessary  in  order  to  limit  the  concession  to  thoio 
classes  only  whose  condition  really  demanded  some  relief,  for  as  large  proprietors  have  generally  a 
stock  of  grain  on  hand  and  grow  more  than  one  kind  of  Punjab  crop  every  year,  the  small 
amount  remitted  for  Punjab  would  have  been  no  object  to  them,  nor  was  distress  likely  to  be  felt 
by  these  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  this  special  indulgence  necessary.  In  eighty:one  villages  of 
the  Kallakurchi  Taluq,  which  are  situated  on  the  elevated  tracts  lying  between  the  basins  of  the 
Pennar  on  the  north  and  the  Manimuktanadi  on  the  south,  the  Bevenue  Inspectors  and  Tahsil- 
dars  reported  an  almost  general  failure  of  all  Punjab  crops,  and  in  these  localities  the  last  three 
kists  for  Pui^'ah  were  remitted  throughout  without  destruction  as  to  crop  or  Putta  beriz. 
These  measures  were  discussed  between  myself,  the  Tahsildars  of  the  several  taluqs,  and  Mr. 
Banbury  who  came  on  special  duty,  and  were  finally  approved  and  carried  out.  They  afforded  all 
the  relief  that  was  necessary. 

27.  The  Nui^'ah  Bemission  irrespective  of  that  granted  for  entire  fields  left  waste,  which 
is  shown  in  Statement  No,  3,  amounted  to  Bupees  17,837-12-8  including  remission  of  water-rate 
on  Punjab  lands  cultivated  with  wet  crops,  of  2nd  crop  assessment,  and  of  the  assessment  on 
portions  of  fields  left  waste  ;  a  sum  of  Bupees  64-15-7  was  remitted  for  Nunjah  in  Virdachellam 
Taluq,  by  charging  the  highest  dry  rate  of  the  village,  under  Circular  Order  No.  17  of  1878,  on 
Nunjah  lands  which,  owing  to  want  of  water,  were  cultivated  with  dry  grains.  This  is  included  in 
the  Nusjah  remission  entered  above.  This  added  to  waste  remitted  brings  the  total  amount  ef 
Nunjah  remissions  to  Bupees  23,055-3-1.  The  greatest  care  was  taken  to  ascertain  that  waste 
remitted  was  not  owing  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  ryots,  and  that  all  shavi  for  which  remission 
was  given  did  really  occur  and  had  been  inspected  by  Bevenue  Inspectors,  and  on  the  whole  that 
the  remissions  were  confined  to  cases  where  the  unfavorable  character  of  the  season  was  the  sole 
cause  of  failure. 
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28.  As  the  difficulty  attending  an  individual  refund  in  cases  where  the  balance  due  by  ryots 
was  less  than  the  amount  of  remission  to  which  they  were  entitled,  was  considerable,  not  to 
mention  the  opportunity  afforded  by  this  for  peculation  on  the  par4;  of  village  officers,  all  remissions 
granted  were  limited  to  the  amount  actually  due  by  each  ryot.  The  subjoined  Statement  exhibits 
the  remissions  granted  in  each  taluq  with  reference  to  the  character  of  the  season,  the  amount 
lost  to  the  ryots  by  over-collection,  and  the  net  amount  remitted.

29.  There  is  a  decrease  under  the  head  of  Gowle  remission  of  Rupees  153-7-0,  which  arises 
firom  some  of  the  lands  granted  for  topes  having  been  charged  with  full  assessment  for  failure  to 
conform  to  the  Tope  Rules  in  the  Yirdachellam  and  Chellambram  Taluqs,  and  to  the  cowle  period 
of  twenty  years  having  expired  in  one  case  in  the  former  taluq. 

80.  The  increase  of  Rupees  69-8-11  in  the  remission  of  assessment  on  lands  taken  up  for 
Felundorai,  etc.,  channels  in  Chellambram  is  due  to  all  the  lands  taken  up  in  last  fasli  having 
been  left  waste  in  1283.  In  1282  the  greater  portion'of  these  lands  had  been  cultivated  and 
the  remission  was  confined  to  the  portion  actually  left  waste. 

31.  Under  the  head  of  Fixed  remissions  there  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  69-12-1 ,  the  whole  of 
which  is  in  the  item  of  Mahajanam  remissions  in  Eallakurchi.  This  is  liable  to  fluctuation  as 
it  depends  on  the  portion  of  their  holdings  actually  cultivated  by  themselves  by  Brahmins  and 
Mtissalmans  in  the  Jaghire  Villages. 

32.  There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  3,441-9-3  under  the  head  of  Ulium  caused  by  the 
increase  in  remissions.  The  net  increase  under  all  items  of  remission  exhibited  in  Statement 
No.  4  amounts  to  Rupees  38,906-8-0.  The  percentage  of  the  total  amount  of  remission  (including 
waste  remitted;  to  the  gross  ryotwar  demand  of  Fasli  1283  in  this  division  is  3H 

33.  Xiy.  MisoBLLAKEOus  Rbvbnub.— Statement  No.  5  shows  particulars  of  the  miscel- 
laneous items  of  revenue  with  a  comparison  of  the  demand  of  Fasli  1282  with  that  of  Fasli  1283, 
and  its  enclosure  exhibits  details  of  the  same  under  the  heads  of  Revenue  derived  from  irrigated 
and  unirrigated  lands ;  the  deductions  for  Ulium  and  other  remissions  and  the  net  demand  for 
1288  under  this  head. 

34.  It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  present  fasli  of  Rupees  12,181-13-10 
below  the  miscellaneous  revenue  of  the  previous  fasli,  of  which  more  than  10,000  Rupees  or  I  is 
caused  by  the  decrease  of  Swoycgasti  cultivation  Item  No.  6,  in  the  Yirdachellam  Taluq. 

36.  The  season  of  Fasli  1283  was  unfavorable  to  agricultural  operations  as  already  observed, 
but  were  this  alone  the  cause  of  decrease  in  cultivation,  it  should  have  operated  equally  in  all 
three  taluqs  or  at  least  in  the  Eallakurchi  Taluq  (Chellambaram  being  left  out  of  consideration 
on  the  score  of  its  superior  irrigation).  But  the  peculiarity  in  the  Yirdachellam  Taluq  which 
makes  a  season  of  drought  tell  materially  upon  the  extent  of  cultivation,  is  to  be  looked  for  in  the 
rate  of  dry  assessment  obtaining  there.  The  average  for  Chellambram  is^  Rupees  1-13-6  per 
acre,  for  Eallakurchi  1-14-1,  while  for  Yirdachellam  it  is  Rupees  2-2-6.  The  difference  in  the 
gfeher  items  of  miscellaneous  revenue  are  trifling,  and  call  for  no  remarks. 
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36.  X\r.  DiHAKi^,  CoLLicTiOK  AND  Balanci  Of  Shrotbiih  Villag  KB  .—There  was  no 
alteration  in  the  demand  of  Shrotriem  Villages  daring  the  fasli  under  report.  The  arrear  at  the 
commencement  of  the  fasli  with  the  current  demand  amounted  to  Rupees  5.365-4-10,  out  of  which 
Bupees  6,060-15-0  was  collected  within  the  fasli,  leaving  a  balance  of  Bapees  304-5-10.  This 
arrear  is  chiefly  in  Chellambram  and  Virdachellam  Taluqs  and  is  owing  to  the  absence  of  some 
of  the  Shrotriemdars.  Strict  orders  have  been  issued  to  the  Tahsildais  to  collect  the  outstandings 
without  further  delay. 

37.  XVL  Btotwab  Dihand,  Collictiom  and  Balanob. — Statement  No.  7  shows  the 
demand,  collection  and  balance  of  all  sources  of  revenue  for  Fasli  1283.  The  demand  of  Fasli  1282 
was  Bs.  12,83,183,  while  that  of  Fasli  1283  is  Rs  12,13,057  or  5^  percent,  less.  This 
decrease  is  caused  to  the  extent  of  3^  per  cent,  by  the  remissions  granted  in  this  fasli  and  2  per 
cent,  by  the  decrease  in  cultivation.  The  work  of  collection  has  progressed  steadily  notwith* 
standing  the  unfavorable  harvest,  and  without  any  consi'lerable  resort  to  coercive  processes  96^  per 
cent,  of  the  beriz  was  collected  within  the  fasli.  In  the  previous  fasli,  collections  at  the  end  of 
June  amounted  to  97  per  cent.  ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  season  of  the  present  fasli  can 
bear  no  comparison  with  it,  and  that  coercive  measures  were  resorted  to  more  largely  then,  than 
in  the  fasli  under  report.  The  batta  establishment  was  employed  for  each  kist  as  it  fell  due  in 
1282,  while  in  the  fasli  under  review  only  a  small  establishment  was  employed  in  the  month 
of  June. 

88.  Out  of  the  old  arrears  at  the  beginning  of  the  fasli  amounting  to  43,039  rs.,   17,684 
•  Fide  Goiieotor'fl  letter  Ko.  688  of  the  isth  Jane  last,    wcro  collected  within  the  fasli,  and  Rb  6,724* 

oommmiioating  Board's  Prooeedingi,  dated  8th  April,  No.  ^^  rAmittpd  leAvinir  a  hfkUnnA  of  Hji  1ft  7'ill 
7S6,ooTeringQ.  O..  dated  20th  Febroaiy.  No.  282)-  This  is  ^^^^  remiWeO,  leaving  a  OaianCO  Ot  KS.  1»,7,51 
the  net  amount  after  dedooting  sabaaqnent  ooUeotiona.  |^t  the  end  of  the  fasli. 

89.  The  figures  given  below  show  Taluqwar  demand  of  Fasli  1283  as  compared  with  that  of 
Fasli  1282,  the  collection  within  the  fasli,  and  the  percentage  of  collection  to  demand.

40.  It  will  bo  observed  from  this  that  the  collection  has  been  most  creditable  in  Eallakur- 
chi,  being  99  per  cent,  of  the  demand.  Not  a  single  paid  process  server  was  employed  in  this 
taluq  for  the  collection  of  the  current  demand. 

41.  XVII.  Old  Abbeabs,  SiatemetU  No.  8.— The  collection  on  account  of  old  arrears 
amounts  to  66  per  cent. ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  of  the  balance  of  fis.  24,307  remaining 
uncollected,  a  sum  of  Us.  11,898-12-7  was  recommended  for  remission  in  Fasli  1282,  and  sanction 
is  awaited  for  writing  it  off  the  Accounts,  and  that  a  Airther  sum  of  Us.  2,789-0-ll  has  been  found 
to  be  irrecoverable  and  is  now  recommended  for  remission  ;  so  that  there  is  only  left  a  recoverable 
balance  of  Bs.  3,656-11-7,  the  greater  part  belong  to  Fasli  1282,  for  which  attachment  of  land 
and  other  coercive  measures  are  in  progress.  Of  the  total  sum  of  Rs.  19,158-9-7  recommended 
for  remission  in  last  year's  report,  sanction  was  received  for  writing  off  Ets.  6,766*14-9,  giving 
credit  to  subsequent  collections  amounting  to  Bs.  42«l-7  out  of  the  amount  sanctioned  as  above, 
the  balance  of  Bs.  6,723-18-2  has  been  written  off  the  accounts.    Out  of  the  sum  for  which  sane* 
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tion  is  still  awaited,  Bs.  493-14-8  have  since  been  collected,  so  that  the  total  amount  for  writing 
off  which  sanction  is  necessary  is  Rs.  14,687-13-6,  indnding  preyious  faslis. 

42.  XVIII.  New  Eistbundt. — ^The  new  kistbundy  sanctioned  in  Board^s  Proceedings,  No. 
923,  dated  3rd  Jane  1873.  was  introduced  daring  the  fasli  under  report,  and  has  worked  fairly ; 
there  are  only  three  rates  of  kists  instead  of  seven  which  is  a  decided  improvement,  and  gives  ryots 
some  chance  of  knowing  what  they  have  to  pay  month  by  month  ;  but  the  new  kistbundy  has  all 
the  disadvantages  of  few  kists  and  of  many  kists  ;  the  work  of  collection  is  spread  over  eight 
months,  but  75  per  cent,  of  the  whole  beris  becomes  payable  in  fifty-nine  days,  which  at  the  end 
of  the  fasli,  the  collection  of  6i  per  cent,  is  spread  over  two  months  :  I  regret  that  my  proposal 
for  eight  equal  instalments  did  not  meet  with  approval ;  but  if  the  kistbundy  is  to  be  framed  on 
the  supposition  that  mortgages  of  standing  crops  are  things  of  the  past,  and  that  a  ryots'  coffers 
are  full  at  harvest  time,  then  let  there  be  not  three,  but  four  25  per  cent,  kists ;  where  is  the 
advantage  of  spending  October,  November,  December,  April  and  May  in  collecting  as  much  money 
as  we  take  in  each  of  the  months,  January,  February  and  March.  If  these  five  kists  were  lumped 
into  one  December  kist,  it  would  be  a  relief  to  ryots,  and  considerably  lessen  the  work  of  collection, 
but  I  Still  think  eight  12^'  per  cent,  kist  would  be  best. 

43.  The  annexed  memorandum  gives  particulars  of  the  amount  recommended  for  remission 
as  irrecoverable  in  Fasli  1283. 

44.  XIX.  CoiBOivi  MiASUBSS.  ^Enclosure  A  to  Statement  No.  8  contains  particulars  of  the 
extent  to  which  coercive  measures  were  employed  in  the  collection  of  revenue.  The  figures  bear 
very  favorable  comparison  with  those  of  the  previous  fasli.  The  total  amount  of  arrear  for  the 
collection,  of  which  these  measures  were  employed,  was  Rs.  28,012  and  the  number  of  defaulters 
2,609  against  Rs.  80,544  and  9,507  defaulters  in  Fasli  1282.  The  value  of  real  and  personal 
property  sold  in  the  realization  of  arrears,  was  also  considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  fasli, 
being  only  Rs.  10,904,  while  that  of  Fasli  1282  amounted  to  nearly  double  or  Rs.  21,980.

47.  Out  of  the  undisbursed  balance  of  Rs.  355-14-0  in  Virdachellam  Taluq,  a  sum  of 
Rs.  130-7-6  has  now  been  paid  as  the  pay  of  the  batta  establishment  for  June  last,  the  first 
month  in  which  it  was  entertained ;  and  the  remainder  will  be  utilized  in  paying  the  process 
servers  for  the  attachment  of  lands  now  in  progress  and  for  which  the  Tabsildar  has  been  ordered 
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not  to  levy  any  more  batta  from  the  defaulters.  The  balance  in  Chellambram  will  be  disbiuned 
as  soon  as  the  batta  peons  w]}0  are  now  absent  on  duty  return  to  cusbab,  and  any  small  surplus 
there  maybe,  will  be  expended  in  the  same  manner  as  in  Yirdachellam.  A  small  sum  of 
Rs.  15-4-5  remains  unpaid  in  the  Eallakurchi  Taluq,  owing  to  the  absence  of  claimants.  This 
sum  will  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  Government  should  none  of  the  parties  entitled  to  it  appear 
and  claim  it  within  a  fixed  period,  which  will  be  notified  in  the  Local  Gazette. 

48.  XXI.  Examination  of  Taluq  and  Villagb  Accounts.— The  village  accounts  Nos.  1, 3, 4, 
and  5,  were  examined  in  every  one  of  the  villages  in  which  there  was  any  remission  granted  at  the 
Jamabundi,  and  were  on  the  whole  found  correct.  Several  trifling  errors  detected  were  pointed 
out  and  rectified.  In  the  Account  No.  3,  the  kist  and  collections  were  entered  separately  for  each 
month  instead  of  being  brought  up  with  the  kist  and  collection  of  previous  months  as  provided  in 
the  manual  form.  This  was  in  some  of  the  villages  of  the  Yirdachellam  Taluq.  Here  and  in  the 
Eallakurchi  Taluq  generally  there  was  an  inaccuracy  in  the  entry  of  the  kind  of  crop  cultivated 
and  in  some  cases  of  *'  Ottadam*'  cultivation,  one  of  the  crops  grown  was  omitted.  The  Taluq 
Accounts  were  also  examined  and  were  found  to  be  fairly  kept.  The  examination  of  Remission 
Accounts  and  the  early  date  on  which  the  settlement  was  commenced  did  not  admit  of  a  detailed 
examination  of  each  of  the  Accounts  of  all  the  villages  such  as  was  conducted  in  Fasli  1281.

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5.  SiASOK. — The  season  was,  on  the  whole,  nnfayorable;  at  its  opening,  yiz.,  in  July  and 
August,  the  cultiyation  operations  were  somewhat  retarded  by  a  deficiency  of  rain;  then  in  October 
there  was  an  excessiye  fall  of  rain  coupled  with  high  floods  in  the  riyers,  causing  considerable 
damage  to  the  wet  crops  on  the  low  lying  lands  in  the  more  eastern  parts  of  the  Delta. 

In  the  case  of  two  yillages  near  the  coast,  in  the  Tritrapundi  Taluq,  the  cultiyation  was 
almost  wholly  destroyed  by  the  breaches  in  some  of  the  larger  drainage  streams.  Subsequent  to 
October  there  was  an  almost  total  failure  of  rain  in  the  western  and  southern  parts  of  the 
district,  and  the  freshes  in  the  riyers  also  subsided  at  the  same  time  ;  the  result  being  that  in 
those  parts  the  second  crop  of  rice  was  to  a  great  extent  lost,  and  the  yield  in  the  aggregate  was 
considerably  below  the  ayerage.  In  the  upland  tracts  of  the  district  the  dry  crops  sown  later 
in  the  season  failed  as  a  matter  of  course.  The  aggregate  rain-fall  during  the  year  under  report 
was  about  44  inches  against  66)  in  the  preceding  year  ;  but,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table  shown 
below,  the  fall  of  rain  was  irregularly  spread  over  the  several  months  of  the  year,  and  its 
irregular  distribution  over  the  different  parts  of  the  district  was  even  more  remarkable.  Thus 
in  the  month  of  Noyember,  while  no  less  than  14  inches  were  gauged  at  Negapatam  on  the  coast, 
there  were  but  2*7  inches  of  rain  at  Vallam: —

6.  Rain  Gauobs  and  Rbgistbrs. — ^The  rain  gauges  kept  at  the  several  stations  have  been 
examined  by  the  Divisional  Officers  and  found  in  good  order,  except  at  three  stations  where 
they  have  been  replaced  by  fresh  ones  obtained  from  the  Government  Astronomer.  The 
registers  of  rain-fall  have  also  been  found  to  be  correctly  kept.

free  as  in  the  preceding  year.    In  the  last  Jamabandi  Report  Mr.  Arbuthnott  remarked  that 

small-pox  seemed  to  be  increasing  year  by  year ;  in  the  year  under  report  there  was  but  a  slight 

improvement,  the  number  of  deaths  by  this  disease  having  been  3,021  against  3,231  in  the

8.  Prices. — As  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table  the  market  prices  of  all  food-grains 
except  cholum  (which  is  caltivated  in  Tanjore  to  a  very  limited  extent)  were  higher  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  Daring  the  first  five  months  of  the  year  under  report  (July  to  November) 
the  price  of  rice  maintained  a  more  than  ordinarily  low  range ;  then  beginning  to  rise  it  stood 
very  high  in  February,  and  then  slightly  declining  remained  more  or  less  stationary  till  the 
end  of  the  year.  Indeed,  it  at  one  time  threatened  to  reach  a  point  verging  on  scarcity  ; 
the  grain  merchants,  in  anticipation  of  the  Bengal  famine  extending  so  far  down  as  this  coast — a 
contingency  happily  not  realized — would  not  sell  rice  at  more  than  seven  padis,  the  supposed  equi- 
valents of  the  Madras  measure,  for  a  Rupee  ;  at  this  time  a  tumultuous  crowd  gathering  in  the 
Combaconum  bazaars  threatened  to  break  open  and  plunder  the  grain  shops  which  had  been 
closed.  The  Tahsildar  and  Inspector  in  charge  of  the  Town  Police  were,  however,  promptly  on 
the  spot  and  dispersed  the  crowd.  A  similar  /raoos,  accompanied  by  rumours  of  prospective 
rice  riots,  took  place  at  Nagore  about  the  same  tirne^*  Fide  Board's  Frooeedings,  dated  19th 
February  1874.

9.  Taking  the  average  of  the  wJiole  year,  however,  the  price  of  the  second  sorts  of  paddy, 
which  constitutes  the  food  of  the  masses,  was  only  2  per  cent,  in  excess  of  that  of  the  preceding 
year ;  while  that  of  the  husked  rice,  second  sort,  was  14  per  cent,  higher,  and  the  prices  <if 
di7  grains  other  than  cholum  ranged  from  11  to  20  per  cent,  in  advance  of  those  of  the  previous 
year.  The  apparent  want  of  correspondence  between  the  prioes  of  riee  and  paddy  arises  from 
the  fact  that  the  average  is  deduced  from  the  sales  at  the  several  bazaar  stations,  and  if  there 
happen  to  be  no  sales  of  paddy  or  rice  in  any  month  in  those  stations  in  which  the  prices  are 
high  the  average  for  the  particular  commodity  falls.  Probably  the  delerioration  of  the  quality  of 
paddy  by  the  heavy  rain  of  February  1873  contributed  in  a  measure  to  reduce  its  equivalent  vol 
)iutilped  rice. 
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10.  According  to  returns  of  village  retail  sales  the  annual  average  for  paddy  was  Rupees 
1-3-4}  per  Tanjore  kallam,  or  Rupees  140-9-lL  per  Madras  Garce,  being  about  28  per  cent,  in 
advance  of  the  similar  average  rate  of  the  preceding  year,  and  as  much  as  162  per  cent,  above 
the  fixed  commutation  rate  by  which  the  Government  share  of  the  gross  produce  for  wet  lands  was 
converted  into  a  money  assessment. 

11.  It  will  be  at  once  apparent  that,  during  the  year  under  report,  food-grains  were  not 
nearly  so  dear  as  was  expected  in  a  year  in  which  the  outturn  of  the  produce  was  low  and  the 
export  trade  with  Ceylon  more  than  ordinarily  brisk  in  consequence  of  the  Bengal  famine.  The 
reason  obviously  was  that  the  other  accompaniment  of  a  scanty  monsoon,  vis.,  the  demand  from 
other  districts  inland,  was  in  a  great  measure  wanting  owing  apparently  to  the  districts  of  Madura 
and  Tinnevelly  having  had  a  fair  monsoon,  and  consequently  been  less  dependent  upon  the  food 
supplies  of  Tanjore  than  they  otherwise  would  have  been. 

12.  Wages  of  Labor. — ^There  is  never  any  lack  of  employment  for  laboring  classes  in 
Tanjore,  who  further  have  the  ever-inviting  labor  market  in  Ceylon  and  the  Straits.  As« 
moreover,  the  agricultural  laborers  receive  bheir  wages  in  kind  their  condition  has  continued  to 
be  all  that  could  be  desired.  As  to  non-agricultural  laborers  their  wages  keep  pace  more  or  less 
with  the  rising  prices  of  food,  and  they  can  always  be  as  sure  of  a  sufficiency  of  it  in  Taigore  as 
of  the  south-west  monsoon  itself. 

13.  Btots'  Holdings. — ^The  aggregate  area,  comprising  the  ryots*  holdings  in  Government 
villages,  amounted^  as  shown  in  the  annexed  abstract,  to  1,035,198  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees 
39»79^65d.  Compared  with  the  preceding  year  there  was  an  increase  of  2,310  Acres  in  area  and 
of  Rupees  6,194  in  assessment,  resulting  from  4,483  Acres  taken  up  against  2,173  given  up : —

16.  Sbttlimsnt  01*  Land  Rbvbhub  undbr  thb  head  Rtotwab.— The  land  reyenue  under 
Byotwar  settlement,  ptus  Miscellaneous  items,  comes  to  Rupees  40,09,936-8-7  as  shown  in  the 
tnbjoined  abstract,  being  Rupees  10,948  below  the  amount  of  the  previous  year.

17.  In  the  assessment  of  the  area  comprising  the  ryots'  holdings  there  is  a  decrease  of 
Bnpees  1,719,  resulting  from  an  increase  of  Rupees  6,913  in  waste  remitted,  counterbalanced  by 
an  increase  of  Rupees  6,194  in  the  area  occupied  in  holdings. 

18.  Under  the  heads  of  Second  crop  assessment  and. Water-tax  taken  together  there  is  an 
inorease  of  Rupees  11,045,  due  chiefly  to  the  fact  that,  owing  to  the  more  than  usual  abundance  of 
rain  during  its  earlier  part,  the  season  was  particularly  favorable  for  the  extension  of  wet  onltiva- 
tion.  Agreeably  to  instructions  conveyed  in  the  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  18th  August  1874, 
Ko.  2,296  (paragraph  4),  the  charge  for  dry  lands  irrigated,  where  it  consists  of  the  difference 
between  the  wet  and  dry  assessment,  has  been  transferred  from  the  head  '*  Additional  assessment" 
to  that  of  *•  Water-tax,"  and.;a8  directed  in  their  Proceedings,  dated  8th  April  1874,  No.  786, 
(paragraph  9),  the  charge  for  a  second  crop,  where  it  is  made  in  the  shape  of  a  special  water-rate, 
has  been  transferred  from  the  head  of  Water-tax  to  that  of  Second  crop  assessment ;  hence  the  varia- 
tions in  two  heads  last  mentioned  taken  individually,  and  hence  also  the  non-appearance  of  any 
figures  in  the  column  headed  ''  Additional  aasessmeat,"  which  hitherto  comprised  only  the  differ- 
ence between  wet  and  dry  rates  now  transferred  to  "  Water- tax." 

19.  Remissions. — Remissions  granted  for  loss  of  crop,  including  the  small  item  of  Fasal- 
•  Remission  of  second  assessment,  Eupees  454.        ^mmi,*  amounted  to  Rupees   22,629    against 

1   .        •  Rupees  1,031  m  the  previous  year  ;  the  increase 

of  Rupees  21,598  being  the  result  of  damage  caused  by  the  excessive  rains  and  floods  in  the  month 
of  October,  followed  by  an  almost  total  failure  of  rain  in  the  more  western  and  southern  parts 
of  the  district  in  subsequent  months.  The  injury  by  the  cause  first  mentioned  was  considerable 
in  the  south-eastern  parts  of  the  Delta,  and  more  especially  in  the  taluq  of  Tritrapundi,  where, 
as  already  mentione<^  the  wet  cultivation  was  in  some  csmb  wholly  destroyed  by  breaches  in  rivers. 
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On  the  other  hand  the  lands  situated  on  high  levels,  more  espeoially  those  under  tank  irrigation 
in  the  upland  parts  of  the  Tanjore  Taluq,  suffered  to  a  great  extent  by  the  subsequent  failure  of 
rain.  With  the  item  of  waste  remitted  the  total  amount  of  remissions  during  the  year  under 
report  comes  to  Rupees  30,861  against  2,350  in  the  previous  year,  which  was  as  favorable  as  the 
one  under  report  was  unfavorable. 

20.  Land  Miscbllaneous. — Under  the  head  '*  Land  Miscellaneous**  there  is  an  increase  of 
Rupees  1,324,  resulting  from  numerous  variations  in  the  minor  items  which  compose  that  head. 
The  most  notable  of  these  are  an  increase  of  Rupees  528  in  quit-rent  on  minor  Inams,  one  of 
Rupees  302  in  the  tax  on  trees  on  unassessed  lands,  and  one  of  Rupees  708  on  lands  occupied  as 
backyards  in  excess  of  the  limit  allowed.  The  only  item  of  importance  in  which  there  is  a 
decrease  is  that  of  rent  of  Government  gardens  and  topes.  The  increase  in  quit-rent  on  minor 
Inams  is  more  apparent  than  real,  as  it  arises  merely  from  certain  small  pieces  of  land,  which 
till  lately  were  erroneously  classed  as  entire  Inams,  having  been  transferred  to  this  head.  The 
other  items  above  specified  being  of  a  fluctuating  nature  call  for  no  particular  remark. 

21.  Rbsult  ov  Ryotwab  Settlbment. — ^The  result  in  the  aggregate  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees 
10,948  in  the  Ryotwar  settlement,  thus —

22.  Land-gbss. — ^Two  more  items  which  appear  in  the  statement  appended  to  paragraph  16 
call  for  notice.  The  one  is  the  Road  Fund  formed  by  the  land-cess  levied  under  the  Local  Funds 
Act.  (IV.  of  1871,  Madras).  This  is  first  added  and  then  deducted  under  the  head  of  Remission 
and  does  not  therefore  affect  the  total.  la  this  item  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  12,067, 
arising  from  the  fact  that  the  cess  leviable  on  certain  lands  other  than  ryotwary,  and  which 
escaped  notice  in  the  previous  two  years,  was  brought  to  account  during  the  year  under  report^ 
together  with  the  arrears  due  for  the  preceding  years. 

23.  ViLLAQB  Sbevicb  Fcnd. — The  other  item  which  requires  notice  is  one  of  Rs.  2,75,312 
deducted  from  the  land  revenue  on  account  of  the  pay  of  the  Village  establishment  and  transferred 
to  the  head  of  Village  Service  Fund.  This  deduction  is  made  from  the  land  revenue  proper^  and  its 
constitution  as  a  separate  item  is  an  arrangement  recently  introduced  as  a  mere  matter  of  account. 
Previous  to  this  the  cost  of  the  Village  establishment  was  in  like  manner  to  that  of  the  rest  of 
the  Revenue  establishment  a  charge  on  the  General  revenues.  If  this  item  therefore  be  ^ot 
deducted  the  total  land  revenue  of  Taigore  would  be  Rupees  44,37,380,  thus —

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25.  iBBiaATioN. — Annexed  is  the  usual  statement  of  cultivation  and  revenue  under  each 
minor  branch  of  the  Cauvery,  as  well  as  other  sources  of  irrigation  unconnected  with  the 
Cauvery  : — 
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26.  As  stated  in  the  last  Jamabandi  Report  the  regulation  works  recently  constructed 
have  had  the  effect  of  ensuring  a  more  equal  distribution  of  the  available  supply  among  the  more 
important  branches  of  the  Cauvery,  but  a  great  deal  yet  remains  to  be  done  for  bringing  under 
proper  control  the  large  body  of  drainage  which  flows  into  the  sea  through  the  south-eastern  0nd 
of  the  Delta.  At  present,  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  surplus  streams,  the  adjoining 
villages  are  liable  to  be  inundated  by  the  bursting  of  their  banks  during  high  floods.  Recent 
experience  has  also  shown  that  a  minor  branch  of  the  Cauvery,  viz.,  the  Virasholan,  draws  too 
much  and  leaves  too  little  water  in  the  parent  stream.  The  attention  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  has  been  called  to  this,  as  also  to  the  state  of  the  drainage  channels  above  referred  to. 

27.  Tanks  made  ovbb  to  Ryots.— With  reference  to  the  Board's  Proceedings  marginally  noted 

I  beg  to  report  that  no  tanks  ruined  or  other- 
wise were  made  over  to  ryots  during  the  year 
under  report  on  the  terms  therein  sanctioned, 
viz.,  that  in  consideration  of  the  ryots  undertaking  the  up-keep  of  the  tank  only  dry  assessment 
at  the  highest  village  rate  is  to  be  levied  for  the  whole  irrigable  ayacut  under  it. 

28.  GENERAL  Abstract  of  all  Heads  op  RBVRNaE. — As  will  be  seen  by  the  annexed  general 
abstract  the  revenue  from  all  sources  amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  Rupees  73,66,602  against

29.  Jodi  on  Shrotriem^  etc, — The  variations  in  the  two  component  items  of  land  revenue* 
viz.,  Ryotwar  and  Miscellaneous,  have  been  already  explained  at  length.  The  only  other  item 
of  laud  revenue  which  requires  notice  is  Jodi  on  Shrotriems,  etc.  In  this  there  is  a  small  decrease 
of  Rupees  536,  arising  merely  from  the  fact  that  the  quit-rent  on  certain  small  Inams,  which  in 
fact  formed  parts  of  Government  villages,  was  in  previous  years  erroneously  included  under  the 
head  of  Jodi  on  Shrotriems  ;  it  has  been  now  transferred  to  its  proper  place  under  the  head 
''Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous.'* 

80.  Jbkdri. — ^The  decrease  of  Rupees  1,877  in  Abkari  revenue  occurs  under  the  head 
"Miscellaneous,'*  which  consists  of  fines  and  forfeitures — items  of  a  necessarily  contingent  and 
fluctuating  nature. 

31.  Income-tax. — ^The  Income-tax  was  abolished  before  the  year  under  report,  and  the 
small  sum  of  Rupees  44  which  appears  under  this  head  was  levied  on  certain  arrears  of  pension 
for  the  previous  year  which,  having  remained  undrawn,  were  disbursed  in  the  past  year. 
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32.  Sea  Customs. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  1, 18,600  in  Sea  Customs  is  accounted  for  to  the 
extent  of  about  Rupees  1,10,000  by  the  increased  exportation  of  rice  to  Ceylon.  The  supplies 
which  this  Colony  used  to  draw  from  Burmah  were  to  a  great  extent  diverted  to  Bengal  in  conse- 
quence of  the  famine,  and  hence  it  had  to  look  to  Tanjore  to  a  far  larger  extent  than  usual. 
The  remaining  portion  of  the  increase,  viz.,  Rupees  8,600,  is  due  chiefly  to  railway  stores 
imported  for  the  southern  extension  of  the  South  Indian  Railway. 

33.  Land  Customs. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  39,479  in  Land  Customs  arises  also  from  the 
increased  exportation  of  rice. 

34.  Salt. — In  Salt  revenue  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  1,24,158,  arising  from  the  fact 
that,  in  the  year  under  report,  the  efforts  made  to  secure  an  adequate  stock  of  salt  in  the  central 
depot  at  Negapatam  were  more  successful,  and  hence  the  growing  demands  of  the  inland  trade  by 
the  railway  were  met  to  a  greater  extent  than  in  the  previous  year,  in  which  the  stock  ran  exceed- 
ingly low  in  consequence  of  the  manufacture  of  salt  during  the  preceding  two  seasons  having 
been  checked  and  impeded  by  repeated  and  untimely  rain-falls. 

35.  Court  Fee  Stamps. — ^The  increase  of  Rupees  65,300  in  Court  Fee  stamps  is  due 
chiefly  to  the  system  of  payment  of  Process  Service  fees  by  stamps,  which  was  in  operation  during 
the  whole  of  the  year  under  report,  while  in  the  previous  year  it  was  in  force  only  during  a  part. 

36.  Non- Judicial  Stamps. — The  small  increase  of  Rupees  2,782  in  General  or  Non- 
Judicial  stamps  arises  from  the  ordinary  contingencies  of  trade  and  public  dealings,  and  calls 
for  no  particular  remark. 

37.  Total  Demand,  Collbction,  and  Balanci  of  all  Soubcks  of  Revenue. — ^The  total 
demand  comprising  all  sources  of  revenue  amounted,  as  shown  in  the  statement  appended  to  para- 
graph 28,  to  Rupees  73,66,602,  of  which  Rupees  71,44,017  were  collected  within  the  year,  leaving 
at  its  close  a  balance  of  Rupees  2,22,585  distributed  between  the  two  heads  of  Land  Revenue  and 
Abkari,  thus —

39.  Lakd  Bsvinui  Abbsabs.— The  land  revenae  arrears  of  previous  years,  as  they  stood  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  under  report,  amounted  to  Rupees  1,66,665,  of  which  Bupees  1,40,857 
were  collected  within  the  year,  and  Bupees  1,715  written  off  under  the  sanction  of  Government, 
thus  leaving  at  the  close  of  the  year  a  balance  of  Bupees  24,093.  Of  this  sum  Bupees  3,876  have 
been  since  realised  up  to  the  end  of  September,  and  Bupees  1,964  have  been  written  off  under  the 
sanction  ofGovernment  conveyed  in  the  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  18th  August  1874,  No.  2,295, 

paragraph  7.  Of  the  balance,  viz.,Bs.  18,253, 
Bupees  1,482*  are  now  recommended  for  remis- 
sion for  reasons  explained  in  a  separate  state- 
ment f  accompanying,  and  the  remainder,  viz., 
Bupees  16,771,  as  also  the  bulk  of  the  balance 
outstanding  out  of  the  demand  of  the  past  year, 
t  BnoioBnre  No.  38.  requires  to  be  realized  by  the  sale  of  land;  for 

this  the  requisite  processes  are  in  course  of  execution. 

40.  CoBBciVB  Pbocess. — ^The  extent  to  which  coercive  process  was  employed  in  the 
realization  of  revenue  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  table.  In  the  last  Jamabandi  Beport  it  was 
remarked  that  the  value  of  property  sold  in  Fasli  1282  was  more  than  twice  as  much  as  had 
been  sold  in  the  year  previous.  In  the  year  under  report  it  further  increased  by  Bupees  6,700. 
Indeed  but  for  the  advantage  of  a  very  favorable  market  during  the  past  year,  which  enabled  the 
Merassidars  to  discharge  the  Government  dues  with  more  than  ordinary  punctuality,  it  would  have 
become  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  sale  of  land  to  a  much  larger  extent.  This  subject  having 
only  recently  undergone  a  full  discussion  I  consider  it  unnecessary  to  add  anything  to  the  exhaus- 
tive analysis  contained  in  Mr.    Arbuthnott's

43.  Land  RevfeNUB. — In  Land  Bevenue  charges  there  is  an  increase  of  Rupees  10,774,  which 
is  accounted  for  to  the  extent  of  Rupees  7,401  by  the  contingencies  of  acting  appointments  in  the 
Covenanted  Service.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  increase  consists  of  various  minor  items^  of 
which  the  most  notable  are-^

In  the  preceding  year  payments  were  made  to  certain  Pago* 
das  on  account  of  arrears  of  allowances  left  undrawn 
in  previous  years,  but  there  was  no  similar  disbursement 
in  the  past  year,  hence  the  decrease. 

44.  Other  heads  of  Charges. — The  only  other  heads  under  which  there  are  considerable 
variations  in  charges  are  Land  Customs^  Salt,  and  Court  Fee  stamps.  In  Land  Customs  charges 
there  is  a  falling  off  of  Rupees  2,412,  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  in  the  previous  year  new  huts 
were  provided  for  the  Preventive  Police,  but  there  was  no  similar  charge  in  the  past  year.  The 
increase  of  Rupees  60,751  in  Salt  charges  is  thus  distributed:—

45.  Wastagi  ow  Salt.— The  wastage  of  salt  in  the  several  divisions,  as  shown  in  States 

ment  No.  11,  i^mounts  to  26,963  Indian  Maunds,  or  4*2  per  cent,  on  the  contents  oT  tlie  heaps. 
Reviewed  in  detail  it  exceeds  5  percent,  in  only  two  cases,  t.  e.,  the  salt  stored  at Tranquebar in 
Fasli  1280,  and  that  stored  in  Arasanagari  in  Faslr  1281;  the  exact  percentage  being  in  the  one 
oase  nearly  6  and  in  the  other  about  5}.  The  small  excess  over  5  per  cent,  in  these  cases  is  due  to 
the  heaps  having  been  exposed  to  heavy  rains  and  winds,  «nd  sanction  is  requested  for  the  wastage 
being  written  off. 

46.  Lamdid  Pbopiatt  aoquibio  bt  Public  Servants. — The  extent  of  landed  property 
acquired  by  public  servants  is  exhibited  below  and  calls  for  no  particular  remark.  In  one  instance 
it  came  to  light  that  a  Gurnan,  whose  undivided  brother  had  acquired  a  large  extent  of  land,  had 
omitted  to  give  an  «  return  for  the  share  of  interest  he  had  in  it,  and  the  case  also  presented 
features  of  disingenuousness.    The  delinquent  was  accordingly  dismissed  from  his  officer —

47.  ViLLAGi  AND  Taluq  Accoonts.— The  Village  and  Taluq  accounts  were  examined  at  the 
Jamabandi;  the  latter  were,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  found  to  be  correctly  kept  according 
to  the  forms.  In  village  accounts  there  was  in  some  instances  a  deviation  from  the  forms,  and  in 
the  taluq  of  Pattukottai  no  cultivation  account  had  been  kept  for  Inam  and  Shrotriem  villages 
which  cover  large  areas  and  are  irregularly  scattered.  In  the  taluq  of  Combaconum  the  Village 
Registers  of  Births  and  Deaths  of  a  few  villages,  which  were  examined  by  the  Assistant  Collecter 
Mr.  Forbes,  sliowed  signs  of  unreliability.  Stringent  orders  have  been  issued  for  the  rectification 
of  these  defects. 

48.  Taluq  Tbiasubiis  and  Cash  Accounts.— -Agreeably  to  the  instructions  conveyed  in  the 
Board's  Proceedings,  dated  11th  February  1874,  No.  284,  (Standing Order,  No.  283-2)  the  Trea- 
suries and  Cash  accounts  of  five  ai  the  nine  taluqs  of  the  district  were  carefully  examined  by 
the  Treasury  Deputy  Collecter  during  the  past  year.  The  cash  was  in  every  case  found  correct,  and

was,  in  the  case  of  two  taluqs  (Shealli  and  Mannargudi)  satisfactory;  while  in  that  of  the  remaining 
three  taluqs  it  brought  to  light  certain  defects  of  form  and  method  not,  however,  of  any  particular 
significance;  these  defects  were  pointed  out  by  the  Deputy  Collector  to  the  Sheristadars  and  Oumas- 
tabs  concerned,  in  view  to  their  avoidance  for  the  future.  Some  of  the  village  accounts  were  likewise 
examined  by  this  officer  and  the  result  was  about  the  same  as  above  indicated. 

49.  BiMABKS  ON  THB  CONDUCT  Of  THB  SuBOBOiNATB  Of  f  lOBBS. — Having  but  quito  recently 
joined  the  district  I  have  necessarily  formed  no  opinion  about  the  different  subordinates.  My 
predecessor's  views  about  the  leading  officials  are  transcribed  from  the  Service  Begisters.

4.  The  total  number  of  pnttaa  issued  in  this  Sub-Division  during  the  fasli  under  report  is 
26,662  ac^st  25,834  in  the  previous  fasli,  showing  a  net  increase  of  828  puttas.  The  increase 
ia  the  result  of  diTision  of  property  by  partition  and  Court  sale,,  and  of  the  aeqnintion  of  land  bx 
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purchase,  darkhast,  or  otherwise.  From  Statement  No.  1  it  will  be  seen  that  1,034  fresh  puttas 
have  been  issued  this  fasli,  or  252  more  than  in  the  last.  Some  6{  these  are  for  new  Puttadars, 
and  the  remainder  for  the  old  Puttadars  who  had  either  lost  their  pnttas  or  desired  to  hare  fresh 
ones  for  some  cause  or  other. 

5.  SiAsoK. — ^The  season  has  been  tolerably  good,  as  the  freshes  in  the  rivers  were  season- 
able and  the  rain-fall  was  ample.  The  table  below  shows  how  the  rain-fall  was  distributed 
throughout  the  year.  Here  I  beg  to  remark  that  the  calculations  for  this  year  have  been  more 
accurate  than  for  the  last  as  observed  in  the  last  yearns  report.  The  rain  gauges  in  the  two 
taluqs  under  my  charge  were  out  of  order,  and  indents  for  new  ones  were  then  made.  These  new 
ones  have  since  been  received  and  are  in  good  working  order,  and  the  accounts  are  reliable : —

From  this  statement  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  price  of  the  staple  produce,  viz.,  paddy,  has 
almost  been  stationary  so  far  as  the  average  of  the  whole  year  is  concerned  ;  but  towards  the  latter 
part  of  the  fasli  the  prices  went  high,  there  having  been  a  demand  for  griun  from  Ceylon  and 
other  quarters.    This  seems  to  be  the  result  of  the  influence  of  the  Bengal  famine. 

7.  Rtots*  HoLDiNas.-^The  extent  of  ryots*  holdings  in  the  Sub-Division  at  the  beginning 
of  the  fasli  was  Acres  230,368,  assessed  at  Rupees  10,86,530. 
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-  -^mmj^  luv  7ogr7icTgsT,"^g^,"a88e88ed  at  "Rupees  35^,155,  "have "Been  yennqmBHOT  ;  While  fresh' 
lands  to  the  extent  of  Acres  7,658,  at  Rupees  35,803,  have  been  taken  up.  These  changes  show  that 
there  has  been  a  net  increase  of  Acres  174,  assessed  at  Rupees  647,in  the  ryots*  holdings  for  the  fasli. 
Hence  the  total  ryots*  holdings  at  the  end  of  the  fasli  is  Acres  230,542,  with  an  assessment  of 
Rupees  10,87,177,  including  cultivated,  waste  charged,  and  waste  remitted.  Though  there  is  a 
small  increase  in  the  extent  of  land  brought  under  occupation  the  figures  for  waste  negative  any 
supposition  that  this  increase  is  owing  to  the  favorable  character  of  the  season  ;  but  it  is  to  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  toaste  occurred  chiefly  in  particular  localities.  The  total  extent  of  waste  is  Acres 
17,398,  with  an  assessment  of  Rupees  47,651,  againstAcres  14,694,  assessed  at  Rupees  38,284,  in 
the  previous  fasli.  It  is  thus  seen  that  Acres  2,733,  assessed  at  Rupees  9.437,  have  been  left  waste 
in  excess  of  the  extent  under  this  head  for  the  last  fasli.  Under  waste  remitted  there  is  a  decrease 
of  Acres  29,  assessed  at  Rupees  70.  Hence  the  net  increase  under  waste  charged  is  Acres  2,704, 
with  an  assessment  of  Rupees  9,367.  Th^s  extent  of  waste  has  been  charged  inasmuch  as  many 
of  the  ryots  put  in  no  petition  for  remission  in  time,  and  in  cases  in  which  such  were  put  in  the 
claims  for  remission  were  on  inspection  of  the  locality  found  not  tenable  under  the  rules  for 
remission.

8.  Statement  No.  6  shows  the  amount  of  Shavi  (withered  crop)  and  other  remissions.  From 
the  statement  given  below  it  is  to  be  peen  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  remitted 
under  all  the  three  heads,  the  total  increase  being  Rupees  538.  This  large  increase  is  owing  to 
the  bad  state  of  irrigation  and  drainage  of  Earappidagai  and  other  villages  in  the  Negapatam, 
and  of  Sengalipuram,  etc.,  in  the  other  taluq.  The  improvement  of  these  villages  is  under 
consideration.    There  have  been  469  petitions  for  remission  against  47  last  year : —

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9.  From  the  Statement  No.  3  (Ryots*  holdings)  already  noticed  it  wm  8e«n  that  lancu,  near- 
ing  an  assessment  of  Rupees  647,  have  been  newly  taken  up  this  fasli  in  excess  of  last  fasli*8  extent. 
It  was  observed  also  that,  though  there  was  an  increase  in  the  extent  of  land  left  waste,  there  was 
a  decrease  of  Rupees  70  for  Acres  29  under  waste  remitted;  a  large  extent  of  waste  being  charged. 
Thus  the  decrease  in  waste  remitted ;  taken  together  with  the  increase  in  lands  taken  up,  has  resulted 
in  an  increase  of  Rupees  717  in  the  settlement  of  revenue  for  this  fasli.    Adding  to  this  the 

total  amount  of  increase  of  Rupees  1,855  observe 

able  under  the  heads  noted  in  the  margin,  as 

will  be  seen  in  the  subjoined  table,  we  would 

have  an  increase  of  Rupees  2,572  for  the  fasli. 

Deducting  the  amount  of  remission  (Rupees  538} 

we  will  have  a  net  increase  of  Rupees  2,034  in 

the  revenue  as  the  results  of  this  fasli^s  settlement ;  while  in  the  previous  fasli  there  was  observed 

a  somewhat  similar  increase  of  Rupees  2,391.    This  shows  that  the  revenue  has  been  progress* 

ing  slightly. 

10.  From  the  accompanying  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase  under 
second  crop  assessment  and  water- tax,  which  is  chiefly  attributable  to  the  good  and  seasonable 
supply  of  freshes  in  the  rivers  in  the  Nannilam  Taluq.  The  fluctuation  under  the  other  sundry 
items  of  land  revenue  needs  no  comment : —

It  is  observed  from  the  above  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  Bupees  1,61,252  in  the  demand 
for  the  current  fasli,  while  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  Bupees  14,585  under  Income-tax,  which 
ceased  before  the  beginning  of  the  fasli.  The  increase  .is  due  chiefly  to  two  items.  Land  Revenue 
and  Customs.  The  increase  of  Bupees  2,034  in  the  former  has  already  been  noticed  in  con- 
nection with  the  statement  showing  the  cultivation  and  settlement.  The  cause  of  such  a  large 
increase  under  Land  and  Sea  Customs  is  the  effect  partly  of  growing  trade  and  partly  of  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Bengal  famine  ;  for  the  famine,  cutting  off  the  sources  of  export  of  grain  to  Ceylon 
from  other  quarters,  gave,  an  unusual  impetus  to  the  export  of  grain  from  our  ports  to  Ceylon.  The 
increase  under  Land  Customs  is  also  traceable  to  the  same  cause.  A  greater  quantity  of  grain  was 
exported  at  the  port  of  Earikal  this  fasli  than  in  the  previous,  the  duty  collected  on  which  comes^ 
under  the  head  of  Land  Customs  at  the  French  frontier. 

13.  The  total  demand  for  the  current  fasli  (1283)  under  all  sources  of  revenue  amounts  to 
Bupees  22,09,816  against  Bupees  20,63,424  in  the  previous  fasli,  showing  a  net  increase  of 
Rupees  1,46,392  after  deducting  the  Income-tax  as  has  already  been  noticed.    Of  this  22,09,816 
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a  6um  of  Rupees  21,60,482  has  been  collected  within  the  faeli,  leaving  a  balance  of  Rupees  59,334 
as  specified  below  in  the  statement  showing  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance.  The  ^^'^ 
panying  figures  show  that  2-68  per  cent,  of  the  total  demand  remained  to  be  yet  collected  at  the 
close  of  this  fasli ;  while  in  the  previous  there  remained  a  balance  of  3*37  per  cent,  of  the  demand 
within  that  fasli— a  result  chiefly  due  to  the  exertions  of  the  officials  concerned.  Again,  the  sub- 
sequent collections  up  to  the  end  of  July  leave  only  a  balance  of  Rupees  28,975,  which  gives  a 
percentage  of  1*27  instead  of  1*62  in  the  previous  fasli: —

It  is  seen  that  out  of  about  Bupees  74,841  outstanding  at  the  beginning  of  the  fasli  (1283; 
under  all  sources  of  revenue  Rupees  73,200  have  since  been  recoverd  and  Bupees  154,  being 
the  amount  of  arrears  of  Income-tax,  has  been  written  off  the  accounts.  The  remaining  Bupees 
1,487  is  still  in  arrears,  of  which  Bupees  306-1 1-0  will  have  to  be  recommended  to  be  written  off  as 
irrecoverable.  This  last  figure,  of  course,  includes,  Bupees  30-4-0,  which  was  already  included  in 
the  figures  shown  in  the  last  fasli's  report  as  the  amount  to  be  written  off.  As  this  amount  has  not 
yet  been  struck  off  from  the  head  of  Arrears  it  has  again  to  be  brought  under  the  head  of  Sums 
to  be  struck  off.    The  remaining  Bupees  1,180-5-0  are  being  recovered.

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18.  The  Taloq  and  Village  aocoonts  are  generally  kept  in  due  form.  The  Village  aocennts 
of  some  vattams  in  these  two  talaqs  hare  been  this  year  selected  by  me  at  random,  and  the  officials 
in  my  office  were  made  to  examine  them,  each  taking  three  or  foor  Tillages.  The  inaccnracies  and 
irregularities  thus  found  out  were  pointed  out  to  the  respectiTe  Tahsildars  with  instructions  to 
have  them  rectified,  directing  their  attention  also  to  the  accounts  of  other  yattams  in  a  similar 
manner. 

19.  The  subordinates  of  the  division  have  conducted  themselves  well,  and  I  have  very 
aeldom  had  occasion  to  find  fault  with  any  of  them.

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I  HAVE  the  honor  to  submit  the  Settlement  Report  of  this  District  for  the  Revenue  year 
1283  (1873-74),  together*  with  the  usual  Statements. 

2.  Statement  No.  1. — The  officers  who  conducted  the  settlement  of  the  several  taluqs,  and 
the  stations  at  which  puttas  were  distributed,  and  the  dates  of  the  settlement  of  each  taluq,  are 
shown  in  this  return.  I  took  up  the  Musiri  and  Ferambalur  Taluqs,  while  the  Acting  Head  Assist- 
ant  Collector  settled  Trichinopoly  and  Eulittallei,  and  the  Additional  Deputy  Collector  the 
XTdaiyarpalaiyam  Taluq.  The  puttas  for  sixteen  villages  in  the  Iluppur  part  of  the  Trichinopoly 
Taluq,  wherein  shavi  and  waste  had  occurred,  were  issued  by  Mr.  Brandt  in  my  absence,  but  I 
settled  the  remission  for  all  these  villages  myself  after  personal  inspection. 

3.  Variation  in  thb  Number  and  Tenure  of  Villaoes. — There  was  no  change  in  the 
number  of  either  the  Government  or  Inam  villages  during  the  year  under  report.

6.  SiASOH.— The  ryots  in  the  dry  parts  of  the  district  were  much  disappointed  at  the 
commencement  of  the  cultivation  season.  The  rains  were  very  scanty  in  July,  August,  and 
September,  the  sowing  season,  which  in  this  district  goes  by  the  name  of  ^ifJuuCi-iD  both  for  wet 
and  dry  crops.  In  October,  however,  an  unusually  large  quantity  of  run  fell  and  the  ryots  busied 
themselves  in  utilizing  the  supply  in  the  tanks  to  the  fullest  possible  extent ;  but  the  fulure  of 
run  later  on  caused  the  crops  to  wither  away,  especially  under  rain-fed  tanks.  From  November  to 
March  there  was  only  4*22  inches  of  rain  in  aU  against  17-47  for  the  same  period  in  the  preceding 
year,  «.  e.,  less  than  one-fourth  the  quantity  we  had  last  year.  In  the  Duppnr  part  of  the  Trichi- 
nopoly  Taluq,  and  in  the  dry  parts  of  the  other  talnqs,  wet  crops  over  large  areas  were  either 
burnt  up  before  the  seedlings  were  transplanted  in  the  fields  ready  prepared  for  them,  or  withered 
away  before  they  commenced  to  ear  firom  the  complete  fulure  of  run,  and  consequent  exhaustion 
of  the  water-supply  in  all  rain-fed  tanks.  The  crops  on  the  river  irrigated  tracts,  however,  had 
their  usual  supply  and  did  not  suffer  seriously,  although  the  yield  was  not  quite  so  plentiful  as  it 
would  have  been  if  the  monsoon  had  not  failed.  The  dry  crops  also  at  the  foot  of  the  hill-ranges 
in  the  Manaparei  Division  yielded  plentifiilly  owing  to  the  moisture  derived  firom  the  hills,  but 
these  patches  were  so  many  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  and  on  the  whole  it  must  be  admitted 
that  the  season  was  most  unfavorable  to  both  wet  and  dry  cultivation.

8.  The  death-rate  is  19,  and  birth-rate  21*59  per  mille  ;  the  rates  for  the  Trichinopoly 
Municipality  for  the  year  1873  being  a  little  over  twenty  and  twenty-three  req;>ectively.  The 
inorease  in  the  number  of  deaths  is  no  doubt  a  sign  of  improved  registration,  and  it  is  possible 
it*%  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  is  gradually  becoming  more  aceorate.    No  eiEwt  if  QMured 
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to  enflure  this  resalt  being  ultimately  attained,  and  when  Tahsildars  and  other  superior  Revenne 
officers  make  np  their  minds  to  insist  upon  accuracy,  and  are  persevering  in  checking  the  Cumams* 
Registers  by  continual  personal  inspection,  it  is  possible  that  registration  in  ryotwari  villages,  at 
any  rate,  may  in  time  become  sufficiently  accurate  for  statistical  purposes. 

9.  The  registers  in  the  Zemindari  and  Inam  villages  still  continue  to  be  as  bad  as  ever, 
and  I  think  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  improvement  under  the  present  state  of  things.  The  only 
practicable  scheme  for  improving  it  seems  to  be  to  appoint  an  Inspector  of  Birth  and  Death 
Registers  for  the  Zemindari  and  Inam  villages  in  each  taluq,  whose  services  might  also  be  utilised 
in  examining  and  bringing  to  light  the  actual  extent  to  which  Government  water  is  used  in  those 
villages.  This  work  is  now  entrusted  to  the  Gumams  of  the  neighbouring  Government  villages 
in  this,  district ;  but  an  Inspector,  exclusively  employed  on  this  special  work,  would,  I  have  little 
doubt,  be  able  to  render  more  satisfactory  accounts. 

10*  The  season  was  favorable  enough,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  ^registered 
is  no  doubt  owing  to  improved  regbtration.  We  have  probably  not  yet  arrived  at  the  true  death- 
rate.  As  usual  half  the.deaths  were  from  fever  and  small-pox.  The  number  saved  from  small- 
pox were  lost  in  fever  with  interest.  One  very  noticeable  fact  in  these  registers  is  the  gradual 
decrease  of  cholera  since  the  formation  of  the  Municipalities,  and  the  introduction  of  Sanitary 
arrangements  on  the  occasions  of  large  gatherings  of  people  on  Account  of  festivals,  and  its  non- 
appearance altogether  in  the  year  under  report. 

11.  The  number  of  registered  deaths  from  small-pox  in  1281  was  only  677  :  in  1282  it 
more  than  doubled,  being  1,525,  and  matters  did  not  much  improve  in  the  year  under  review, 
the  deaths  mounting  up  to  1,360.  The  increased  number  of  deaths  from  this  epidemic  for  the 
last  two  years  is,  perhaps,  also  due  in  some  measure  to  improvement  in  the  registration. 

12.  The  number  of  persons  successfully  vaccinated  during  the  year  is  15,218  against  11,034 

^333  11  Q34  in  the  preceding  year.   The  Vaccine  Department 

12S8 15,218  ig  now  worked  by  the  Local  Fund  Board  more 

4,184  vigorously  and  with  better  results  than  in  pre- 

"  vious  years.    In  1281  the  successful  cases  were 

only  9,832 ;  in  1282jthey  were  11,034^1.  e.,  1,202  over  those  of  [the  previous  year.    In  the  year 

under  report  they  rose  to  15,218,  or  4,184  above  what  they  were  in  1281.     This  shows  great 

improvement  in  the  working  of  the  department,  as  the  figures  may  be  taken  to  be  tolerably  correct. 

13.  EMiasATioN, — Hitherto  the  only  record  of  the  emigrants  to  British  Colonies  was  the 
register  in  the  Treasury  Deputy  Collector's  office  of  persons  produced  by  the  Licensed  Maistries, 
and  the  number  according  to  that  account  was  usually  between  thirty  and  fifty.  *  Since  I  came  to 
the  district  I  have  been  trying  to  get  returns  from  each  village  of  those  who  left  them  either  for 
Ceylon  or  Mauritius,  etc.,  and  this  year  I  have  at  last  succeeded  in  gettbg  a  return  from  all 
the  taluqs.  The  total  number  of  individuals  who  emigrated  according  to  these  returns  comes  to 
1^315,  This  of  course  is  inclusive  of  those  who  were  registered  in  this  office  (24),  as  all  of  them 
must  have  been  returned  in  the  statements  of  the  villages  to  which  they  belong.  It  is  probable 
that  this  is  a  more  nearly  correct  return  of  the  actual  extent  of  emigration  in  the  district  than 
has  yet  been  submitted. 

14.  Pbicbs.— £^to<emen<  No.  2.«-The  prices  of  all  food  grains  and  other  produce  rose 
during  the  year;  paddy  11  per  cent.,  cholum  41  per  cent.,  kambu  38  per  cent.,  ragi  36  per 
cent.,  and  horse-gram  19  per  cent,  over  those  of  the  preceding  year,  which  again  were  higher 
than  the  prices  of  the  previous  year.  During  the  harvest  of  the  dry  crops  which  precedes  the 
rice  harvest  prices  which  generally  fall  at  that  time  kept  up  to  the  same  mark,  and  when  the  rioe 
wai  harvested  they  fell  but  little :  and  the  prices  in  Trichinopoly  were  24  per  cent,  higher  than 
they  were  in  the  corresponding  month  (April)  of  the  preyious  year.

I*  Permanently  improTod  dry. "  which  was  hitherto  shown  separatelyin  Column  50, 

and  which  the  Board  in  their  Proceedings,  No.  1,388,  dated  8th  June  1874,  directed  should  be  added 
to  the  ordinary  dry  assessment.  The  extent  of  land  relinquished  during  the  year  was  36,076  Acres, 
bearing  an  assessment  of  Bupees  34,292-4-0,  while  that  newly  taken  up  amounts  to  42,578  Acres 
assessed  at  Bupees  38,738-11-0,  and  thus  the  total  extent  in  occupation  as  settled  for  the  year  is

17.  Of  this,however,Bupees  1 ,307-6-0, 'the  assessment  on  the  extent  of  whole  wet  fields  (Acres 
457)  laid  waste  for  absolute  want  of  water,  had  to  be  remitted. 

18.  Cultivation  of  Spbcial  Pboducts.— i^ncZosttre  B.  to  Statement  No.  3.— The  extent 
cultivated  with  special  products  during  the  year  is  given  below,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  extent 
under  iJl  these  heads,  sugar-cane,  cotton,  and  indigo  is  considerably  less  than  in  the  preceding 
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year.    The  failure  of  seasonable  rain  at  the  oommencement  of  the  eultivating  season  notieed  in

(129.400  Acres,  assessment  Rupees  1,13,676-6-0)  are  whole  fields.  Great  pains  were  taken  to  im- 
press upon  the  Gurnams  the  necessity  for  noting  in  the  Cultivation  and  Adangal  accounts  the  exact 
areaof  portions  of  fields  laid  waste.  The  entries  in  these  returns  were  examined  not  only  by  the 
Revenue  Inspectors  but  even  by  Tahsildars  and  their  Deputies,  and  the  figures  maiy  therefore  be 
taken  to  be  tolerably  correct,  although  I  do  not  suppose  they  are  as  correct  as  they  ought  to  be. 

20.  Now  that  portions  of  fields  left  waste  are  included  in  the  body  of  Statement  No.  3  (vide 
Board's  Proceedings,  dated  30th  March  1874,  No.  720)  the  Enclosure  D.  to  Statement  No.  3,  which 
was  introduced  in  Fasli  1281,  may.  I  think,  be  dispensed  with  as  recommended  by  the  Collector  of 
Eumool  in  his  letter  quoted  in  the  above  Proceedings.  A  foot-note  in  the  Statement  No.  3.  show- 
ing the  total  extent  of  portions  of  fields  laid  waste,  will  afford  the  information  required  by  paragraph 
2  of  the  above  Proceedings. 

21.  The  percentage  of  waste  to  the  holdings  for  all  the  districts  in  the  Presidency  in  1282 
was  11*60,  and  the  percentage  the  waste  bears  to  the  holdings  this  year  in  this  district  is  15*60. 
The  reason  for  the  percentage  of  the  fallow  to  the  cultivated  area  being  so  high  in  this  district  is 
the  unfavorable  season  we  have  had  in  the  year  under  review. 

22.  RsMissioN  OF  wiTHiBSD  WiT  Gbops  ukdek  thi  Takks.  Rupbss  8,782-8-0. — Statement 
No.  4.— The  great  bulk  of  the  **  Shavi"  was  in  the  liuppur  part  of  the  Trichinopoly  Taluq. 
I  inspected  the  crops  under  several  of  the  tanks  personally,  and  satisfied  myself  that  the  ryots  had 
spared  no  efibrt  to  utilize  the  scanty  supply  in  tneir  tanks.  Seed-beds  with  seedlings  fit  for  trans- 
plantation standing  quite  dry,  and  the  half-grown  and  just  earing  crops  withered  and  burnt  up  by 
the  sun  with  not  a  drop  of  water  in  the  tanks,  were  a  melancholy  spectacle  when  I  saw  them  towards 
the  end  of  January.  The  crops  under  most  of  the  tanks  entirely  failed,  and  the  ryots*  losses  must 
have  been  serious.  ^  The  state  of  the  dry  crops  in  that  part  of  the  country  was  just  as  bad,  and 
I  very  much  doubt  if  they  yielded  as  much  as  the  seed  sown.  The  decrease  shown  in  this  statement 
under  *'Fasal  Eammi"  or  '* Second  crop  not  cultivated,'*  *'Dry  converted  into  permanently 
improved  dry,"  and  '*  Water*rate,'^  is  occasioned  by  the  non-observance  this  year  of  the  old 
unauthorized  practice  of  showing  in  Statement  No.  3.  Columns  49,  60,  and  61.  the  amount 
settled  in  the  previous  year,  together  with  that  charged  for  the  present  year,  and  then  exhibiting 
in  Statement  No.  4  the  whole  amount  minus  what{  may  have  actually  been  settled  for  the  year  as 
remission--  Fide  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  8th  June  1874,  No.  1,388.  This  unauthorised 
entry  of  imaginary  remission  has  caused  great  confusion  in  the  accounts  hitherto,

58.  Unsubvbtbd  Wastb. — ^The  total  extent  of  unsurveyed  waste  brought  to  putta  up  to  the 
end  of  Fasli  1283  since  the  settlement  is  76,905  Acres,  assessed  at  Rupees  69,476.  When  the 
re-demarcation  of  the  district  is  commenced  I  shall  arrange  for  these  lands  also  being  surveyed 
and  elassified.

— I  examined  the  Talnq  and  Village  acoonnts  in  the 
Perambalnr  and  Hosiri  Talnqs  myself,  and  in  justice  to  the  parties  concerned  I  must  say  they  are 
generally  very  well  kept.  Some  of  them  were  particularly  clean  and  neat  and  were  very  credit- 
able to  the  Gumams  who  prepared  them. 

66.  Lands  aoquibid  bt  Publio  Sibyants. — Two  individuals  have  acquired  land  during  the 
year  and  have  duly  reported  the  fact.    The  register  is  brought  up  to  date. 

67.  Civil  Suits. — A  statement  showing  the  demand,  collection,  and  balance  of  costs 
awarded  to  Oovernment  in  Civil  suits  for  the  revenue  year  1282  is  herewith  submitted  as 
directed  in  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  19th  October  1871,  No.  4,434.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  Fasli  1283  there  remained  a  balance  of  Bupees  96-4-10  to  be  collected  in  four  suits  ;  the 
interest,  etc.,  for  1283  amounted  to  Bupees  30-10-3,  and  the  whole  amount,  Bupees  126*16-1, 
was  realized. 

68.  SzAXJNATiON  Of  THB  Talttq  Tbiasubibs. — ^lu  accordaucc  With  the  instructions  conveyed 

in  Board's  Standing  Circular,  No.  Vin.,  of 
^SS^Oi^SS^^iiL^f  iS.  """°*''  "'*•    1874.  the  Treasury  Deputy  Collector  examined 

all  the  Taluq  Treasuries  and  the  accounts  kept 
in  each.  The  coins,  stamps,  and  labels  were  all  found  correct,  but  the  entries  in  the  accounts 
were  not  as  regularly  and  properly  posted  from  the  Day  Book  to  the  General  Abstract  as  was 
desirable,  and  several  other  irregularities  were  noticed  by  the  Deputy  Collector  in  all  the  Trea- 
suries but  that  of  Eulittallei,  which  appears  to  be  in  exceptionally  good  order,  strict  orders  were 
at  once  issued  to  Tahsildars  to  guard  against  the  recurrence  of  any  of  the  irregularities  pointed 
out  by  the  Treasury  Deputy  Collector,  and  to  be  most  particular  in  the  observance  of  the 
Accountant-General's  rules  in  regard  to  entries,  postings,  initialling,  etc.  The  periodical 
examination  of  the  Treasury  accounts  in  the  taluqs  is  a  most  admirable  measure,  and  will,  I  hope, 
soon  bring  about  a  great  improvement  in  the  keeping  of  accounts. 

69.  CoNDTTOT  Of  Public  Sbbvants.— I  have  nothing  to  add  to  my  remarks  in  last  year's 
report  on  the  conduct  of  public  servants.  Kandaaami  Pillai  has  been  promoted  since  the  close 
of  the  year,  and  one  of  the  best  of  the  Deputy  Tahsildars  has  taken  his  place.  I  cannot  help 
thinking  that  Bevenue  officials  of  the  higher  grades  are  generally  too  much  addicted  to  going 
about  in  bandies,  and  that  an  equestrian  or  walking  test  for  all  officials  above  the  rank  of  a 
Gumastah  would  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  public  service.

13.  All  kinds  of  grain  have  been  higher  in  price  than  in  the  preceding  year,  though  still 
continuing  lower  than  the  average  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  except  in  the  cases  of  cholum  or 
horse-gram^  the  prices  of  which  have  exceeded  the  average  by  8  and  22  per  cent,  respectively. 
The  rise  in  the  price  of  all  kinds  of  grain,  especially  dry  grain,  is  owing  to  the  unfavorable 
character  of  the  last  cultivation  season  and  the  short  outturn  of  the  crops,  added  to  exportation 
to  Tinnevelly  at  the  time  when  a  considerable  failure  of  the  crops  was  apprehended  there.

and,  2ndly,  to  increased  litigation,  much  of  which  was  in  relation  to  the  Ramnad  estate.

The  suit  in  the  District  Court  resulted 
in  the  confirmation  of  Mr.  Arbuthnott*8  decision  under  Act  XXVIII.*  of  1860;  but  an  appeal 
to  the  High  Court  against  the  decision  of  the  District  Judge  has  been  filed  and  the  suit  has  now 
been  remanded  for  further  information,  so  that  it  is  still  impossible  to  say  to  whom  the  land 
belongs.  Fending  the  original  decision  of  the  District  Judge  no  attempt  was  for  a  long  time 
made  to  collect  the  arrears  either  on  behalf  of  Government  or  of  the  renter  of  the  Zemindari, 
and  the  consequence  is  that  the  defaulters  now  profess  themselves  unable  to  pay  up  the  lump  sum 
now  due.  Except  the  lands  they  have  no  other  property  in  the  village  to  meet  the  demand,  and 
some  of  the  lands  which  were  attached  and  sold  for  the  realization  of  the  arrears  fetched  very 
low  prices  in  consequence  of  their  position  in  an  out-of-the-way  part  of  the  hills.  Steps  are,  how- 
ever, being  taken  to  realize  the  arrears  by  distraining  the  movable  property  which  the  defaulters 
possess  in  the  Zemindari  village  of  Manalur  where  they  reside.  Most  of  these  arrears  will 
ultimately  have  to  be  written  off  as  irrecoverable,  but  no  final  decision  can  be  come  to  on  this 
point  until  it  is  known  whose  the  lands  are. 

77.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  old  arrears  noticed  by  Government  in  pari^raph  31  of  their 
Proceedings,  ^o.

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83.  Miscellaneous,  Increase  Bupees  l,570.^Thi8  increase  is  owing  to  the  payment  of 
Bupees  2,500  to  the  Zemindar  of  Saptur  in  satisfaction  of  his  claims  on  acoonnt  of  mesne  profits 
of  the  forest  land  in  his  Zemindari  worked  by  the  Forest  Department,  as  directed  in  G.  O., 
dated  16th  June  1873,  No.  614,  Revenue  Department.

88.  Stamps,  Decrease  Bupees  3,793. — With  reference  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Bevenue,  dated  4th  April  1873,  No.  528,  no  discount  on  the  sale  of  Court  Fee  stamps  has  been 
allowed  to  vendors  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  Government  Treasuries  ;  hence  the  decrease. 

89.  Stati  of  thk  Yillaqb  and  Taluq  Accounts. — The  village  and  taluq  accounts  were 
duly  examined.  From  personal  observation,  and  from  inquiry,  I  have  no  doubt  that  there  is  a 
steady  improvement  in  the  way  in  which  they  are  kept ;  but  the  Mortuary  returns  I  myself 
examined  in  the  Dindigul  and  Pulni  Taluqs  were  very  badly  kept,  and  I  fear  the  same  state  of 
things  exists  all  over  the  district.    This  will  be  looked  to.

to  the  gradual  increase  of  population  and  to  the 

extension  and  sub-division  of  holdings, 

5.  Sjbason. — The  season  was,  on  the  whole,  decidedly  unfavorable  in  the  Sub-Division  during 
the  year  under  report,  especially  in  the  northern,  north-eastern,  and  western  villages,  as  has  already 

been  reported  in  this  office  letters,  embodied  in 
the  Board^s  Proceedings  marginally  noted.  The 
rain-fall  was  not  merely  deficient  in  quantity  (the  falling  off  in  Dindigul  itself  was  about  25  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year),  but  unsuitable  in  the  periods  of  its  fall  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  those  dry  crops  which  furnish  the  principal  food  supply  of  the  population. 

6.  Sakitabt  Condition. — The  public  health  was  generally  good  during  the  year  under 
report  Fever  and  small-poz  prevailed  here  and  there  to  a  small  extent  in  the  Dindigul  Taluq, 
but  there  was  no  great  mortality.  There  was  no  cholera  during  the  year.  Cattle  were  generally 
free  from  disease. 

7.  The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  rain-fall  at  the  several  stations  where  rain  gauges 
are  kept  in  the  Sub-Division  : —

8.  Stateiiint  No.  2. — All  kinds  of  grain  have  been  higher  in  price  than  in  the  preceding 
year,  though  still  much  lower  than  the  average  of  the  past  ten  years  except  in  the  case  of  horse- 
gram,  the  price  of  which  has  exceeded  the  average  by  10*89  per  cent.    Cholum,  raggy,  and  cumboo 
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hare  also  ccmsidarably  ri6en  in  price,  especially  in  the  latter  half  of  the  fasli,  the  prices  daring 
which  have  mnch  exceeded  those  of  the  former  half.  The  rise  in  the  prices  of  all  kinds  of  grain, 
especiallj  dry,  is  owing  to  two  canses—

12.  The  decrease  of  Land-oess  abore  shown,  in  the  face  of  a  small  increase  in  the  ryots' 
Wdiwgfc  results  from  a  large  decrease  in  the  rent  of  a  wealthy  ryot  in  a  Zemindari,  which  hi 
h^  arranged  with  his  landlord  after  considerable  litigation  in  the  District  Court.

18.  Statiment  No.  4.— This  statement  gives  particulars  of  remissions  granted  under 
different  heads  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statement  that 
there  is  a  net  increase  of  37,569  Bupees.  which  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  remissions  on  dry  holdings 

granted  in  thirty-six  villages  in  Dindigul  and 
twenty-six  villages  in  Pulni  Taluq,  at  the  rates 
shown  in  tl^e  margin,  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Board  of  Bievenue  conveyed  in  their  Proceed, 
ings,  dated  12th  March,  1874,  No.  657.  The 
increase  under  Item  No.  2  requires  no  remark, 
being  evidently  due  to  the  state  of  the  season.

19.  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  4  shows  how  much  of  the  remissions  appertaiot 
to  irrigated,  and  how  much  to  unirrigated,  lands. 

20.  Statement  No.  6. — Rupees  3,450  (Ite^i  No.  6-b.).  are  penal  assessment  (four  times 
the  tax)  charged  on  lands  taken  up  for  cultivation  without  durkhast  in  spite  of  repeated  orders  to 
the  contrary,  and  the  imposition  of  penal  assessment  in  all  such  cases  in  three  preceding  years. 
The  Durkhast  rules  are,  however,  very  much  more  strictly  observed  than  they  used  to  be.

27.  The  decrease  in  the  demand  of  land  revenue  is  due  to  the  unfavorable  character  of  the 
Seaion  as  explained  above. 

28.  The  enormous  increase  (54*36  per  cent.)  in  stamp  revenue  is  due  to  two  causes : 
1st,  the  collection  of  all  process  fees  by  means  of  Court  Fees  stamp,  as  ordered  in  Government

81,  Fepnanently  Setthd. — Ontof  the  large  balance  of  Bnpees  1)9,152  under  this  head 
Bapees  25,6X9  is  due  by  the  lessee  of  the  Eannivadi  Zemindari,  as  ei^lained  in  paragraph  28 
supra.

82.  Byotwar  and  Miscellaneous. — The  large  balance  under  these  heads,  amounting  to 
Bupees  1,91,239  at  the  end  of  the  Fasli^  has  been  reduced  by  subsequent  collections  to 
Bupees  49,868,  &r  the  speedy  realization  of  which  orders  haye  been  issaed.  The  reason  of  tUi

Dindigul  Taluq,  and  that  of  Fulni  Taluq,  had  to  be  deferred  pending  orders  on  my  letter.  No.  190, 

dated  17th  May  1874,  disposed  of  in  the  Board's 
Dated  aeUi]C»7 1874,  Proceedings  marginaly  quoted  aud  oommuni- 

cated  to  me  on  the  5th  June  1874. 

SndZy.— Tq  tl^e  postponement  of  collections  in  certain  villages  according  to  the  rate  of 
percentage  r^misuqu  firft  proposed  and  subsequently  reduced  and  withdrawn  iq  certain  villages 
under  the  ordeni  of  the  Board  quoted  above. 

33.  SxiLTiij(iNT  STq.  8. — Arrears  of  former  years  amounted  to  Bupees  1,92,876  at  the 
commencement  of  the  fiysli  under  report,  but  were  reduced  to  Bupees  11,009  at  the  end  of  the 
year.    The  recoverabjle  ar;rears«  amounting  to  Bupees  3«354-3-7,  are  in  course  of  collection. 

84.  Of  the  sum  of  Bupees  3,400-2-1  entered  under  the  head  of  Doubtful  Bupees  420-8-0 
relate  to  thr^e  boi]^dary  disputes^  one  between  Tirumungalam  and  Dindignl,  another  between 
Dindigul  an^  H^hir  Taluqs,  and  another  between  two  viUages  in  ^the  Dindigul  Taluq,  for  the 
early  settlement  of  which  orders  have  been  sent.  The  remainder,  Bupees  2,979-9-5,  are  the  arrears 
due  from  th^.  ryots  who  cultivated  the  lands  which  formed  the  subject  of  the  bouudaiy  dispute 
between  the  Fidni  l^fl^ligiq  and  the  Eannivadi  Zemindari,  and  which  were  eventually,  declared  to 
belong  to  Government  {vide  paragraph  36  of  the  last  yearns  report)  by  a  decision  pfthe  District 
Court.  That  deci^on  waci^  however,  appealed  against  to  the  High  Court  and  the  c|u^t  has  been 
remanded  for  further  information,  so  that  it  is  still  impossible  to  say  for  certain  to  whom  the 
lands  belong;.  Fending  the  original  decision  of  the  District  Judge  no  attempt  was  for  a  long 
time  made  to  collect  the  arrears  either  on  behalf  of  Government  or  of  the  renter  of  the 
Zemindari,  and  tl^e  consequence  is  that  tl^e  defaulters  now  profess  themselves  unable  to  pay  up 
the  lump  su;m  now  due.  Except  the  lands  they  have  no  other  property  in  the  village  to  meet 
the  demand,  and  some  of  the  lands  which  were  attached  and  sold  for  the  realisation  of  the  arrears 
fetched  very  low  prices  in  consequence  of  their  inaccessible  position  in  an  out-of-the-way  part  of 
the  hills.  Stepcf  are,  however^  being  taken  <|o  realize  the  arreaijB  by  distraining  the  movable 
property  of  the  defaulters  which  they  possess  in  the  Zemindari.  village  of  Haxialur  where  they 
reside.  Ultimately  I  fear  most  of  these  arrears  will  nevertheless  have,  to  be  written  <^  as  irre* 
coverablOi  bpt  no  decision  canlfinally  be  come  to  on  this  point  qntilit  is  known  whose  the  lands  are. 
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35.  Of  the  irrecoverable  arrears  (Rupees  934-15-11)  Rupees  478-3-8  hare  been  recom- 
mended for  remission  in  the  report  of  Fasli  1282,  but  as  no  sanction  has  been  received  for  writing 
them  off  they  have  been  brought  forward  again  in  this  year's  account.  Deducting  the  above 
amount  there  is  a  balance,  amounting  to  Rupees  456-12-3,  and  I  beg  to  recommend  thai  the 
same  be  remitted  for  the  following  reasons  : —

86.  Coercive  measures  were  resorted  to  in  53  cases  for  the  recovery  of  land  revenue  arrears; 
amounting  to  Bupees  1,641-13-5.  Personal  and  real  property  sold  in  satisfaction  of  the  arrears 
realized  Bupees  1,764-3-11. 

37.  The  taluq  and  village  accounts  were  duly  examined,  and  though  considerable  room  is 
still  left  for  improvement  they  were  found  on  the  whole  to  have  been  kept  very  fairly  well,  except 
in  a  few  cases  where  new  Cumams  had  been  appointed  and  had  not  been  properly  instructed  in 
their  duties  by  the  Bevenue  Inspectors.  From  this  general  statement  I  must,  however,  except  the 
Birth  and  Death  Begisters,  nearly  all  of  which  I  carefully  inspected  myself  and  found,  as  a  rulCi 
utterly  unreliable.  I  had  in  consequence  to  punish  many  village  officers  by  fine,  and  some,  who 
actually  brought  me  false  accounts  as  true,  by  dismissal.  The  fact  is  these  registers  were  never 
inspected  before,  and  the  village  officers  took  in  consequence  no  pains  to  keep  them  correct.  No 
doubt  they  will  do  better  in  future.

2.  Stations  AT  WHICH  THE  SxTTLKMiMT  WAS  MADE. — ^The  settlement  was  commenced  on 
the  16th  March  and  closed  on  the  22nd  September.  There  was  some  delay  in  completing  the 
Jamabandi  of  the  Tinnevelly  Taluq,  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  getting  the  new  settlement 
puttas  prepared  for  a  few  villages  within  the  fasli.

6.  SiAsoM. — The  South  West  Monsoon  was  as  favorable  as  nsnal,  and  the  Ear  cuItivatioD 
shows  an  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  year  in  the  Nanguneri  Taluq.  The  North  West  Monsoon 
failed  so  completely  as  to  raise  reasonable  apprehensions  of  famine,  but  fortunately  there  was 
heavy  fall  of  rain  towards  the  end  of  February,  the  rivers  received  freshes,  and  the  crops  in  the 
river  valleys  were  saved.  In  the  south  and  east  of  the  Nanguneri  Taluq  the  failure  of  wet  crops 
was  nearly  complete,  but  the  dry  crops  were  little  better,  but  a  fair  crop  was  obtained  under  wells 
which  in  some  villages  are  numerous.  In  addition  to  the  usual  wet  remissions  40  per  cent,  of 
the  dry  assessment  was  remitted,  the  sanction  of  the  Board  having  been  previously  obtained.

10.  Condition  of  Rtots. — The  season  was  very  unfavourable  especially  in  the  south  and  east 
of  Nanguneri  Taluq,  and  the  condition  of  the  ryots  in  that  tract  has  deteriorated.  In  river-irrigated 
tracts  the  high  prices  probably  more  than  recouped  the  ryots  for  the  small  deficiency  in  the  crop. 
The  general  condition  of  the  ryots  in  the  Sub-Division  is  unquestionably  prosperous.  Some  land  has 
been  sold  during  the  year  at  Rupees  2,000  per  seed  kota,  equal  to  more  than  Rupees  1,200  per  acre. 
This  price  was  reached  in  only  a  few  instances,  but  it  proves  both  that  the  profits  from  land  musk 
be  large,  and  that  there  is  plenty  of  capital  seeking  investment.

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12.  The  very  large  increase  under  ''  Lands  relinquished  and  taken  up'*  is  only  nominal, 
arising  from  transfer  of  Tillages  from  one  taluq  to  the  other  in  the  settlement.  On  the  whole, 
2,640  Acres  of  wet  and  13,476  Acres  of  dry  have  been  transferred  from  the  Sub-Division  to  the 
other  talaqs  of  the  district,  and  723  Acres  of  wet  and  6,211  of  dry  from  the  Tinnevelly  and  Ten- 
karai  Talnqs  to  the  Sub-Dirision.  The  new  settlement  in  Tenkasi  Taluq  raised  the  previous  figures 
by  1,848  Acres  of  wet  and  4,000  Acres  of  dry  land.  Eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-two 
Acres  of  one  crop  have  been  transferred  to  double  crop  lands  in  the  settlement  of  Tenkasi.  The 
real  quantity  of  lands  relinquished  and  taken  up  during  the  fasli  excluding  lands  transferred  from 
one  head  to  tiie  other,  is  therefore  67  Acres  in  wet  and  4,002  in  dry  and  46  Acres  in  wet  and  346 
Acres  in  dry  respectively.

I  HATB  the  honor  to   submit  my  Annual  Beport  on  the  Settlement  of  the  Revenues  of 

this  District  for  Fasli  1283  (1873-74),  accom- 
panied by  the  prescribed  Statements. 
2.     Seasok. — The  rain-fall  was  below  the  average,  and  less  than  in  the  previous  year 
by  inches  4*61.    The  want  of  rain  was  especially  felt  during  the  north-east  monsoon,  t.  e.,  in 
November  and  December^  when  it  was  most  wanted.    The  following  table  shows  the  fall  during 
the  several  months  of  the  year  : —

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The  want  of  rain  affected  not  only  rain-fed  tanks  but  dry  crops,  and  led  to  some  correspon- 
dence-^ Ficfe  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  1,169,  of  19lh  May  1874  ;  but  the  supposed  apprehension 
of  scarcity  was  not  realized.  The  Gauvery,  Bhowany,  and  Noyel  rivers  received  full  supply  of 
water,  and  nui^jah  cultivation  under  river-fed  channels  was,  on  the  other  hand,  satisfactory.  The 
Auliar  and  Ambravutty  received  also  a  fair  supply. 

8.  Sanitabt  Condition. — The  mortality  from  fever  continued  high  during  the  year,  and 
was  6  per  cent,  in  advance  of  the  previous  year.  The  establishment  of  Taluq  Dispensaries  and  the 
distribution  of  fever  remedies,  and  above  all  improved  village  sanitation  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
in  some  degree  check  this  mortality.  Small-poz  decreased  22  per  cent.,  though  the  mortality 
was  still  high.  As  regards  small-pox  it  can  only  adequately  be  met  by  placing  vaccination 
under  the  Local  Board.  The  public  health  was  generally  good ;  no  .case  of  cholera  occurred 
during  the  year.    The  following  table  gives  an  abstract  of  deaths  : —

Of  the  deaths  by  wild  beasts  in  Fasli  1283'  thirteen  were  by  tigers,  and  the  rest  firom 
injuries  received  from  other  wild  beasts,  etc.;  such  deaths  took  place  only  in  the  first  half  of 
the  fasli  before  remedial  measares  were  adopted,  which  hare  since  removed  the  evil. 

The  condition  of  cattle  was  also  generally  good  ;  bat  the  cyclone  of  last  May  oansed  heavy 
losses*  which  chiefly  account  for  the  increase  over  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  previoos  year. 
Murrain  broke  out  among  sheep  in  Oodoomulpettah  Taluq,  which  also  caused  a  large  number  of 
deaths.

SiTMMiHT.— The  Jamabandi  commenced  in  PoUachy  Taluq,  part  of  which  was  aettled 
by  Mr.  Rice  in  December  1873,  and  the  rest  by  Mr.  Deputy  Collector  MacGregor  in  April  1874.

Acres  30,841  (Item  5)  merely  changed  hands.  Acres  20,127  (Item  1),  comprising  poor  lands 
needing  a  fs^ow,  and  such  as  situated  in  hilly  and  sickly  taluqs  were  resigned  ;  in  such  localities 
Acres  1,648  (Item  3),  sold  for  arrears  of  revenue,  were  bought  in  by  Government ;  in  place  of  all 
which  Acres  15,206  (Item  13)  of  waste  land  were  taken  on  durkhast  during  the  year.  Item  2  is 
the  area  of  putta  lands  on  which  dwelling  houses,  etc.,  stood  belonging  to  Messra  Stanes  and 
Rouse,  which  were  converted  into  freeholds  in  Fasli  1282.  Item  4  comprises  the  area  of  land 
taken  up  for  public  purposes.  Item  11  is  land  cultivated  without  durkhast  and  exhibited  under 
lyen  holdings  ;  it  is  now  transferred  to  Land  Revenue,  Miscellaneous,  under  the  orders  of  the 
Board  of  Revenue  in  0£Bcial  Memorandum,  No.  1,672,  of  28th  October  1873.  Items  8  and  19 
represent  lands  classed  as  wet  in  the  Nullampolliem  and  Ponnivady  villages  of  Dharapuram  Taluq, 
but  which  were  not  irrigable.  They  were  ordered  to  be  transferred  to  the  head  "  Dry  "  in  Reve- 
nue Board's  Miscellaneous  No.  1,901,  of  28th  March  1873.  The  transfers  of  land  between  taluqs 
and  villages  (Items  9,  10,  20  and  21)  were  entailed  by  the  rectification  of  the  boundary  between 
the  Bhowany  and  CoUegal  Taluqs  ordered  in  G.  0.,  No.  540,  of  28th  May  1873,  Revenue  Depart- 
ment.   The  other  items  of  increase  and  decrease  in  holdings  call  for  no  remark. 

11.  Rtotwaet  Lands  brought  under  Cultivation. — These  changes  left  Acres  2,285,509 
ander  occupation,  of  which  Acres  2,018,551  wore  under  actual  cultivation  during  the  year.  The 
net  holdings  fell  dxoti  of  those  of  the  past  year  by  Acres  4,973,  and  the  actual  cultivation

The  decrease,  however,  is  not  real,  as  '*  Actual  cultiyation"  last  year  included  waste  portions 
of  cultiyated  fields  aggregating  upwards  of  Acres  41,000;  but  in  Fasli  1283  they  were  added 
to  "Waste  remitted,"  or  '*  Waste  charged  for"  as  the  case  may  be,  under  Revenue  Board's 
Proceedings,  ^' 0^720,  of  30th  March  1874,  so  that  the  area,  wet  and  dry,  actually  cultivated 
during  the  year  under  report  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  15,000  Acres. 

1 2.  Rtotwaet  Lands  left  Waste. — Simi- 
larly the  waste  in  Ryotwary  holdings  shows  an 
increase  of  Acres  21,000,  but  it  really  decreas- 
ed by  upwards  of  Acres  20,000  when  waste 
portions  of  cultivated  fields  are  taken  into 
account,  so  the  true  result  is  that  cultivation 
increased  *78  per  cent.,  and  waste  in  holdings 
decreased  by  7 '17  per  cent. 

13.  Btotwabt  Rbvbnui. — ^The  assessment  of  the  net  Ryotwary  holdings  amounted  to 
Rupees  26  lakhs,  of  which  19^  lakhs  represented  the  ^*  Dry'*  or  punjah  revenue,  and  6}  lakhs 
**Wet''  or  nunjah  revenue  of  the  district;  the  average  rate  of  assessment  on  occupied  lands  is 
Annas  14-3  per  acre  of  puigah,  and  Rupees  7-4-10  per  acre  of  nunjah  land.

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MisciLLAMSouB  Itehs  Of  Ryotwaby  Settlbhsnt. — ^The  second  crop  assessment  is  too 
small  an  item  to  need  any  remark.  The  additional  assessment  is  nil ;  the  charge  for  water 
hitherto  shown  under  this  head  haying  been  transferred  to  the  head  of  ''  Water-tax'*  under  the 
instructions  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  in  paragraph  4  of  their  Proceedings,  No.  2,295,  of 
18th  August  1874.  The  slight  decrease  under  ''  Water-tax  "  is  owing  to  the  charge  having  been 
made  according  to  new  rates  last  year  before  the  new  rules  were  countermanded.  The  addition 
and  deduction  of  Road-cess  call  for  no  remark. 

14.    Remissions. — The  gross  ryotwary  demand  amounted  to  Rupees  28^14,842  including  the 
nominal  item  of  Road-cess,  Rupees  1,91,503,   which  is  again  deducted   therefrom  with  the 
remissions.    The  remissions  aggregate  Rupees  98,797,  being  Rupees  15,148  less  than  those  of 
Byotwap  Waste  remitted  *^®  previous  year.    The  decrease  has  occurred 

'  •  .  chiefly  under  "Waste  remitted,"  owing  to  a 

better  season  for  nunjah  lands  during  the  year  under  report.  The  remissions  given  under  this 
head  were  chiefly  under  rain-fed  tanks  and  call  for  no  remark ;  they  include  a  small  sum  of 
Rupees  145  on  account  of  dry  land,  of  which  Rupees  118  is  the  assessment  of  a  piece  of  field  in 
the  possession  of  the  Forest  Department  at  Anamallay  not  yet  resigned  by  the  Puttadar —  Fide 
paragraph  16  of  my  Jamabandi  Reports  for  Faslis  1281  and  1282.  Rupees  21  was  the  assessment 
of  34  Acres  of  putta  land  in  the  Halhutty  village  of  Coimbatore  Taluq  enclosed  within  the 
Forest  Reserve  M.  at  Mettoopolliem.  This  will  be  released  by  the  contemplated  re-arrangement 
of  the  reserves  now  in  hand.  Rupees  6  was  the  demand  on  4  Acres  rendered  unfit  for  cultivation 
by  excavation  of  gravel  by  the  Public  Works  Department*

Bemisslons  on  wet  cnifciyated  with  dry  Crops.  decreased  by  Rupees  7,186,  owing  to  a  better

needed  chiefly  under  rain-fed  tanks.  Under  the

The 
increased  balance  in  the  current  year  was  due  to  the  prospects  of  an  adverse  season  in  the  8rd 
quarter  of  the  fasli  under  report,  which  caused  payments  to  be  held  back.  The  balance  will  be 
speedily  recovered. 

26.  Demand,  Gollisction,  and  Balanob  ot  Arbbabb.— The  arrear  demand  was  reduced 
91  per  cent,  by  collections,  and  2  per  cent,  by  remissions  sanctioned  by  Government,  leaving  a

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Rapees  13  under  ''Other  causes*'  in  Fasli  1280  is  the  unrecovered  portion  of  Revenue  misappro- 
priated by  a  Monigar  of  GoUegal  Taluq.  The  offender  was  tried  and  punished  under  Regula- 
tion IX.  of  1822 ;  his  property  was  attached  and  sold,  but  realized  Rupees  13  short  of  the  amount 
misappropriated.  In  Fasli  1282  a  ryot  in  Career  Taluq  encroached  upon  Acre  1*43  of  a  poonjah 
field  measuring  Acres  13*37  a(]|joining  his  putta  land  ;  he  was  charged  three  times  the  assessment 
of  the  whole  field,  which  amounted  to  Rupees  35-7-4.  The  man  was  unable  to  pay,  and  had  no 
movable  property  to  attach  ;  on  the  case  being  referred  to  me  I  considered  the  demand  excessive, 
and  should  not  be  collected.  The  proportional  charge  on  the  cultivated  portion  of  the  field 
amounts  to  Rupees  3-8-0,  which  is  realizable^  leaving  Rupees  31-14-4  to  be  remitted.  The 
remainder  of  the  irrecoverable  amount  (Rupees  910  under  Fasli  1282)  is  the  prohibitory  assess- 
ment on  certain  lands  adjoining  Bolumputty  Hills  cultivated  before  Durkhast  memoranda  were 
passed.  On  the  ryots  relinquishing  the  lands  the  Taram  assessment  was  collected  and  the  additional 
charge  left  unrecovered  which  I  recommend  may  be  remitted.  , 

28.  CoifPABATivE  VIEW  OF  COLLECTIONS  F£OM  ALL  Sou£GEs. — The  collcctions  fipom  all  sources 
amounted  to  Rupees  29,76,275  against  Rupees  30,35,238  in  the  previous  year.  They  are  compared

The  increase  under  1,  (a)  "  Salaries,"  is  partly  owing  to  the  inclusion  under  land  revenue 
of  the  pay  of  the  Deputy  Director  of  Revenue  Settlement  in  his  capacity  of  Assistant  Collector  to 
the  extent  of  Rupees  4,200,  and  partly  to  the  Sub-Collector  this  year  having  drawn  the  full 
salary  of  the  post  in  place  of  only  deputation  allowance  drawn  by  his  predecessor  last  year.  The 
Assistant  Collector  also  was  attached  to  this  district  for  full  twelve  months  against  six  months  in 
the  previous  year.  The  decrease  under  "Other  charges"  was  caused  by  the  rate  of  official  post- 
age  having  been  reduced  from  1st  April  1873,  and  by  the  absence  of  the  Process  service  transac- 
tions  under  Act  II.  of  1864  during  the  year.

The  rain-fall  in  the  three  Cnsbahs  in  Fasli  1283  was  less  than  that  in  the  preceding  fasli  by 
inches  14*26. 

6.  Season. — ^The  rain-fall  was  less  during  the  fasli  under  notice  than  that  in  the  preceding 
one.  In  the  Dharapuram  Taluq  it  is  said  that  in  consequence  of  want  of  sufficient  rain  the  crops 
on  dry  lands  without  wells  withered  in  some  cases,  while  in  others  they  yielded  only  a  half  or  one- 
quarter  of  the  full  harvest. 

The  crops  on  lands  having  wells  in  the  same  taluq  are  also  said  to  have  yielded  a  very 
deficient  harvest. 

The  first  crop  nunjah  yielded  a  full  harvest,  while  the  seoond  crop  is  siad  to  have  yielded 
less  for  want  of  sufficient  water. 

Caroor  Taluq.-^The  first  crop  on  nuigah  lands  in  this  taluq  yielded  only  an  average 
outturn,  the  second  crop  yielded  much  less  ;  while  in  some  places  tiie  second  crop  withered 
altogether. 

The  outturn  of  the  crops  on  puigah  and  garden  lands  was  only  half  or  three-fourths  owing  to 
the  insufficiency  of  rain. 

Oodoomulpettah  Taluq. — ^The  crops  on  dry  and  garden  lands  yielded  only  quarter  or  half  of 
the  full  harvest,  while  the  outturn  of  the  nunjah  crops  under  the  tanks  was  full  in  some  cases  and 
half  or  three-fourths  in  the  rest.  The  nunjah  crops  under  the  channels  yielded  only  three-fourths 
of  the  full  harvest  for  want  of  sufficient  water. 

The  rivers  Cauvery  and  Ambravutty  received  regular  freshes. 

The  Eattangani  tank  in  Dharapuram  Taluq  received  a  partial  supply  of  water. 

The  Ooppadimangalam  tank  in  Caroor  Taluq  received  a  full  supply  in  October.  The  Jaga- 
thapy  and  Earungolam  tanks  in  the  same  taluq  received  three-fourths  and  one-fourth  supply 
respectively,  while  the  other  tanks  did  not  receive  any  supply  at  all. 

The  eight  tanks  in  the  Boodinattam  village  in  Oodoomulpettah  Taluq  received  but  a  partial 
supply  of  water.  In  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March,  when  water  was  most  required 
for  the  crops  under  these  tanks,  the  supply  almost  failed,  thus  entailing  loss  of  crops  in  many 
oases.  Where  the  water-supply  was  sufficient  average  crops  were  secured,  but  on  some  lands  the 
crops  withered,  while  some  others  were  altogether  left  waste,  thus  entailing  remissions  for  shavi 
and  waste. 

It  willj  therefore,  be  seen  that  the  season  for  the  fasli  under  review  was  not  a  favorable  one 
for  agricultural  operations. 

7.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  three  taluqs  in  the  Sub-Division  was  good.  There  was  a 
perfect  immunity  from  cholera  during  the  fasli,  as  was  also  the  case  in  the  one  preceding. 

8.  There  was  an  increased  mortality  from  murrain  amongst  the  cattle  during  Fasli  1283 
as  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding  one9  being  12,452  head  of  cattle  lost  in  1283  against 
B,835  in  Fasli  1282.  The  subjoined  statement  will  show  that  deaths  under  the  head  Cows,  Bul- 
locks, and  Bufialoes  are  less  than  in  the  last  fasli ;  the  increase  of  mortality  being  amongst  the 
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Sh««p.    Th«  chief  inoreue  was  in  Oodoomolpettah,  vhere  tli«.  Talisildar  reports  that  mnrrun  broke 
out  amongst  them  to  a  large  extent  :—

10.  The  ryots*  holdings  and  cultivation  are  shown  in  Statement  No.  3,  and  its  Enclosure  A  , 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  ryots*  holdings  there  is  a  net  increase  of  Acres  1,023, 
with  an  assessment  of  Rupees  29  as  compared  with  the  figures  of  the  last  fasli,  as  particularized 
below.    The  disparity  in  -increase  in  assessment  as  compared  with  the   increase  in  extent   is

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Item  No.  I  eonsistfl  of  401  Acres  of  lands  resigned  as  unfit  for  cnltivation,  and  17  Aeres  sold 
for  arrears  of  revenue  under  Madras  Act  II.  of  1864  bought  in  on  behalf  of  Government  at  a 
nominal  price  in  the  absence  of  bidders,  and  then  carried  to  the  head  of  Government  waste.

2nd, — Certain  garden  lands  in  the  village  of  Bollamputty,  in  the  Dharapuram  Taluq,  paying  the 
first  class  puigah  assessment  up  to  Fash  1275,  were  in  the  succeeding  year  (Fasli  1276;  irrigated 
by  means  of  pecottabs  fixed  on  the  banks  of  the  Ooppar  river,  and  these  were  therefore  charged 
from  that  fasli  with  their  appropriate  (or  Sani)  puiijah  assessment,  plus  the  water-tax  under 
Bevenue  Board's  Proceedings,  dated  10th  July  1866,  No.  4,703.  But  in  the  year  under  notice 
the  ryots  requested  that  as  they  had  removed  the  pecottabs,  and  did  not  utilize  the  water  of  the 
Ooppar  river,  the  wate»-rate  might  be  remitted.  Their  request  was  accordingly  complied  with 
on  the  report  of  the  Tahsildar  and  the  lands  charged  with  the  first  class  punjc3i  assessment,  the 
rate  which  used  to  be  paid  for  them  up  to  Fasli  1275.

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I  HAVE  tbe  honor  to  report  on  the  Beyenne  Settlement  of  the  Nilgiri  District  for  the  Fadi 
year  1283  (1873-74).    The  usual  statements  accompany. 

1.  Tebbitobial  Changb.— By  Order  of  Government,  No.  1,097,  of  15th  July  1873,  the  tract 
known  as  the  Ouchterlony  Valley  was  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commissioner.  Tha 
additional  territory  is  estimated  to  be  about  260  square  miles  in  extent,  and  it  comprises  twenty 
coffee  estates  measuring  3,635  acres,  paying  revenue  at  2  Rupees  per  acre  on  planted  portiona 
over  three  years  old.  For  revenue  and  magisterial  purposes  the  tract  has  been  considered  part  of 
the  To^anad  Village. 

2*     VlLLAQBS  AMD  STATIONS  AT  WHICH  THB  SbTTLBMBNT  WAS  HADB. — I  COuducted  the  BOttle-

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XJndft  oultiyated  hamlets,  an  increase  of  four  occurs.  They  are  named  Nayeehutty  and 
ICaroonihanutty  in  the  Mekanad  Village,  and  Hosahutty  and  Aramanahutty  in  the  Faranganad 
Village.  These  new  hiamlets  have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  coffee  industry,  the  coolies  finding 
it  oonyenient  to  establish  settlements  in  close  proximity  to  the  estates  on  which  they  are  employed. 
The  new  hamlets  of  Mekanad  are  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Golacumbay  Valley  properties. 
Hosahutty  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  coffee  estates  within  a  short  distance  of  Eotergherry,  and 
Aramanahutty  is  between  Coonoor  and  Wellington.

Of  the  342  new  puttas,  225  were  issued  to  individuals  who  acquired  their  holdings  by  pur- 
chase or  inheritance,  twenty-two  were  issued  to  applicants  for  land  at  Seegoor  falling  under  the 
operatloii  of  the  durkhast  rules,  nine  puttas  were  renewed  to  the  Kooroombers  in  accordance  with 
the  tierms  of  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  898,  of  4th  June  1872,  and  eighty-six  were  issued  in  conse- 
quence of  miscellaneous  changes. 

5.  Sbason  and  Sakitabt  Statb  of  the  District. — Under  this  head  I  quote  in  part  from 
my  report'on  th'6  health  of  th6  district.     *'  The  season  was  one  of  drought.''   On  the  east  face  of 
the  Hills  the  rainfall  was  considerably  below  the  average.     ''  There  was  more  rain  in  Colacumbay, 
but  not  the  usual  quantity.    Leaf-disease  appeared  in  the  estates  in  this  direction." 

The  rain  deficiency  on  the  Eoondas  was  21  inches.  At  Eodanad  it  was  13  inches  compiared 
with  the  fall  of  the  previous  year. 

'*  The  tea  estates  at  Eotergherry  suffered  considerably  from  drought*  In  consequence  of 
the  want  of  moisture  all  over  the  Hills,  the  coffee  and  tea  crops  were  deficient.  Fortunately  for 
planters  high'  prices  for  both  these  descriptions  of  produce  have  prevailed  throughout  the  year." 

*'  Badaga  cultivation  suffered  from  drought.  Potatoes  failed  and  dry  grains  yielded  half  a 
crop.  Small'poz  among  the  native  population  broke  out  in  June  1873.  In  Ootacamund  there  were 
about  fifty  cases,  of  which  one-fourth  were  fatal.  There  were  outbreaks  of  this  malady  at  Eoter- 
gherry and  Coonoor  amongst  natives,  and  the  disease  appeared  more  or  less  in  the  villages 
scattered  over  the  Hill  plateau.  The  medical  officers  attributed  its  appearance  to  importation  from 
the  plains,  chiefly  from  the  Madura  District  after  the  Pulni  festival.  Small-pox  rarely  resists  the 
first  burst  of  the  south-west  monsoon  on  the  Hills,  and  the  past  year  was  no  exception  to  the  rule. 
In  the  past  year,  an  increase  of  venereal  disease  has  been  reported.  It  is  believed  to  be  attri- 
butable to  clandestine  prostitution  which  no  sanitary  measures  can  reach.  The  European  population 
throughout  the  year  has  been  very  healthy." 

6.  Birth  and  Death  Statistics. — ^The  births  and  deaths  in  the  district  are  exhibited  in 
the  prescribed  statements. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  1,113  against  938  in  Fasli  1282.  Of  the  former,  601  were 
males  and  612  females  against  509  and  429,  respectively,  for  Fasli  1282.    The  birth-rate  was  22-48 
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per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  958,  vis.,  649  males  and 
409  females  against  923  in  1282.  The  death-rate  was  19*36  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Twenty-eight  deaths  from  small-pox  and  603  from  fevers  were  recorded.  The  registration  of 
thoEe  statistics  would  appear  to  have  been  more  satisfactory  than  heretofore. 

7.  Bainpall.— The  subjoined  table  exhibits  the  rainfall  at  the  different  stations  where  regis- 
ters are  maintained.  The  average  fall  of  the  whole  district  was  60*43  inches,  and  the  number  of 
rainy  days  108.  The  fall  was  17*06  inches  less  than  that  in  1872-73.  It  was  scanty  except 
during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  under  review,  when  it  was  copious  and  fairly  distributed 
over  the  district.

The  excessive  drought  was  the  cause  of  the  very  heavy  loss  during  the  year.  There  were  four 
outbreaks  of  cattle-disease  during  the  fasli  year  just  closed,  which  .destroyed  306  head.  This  is 
about  five-sixths  of  the  number  of  animals  attacked,  and  considerably  in  excess  of  the  mortality 
recorded  in  the  previous  year.

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Under  the  designation  Teerwa  Cammee  is  included  those  remissions  from  the  annual 
ment  on  lands  sold  under  the  Waste  Land  Bales  consequent  on  these  taking  place  at  all  periods 
of  the  revenue  year,  and  a  reduction  in  the  demand  being  made  proportioned  to  the  period  of  the 
year  prior  to  sale.

The  tax  on  trees  was  under  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  449,  of  2nd  March  1874,  re-transferred 
to  the  head  of  Land  Bevenue,  Miscellaneous.  No.  6  consists  of  several  items,  the  largest  being  a 
payment  of  Bupees  4,795  made  by  Mr.  Wapshare  on  aocount  of  Mr.  Ouchterlony's  estates  in  the 
valley,  Bupees  1,780  being  the  third  sexennial  instalment  of  arrears  on  the  Eartery  Estates 
collected  under  G.  0.,  No.  1,200,  of  12th  July  1871,  and  G.  0.,  No.  1,363,  of  llth  August  1871, 
Bupees  820  paid  by  the  present  proprietors  of  the  Prospect  Tea  Estate,  and  Bupees  618  received 
on  account  of  the  Madanaad  Estate.  The  collection  of  these  outstandings  was  suspended  under 
order  of  Government,  No.  1,659,  of  22nd  September  1871,  Bupees  542  of  arrears  were  collected 
on  Mr.  Mullaly's  Nerrooly  Valley  Estate  which  formed  the  subject  of  G.  0.,  No.  2,445,  of 
30th  August  1869,  and  Bupees  319  were  collected  from  Mr.  Groves,  under  sanction  of  G.  0., 
Noc460,  of  7th  May  1873. 

Under  Sale-proceeds  of  Waste  Lands  an  increase  occurs  of  Bupees  1,977.  Two  sales  realized 
large  sums,  one  to  Mr.  MuUaly  for  Bupees  1,050,  and  one  to  Mr.  Beilly  for  Bupees  i373. 

16.  ExTXNT  OF  Land  cultivatbd  with  Special  Pboducts. — The  following  statement  is 
intended  to  show  the  cultivation  of  special  products,  tea,  cofifee  cinchona,  tobacco  and  the  ordi- 
nary nati7e  grains  in  comparison  with  the  previous  fasli.  The  statistics  were  separately  reported 
as  directed  in  Board's  Proceedings,  No.  664,  of  25th  April  1 872.  The  increased  acreage  under 
Coffee,  amounting  to  about  600  acres,  exclusive  of  the  cultivated  area  of  the  Ouchterlony  Valley, 
is  satisfactory  and  may  be  attributed  to  the  high  prices  ruling  for  this  product  in  the  Home 
Market. 
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The  figures  are  only  approximately  correct.  There  has  been  a  dimination  of  cultivation  in 
the  ordinary  food-grains  of  the  district,  but  this  has  been  allnded  to  above  as  due  to  the  unfavorable 
character  of  the  season.

28.  ExTEHT  TO  WHICH  CoBBcivB  Fboobss  WAS  BMPLOTBD.— The  number  of  processes  issued 
for  the  collection  of  arrears  was  seventy-eight,  affecting  revenue  amounting  to  Bupees  335.  Tha 
number  of  cases  in  which  property  was  attached  was  twenty-one,  for  arrears  amounting  to  Bs.

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I  HATi  the  honor  to  sabmit  with  the  lUQal  statementi  my  Beport  on  |he  Beyenne  Settlement 
of  the  District  for  Fasli  1283  (1873-74.) 

2.  As  in  the  two  preceding  years  the  introduction  of  the  Bevenne  Settlement  protracted 
the  Jamabandi  over  an  nnnsoally  long  period.    It  commenced  in  January  and  ended  in  June. 

3.  Haying  returned  from  furlough  after  the  expiration  of  the  fasli  I  took  no  part  in  the 
Jamabandi  of  the  year.  Mr.  Ftice*  the  Acting  Collector,  settled  Uttengiri  and  Oossoor ; 
Mr.  Wilkinson,  the  Acting  Sub-Collector,  settled  Ahtore,  Kistnagheri  and  Dharampoory ;  and 
the  Acting  Head  Assistant  Collector  (Mr.  LeFanu)  did  Tripatore  and  Salem. 

4.  The  Jamabandi  of  the  Namkul  Division  was  conducted  partly  by  Sooriamoorthy  Pillai, 
and  partly  by  Eristna  Row,  who  were  acting  for  Mr.  Fritchard. 

5.  The  time  occupied  in  the  settlement  of  each  taluq  is  given  in  Statement  No.  1.  The 
Jamabandi  of  each  taluq  was  made  within  its  own  limits,  and  the  places  were  chosen  with  due 
regard  to  the  convenience  of  the  ryots. 

6.  NuMBiB  or  Villages.— The  gross  number  of  villages,  vis.,  2,784,  shows  a  decrease  of 
one  village,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  jear.  This  is  owing  to  the  ^fact  that  the  Bevenue 
Settlement  Department  clubbed  two  small  villages  in  the  Oossoor  Taluq  with  other  villages,  and 
that  one  village,  viz.,  Eodaya^ji,  was  transferred  from  North  Arcot  to  this  district  as  per  orders

7.  TtvuBi  01  YxLLAGis. — ^lu  the  tenure  of  villages  there  is  an  increase  of  one  tinder  the 
head  of  Shrotriem  Jodi,  and  this  is  in  consequence  of  the  enfranchisement  under  the  Inam  rules 
of  a  share  village. 

8.  PuTTAS.— The  aggregate  number  of  puttas  for  the  year,  vis.,  202,934,  falls  short  of  the 
last  year's  number  by  1,754.  This  is  owing  partly  to  relinquishments  of  their  holdings  by  the 
ryots,  whose  assessments  were  raised  in  the  new  settlement,  and  partly  to  the  abolition  of  the 
tenure  under  which  lands  were  held  on  pasture  puttas, 

9.  Of  the  total  number  of  puttas  46,747  were  issued  afresh,  146,739  remained  unaltered, 
and  9,448  were  old  puttas  in  which  changes  were  simply  noted  down. 

10.  The  new  form  of  putta  is  now  in  force  throughout  the  district. 
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11.  SiASOM.—The  ieaaon  was  a  very  indilTerent  one.  The  eariy  raim  in  May,  upon  which 
the  dry  crops  in  the  upland  talnqs  depend  principally,  failed.  The  fall  from  April  to  July  was 
▼ery  slight ;  in  August  and  September  it  was  moderate ;  and  in  October  heary.  There  was  little 
or  no  rain  afterwards  till  May. 

12.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  season  was  not  favorable  for  cultivation,  especially  for  diy 
crops.  The  heavy  rains  of  October  favored  the  wet  cultivation  in  most  parts  of  the  district ; 
but  in  the  Oossoor  Taluq,  however,  the  supply  that  the  tanks  received  was  insufficient,  and  compa- 
ratively larger  remissions  were  called  for. 


13.     The  average  rain-fall  of  the  district  is  shown  in  the  sulgoined  abstract 
with  the  past  year  it  shows  a  decrease  of  131 : —

14.  Sanitabt  Condition.— Public  health  during  the  year  contrasts  favorably  with  the  past 
one.  Fever  and  small-pox  were  as  usual  the  chief  prevailing  diseases  ;  but  they  were  on  the 
whole  of  a  milder  nature  and  less  fatal  than  in  the  previous  year. 

15.  CAoIera.— Seven  isolated  oases  of  cholera  were  reported  during  the  year.  One  of  these 
occurred  in  the  town  of  Salem,  and  six  (one  male  and  five  females)  in  the  Taluq  of  Trichengode. 
Of  the  case  that  occurred  in  the  Salem  town  the  Zillah  Surgeon  was  of  opinion  that  it  was  not  one 
of  cholera»  but  of  aggravated  diarrhoea.  The  cases  in  Trichengode  I  am  inclined  to  attribute  to 
the  same  cause. 

16.  ^6t;6rs.— Fever  prevailed  more  or  less  in  every  taluq,  but  in  Uttengiri  it  was  of  a 
severer  type  and  of  longer  duration.  The  deaths  (21,566)  under  this  head  show  a  decrease  of 
1,681  compared  with  the  past  year. 

17.  AnaU-poo?.— This  disease  was  more  severe  in  the  Salem  town  and  Southern  Taluqi 
than  in  other  parts  of  the  district.  The  number  of  deaths  contrasted  with  the  preceding  yesr 
shows  a  decrease  of  2,126. 

18.  The  enclosed  statement  shows  the  number  of  deaths  and  births  for  the  year. 

19.  Cattle  Z7itea«e.— Disease  amongst  cattle  manifested  itself  throughout  the  district, 
especially  in  the  Taluqs  of  Trichengode,  Salem,  Tripatore,  and  Uttengiri.  It  was  not,  however, 
of  a  severe  type.  The  cyclone  of  5th  and  6th  of  May  caused  a  large  number  of  deaths  (122,936) 
amongst  cattle.  The  sudden  change  from  great  heat  to  very  great  cold  struck  cattle  of  all 
kinds  as  if  by  a  plague,  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  number  of*  deaths  reported  by 
the  village  officers  was  much  exaggerated.    I  am  now  instituting  inquiries  on  this  point.

21.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  abore  that  prioes  hare  risen  gradually  daring  the  past  three  years. 
This  I  ascribe  partly  to  the  adrerse  character  of  the  season,  and  partly  to  the  cause  mentioned  by 

'  the  Acting  Gollectw  in  his  report  for  Fasli  1282,  m.,  to  the  reaction  which  has  set  in  after  the 
stimulation  giren  to  cultivation  by  the  famine  of  1866-67. 

22.  CoxxuTATiOB  Batis.— From  tiie  ruling  prices  above  shown  it  will  be  perceived  that 
with  only  one  exception  (Yaragoo)  the  prices  of  all  grains  far  exceed  the  commutation  prices, 
which  are  Bupees  91-10-8  for  the  Northern  Talnqs,  and  Rupees  100  for  the  Southern  Taluqs. 

23.  Waqbs  Of  LkBOB. — In  the  Tripatore  Taluq,  where  several  irrigation  works  were  under 
progress,  and  where  there  was  some  difficulty  in  procuring  labor  on  account  of  certain  railway 
works  going  on  rimultaneonsly*  and  in  the  Salem  town,  where  several  buildings  were  under  con- 
struetion,  wages  of  labor  rose  somewhat.  In  other  parts  of  the  district  there  were  no  material 
changes. 

24.  iRTBODUCTioir  or  thb  kbw  Sbttlikbht. — ^The  work  of  the  Settlement  Department  was 
brought  to  a  close  in  this  district  during  the  year.  At  the  Jamabandi  the  new  settlement  rates 
were  introduced  into  the  remaining  two  taluqs  of  Tripatore  and  Oossoor. 

25.  Sbttlemskt  Besults. — ^The  settiement  results  in  the  two  talnqs  into  which  the  new 
settiement  rates  were  introduced  daring  the  year  is  shown  in  the  annexed  table  : —

37.  Btots*  HoLDiKas— 5to<emMlJVb.3,  Enclo$ure  A.— Th^  extent  of  land  under  oee«* 
pfttion  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  Acres  1^209.809,  asseaeed  at  Bnpeea  18,01.041.  Land 
aotnally  given  up  during  the  year  amoanted  to  Acres  81.666,  assessed  at  Bnpees  86.983.  Waste 
land  tidten  up  afresh  was  Acres  46,616.  assessed  at  Rupees  47.249.  The  result  shows  that  At  the 
end  of  Fasli  1283  there  was  under  the  occupation  of  the  ryots  16.101  Acres,  alsessed  at  Rupees 
28.993,  less  than  the  extent  held  by  them  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year.  This  is  owing  to  large 
relinquishments,  especially  in  the  Taluqs  of  Salem.  Ahtore.  Trichengode.Uttengiri.  and  Dharam- 
poory.  The  relinquishments  for  the  whole  district  amounted  to  Rupees  86.983.  while  lands  taken 
up  to  only  Rupees  47,249.  The  settlement  increase  haying  partly  made  up  the  deficiency  the 
net  decrease  was  as  above  shown  Rupees  28,{ 


28.  The  large  amount  of  relinquishments  must  only  be  ascribed  to  the  unfavorable  charaettf 
of  the  season. 

29.  The  particulars  of  the  item  **  Lands  transferred  to  other  heads."  which  has  been  added 
under  deductions  in  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  3,  are  as  follow:—

30.  The  difference  between  the  figures  entered  under  the  head  '*  Sold  or  transferred."  and 
those  under  "  Purchased  or  obtained  by  transfer,"  is  owing  to  the  fact  that. those  under  the  former 
head  represent  the  old  area  and  assessment,  whilst  those  under  the  latter  head  refer  to  the  area 
and  assessment  according  to  the  new  settlement  rates  introduced  at  the  Jamabandi  in  those 
taluqs,  which  were  for  the  first  time  brought  under  settlement. 

81.  Actual  Cultivation. — ^The  land  actually  cultivated  during  the  year  was  Acres  1,147.696, 
assessed  at  Rupees  17,03,824,  or  Acres  23.295.  assessed  at  Rupees  35.737.  below  the  cultivation 
for  the  preceding  year. 

32.  Wastx  Rbmittxd.— Acres  3,700,  assessed  at  Rupees  17,005.  were  remitted  under  the 
head  **  Wet."  This  was  chiefly  in  the  Oossoor  Taluq  .where  the  unfavorable  character  of  the  season 
called  for  more  remissions  than  anywhere  else. 

33.  Wasts  CHAuaiD. — ^Acres  42,412.  assessed  At  Rupees  51,220,  were  charged.  Most  of  this 
WM  under  the  head  ''  Dry." 

84.  The  total  Ryotwar  beriz,  exclusive  of  Miscellaneous  items,  amounted  according  to  Column 
59  of  Statement  No.  3  to  Rupees  16,34,964.  while  the  sum  entered  under  the^same  head  in  the 
Demand.  GoUeptioD.  and  Balance  Statement  for  June  last  was  Rupees  16,34,115,  thus  showing  a 
difference  between  the  two  accounts  of  Rupees  849.  This  is  owing  to  the  inclusion  through  a 
mistake  in  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  Statement  under  the  head  '*  Miscellaneous" 
instead  of  **  Ryotwar"  of  the  water-tax  in  the  taluqs  of  Namkul  and  Tripatore.

44.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  figures  entered  in  Enclosure  B.  to  Statement  No.  3,  and  those 
entered  in  Statement  No.  2,  submitted  with  my  last  Revenue  Administration  Report,  do  not 
correspond.  The  cause  of  this  is  owing  partly  to  the  omission  in  the  Trichengode  Taluq  of  the 
cultivation  of  special  products  in  one-third  of  the  taluq,  and  partly  to  the  introduction  of  the 
settlement  rates  into  the  Tripatore  and  Oossoor  Taluqs  subsequent  to  the  submission  of  the 
Revenue  Administration  Report.

46.  The  remissions  for  Shavi  (Rupees  4,672)  were  called  for  on  account  of  the  unfovor- 
able  character  of  the  season,  especially  in  the  taluqs  of  Oossoor,  Dharampoory,  Ahtore,  and 
Trichengode. 

47.  The  sum  of  Rupees  1,601  entered  under  the  head  of  ''  Falanastam"  represents  the 
difierence  between  the  dry  and  wet  assessment  of  lands  depending  on  certain  tanks  in  the  Oossoor, 
Trichengode,  and  Namkul  Taluqs  ;  owing  to  their  having  breached  the  ayacut  under  them  was 
unirrigable.

63.  Jodigy, — ^The  balance  under  this  head  was  at  the  end  of  the  fasli  Rupees  16,874,  and 
at  the  end  of  August  Rupees  7,065.    The  agraharams  in  arrears  have  been  advertised  for  sale. 

61.  Byotwary  and  Miacellaneoua.'— The  ryotwary  and  miscellaneous  balance  was  at  the 
end  of  the  fasli  Rupees  2,07,601,  and  at  the  end  of  August  Rupees  1,17,430.  The  large 
balance  under  this  head  is  owing  to  an  order  which  the  late  Acting  Collector  issued  immediately 
after  the  cjrclone  of  May  last,  directing  the  Tahsildars  not  to  press  collections  for  some  time. 
Measures  have  now  been  adopted  for  realising  the  still  oivtstanding  bi^ance,. 
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65.    The  subjoined  statement  shows  the  revenue  collections  for  the  year  nnder  report  oom> 
pared  with  the  preceding  one :—

66.  There  is  an  inorease  under  ''  Permanently  settled,*'  and  the  Board  will  obserre  on  a 
reference  to  the  Demand,  Collection,  and  Balance  Statements  of  the  last  two  years  that  there  hM' 
been  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  collection  of  the  Muta  peishcuiah.    This  is  owing  in  a 

SU^'B  Oironlar  Order,  No.  VI.  of  1878.  !f^*  u°'''*175  ^i.  ^^  ^'^^'^   marginaUy  noted, 

which  enabled  the  Bevenne  authorities  to  pro- 
ceed against  the  movable  property  of  the  Hutadars. 

67.  StriDgent  measures  adopted  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  under  **  Jodigy*'  was  the 
cause  of  the  increase  under  that  head. 

68.  The  large  decrease  under  Byotwary  and  Miscellaneous  is  owing  to  there  having  been 
smaller  amount  of  arrears  outstanding  under  these  heads  at  the  beginning  of  the  fasli  under 
report  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  preceding  fasli. 

69.  The  increase  under  *'  Stamps  *'  is  due  to  the  extensive  use  of  the  Court  Fee  stamps. 

70.  Abbbabs  of  BivBNUE.^It  will  be  observed  from  Statement  No.  8  that  the  arrears  of 
former  faslis  amounted  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  Rupees  1,03,545,  and  at  the  end  of  August  to 
Bupees  1,00,736.  Of  this  amount  Rupees  66,064  are  irrecoverable.  This  sum  includes  Bupees 
29,878  which  was  recommended  in  the  last  year*s  report  for  remission.  *It  will  be  written  off  in 
the  accounts  of  September  under  the  sanction  of  Government  conveyed  in  the  Board's  Proceedings, 
dated  18th  August  1874,  No.  2,295.  The  amount,  for  writing  off  which  sanction  is  now  solicit^, 
is  therefore  only  Bupees  36,186,  and  I  request  that  it  may  be  accorded. 

71.  The  amount  shown  as  ''Irrecoverable"  was  set  down  as  such  after  careful  inquiries 
made  by  the  Settlement  Officers  at  the  Jamabandi. 

72.  The  amount  recommended  for  remission  includes  Bupees  1,708,  being  the  assessment  of 
the  lands  taken  up  for  public  purposes  in  mutas  and  agraharams  as  per  enclosed  statement 
This  will  not  occur  in  future  if  the  application  submitted  to  the  Board  by  the  late  Acting 
Collector  on  the  4th  June  last  for  the  permanent  deduction  of  the  amount  from  the  peishcush  is 
sanctioned. 

73.  The  amount  entered  under  ''Income-tax"  is  all  the  balance  remaining  under  that 
head,  and  there  is  no  prospect  of  the  amount  being  realized. 

74.  GoiBCivB  Pbocbss. — Process  under  Act  II.  of  1864  (Madras)  were  issued  against  8,985 
defaulters  for  the  recovery  of  Bupees  1,30,094.  The  property  actually  sold  realized  Bupees 
26,546.    The  particulars  are  given  in  detail  in  Enclosure  A.  to  Statement  No.  8. 

75.  Pbocbss  Fbes. — The  Process  fees  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  Bupees  1,512. 

76.  Intebist. — ^A  statement  showing  the  interest  realized  on  arrears  of  revenue  is  enclosed. 
It  shows  that  Bupees  6,026  under  "Land  Bevenne,"  and  Bupees  138  under  Abk&ri,  were 
realized  during  the  year. 

77.  Chabqes — Statement  No.  9. — ^The  charges  for  the  year  amounted  to  Bupees  1,95,607, 
or  Bupees  17,409  below  those  of  the  past  year.  The  only  variation  that  calls  for  any  remark  is 
the  decrease  under  "  Salary  of  Collector,  etc.,"  and  this  is  owing  chiefly  to  the  fact  of  my  having 
been  absent  on  furlough. 

78.  Lands  agquibbd  by  Pubuo  Sibvants. — Lands  acquired  by  public  servants  during  the

79.  ViLLAOE  AND  Taluq  ACCOUNTS.— Thcsc  accouuts  were  as  usual  examined  by  the  several 
officers  who  conducted  the  settlement,  and  are  reported  to  be  satisfactorily  kept. 

80.  There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  preparation  of  the'Mortuary  returns. 
Accuracy  in  the  registration  of  births  and  deaths  has  been  insisted  upon. 

81.  The  Treasury  accounts  of  the  Namkul  and  Trichengode  Taluqs  were  examined  by  the 
Treasury  Deputy  Collector,  Mr.  Johnston,  during  the  year,  and  his  report  has  already  been  laid 
before  the  Board  with  the  late  Acting  Collector's  letter  of  the  16th  Hay  1874,  No.  165. 
Mr.  Johnston  was  also  recently  employed  in  examining  the  accounts  of  Dharampoory  and 
Tripatore  Taluqs,  and  the  various  defects  and  inaccuracies  which  that  officer  has  detected  in  the 
accounts  will  be  pointed  out  to  all  the  taluq  officials  by  Circular. 

82.  Sub-Gollectob's  Rbpobt.— The  report  of  the  Sub-Collector  on  the  settlement  of  his 
Division,  which  does  not  call  for  any  special  remark,  is  enclosed.

Manyi  in  fact  most 
of  the  tankSi  received  but  a  limited  suppfj^.  In 

many  cases  both  wet  and  dry  crops  failed  en- 

tirelyi  and  in  others  the  outturn  was  small. 

9.  Sanitabt  Condition. — ^The  public  health  during  the  year  under  review  was  on  the 
whole  good.  The  division  was  entirely  free  from  cholera.  Small-pox  and  fever  prevailed  to  a 
certain  extent,  especially  in  the  Eistnagherry  Taluq.  The  Medical  subordinate  attached  to  the 
Sub-Collector's  office  was  sent  to  this  taluq  and  spent  some  months  there,  and  his  treatment  was 
successful  in  ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  fever- stricken  patients.  The  mortality  was  not 
large  from  either  fever  or  small-pox.  Vaccination  is  being  extended,  each  taluq  being  divided 
into  circles  and  a  Vaccinator  appointed  to  each  circle.  In  March  last  a  charitable  Dispensury, 
supported  entirely  by  voluntary  donations  and  subscriptions,  was  opened  in  Oossoor,  and  already 
some  4,278  persons  nave  been  treated. 

10.  The  diseases  named  ' '  Eomari "  and  *'  Eundu  "  were  prevalent  among  cattle,  but  the  loss 
by  disease  was  insignificant.  Medicines  were  obtained  from  Dr.  Scudder  of  Arcot  and  freely  distri- 
buted. Segregation  of  healthy  and  sick  cattle  was  attended  to.  There  was  a  heavy  loss  of  cattle 
during  the  cyclone  in  May  last,  as  many  as  10^014  head  of  cattle  perishing  in  the  Oossoor  Taluq 
alone. 

11.  Pbicis. — As  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  indifferent  season  the  prices  of  all  articles 
of  food  rose  durbg  the  year  under  review,  as  is  shown  in  the  comparative  statement  below  :—

13.  From  the  aboye  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  in  the  year  under  report  there  was  a 
net  decrease  in  the  cultivated  area  of  3,684  Acres,  assessed  at  Bupees  19,932. 

14.  The  increase  under  the  head  of  Wet  is  due  principally  to  the  excess  area  discoyered  by 
the  Surrey  Department  in  the  Oossoor  Taluq  having  been  added  to  the  puttas,  and  to  the 
introduction  in  that  taluq  of  the  new  Settlement  rates.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the  large 
decrease  under  the  head  Dry  is  due  to  the  abolition  of  the  Orazing-tax  in  Oossoor.  All  lands 
formerly  held  on  this  favorable  tenure  having  been  fully  assessed  large  relinquishments  took 
place,  which  were  not  counterbalanced  by  the  lands  taken  up  in  the  other  taluqs.

17.  From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  actual  extent  of  cultivation  in 
Fasli  1283  was  less  than  that  in  the  previous  fasli  by  Acres  11,807,  bearing  an  assessment  of 
37,198,  inclusive  of  water-rate  This  large  decrease  is  due  in  part  to  the  unfavorable  character 
of  the  season,  in  part  to  the  recent  introduction  of  the  settlement  throughout  the  Sub- Division.

The  sum  of  Rupees  16-9-10  is  the  quit-rent 
on  Inams  incorporated  with  Government  lands,  the 
Inamdars  having  failed  to  receive  the  tide-deeds. 
This  was  included  in  the  beriz  of  Fasli  1282. 

The  sum  of  Rupees  266-2-0,  vhich  consists  of  per- 
sonal Jodi,  Sevoi  Jama  sist,  etc.,  is  the  balance  left 
after  the  sale  of  the  property  of  the  defaulters. 

This  amount,  which  relates  to  Dharampoory  Taluq, 
was  entered  in  the  last  year's  account  also  under  the 
head  of  irrecoverable.

This  amount  remained  uncollected  after  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  property  of  the  defaulters 
had  been  credited  to  the  balance.

47.    Lands  aoquibed  bt  Public  SsayANTS. — In  the  fasli  under  report  one  Earacherla 
Ramaiyai  a  Qnmastah  in  Oossoor  Talaq,  acquired  by  dorkhast  dry  lands  to  the  extent  of  2  Acrca 
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45  Ce&te,  assessed  at  Bapees  4-12-6.  Besides  one  Baba  Bao,  a  Yernaealar  Clerk  in  the  Sab^ 
Collector's  office,  entertained  in  Fasli  1283,  holds  lands  measuring  17  Acres  17  Cenis,  assessed 
at  Bapees  13-3  0,  in  Eistnagherry  Talnq. 

48.  Taluq  and  Village  Accounts.— The  talnq  accounts  have  been  examined  from  time  to 
time,  and  with  one  exception  found  correct  and  well  kept. 

The  village  accounts  were  carefully  scrutinized  at  the  time  of  Jamabandi,  and  are  on  the 
whole  creditable. 

49.  Birth  and  Death  Begistebs. — Increasing  care  is  shown  in  the  preparation  of  these 
registers. 

50.  Conduct  ot  Subordinates. — In  March  last  the  Sheristadar  of  my  office,  Tanicachella 
Mudaliar,  died.  In  him  Oovernment  have  lost  a  valuable  public  servant.  His  successor  only 
oined  the  office  in  August,  but  is  performing  his  duties  most  satisfactorily.  The  Tahsildar 
of  Oossoor,  D.  B.  Seshagherry  Bao,  having  completed  the  settlement  of  the  boundary  between 
Mysore  and  Salem,  which  work  he  performed  in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner,  resumed  charge 
of  his  taluq  in  November  last.  I  have  had  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  both  with  him  and  the 
Tahsildars  of  Eistnagherry  and  Dharampoory .  The  Sheristadar  of  the  Oossoor  Taluq,  Bama  Bao, 
is,  I  regret  to  observe,  utterly  unfit  for  his  position.  Tiroovencadum  Pillai,  Sub-Magistrate  of 
Pennagaram,  has  been  recommended  for  dismissal.  With  the  exception  of  the  Head  Clerk  of  my 
office,  whom,  for  repeated  disobedience  of  orders  and  utter  unfitness  for  such  a  post,  I  have  had  to 
remove  :  the  other  subordinates  of  the  Sub-Division  have  given  me  satisfaction.

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I  HAVi  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Settlement  of  the  Bevenaes  of  the 
District  for  Fasli  1283  (1873-74),  together  with  the  usual  Statements. 

2.  Flacbs  at  whioh  thb  Settlbxent  was  xadb. — Of  the  five  taluqs  of  the  District 
Eundapur  and  Udipi,  forming  the  range  of  the  Head  Assistant,  were  settled  by  the  Collector  ; 
Mangalore  and  Uppinangadi  by  the  Acting  Head  Assistant  Collector,  Mr.  £.  Gibson ;  and 
Eassergode  by  the  Assistant  Collector,  Mr.  G.  Stokes.  The  settlement  was  commenced  on  the  lOth 
January  and  closed  on  the  21st  April.  The  accompanying  Statement  No.  1  indicates  the  places 
and  dates  at  which  each  taluq  was  settled. 


FuTTAS.— The  marginal  figures  exhibit  an  increase  in  the  number  of  puttas  issued  daring 

the  year  as  compared  with  that  of  its  prede- 
cessor. The  increase  is  partly  attributable  to 
puttas  issued  for  lands  newly  brought  under 
cultivation  during  the  year,  and  partly  to  fresh 
ones  substituted  for  those  of  old  estates  which  changed  hands.

5.  SsASON. — The  quantity  of  rain  that  fell  during  the  year  was  seasonable,  while  that  of  the 
previous  year  was  unusually  heavy  and  irregular.  The  decrease  did  not  in  any  way  affect  agricul- 
ture ;  on  the  other  hand  the  double  crop  rice-fields  produced  abetter  outturn.  The  single  crop 
uplands  and  gardens,  however,  seem  to  have  slightly  suffered ;  the  fall  of  rain  in  the  latter 
stages  of  the  monsoon  being  somewhat  scanty,  but  the  yield  on  the  whole  was  not  unsatisfactory. 

6.  Sanitabt  Condition.— The  state  of  public  health  was  generally  good  during  the  year. 
The  annexed  table  represents  the  mortality  of  the  district  by  various  causes.  The  district  enjoyed 
immunity  from  cholera.  The  two  deaths,  however,  recorded  against  this  epidemic  would  seem  to  have 
been  due  to  cholera  of  a  sporadic  type.  Fever  and  small-poz  were  the  chief  prevailing  diseases. 
The  former  exhibited  a  decrease  of  234  in  the  number  of  its  victims,  while  the  latter  showed  an 
increase,  notwithstanding  the  efforts  of  the  Vaccine,  establishment.  On  the  whole  a  comparison 
of  the  Mortuary  Registers  of  Faslis  1282  and  1283  shows  an  increase  of  393  deaths  during  the 
past  year.  Probably  this  increase  is  only  apparent,  and  is  due  to  greater  accuracy  in  the  village 
returns:—

7.     Health  of  Cattlb. — There  was  a  decided  improvement  in  the  health  of  cattle.    The 
returns  show  a  decrease  of  2,212  in  the  number  of  deaths.    The  district  was  almost  free  from 

Sidemic  disease.    The  ravages  of  tigers  also  exhibited  a  marked  decline,  there  being  a  decrease 
468,  or  nearly  one-third  in  the  mortality  under  this  head.    This  is  accounted  for  by  the 
enbanoed  rewards  offered  and  paid  for  the  destruction  of  these  animals.

2.  The  settlement  of  the  talmqs  were 
conducted  by  the  several  officers  of  the  district 
as  noted  in  the  margin. 

3.  PuTTAs.— There  were  169,879  puttas 
issued  during  the  year,  showing  an  increase  of 
2,245  over  the  previous  year,  which  is  due   to 


transfer  of  holdings,  increase   of  cultivation, 
and  other  ordinary  causes  that  call  for  no  remarks. 

4.    TaBBiTOBiAL  Chanqb.— There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  villages  during  the  year. 

6.  Season.— The  total  rain-fall  was  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  north-east 
monsoon,  on  which  the  second  crop  is  mainly  dependant,  failed  in  November  when  it  is  usually 
expected,  and  the  result  was  that  the  crop  seriously  suffered  in  several  parts  of  the  district.  The 
subjoined  table  will  show  that  the  fall  was  much  less  in  that  month  than  that  of  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  any  of  the  preceding  four  years.    There  was,  however,  no  scarcity  of  food,  the  local 
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markets  being  irell  supplied  with  grains  imported  from  Mangalore  and  other  places  by  sea  and 
backwater,  and  from  Eastern  districts  by  rail-

6.  Sanitabt  CovDiTiON. — ^The  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  was  far  from  satisfactory, 
and  indeed  worse  than  that  of  any  of  the  previous  four  years  as  the  following  table  will  show. 
The  chief  source  of  the  mortality  was  small-pox,  which  swept  over  the  face  of  the  district  and 
proved  very  destructive,  ecfpecially  in  Ponani  where  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  alone  was 
8,952.  The  disease  has  become  endemic  in  that  taluq  for  the  last  two  years.  The  Vaccination 
staff  has  been  hard  at  work  and  considerable  temporary  addition  made,  but  little  check  therefrom

10.  Waste  bbhittid  and  CBABasD. — Remissions  granted  during  the  year  on  account  of 
lands  left  waste  amounted  to  Rupees  1,317,  and  the  sum  charged  on  5,160  Acres  of  a  similar 
description  of  land  to  Rupees  2,776  :  4^354  Acres  of  this  were  waste  lands,  assessed  at  the 
permanent  rate  of  6  Annas  an  acre. 

11.  Gbant  or  CowuBs.— Forty-five  cowles  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  reclama- 
tion of  waste  land,  viz.,  8  for  77  Acres  of  dry  land,  and  37  for  177  Acres  of  wet  land. 

12.  Rehissionb. — Statement  No.  4  will  show  that  the  remissions  granted  during  the  year 
amounted  to  Rupees  12^022-13-0,  or  in  excess  of  those  for  the  preyious  year  by  Rupees  6,885-5-9. 
Of  this,  however.  Rupees  7,269-8-1  would  more  correctly  be  noted  as  transfer,  being  arreardue 
in  the  Ouchterlony  Valley,  the  realisation  of  which  fell  to  th^  Commissioner  of  the  Nilgiris,  so 
ihat  the  amount  of  real  remission  is  not  abnonnal. 
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13.    CoLLBCTiONB. — ^Tko  Bttbjoined  statement  exhibits  the  collections  on  aeconnt  of  land  and

The  collections  under  the  several  heads  of  revenue  aggregated  Rupees  38.86.995,  which  are 
less  than  those  of  the  previous  year  by  Rupees  33, 624.    The  decrease  is  explained  under  the 
several  heads  to  which  the  sum  appertains. 

14.  Land  Revenue,  Permanently  Settled. — The  decrease  under  this  head  is  owing  to  the 
non-payment  by  Sultan  Ali  Rajab  of  Gannanore  of  any  portion  of  the  peiahcush  due  by  him  for 
the  year.  This  added  to  the  previous  yearns  peishcush  and  Rupees  14.000  of  that  due  for  Fasli 
1281.  which  also  remain  uncollected,  makes  a  sum  of  Rupees  44.486  outstanding  against  him« 
It  is  not  necessary  to  recapitulate  here  the  circumstances  under  which  this  demand  is  left  ta 
accumulate,  as  they  are  already  in  the  knowledge  of  Board  and  Government.  The  only  course 
now  left  is  to  attach  a  portion  of  the  estate. 

15.  Ryotwar.-^Tht  decrease  under  Ryotwar  and  Miscellaneous  is  too  small  to  call  for 
remarks. 

16.  Abkdri. — The  Abk&ri  farms  were  left  for  three  years  together  from  Fasli  1282,  and 
hence  the  absence  of  any  fluctuations  in  the  revenue  requiring  explanation. 

17.  Salt — There  is  a  decrease  of  Rupees  65,719  under  this  head  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  and  it  is  attributable  to  the  extensive  illicit  manufacture  of  country  salt  carried 
on  in  sea-board  taluqs.  more  especially  in  that  of  Ponani.  not  only  for  domestic  purposes  of 
the  manufacturers  but  also  for  clandestine  sale  in  inland  parts.  As  the  manufacture  is  legal 
and  mere  possession,  no  matter  in  what  unreasonable  quantities,  is  not  penal  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  put  a  stop  to  the  illicit  trade.  The  charges  on  account  of  thia  item  do  not  show 
any  material  difference.  The  quantity  of  salt  purchased  during  the  year  was  611,090  Maunds> 
or  3,479  Maunds  less  than  the  purchase  of  the  previoua  year.  The  rate  of  price  was  8  Annas 
and  4  Pies  higher  per  garce,  which  is  not  noteworthy,  as  the  previous  year*s  rate  was  less  than 
that  of  its  predecessor  by  Rupees  4-5-11  per  garce. 

18.  Sea  Cuatoma. — ^This  item  shows  a  comparative  decrease  of  Rupees  19.617,  which  is  due 
to  the  falling  off  in  the  quantity  of  cocoanut  oil  exported  and  of  European  liquors  imported 
during  the  year  under  report. 

19.  Land  Cuatoma. — The  increase  of  Rupees  631  under  this  head  is  on  account  of  the  duty 
levied  on  French  liquor  passed  over  from  the  Foreign  State  of  Mah4  into  British  territory. 

20.  Btampa. — ^Under  this  \^eHd  occurs  an  increase  of  Rupees  89.942.  of  which  the  great 
bulk  (Rupees  89.528)  was  contributed  by  the  sale  of  Court  Fees  stamps.    This  result  was  brought 
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•  Order  of  Government  of  India,  dated  10th  February     about    by  the   present    System*    of  Collecting 
1873,  No.  966.  Process  Service  fees  in  Courts  in  stamps  instead 

of  in  cash  as  heretofore.    The  practice  was  in  force  only  for  one  month  in  the  preceding  year, 
which  accounts  for  the  large  increase. 

21.  Income-tax. — The  decrease  observable  under  this  item  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  no 
Income-tax  Act  was  in  force  during  the  year  1873-74.  Out  of  Rupees  1,791  shown  under 
collection  Rupees  209  represents  sums  realized  in  respect  of  cases  which,  having  escaped  assess- 
ment in  the  previous  year,  were  brought  to  account  during  the  year  under  review. 

22.  Balance. — The  uncollected  balances  that  outstood  at  the  close  of  Fasli  1283  aggregated 
Rupees  1,24,414,  of  which  Rupees  52,812  is  the  arrear  of  previous  fasli.  Out  of  this  latter  sum 
Rupees  29,426  represents  the  arrears  of  peishcush  due  by  Sultan  All  Rajah  of  Cannanore  and 
which,  added  to  the  sum  of  Rupees  16,000  payable  by  him  for  the  year  under  report,  raises  the 
total  demand  against  him  to  Rupees  44,426,  as  shown  in  paragraph  14  above.  Of  the  remaining 
sum  of  Rupees  79,988,  Rupees  60,775  appertains  to  the  Wynaad  Taluq  and  the  greater  portion  of 
this  is  coffee  tax  due  by  European  planters.  The  postponement  of  the  demand  last  year  exercised 
an  unfavorable  effect  on  this  year's  collections,  the  demand  being  a  double  one.  The  season,  though 
not  80  disastrous  as  the  previous  one,  was  far  from  good.  The  remainder  is  such  as  ordinarily 
occurs  and  requires  no  explanation.    Rupees  39,270  has  been  collected  since  the  close  of  the  fasli. 

23.  Of  the  above  balances  Rupees  8,222-11-1  has  to  be  struck  off  the  accounts  as  irrecover- 
able. This  sum  consists  of  Rupees  1,055-13-1  of  the  amount  recommended  to  be  written  off  in 
the  previous  year's  report,  and  of  Rupees  2,987-2-11  and  Rupees  4,179-11-1  on  account  of  Land 
Revenue  and  Income-tax,  respectively  ;  the  latter  being  included  in  this  report  with  reference  to 
Board's  Circular  Memorandum,  dated  9th  March  1874,  No.  322.  The  particulars  of  these  two 
items  which  are  to  be  struck  off  the  account  for  the  year  under  report  are  as  noted  below.  Items 
ITos.  9  and  10  under  Land  Revenue  are  balances,  for  reasons  stated  in  paragraph  24  of  my  last 
year's  report,  and  belong  to  Fasli  1282 : —

26.  Examination  or  Taluq  and  Village  Accoonts.— The  Taluq  and  Village  accounts,  as 
far  as  they  are  applicable  to  this  district,  are  kept  up  regularly.  The  latter  were  examined  by 
the  several  settling  officers  and  found  generally  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

27.  Examination  of  Taluq  Treasury  under  Standing  Order  No.  VIII.  of  1874.— The 
Taluq  Treasury  of  Palghaut  was  examined  by  the  Treasury  Deputy  Goll6ct<Mr  in  March  of  the 
year  under  report  and  the  accounts  were  found  in  good  order.  A  few  irregularities  found  in  the 
mode  of  keeping  the  accounts  have  been  rectified. 

28.  Remarks  ON  the  Conduct  of  Subordinates. — An.unusual  number  of  vacancies  occurred 
among  the  higher  officials  of  the  district,  and  four  new  Tahsildars  had  to  be  appointed,  or  as  many 
as  had  been  appointed  in  the  preceding  twelve  years. 

The  Huzur  Sheristadar^  Tayil  Bamunni,  aeeompanied  me  during  tiie  inquiries  into  the 
Moplah  disturbances,  and,  as  usual,  rendered  most  valuable  assistance.  His  sudden  death,  almost 
immediately  afterwards,  deprived  the  district  of  one  of  its  most  useful  and  trustworthy  public 
servants.  His  death  was  shortly  afterwards  followed  by  that  of  the  Emad  Taluq  Tahsildar, 
Bamunni  Marar.  This  officer  had  for  twenty  years  been  Tahsildar,  first  of  Walluvanad  and 
then  of  £i7»ad,  and  during  this  long  period  he  earned  a  reputation  for  ability  and  integrity  both 
with  his  superiors  and  among  the  people  such  as  I  have  never  known  ezoelled.  For  many  years 
his  decision  had  been  always  accepted  as  final.  The  other  Tahsildars  have  continued  to  merit 
approbation,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  aMe  to  testify  to  the  satisfSMtory  manner  in  which  the  duties  of 
Sheristadar  have  been  transacted  by  the  present  incumbent,  Krishna  Pattar.
